KATAL BIOGRAPHY* 


(1804'.) The Uont C. Boyle (jieii rc-commenced his ii»Ta]|( 
career 'With renowsd spiriC,^ under the auspices of the groat Nelson^ 
in the Boreas ^rigate^ of 28 guns, and sailed in her to the West 
Indies, on the t9th of P.lay. The following extract fPom a letter 
written by Lady Hughes, who was on board, which has appearefi, 
in the splendid Life of that Admiral,**^ will shew the manner in 
w'hkh the young men in that ship w'erc' trained and gradually 
enured to hardiliood and enterprise by thfir parental commander. 

As ‘a wdiiKLii, I can otnly speak of those parts of his pro- 
fessional conduct which Icoi*!d compreW^nd; such as his attention 
to the young- gentlemen who had the happinegs oi being on hL 
qiiarter-deok. It reasonably be supposed, that among^^tfae 
number of 30, there must have been. timid spirits, as well bold 
the timid be never rebuked 3 but always wished to shew them, 
he desired nothing that he wdtiid not instantly do himself : And 1 
have kdown him say — Well^ Sir, I am ^oing a race to the masi- 
head^ and heft I nutff meet j^ou there. No denial could be givon 
io such a request, and the' pobr little fellow instantly began to 
elimb tlic shrouds* Captain Nelson never look the least notice 
in what manner it wasr done ; but, when they met in the top, 
apojkc in the most cheerful term's to the midishipman, and ob- 
servetl— //ow much an^ person teas to be piliedy who coidd fancy 
there reas any danger^ or even any thing disagreeable^ in th^ 
attempt. 

After this excellent example, I have seen* (continues Lady 
Hughes) the same youth, who before was so timid, lead another 
in like manner and repeat his commander’s words* How wise 
and attentive was such conduct in Captqin Ndson I Oh the same 
principle,, 4^.. ^very day wenj Into tne school-rooth, and saw the 
mode *in which they pursued '^heir nautical acquirements; and at 
twelve o’clock, he was always the. first on deck, with his quadrant; 
•<^Do one could then neglect itis duty. There is also another ancc- 
«^dote, which deserve^^to be ment'oned -The day wo landed at Bar- 
ba^oes^ and were to dine at the Governor’s, oj^r dear commander

the better to illustrate the public •services of Mr. Boyle. — 'Fho 
Boreas, according ^ this Biographer,* ‘^•arrived at Madeira on 
the first of June (,17d4) ; and on the 2d, after breakfast, the go. 
\ernor sent the itiajor of his guards"*, with his slateJiarge, to con. * 
vey Lady llughcft and her shite on shore, w Inch ^ was politely 
dcclined.~At half.past ten, the ship being completely manned, 
Lady Hughes and her daughter, ‘atlcii Jed by (/aptain Nelson, i\%o 
lieutenants, the lieutenant of marines, and the Rev. tVilliam Ncl.

After chasing 'SciVeral of the enemy ’swessels, 
Captain Boyle, ^ on tl\p 4th of , boarded and took possession 
of a Spanish Despatch boat, three daysi from Rota, bound- to 
South America. On the 6th, he recaptured a Swedish brig, from 
Stockholm to Naples, ^hich was in possession of the S[iani^rds ; 
and, having beat off the Sj}anish'gun.boats that atfacked him 
in the gut, the Kangaroo anchored* in Gibraltar Bay,, with her 
fionyoy and four prizp in tow* After varicfhs other active service 
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in (his ship, Captain Boyle was advanced tb post rank, Jane 30th, 
1797, and was succeejlcd in the Kangaroo by Captain E. Brace. 

(17C8.) ,Unti^ the beginning of the ensuing year. Captain 
Boyle^remaincd on half pay, when lie was appointed to the Hysna, 
on the 26th of March, at Plymouth, anJ served in her otf Cher- 
burg, St. Maloes, and the Isle of Bas.' iDuring this service, the 
Hyaena was twice in a perilous situation ; particularly on the 
19th of September, 1798, when after having anchored in Grave- 
Irng Bay, on standing out to sea, she suddenly struck on a rock. 
Le Cape {Joint bearing iiqrth i east.— >Sent' thb cuf^ter round the 
'ship to sound, and ion nd^ deep wa^r for^^ard. They then set 
steering sails, to^try to force hdr off. 14]c tide Ww\s frilling fast; 

, when, at 20 lAinute^ before eight, the ship was got off, and stood 
again into £rra;cling Bay.' On the 2d -of March, 1799,^ Captain 
Boyle was obliged to leave the Ifsaina, fropis^ei'ig thrown out of 
carriage, when his ship war r.hoiit to sail for Ijisbon with a large 
convoy, having .GcncncI Tarloton on board, and was succeeded in 
the Ifyaena, by Captain Lloyd. 

(1799.) He rcuiaiiu'd on half-pay, until, the ensuing month of 
June, when he succeeded .Lord Mark Keir in th^ command of the 
Cormorant, of 24 guns ; and was ordered to Wc} mouth, to put 
himself under the conimaiul of Sir II. B Neale, in the S(, Fiorenzo, 
wiifi the Anson, Captain Durham, to Attend 'upon his Majesty. 
Whilst on this service, Captain Boyle met with the most gracious 
consideration from the King and the Royal Family. He was 
afterward' ordered to Poitsnnjutli, to fit for foreign service, and 
thence proceeded, with the I’onionc frigate, Captain Carthe.v 
Reynolds, and the Argo frigate, Captain James Buw(!n, to con- 
voy the trade bound to the coasts of Spain, Portugal, and the 
Mediterranean, On the passage oul,^the. Cormorimt was ordered 
to leeward of the convoy, take a had sailing brig in tow. OHi 
this service she parted compau) with th^ rest, and during her 
passage to Lisbon, had^ the good fortune to recapture an English 
AVest Indiamau, and a Spanisli brig, of 16 guns. From Lisbon, 
the Cormorant took convoy Gibralta**, and thence proceeded 
to join liord Keith at^eghorn, whpre she i^ir^vcd the day after 
the unfoptunSte accident of tlie.dc5truV.*tioii of the Queen Charlotte 
by lire. Lord Kcitlf immediately hoisted bis flag on board the 
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Audacious, Captain D. Gbuld, and taking with him tha.Conao. 
tant, proceeded off Genoa,* to act in coiicert with the Ruosiaas, 
under Gener^H Mclas. This squadron \i^a5 momctiyely emjfdoyed: 
in co-€kperation with th9 Russian troops, binf)aptain Boyle wa» 
detached from that scrviSc^ and sent to Egypt. 

(1800.) The circumstances which attended the subsequent loSf 
of the Cormorant,* off*Damietta, during«this year, owing to the 
great incorrectness of the charts, when that ship was on her way tcT *

Loref Keith, 
vice-admiral and commandcr-in-cbicf of Ins Majesty’s ships and 
vessels employed, and^to be employed, ig tlic Mediterranean, &c.#&c, &c- 
dated the 15th of November, ^800, procccdcd^to inquire hito the circuiH-^ 
stances by width the luss of II. M. S. tbc^Cormorant wrs occasioned, and 
to try the lion, (’aj)tiiin Courtenay Boyle, his olficcrs anti ship’s company, 
fur their conduct on tliat occasion. • 

The Court are unayiiuously of opinion, that the loss of II, M.VIate ship 
thc^omioi ant, was from an error in the icckonii.g, oheasioned by thi^ 
great incnircctiiest. of the charts, Wc tlicrcfovc fully acquit the captain, 
othcers, Uiui ship’s comjiany, from any blame thereof, and are further of 
opinion, tliul the coiRluct aiid^|’\».rhons of the Ihin. Cnptain Courtenay 
Boyle, fippCvirs to bare been Jnghjy mcril<|i'rous and eacmpiary«on this un* 
fur^iiiatc ot easioi:. * , 

The Court do, therefore,* unanimous^ adjudge, that the lion. Captain

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Alexandria, with despatches, containing the ratification of thd 
Tjreatjiiof Arisii; md the subsoqaetit cruel iiRprlsonmeat and 
aatage treatment'^f Captain Boyle by Ithe French,' contrary to 
the usages of war,^ilre so interesting, that we have endeiivoiired 
by means of different friends, to collect ci^y document that could 
be obtained the priucipal of which, are a correct copy of Captain 
Boyle's own journal, and of a letter addressed to his wife when 
'Oencral Menqu had tol^him, hq. must consider Innsclf as an 
hpstage for the safety of ^Bodot, who hadr been an aide>dc-camp 
to Buonaparte, aiid/Aa|i then in the ha k!S of /hc'Grund Vizier. 

Journal kepi bff Captain Boi^le, of the Ions oi' !L M.Ot* Ciyrinornnt, on fhe 
Coast of Cl j/pt ; and c/ ike. treatment 'ecched ly the O^icers and Crow, 
from ike French y whom they made* Frl> rjt*7-^ : 

“ On the 21st of April, 1800, oiT Geiioj^^ rc^eiv' d ic ouleis of 
Vice-adniirsil L ird Keitli, o;>m -Randcr-in -chief *ji'i the Mediterranenn, to 
proceed m H.M. Ship ut^cier my command, withnet Ids** of timc,oiT/M:*xiin- 
dria, being the bearer of de* patches of the greatest consefuioi.ce i'or Sir 
Sidney Smith, who commanded a squadron on the epast of Egypt. J had 
permidsiou to ai.rlior in Leghorn Roads, fop'ihe purpi-s® of coinplciiiig rny 
provislbns, a.'.d 1 left t^iat aiichorjige on the cu>uing 27th. Having 
passed the Tsiatuis of Sicily and Malta, we &awr no land until the 15th oil 
May. pn that day, when ofl’ the coast of Libya, I guarded a Greek vessel, 
ih2 master of which poi’iled our to ine the entrance* of Hengaraa, a small 
port a little to the westward of the Aiinanenii Ibtaifds ; whence the master 
took a frtsh departure. The wind was then eusieily, blowing hard, with 
a heavy sea j anu continued so until the evening of tht; I8th, when it 
shifted tp the N.W. a fair v ind. VVe then ‘shaped a course for /ilexaii- 
dria, carrying; 'all possible sail, until the evening of tlTc 2(?rh of'’ May.

On quitrtiig d« dt ck, the orders I left with Mr, Blyth were, to steer

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tlinl distance, he ivnsVo^ring thtf shfp to, ^ivm(} W^NtW- or a poi»^t 
on the starboiird quarter, with her to the masif and her 

head Co the eodrhward, acquainting me of having dohe ad | heaving 
a cast of the ledd every houi^ or huli&hour, d<ft‘ii% th^mght, as the (^qer 
of the watch miglit think prijper, aqd reporting tq imQ, if he got ground 
under 30 faiigiius. 1 also l^d ordered anchors ^ l^e got oif the guii« 
wales, that tlicy might be r8ady,toJet go if necessity required. 

** Such was the state of thiogST— when hbout 40 minutes after 10, I felt 
(whilst in bed.;, the ship suddenly strike., From JO o*clQ(;k, I suppOKd she 
might have run three miles; so tliatl then judgerLthe shipway 38 miles^;o 
the westward of Altxi^Hlria, her d&tined podfe. On instantly^reaching the* 
quartef-dcck, 1 orderedme quarter-master o( the watch tiO get a cast of 
the lead, from^hh bow and quarter : he did ^ artd. acquainted me that 
he found no more, than 2i faimms wetci^^As the wind wasaO; and 
foiling the ship further bn the shoal (which chrcumstance jsrevented our 
anchors being of sorvioa to us), l^iinnoodialely ordered the |aiU tq«be 
furled, and to prepare for striking, rep-gnllahts and |op'f)nasts. * 1 then 
hoisted the boats out, and sent Mr.* Mou^ray, the master, to^und round 
the ship. During his ai^^lce, the cables were ranged, hammocks stowed 
in -the netting?, and the ship made as clear* as*pocsihle for work. On his 
return, he informed me, that the ship had run cf great length in, oh the 
shoal, and that he could xiot find deep water at a less distance from her, 
than three caHeV length. Toprgallqiits and top-masts were then struck, 
and the ship made as snug ns possible. 'At day-light, which appeared a 
yttle after #wo P.lyi, Ffou'ud she had groundeti within a miite and a half 
of a low sandy shore ; without a trec^ or any object to give us the least; 


idea of our situation odfi the coast— a iieiwy stern sea striking ancksetting 
her fust in shore.' • • * * ** 


** I then ordered, as the only plan in opinion likely to save the ship 
(ouiafaunGh being too small to carry our bower anchor, which was 24 hun- 
dred weight), to build a large raft w'ith our booms, carrying ofti four tow* 
lines on our^kedge, in |Jhe cutter, in the direction of the deepest waeer ; and 
hanlpig the raft to the hedge, let go., the bower, afid hcavliiaKght frun^ it. ^ 
To lighten the ship ns much as possible, the guns were stung and ready 
IVir heaving overboard, being bqoyed with buoy ropes sufficiently strong 
to weigh them' again. •This plar^was generally approved. 

Mr.Moubray had uqw retur>ncd ou boartb with thceadof the'Tanrth tow* 
line /rdm the kedge, when we prepared to |jAt my^ s^ieuic in execution ; 
and, though it failed, from th^ sea continuing to rise very fast^ which up^t 
the raft, when the anabor was on*it, 1 inus% acknowledge tbet great Oxer* 
tions of the officers and men^ and must give credit to the carpenter, for his 
zeal and ability in constructing that raft. It now appeared *tp be the 
general Opinion, that the ship could not'be sqved : ^the ' rudder pintles, had 
been broken from the »hip's hdkvy striking, the rqddcr itself uniting aiWI 
gone, and though I Had liqde hopes* myself, vet ip 'sheif that nitnO were

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not entirely given up (which I ju3ged migtt encourage the men}, I gave 
•rdcrs, a second time, lo*attcmpt getting the anchor on the raft, which was 
again^ under the kows ; and though no exertion was wanting/ we were 
equally unsuccessfoL At noon, the*haze clearing from over the land, we 
discerned, with ouroglasses, a towir, bearing S. W. distance .about 11 
miles, which we supposeVi to be Alexandria w'ere quite uncertain, as 
no one on board had ever been on that coast. At 3 F.M. the carpenter 
reported to me, tiic pumps choaked and the ship filling fast; end that he 
thought no exertion coukd save her. My first consideration then was, by 
^ what method l^was likeliest to preserve’ the lives of my people in quitting 
the wreck. To keep them sober was absolu^vAecessary. Having or- 
dered the Spirit room to bc*opened, under the inspects of the 3d lieute- 
nant, their allowance of gro^ was now seized, and lhe’™ifd*<'s were then 
finally secured. ^ And at the sanib time^he firs,t lieutenant was directed 
to break the people off from their work, for 10 minfltes, in order that ftiey 
might dribk their ‘grog, and colicctca few cloaths together to take with 
them a sail was then cut up, apef, tq each man, a piece of canvas was 
given, to put his cloaths into. On their return to work, the carpenter was 
ordered to tuni-to directly^^ ny(^ make rafts for' the landing of the people^ 
which he did with his former zeal and good management. 

** I was aware that some part of this coast was inhabited by Arabs, and 
judged it necessary to take such precautions as would defend me (should 
we be obliged to march by ourselves to a Frencli post) from'any insult from • 
thosq people ; whose ignorance of different nations was^jto great, that they 
might have taken us for French, or for the sake o(^lun'der have attackqji 
• us. Two of these people came down armed, abreast of the ship, and uii- 
^ hooped a cask^ taking^ aw^y chcr heops with theniK: It had been thrown 
overboard to gain the then high water nArk, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining if there were any rise^r fall of tidc.*-I was particularly fortunate 
in keeping^ the people sober, obedient, and attentive ; and had •now 
planned and given orders to Lieutenant Blyth, for their quitting the ship 
with hJfb. They were to have a sufficient number «f arms, qiid ninmuni- 
I tion beaded up in casks for the use of the ship’s company, thrown 
overboard to float on shore before him ; and he himself was to go with part 
of this division, on the first raft ; and was, on landing, to distribute tligr 
arms to them, collec^ng and preserving vvbatevcr casks, &c. had beached. 

I ordered my efferts, and thase of jhe officers^ to H)e put in c&hks, and 
thrown overboard afso ; and'when w* should be all landed, the officens had 
my orders to form their divisions ifito a solid square; placing the 

boys in the centre, with pikesf to appear nsTormidilbie • as possible, and 
taking with us u brdss 4-poundcr wh'oh h&d been buoyed so as to float 
ashore. In thia manner, it was intended to march to the first French 
jpost^ and there, delivering up our arms, glaim the privileges attendant on 
^ flag eff truce (Hiich^ fiad already done by letter^ to Kleber), during tho 
time necessary for thp ^epi^ratinn of^utting ffiCsc orders into execution.

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Beit]|; of opinion that t)ie (own, we now' discerned from the haze 
clearing iip, bearing about $.W., mi|^C be Alexaeeji'ioy I opencd*che puhj^p 
despatches entrusted to my care ; and which 1 bad Lord Keith's directions 
to do, and act thereon myseff, sbouid.

arriiral off Alexandria : ThG|e despatches were a ra^cation of the Treaty 
of £1 Arish;, entered . into January, by thewGradCl Vizier, Sir Sidney 
Smith, and General Klebef, f6r tlie evacuation of by tlie French 

troops; and which 1 now made zpyself as £UKy acquainted^ wjth, aS my 
wretched situation would admit. From these^ powers, 1 judged, that, 
according to the law of nations, I might consider myself as,‘ and claim the 
right cf, a ucgociatoi^ and, unddfr such an idea, 1 ordered a dag of truca^ 
to be hoisted, cominuing 'our signal guns of ,distress, which had bred 
from our iirst staling. 1 then sent Mr. Moubray, the master, well atmed, 
in the cutter, with a letter, adtliiTfBsed Kicbe^ or to the officer 

CGinmanding at the tq%vn in sight, which we still su|:fposed to be Alexan- 
dria ; but directing him, at the same time, if in his passage h^cll in with 
any vessel, that '^^ould carry our bower anchor out, oj; by* any means be 
useful to ug, to press anij instantly return with her to the ship» The copy 
of the letter 1 wrote to Kttber, was Idst in the confusion of things whea 
on shore ; but the purport was precisely as follows / * 

** Z began with stating the unfortunate loss of his Britannic Majesty's 
ship; and then claiming as a negociutor, having been sene on such a 
mission, the right atfd I'espect belonging to a flag of truce ; and that, as 
he could iipt, such circliipstanccs) make me a prisoner of war, he 

j^'ould admit of my infmediately joining Sir Sicftiey Smith, to^omniunicate 
to him the orders 1 had received from the coinmaiider-in-cliief, respecting 
ihe fatifleation, by th^ British goverpment, of the Treaty of B1 Arisb, 
wliich he iind entrusted to my charge; empowering nie to ac( thereon, in tdb* 
absence of Sir Sidney Smith, as if he had been on the spot, and had uego« 
ciabxJ himself. 

** (1800.), It was about eleven A.H. wlien the cutter left the thip ; and at 
a quarter tt^lLer four l^M. observing a French flag of truce coiningatowards 
the J^each, abreast of the ship, I threw out the signal of recall for the cut- , 
ter, which Imd been agreed on, but from her distance it was not distin- 
guished. At half-past Jour, the oflacer hearing the French flag of truce 
arrived on the beach, with [V cavalry; ^when I sent Mr. John 

Blyth, ffi'st licutenaat, to him. in tlie launcji,* to cliuin his prot^tion and 
to Acquaint him with my mission; zi ihe snA^ thne Ardering/Mr. Blyth to 
take on shore a coil of } rope, with the hope ^ having a fixed raft rope to 
depend on. This or»ip^ from the heavy sc^ running and surf breaking on 
tfie beach, cuuid n(»t be complied with, and the launch was upset, drov'e 
sip, apd stuve<*-the meii, however, were landed safe. I then ordered the 
main-top-sail and mizen-stay-sail, to be set on the . ship, to forgo her ae 
near tlio^ shore as possible ; botS to sliorten the dUtmice for the raft'jS getting 
bo shore, and that we niii^c have a*bctter opjiQ|:tenity of saving die men's 
lives ! Jn this attempt I was fortumfte ; with A heavy steyi sl»a she 
lifted in, to about a quarter of a mile from the tieacfl ; and made such a 
ted for herself, as to prevent^thc enemy ev^r getting her off^ or her being 
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of the lenst service to them* She was bulg<|id, suid her between 4|tck5 fait, 
liHd the Uni making a f»(li^brcach over her, when I ordered casks to be got 
up fo^' the otbceri-to put their 'eftects into, and to throw tjiem overboard^ 
a3*so0j[i AS filled *. h^iug given prior drders to Lieutenatit Bl>'ch, as already 
noticed, CO collect th^n together whenobcnchod, and keep them wuh a 
watch of our men over tHem until wb had ail ^i:ded. « 

^ VVe were employed in making rafts all the evening, heaving the shot, 
arms, anmitn^ition, ticc, overboard, and destroying the signal flags, and 
other stores^ At six P.Mr two rafts had left the ship, and lauded c e men 
' .saie; and these, with the launch, had, carried ashore between 40 and 50 
persons. We found it, how'cver, inipossjbic fp^»-4rje heavy sea, to send 
by cither fYkiV a line on shore to fix a raft rope ; wltr^ prevented our 
getting those ofTwhicli had onc.e beached. . Night -wa^ now fast advancing, 
and dark; and I»»hought, if I'^nf any more men fromtb® "ship, they would, 
in all prol^iHty, be*plundcred by the French holdicf s. 

After ^Keing»tbe -arms^ that liad^^bccn put Into casks and all other 
remainiug on board, as well as shot* ammilnition, &lc. hove ovc^flioard, and 
aH stores dcbtroyed which could be got at^I in t^ie next place directed my 
attention to the remaining of the ship’s company, who had worked 
hard duriifg a long and hot day, and had been up all the former night. 
The cold meat, < together t^ith some bread and cheese, which my servants 
ha^ sa^ed, muslh distributed amongst them ; and by muster tfiey were each 
** served with a pint of port vCinc^ They were then ordered *to hang their 
hamtftocks up, under a ra^t lodged on the gunwales Jsetween the main and 
inisen masts,'* covering it with the painted hammock cloths to keep the 
))e^le dry, ns the sea ^as then making a fair breach over the ship. At 
the, 22d, when- day brclke, seeing that tlie surf had abated, I 
ordered two men in a small twelve-foot pri/e-buat,'to go ns nedr the sliore 
as possible, without a; tempting to land, and to inquire of Mr. Blyth how 
things were^going on. At 5, tiie boat returned alongside, with a inedSage 
from tlic utbeer commanding the French troops on the beach, by name 
Moree, an aid-de-cainp of General D’F/Stang, wlib coiBinaraJcd at Ro- 
* setta, the town in sights to say, It was the general’s wish that I should 
come inimcdiatt'ly oti> shore, and acquaint him with the purport of my 
letter to General KlebiT. I thoughtf^it prudent to go and see this officer, 
assuring the pcof>ic, that I did not mcau^fo leave ilicm, whilst t^ere was 
the lea 4 >t danger in r^maining^tiii boaiifl; an'd that ‘nothing should prevent 
my return. It was in the j^me small pVi^e-^at that I left the sliip;'^and 
finding, that ns the sun arbse, tke sea g()t up, and that there was again a 
very heavy surf on the beach,^'l wu8.o^iged to jutbp out and wade on 
shore, perceiving the imprudence o'* atteinpung to got the boat through 
the surf. On my landing, tiie French officer acquainted me, that General 
I'O’Kftlang, having received niy flag of truce^'^had desired 1 would proceed to 
Kosc-tta^^ and acquaint him with iny mission. bnd assured the {icople 
on braird, itbat 1 would^ return, I war determined immediately to do ho$ 
and told tlie Frencb. officer, that I bhd not gwn my final orders, and must 
therefore go back for timt purpose ; which Ijicfiig^ done, 1 would unmedi- 
*mely leave the sbipi end efoim to him : 1 cwld aotyat the same time, Ju-lp 
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IA«lkingteown to him my astonishment, that my officers and mei^ who 
bad iatidcd the evening before, had been marei^ell off the spot!’;* and MwiC 
my servant boy (who alone was left behiml) had ^quainted 11 %, 
though matiy of niy things liad been collected on th^r Caching, yet that 
the mbqient our officers and inen^had been mandned off the spot, 
French soldiers, in their officers’ presence, had* brofe open the ca^s and 
boxes, sending the Tarkisli . peasants away with the effects* .Moi^e, the 
before^mentioned officer, and Dumyn^, a cdptain of mtdrine, who had 
been sent to protect us, bpth assured me,^.thar, every thing was aafe apd 
would be secure-^that they them|plves were answerable for tIVis : At^:h^ * 
same time desiring iLf. to have my name marked on any thing else sent 
from the ship, Apt my own things might to particularly dmawn ; VhiCh , 
was done. Both these . officers again prised my goiijtg. immediately to 
Rosetta : t, hilweiirer, repeatedT^X hadbol^given my dnaJ 'orders on board, 
and must return.

surf, to get the little boat off, I last succeeded ip boarA|||; ship, 
about b Af.M. and found Mr. Moi^bray ip the'*cutter TwhoTiad been absent 
ail night), coming alongside at the same time : he had ^returned withbat 
seeing any vessel,, or; being able to find tyc^ entrance the riven 
' Having now destroyed all the papers wiiicli I did not tvisf^'shoold fall 
into the enemy’s hands, I told the remaining officers and* ship’s company 
on board, that as two rafts were completed, which wo^ with great 
ease land iheffi ull,«rthought my presence no longer useful ; and that dip t 
sooner 1 could pec the French general, the greater probability there^ivas of « 
emy preventing theniTroin being plundered : \ct if they thought otherwise, 

1 would stay on board to the last niomeiit. \Vith»three cheers they a^-eellf , 
to my proposal ; and *at 9 A.M. I took the sip'gepn, Mr.,Durioan Canipi* 
bell, and two men oit shore *with me in the litile boat ; leaving the 2d 
lieutenant, Mr. George Adam R(»ss, amf the master, with the necessary 
orders for the remaining people quitting the ship, ^ . 

ft \yg successful in lauding safe, though the surf swamped tlie boat 
before we feached tto shore, X>n my landing, I received fresh sAstiranres 
from the two. bcfbre-inencioiied officers, ^of the safety «>!' the Stfects belongs 
ing to myself, my officers, and men. Morde then qrdered two horses for 
•myself, and the surgeon, and yve 'mere escorted by a part\ of horse to 
Kosett^. I began ve’ey much- to doubt tlie, sinreri^y of the absuranccs of 
these officers, respecting our clothe^ &c. v4i^obi»c‘rying that iht? servant of 
the officer commanding the party of horie,^ by wltom wc were esoorted, 
hnd an Koglish clothes, bag filled and ^npp^H behind him on hiS 
which, on my remak^in'g to the snryeon, iliat the bag hcloDgied to some of 
us, the French officer said he had purchased it,' though he knew not of 
wlumi. Xlfiving arrived at tlie Bank of the Nile, a distance of about li 
Hiilps, we crossed the braiiqji that separates the Delta frem Xbosett^; 
where we arrived at ^Jp’cludk,^at the hohse of federal D’Esbiog, and 
found there the^oilicers.4yho had {[uided tbp ni;?ht before. X acquainted 
that general with my mhisjon, and requested lie wotiid give Ottiers for the 
safety ei^my offi^ri’ and Aeopl^’s clothes which he promised slxc^ be 
Ajcended to, and also tlviC-to forward jpy letter to Kieher, at Giiii^. 
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I then requested, that he would oi^Jer a wri^iri^ case of mine (^escribing 
it, and ofcrtng him the^ hey) to be kept sacred, as it contained only roy 
own prvate papers, money, trinkets, &c. ; *and that, on its being brought 
to his. house, he mWbt open it for his insp(iction. He instantly sent a 
messenger oif, with, 89 he assured me, ^orders to his aid-de-camp, Moree, 
to comply with my wishes : however, they Ijcid no edect--^the *box was 
broke open, and I believe every thing valuable %aken out ; and this act of 
plunder was committed under the mask of gaining intelligence from the 
enemy. The second lieutenant, being an eye witness, remonstrated with 
. tlie officer on <ach shameful conduct ; and my servant tried to seize some 
of my property, that had been thrown out in the scumble by the soldiers ; 
they, however, prevented hin\. and collected rourlf tlie cffe, to second the 
views of tlieir officers, and to have their share of its comchtiv* 

S P.M. the second lieut^riant, niastet, and the otheivpiLjLers and men, 
who bad h<^eii lef’iT behind, arrived at General D’£st'\ng,’s ; myself, wi(,b 
the rest of i|^e officers, were lodged in an old apartment in the general's 
house, whidi had not been^inhabited for some time; and where we were 
annoyed with all kinds of vermin and dirt. My people were imprisoned in 
an old house in thejtqwii ; where, on the morning of the 22d, I went to 
see them, and they were tolbratify well. — ^Tliey cheered me. I met many 
French soldiers in the streets, with clothes, &c. belonging to my officers, 
offered for sale : on making a seizure of some, which belonged to the car* 

^ penter, the pifssessor said, he had bought them of some of my men 0 
though this 1 was convinced was a‘ falsehood, as 1 was myself plundered of 
all, except tlic^ clothes 1 liaifon, and of a dry suit, 9^hich my servant had 
put up in a painted bag, on seeing that I was up to my neck in the surf 011 
landing » these were the whole of. my effects, whicli.I had saved from the 
ffdOds of the Freiich. TBe writing box, before inentjunecl, was brought to 
General D'Estang, who told me, when he had examined the remaining 
papers in ir, he would iLturn it to me— ‘he, however, did not: the most 
valuable of iJiy things, plate, &c. were in possession of Moree, the gene- 
ral's aid-de-cainp, and Dumynb, a captain in the niar[ne, who,i^ a French 
pfficer since ausuied me, shared the plunder. On my acquainting General 
D’Estang with the plunder made by the French troops from myself, 
officers, and men. he said, that it had been done by our people, and that^ 
the French /tad bought every thing ofuicm 1 assured him, I had sufficient 
proof to tlw contrary, if he wb\’ld allow me to bring it forwj^d ; ^his he 
declined” and on the 24th proposed to^me to go to Cairo,' to the commq^« 
der-in-chief, I opposed his proposition, froiif being well aware it must 
cause great delay; as the Nile wC«* at that time quite li»w, and naviga-^ 
lion tedious, and the circuitous distance between 40 and 50 lei^ues ; and 
besides, I was still in hopes, that wnen Klebcr received my letter, he 
would order roe instantly to join Sir Sidney Smith. However, in answer to 
mV, D’E&tang desired, 4hat I would have my things ready to embark the 
ensuing ci^emng, in an acmed^ germe boat of" tlie country) for Cairo ; 
which I*di(kat 6 o'clock, acconifianied by Lieutenant Ross, and cheered 
by my people; who, ^oor fellows, got on the tojj of their prison as 1 p^kssed 
thenD. . • • 
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‘ I vfii allowed to take my servant witJi me, ni^d our escort was Mor6e^ 
the aid-de^camp, who suffered the men of this germe to go arniedi^ftiHl to 
plunder every grillage at which we l^iuded ; taking iiidi^riinioately, sheep, 
fowls, &c, and at the same time beating and ill usi/g the peasants* AihI 
I must l‘,€re record the conduct of a French officer of<the army, a passenger 
with us, who discharged iliis- fowling piece, ^loaded with small shot, at a 
Turkish peasant, w'hom he hit, who was at prayers on the bank, damning 
him, at the same time, for an illiterate Mahometan. 

''On the 27th of May, We were twice obliged to roll ou? sails up, bsirtg. 
annoyed by the most violent squalils I ever saw, bringing sand off the laud 
in such quantities as^'r.ould have enabled us to collect our handsfull, bad 
we stood oiitf iiSSi completely covering the ^docks. The heat from these 
sand squalls was insupportable , and was dreaded even by the natives. 
On the evening of the 29th, wc anchored'off the generaVs-in*chief house, 
at Gizeh ; but were not admitted to land until we had perfbimed quaran* 
tine, which wc did, on a small inland in buildings covered ^ith mats for 
that purpose, until the 1st of Jutie, wlien the puymaster-gcueral of the 
army. Dorr, arrived in^oiieof KIcher’s barges, to give* us pratique and 
accompany me to chat general, vvlioi;e reception was both liberal and kind : 
We arrived at his house about three o’clock. After some conversation 
with him, in which lie acquainted me, that I had arrived too late with the 
ratification o( the Treaty of FI Arish ; for that, in consequence of Lord 
Keith’s letter, he had attacked the Turks, and had gained such advantages 
in the country, as tciidetermine birh not to qutt it he then informed mc^ 
it was not his intention, from the circuniatanres I had slated to him by 
letter t;e3pecting the service on winch 1 was employed, and from other 
facts wliich I had verbally acnuaiaccd him with^tb Uetaiif me in the cotiiVu 
try ; and liiat, as soon as an opportunity gffered, he would send me to Sir 
Sidney Smith. 1 requested he would forward my public and private letters 
to Sir Sidney Smith ; and, on his rending their contents, he assured me he 
would, and that he intended writing to Sir Sidney Smich by the same con« 
veyance. Tn the evening he gave me several papers, and a journal to read, 
kepe by a Mr. Moriar, secretary to Lord Elgin : in which it was stated, 
chat at a meeting onboard tlieCamelcon, a ruse dc guerre hmd been proposed 
-by Mr* M. to Sir Sidney Smith ; sxt(&, Kleber observed, that he was con* 
vinceda iVom Lord Keith’s letter, it had been the intention of , the English 
govcniuien^ on his army having ciTtbnrkcil,'to have made them prisoners; 
dil^uting the legality of the, passports giauied them for ciieir return to 
France : He dc'^ired to know my seutim^ us respecting the contents of the 
journal aim papers. I declined giving theun. and requested he would par* 
don my saying any thing further on the subject of Mr. M.’s conduct, as 
1 was entirely unacquainted with him, and ivith the circumstances related 
in his journal ; thoiigli ut thesume ciiue I assured Jiim, he wasjiustaki^, 
as to his supposition of being th^ intention, eit|)cr of the English govern* 
ment, or Lord Keith, to male his drmy prisiyuers, had they uac^ embarked 
with proper passports. . ’ ' 

Notliiiig fuither passcd«until the 3d of June, when the ^neral, aboyt 
si'' in the morning, sent to desire 1 would couie to bifii ; hud having given 
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me Lord letter^ if read, be acqua^ted that cirtSmsialrMt 

iequir|d hi» moving, with part of bis army, . for a short tiinci from Giteh J 
and that if his retiiKie left thq house he had occupied, be l^d ordered thy 
behig'sent to the ci^el, and had wrftten to the contmandant, Dopar, to 
respect me. I was of the cdusfe of th^ general’s movement, with 

about 1,200 troops, collected in and round Ca^, with sevcrdl waggons of 
sbells, sliot, and some held pieces from Gizeh ; having the evening before, 
been told hy a German, servant of the general, that the Turkisfi fleet had 
appeared before Alexandria, and that a descent«w:is expected there, or oix. 
rthat part of the Voast. From this circcirnstance, D’Estang had 'sent the 
offleers and men of the Cormorant, from Kosettn, jn^Sn open geriiie, with, 
out bedding er covering of *iiny kind, exposed to a schjtching sun, and 
squalls of hot sand — living bread and water only ;* and*f^^y had been 

encouraged to c^nb^rk in that s^ate, Irom his telling 'them, they wejsf 
going off the Bar of Rosetta to be immediately exchanged. J’hey 
arrived at tfie inland of quarjuitinc, abt ut two inifcs below Cairo, on the 
4th, of June, and on the 8th were ^nt to prison in the citadel ; where no 
other allowance was made them therein but bread, and the water of 
Joseph’s Well, in fhe citadel ; /vjiicii the French soldiers were not allowed 
to drink, from the report made by tlidr medical men, on the bad cflccts'it 
had on them. The water of the Nile was brought to the citadel at the 
same time, in skins on ciincrs backs, at the most trifling expense* This 
noxious water produced the dysentery amongst bf?th oflicers and men ; nod 
though remonstrated agalti^ by me, to Ale Aon, the k|ien chief commander 
in Cairo, he took no steps to remedy it. On the 9tl* of Jniic, in consea 
qucnce of my applicatioh by letter to him, being unwell, be allowed Air* 
/^nipbdl, the %urgeon^ tocomc to ibe in Klcbci’s House; where an apart- 
ment was ordered for oiiii. From Mr. Campbell,*! was informed of the 
wretched .situation of l'v olliccrs and men in the citadel, and in eonse* 
quence wrot^ to Mcnou for their removal, hut to no purpose. * 

“ On the llth of Jutu;, Klcbcr, having gained intelligence that the 
Turkish fleet had no troops, on board, returned to 011501) ; and in tlie even- 
ting, on my acquainting him with the situation of my oflicers and inciP, he 
assurcfl me, that it was hjg intention to take the officers out of the peistm 
In the citadel, and to distribute them and myself in the houses of five 
different general.^ in ("airo; he left me thb'choice, either of remaining in 
bis own hituse, or oV, going y3**ihat iv’hich ‘belonged roO^GeOlal Damns. 
Front the conversation I hifd with him before, 1 was convinced tiint^bis 
was a prelude to our leaving jbs country : the men, he said, should bo 
loHiied in Gizeh, where the aif'wns good, and he tfusted they would re- 
main in health ; and thi.s removal wa. to take place the next day. On the 
12ih of June, be gave a dinner to myself and all my, officers, whom he had 
4^ireKl me to invite in hi:^ name. Most of the ^neral officers at head- 
quaricrsVcre present;** our number was 88, and •the dinner was in the 
garden, • . ' • • 

At ahe»t fix fn ^fie evening? I took my leave of the general ; when fie 
told me, that oh any day when I might 'wish toacc the Ryramjdsg he would 
drdcr an escort for ane, and would provide a*horse for luySdf and fopas 
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many offiecre as I chose to tike with Ibe. At the same tifnCi he desired 
me to apply to bis secretary^ if I wanted mon^J &c. since he had re- 
ceived his directions to supply me. The copduct o{ General Kfbher to 
myself, officers and men, tlirougholht, was tfuly honourable; nndlcnonct 
but lan^ent the unfortunate death«of a man, whose^principles I had every 
reason to tlmik so highly o^ ^ • * 

** My men were lodged in their new prison at Gizeh, and it was so late 
when wc arrived at the gates of Cairo, on our return from General Klober's 
dinner, that we could iiotjtrocurc admittance juto tlte house of the com- 
inaiidcr*in>chief ; which was at |hat time undergoing n^fepair for hl^ re-* 
ception, and was rrt)t in a state to receive us. XVc were, therefore, all 
lodged for that ij^ht, at the house of General Danias ; an^ ca the morn- 
ing of th6 ISUi of Juno, I was requested by him to distribute myself and 
officers nt his own house, atid at the houses of GcnerfiJs Menou, Frion, 
Ifegnier, and the cammissary of marine, J-e Roy. ’He ajso begged, if I 
liked his house, that •! would rqpaiii there, wntcil J Hcc<S‘dingly 'did ; 
together with the surgeon, purscr| and pne of the inids, diitil the evenitig 
of the fourteenth. From (Tcneral Daiiias I received evcjy civility — I was 
allowed to occupy in his house a sitting room and bed fobm, and was de- 
sired to ask for whatever I wanted. 

** (1800.) Such was the state of our affairs, then so flattering and 
hopeful — when, on the morning of the 14th of June, alter a ride with the 
adjutanc-geiidral, I^Ilirtinct, to see the city and citadel, I observed on our , 
return a great confusion in the .streets/ Gencial Martinet had i^de on 
• before me, as I l\a<l* waited behind a little, to observe the singular maUiier 
of the Kgyptiaris, their houses, shops, &c. Iljtving stopped at the en- 
trance of a mosque, « Ficnch soldier pulled coat and iidottned ra^, 

‘ 'riiJit the coiiunaiKler-in-chift', (ieiieral Kleber, had 'been wounded by a 
Turk; and for niy o«n safety he wonld^dvise me to return immediately 
to^he cita<ie).’ I, however, rode immediately up to Marimct, and ac- 
quainted him ivith what 1 had heard; he replied, that lie knew it., anil 
should lose no time i^i ;i;oins; to his house ; where, on his arrival, l!i> aid-de- 
cai^p informed him ihut Klebcr had been nssassiiiated by a Turk, and gavf 
him the following account : 

, “ On Kleber’h return from revioj^^ing the aAiliary troops, he had gone 

to the house of General Duiiias, \vlierc it was his iiiccncton *o hate breaK- 
fasted.* (j^nera 41 ^iUiias's Innise joined Hieber\ garifcn ival!; and previous 
to«thc hour of breakfasr, Klebcr', Tiaving pi»t iiis sword and hatdpwnin 
General Damas’s breakfast* r<»oin, liad^walkcd out in his ov\n garden, with 
the arcbiticct, Citizen Protafn, in order sec the alterations making 
his house. Having pHbbcd*u well, adjoining the ^vnik, u Turkish peasant 
who had secreted himself there, jumped out, and before Klebcr could ac 
all defend hinibelf, thfs fellowjiad plunged a siiileto into his body^ in hve 
different places, the first of which was mortal, and he fell withoait uttctiug 
a word. Tlie architeclfhnd n smt^jl rod, or^rul#, in his han^, hiih’ which 
he trietl to defend hinl^elf, and to secure riie assassin ; but without* effect- 
fur he hiyi also received nine wounds with the same stillctto, though they 
did not prove mortal, Jl'b^^assassin left the^spot, and weat amongst thf 
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trees ; Vrijcre he was in aboul; a quarter of an hour afterwards, 

by on^ of Klcbcr's guide guards, ♦ from whom he received a sabre wound 
in the left arm, on 4 iis making resistance. Tlj^e stillctlo ho> had buried iu 
the ground close by which was found by one of Dtun:i'»^s aid-de-campS. 
This instiHjrnent I sa;^; it was about ^16 or lb iiiclies long. The garden 
wall was surrounded by the guide guards, iuhnediatcly on Hie report of 
iCleberS assassination, to prevent the escape of this man : which, however, 
appeared to me useless, ns 1 am convinced, fr.tin what 1 saw, it was not his 
wish to save hbs own life had he jumped fi declivity of about 8 feet, 

• which was clos^* to the walk where he Committed th(^ art, and had crossed 
the place KshcMpiiez ; among the many 1'urks c(y^)£itantly there, he might 
liave passed unnoticed, and might have got into any mosque j)C had wished 
in the city, where his persorirwould have hCcn secure. 

“ Martinet h'lsmediatrly left his house, for that of Ge.ieral Daii\as, 
where Klchei^s body had been taken ; desiring me to remain at his, and 
that he v\dul(|^ stton return. After trailing half an hour, and hearing 
iiMihing from him — seeing also^ the troops and anillery in the place 
T'.sbeqiiirz in motion ; and understanding, that a revolt in liic city w'as mo* 
inruiarily expected, I thoughtAit advisable to lose no time in getting to iny 
f)’vn ap.'irtmenf> at Ge^ierul Damask; where, on my arrival, and in the 
silting room which the general hud given me, I snw' the assassin bound, 
hiu.d and foot, vvith the wotmd of the sahre in h>i< left arm, which was 
then bleeding. Having sulfcred .the puiiislmicnt of *the bastinado, from 
w'liiclfhis feel were much iwelled, hc*was iindergoit^g an examination by 
several general officers, interpreted by a man, whose name I forget. 1 
n^iamcd in the room, amidst the numerous spectators, unnoticed by any 

e.\cepting«aii uid«dc«Camp of 'Dumas's, whom 1 stood next to, for 
»it ar an hour ; when my ears, were assailed with, * II y a Le Cayitaiut 
Avaltdxy qui est un aUit de ce fituuXy (there is the Knglisli captain, aaaliy 
of tins wretch). Orders soon came for my removal to tlie citadel; not 
allowing me to wait even to put my things together, or to take them with 
me — though, repeated assurances were made, that lliey should lollow that 

* evening. I was mstantly marched oil’, with the surgeon, purser, andViid, 
who had been with me|in Dainas's house, under a serjcanl's guard, and 
weie conducted by an officer to the ciuidcl. In grossing the square, I 
observed their troops out under arms^hur^es ¥o the ^uimun, niu^ all pre« 
pared, 'should a revolt of tiie ^mliabiumts of the city takb place, which^ tim 
a::sa^siuatioii of Klcber had made them consider as the signal of. In 
iiiarchjiig through the city, eve!y*door uud \v4uduw v^re shut— not a house 
of any description was to he sceu open* 

Ou our arrival in the citadel, we were shewn two pri'-ons, in which 
we were to be coidiiied ; and we were ordered iustaniJy into one, and a 
tvntihcl was placed at, the door. They tcjid us we were to remain there, 
until the commandant hud sefu uso Alter waiting near an hoorf he 
arrived — and said, IZV/crd you rifc to be imprisoned y Ett^iishmen ; so distribuU 
yourselves immediattly in'ihese two places : There was no apartment, he

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fail], in particular, for me; *nild I was ^hcreforc obliged to rcnmiti in one 
of these, without heddinf^, or any thing else--»ancbtbe rcll itself SfO.dobc to 
the common sewer, &c. of the 'citadel (being merely separated by aevard, 
about 10 feet in*Iengrh, into tvhich the door of my cell opened), thqt the 
stench from it repeatedly caused sic|(ncss at our stopiachs. This cell was 
small, low, cyrtv, and witho^it windows; two openings excepted, to admit 
air, which had formerly be^n fratticd; and was so full of vermin of every 
kind, as to prevent nur rest. On my remonstrating with the commandant, 
Dupar, to whom I stated — That such was not the manner in which their 
prisoners were treated by us ; and that a man* even un^T sentence cf 
death in England, thaugh rlo&ely c(!niined, yet his dungeon was clean and * 
wholesome, and Viu-y preferable to niine^he« made me no ar^swer, and 
appeared to treat niy coiTipluint with such ins'ldtirig contempt, that 1 with- 
drew, dc&iriug to know ulictlier he woul^ seftd a letter from me to General 
Dmnas's house ? Ilc^said, Ica'cv it opefiy and I wilL* Trom the melan- 
choly event of Kltibcr’s, death, who was the great 0-icnd^of Damns, I 
judged it indelicate to write to him on the subject of my^prwon : ihereltjro 
wrote to Colliquet, one of his ard-de*e*ainps ; \?lu) came to the citadel 
about six in the evening, and requested, in General Danlas's name, that 
the commanclnnt would give us better apaftflicnts. This, however, had no 
effect; and we conlimicd in /)iir wretched holes. • 

“ On the 17th KlchcKwas buried near the hospital, which stands on the 
ibhand of Hhoida, oppw^ite (bzefi.* Soliman Tllrppy, the assassin, suffered 
death, by having the flesh bunit otT his right hand, and by being empaled; 
yi which situation hi! lived one hbur and fiTlty minutes, ilying without 
shewing any fear, and declaring to the last— TIuU^ the act which he had 
done was i4i|ritnrious, and one for which hu should be made happy in ?he 
other world. He contljiucd ci^‘laimiug, fromTh^ momcfit of his linKlT 
being burnt, to iliiit of his death, Tfnf^Hip, or, Thai*s good/ Three 
•Sheiks of the Church, wiiom he luul made acquaiutcci with his intention, Viy 
praying wi'Ji tlicm for siicccsb, had their heads taken off and sfhek on pikea 
round the f^ale on which tite assassin was executed ; tiieir bodies were 
hnrqf. Two other Sheiks, who were coiirerm*il, onde ilieir cficitpe. 

Outlie Ibth I had an an hence of General iVIcnou, who succeeded 
jClther. He told rnc to write to Sir Sidney Smith, ns he was going to send 
dcspatciies to hfrii ; <md ^iat,hc had determined on keeping me as a 
l)oscuge,*to answer frir the safety of BoJo^ (aid-dc-camp to Kl^bcr), then* 
in t^ie h!lmls of the, Grand Cizicr ; wifom ho, A'l^nou slid, had detained ivith 
a flag of truce in the bnctle of iVIatCTi ia.t This struck me, niid I remarked 
it to him, fis being a siery stfjJlige m<ide *t(J adopt tor tbc exchange of pri- 
soners ; making me a hoata^'C for a prisoner in a he hands of an allhd 
power, and wlncli was clearly contrary to the law of nations. His ansivcr 
was — i /lave detn'ntiiitd on ity and dialt be as cold us warble to all ajoplico^ 
tljW from jf’OUf or for you, until the arrival of Bof/ot at a Frtnc^ post, •*! 
thmi asked him, if it was Ins intoiiiirm to cxclumt:|^ my officei*s ar/d men,—

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that I semi a retpm of them to Sir Sidney Smith ; or whether, 
according to the articles existing >>etwecii the two nations, of not making 
surgeons, pursers, «rlerks, &c. (civilians) pri^ners— ho would not wish to 
solid them our. of the countiy ? Of tfiis, he said, he would consider, 1 
then ncquainteil him. of the very improper placfc in which [ was eonfined; 
staling, that it was so near the common rcceprhftle of filth of lihe citadel, as 
for the stench often to cause sicknes.s ; that it was also dirty, and full of 
vennin. Tlu.t for the first 18 hours, I had nothing given rne in it but wa- 
tet ; and, owin'' to the coftimandant, my servant was not allowed to go 
-•out of the cUadiyl, to }Mjrchaso the necLfcsaries of lifc.^. He replied, that he 
would give oidcis lo tlic cornniandant on tfie subject; and in consequence,

“'My health qndSplritsno\^ daily begaw to sink under the dreadful tyranny 
we experienced, and at the horrid sccsics'of cruelty and hestiaiity which 
the T'Vench officers appeared to delight in. The fidelity and attachment of 
a little Malta pointer whicJi T> bad, was my principal solace, Mcnou's 
determination to. make ray life answer for that oi Dodot’s, was never in the 
smallest degree abated ; and 1 accordingly prepared lo meet death with 
fiiinncss and resignation : My greatest struggle was, in tukjng a solemn 
farewell of iny wife,* which I at length did by ttie following letter, 
addrc^cd to ^cr in the lani4 of liberty nndliappmcss ;i{nid I gave it in charge 
to Mr.Pcche, purser, who was rny only companion, and behaved remarkably 
kind and well, both to myself, and my slnp's company* ^

(June, 1800.) I heahl nothjing further on the shlyect imtil thetlOd, 
when Uesgenette, physician-gfner.al, t 41 ed on inc, and said, 'Ihis it cer» 
talnly a vtrtf improper place for you. 1 will report it to the amnutnder-in- 
chief. On the 23d, an orticer came with jay order from the commander-in* 
chief, Mcnou, to take our aims from us : they consisted of four swords 
and a dirk. One of mine, a Mantelukc sabre,* had been taken from a 
Bey ill the battle of Heliopolis, and bad been bought by an oflicer for rnc, 
by the order of Klc<ber ; wlto, bad he lived, 1 think, inicndcd to have made * 
me a present of it : we wfirc.sa strictly roplined, being locked m every 

^evening at sun-set (yet **till open to the insidrsand plunder of the Greeks, 
&c. who h^ enlisted into their service), I told hiih, I thought there could 
be no danger in leaving those few arms in :»uapo5ses^jon, which, w'jjW 
Kleber’s leave, we bad hiiberto kept. ^ 

** On the 2(ith, Menou visited every part of the citadel, and all the pri- 
sons, ours cxccpicd.— He passed the door, without taking ^Einy notice of 
our wretched state. On this day, my lirst lieutenant was obliged to go to 
the hospital, in con^quence of illness from our dreadful situation, whore 
he ftas lodged, by the surgeon, in a ward with some French officers : which| 
on the comraandant*s hearing, he ordered him immediately to be moved 
*out, and taken into that where lingered eight of our common seamen, 
liavirigtnovv waited, 'without 'Seeing the physician-gcperal, six days, and 
having also made other nppb'catiurii to j([iinoii, without success^ for my 
rciftoval, and finding my iicalth daily on the decline; I was cj^ctermined, on 
account of the stench of my prison, to •e.fiove into a large cell, which was 
within the gates of tlic apartments wheie llie vvarrant officers were confined. 
This cell had two large grated iron windows, and the air, fioin its size and 
situation, was more wholesome than the former ; yet, it was so full of 
vermin of all kinds, ri?. serpvnts, scorpions, centipedes, &c. Stc,/ wlyth 
rc)»eatedly obliged mc«and my servant during the night, to get fjut of bed 
to destroy them— Tliat although in*Sre airy^tUin my last, it wasTso disagree*

able as to induce me again to apply to McnoU, and oiliers, to be rernov^^ 
but withoilc success ; aiiiKI was kept closely confined there, with two of tny 
servants, who were ^llow'cd no separate room. These two men were soon 
con^ned by fevers to thejr beds, and botii of them died. In this dungeon 
I was kept for 2i) days* c , 

(^ 800 ). The 2/th of June was the first day that the french made 
any allowance to oiir men, agrccnble to the ctti^ting articles between the 
two nations, ilaving no anient in the country to supply them, I had re- 
peatedly applied for the ^regulated allowance of money or provisions ; 
‘^taCing to Men\ii, that the men had li\;cd on bread and water only, since 
their being made prisoners. This treatment [ was tiilly convinced was 
used, in thi hope of coinpclliSig them to %vor\^ which was proposed on the 
first of July, by the French commissary, at Gi7.eh. When the men 
answered, they cleared not, consistently with the article- of war, under 
which they served ; and they begged, that a letter, which they had written 
on the siihjGr:t, niigla be sent to me. ^t was taken from them with a pro- 
iQisp it should; and though it* never came t04ny haiuli, they were told I had 
received it, and in answer had said, that I had no ohirction to their uork^ 
ing. They accordingly were instantly ordered out to carry wood, and to 
clear stones from ruina, &c. and were nssurtd they .should be paid fur their 
work. Upon which, thirt}-thrce of them, mostly petty olTiccrs, one of 
whom iiad only that morning come out of tlic hospital in a convalcscctit 
state, and another a lad of 14 years old, derlurcd, Thjit th6 licat was so 
cxcessi;^'c, and themselves so iniicli reduced from the very difForcut manner 
in which they' had lived, tlmt they could not bear tlic fatigue, were they 
even inclined to do so. This conduct was instantly construed into an act of 
]Q[iHtiny;' some of them wty e beat and ill used, and the whole number was 
instantly marclied off to the citaefei under rtnarge of an officer’s party of 
infuiilry, where, brrbre the French olhrcr had observed me, 1 found an 
opportunity to speak lo them, and to find out the cause of their bcing re- 
niDvcd. They were instantly put into a cl;irk dungeon, from which Turk- 
ish prisoliers in irons, under sentence i>f death, ?vcrc taken. In this 
fvrctched place of confinement, they bad only a small crevice in the wall, 
through which they could receive air. or light ; and a hole had been dug by 
the Turks, from wliich the stench w’as most intolerable. Here they remained 
24 hours, without the French pommandant '^ending nfiy thing, but ajar of 
the water of Jo*,eph^s Well, ijh’e noxyiiis qilalily of Vvljich I have before 
mentioned. However, I frumd the gaoler a man of more humanity titan 
the commandant, wiio had order^/i no person to be admitted to see tliein ; 
and this gaoler alloweil ino to semi these poor ftllows some pipes and to- 
bacco, the first thing tiiat struck me as being o^laptcd to purify the putrid 
air, and to preserve their health, llicsc I sent by niy worthy companion, 
li^r. Peche, wlio was ever ready to volunteer, in the cause of hmiHinicy. In 
the cvenn'ig I also sent t'lCin in some l>oik*d eggs ; aqjl each day afterwards, 
us this cell was close to iLmc,^a mess Of sonp and eggs^their allowance 
being only I read and water. Ofl my remonstrating, respecting this conduct 
towards English prisoner-, I was told, They .zeere mutineer^ and that 
thty destrted hO tn^tjter trcoimsnt. Yet I insist remark, that bad I been 
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6itlered to pick out thirty-three of the best mei# from tlie shipk.cotnpmiy, 
the greater number of these* would hnve been my clioice, I Hirote to 
Menou on thePsubject ; J wrote aWu to Mariiiiet fof whom I was^ to bo 
exchanged, as he informed me, by^an uimiigeineii( made between Menou 
and Sir Sidney Smith ; au^ requested tuu latter«wouM come and see their 
situation : however, he rmfde'aii excuse, saying, 11c jcouidmtke thecireum^ 
stance known to the conmandcr^itfchief. Five of these iijen,an consequence 
of their cunlincineht, were obliged to go to the hospital ; therefore, on tha 
7th of July, I again wrote to. the commander* in chief, ^mentioning ihis. 
circumstance, and desiring he would onler a medical man to visit and re* 
port the state of these men’s coiitiiicincn^ to him. ThreeL»days more 
clap&ctl, bcfqije any steps were taken by Menou, in which time T made 
application, through other clianiieU, f^r th^ir removal. ^ One to the com* 
Bsissioner of marine, Le Iloy, who was a humane mad, and who went with 
me into the dungeon to^e them ; when wfe found the hcat,occ{i.sioned/rom 
their own breath, was so hot and oppressive, ns to prevettt their keeping 
any cluathing on, "I'he Ficnch soldiers and the ccntinels over them, cry- 
ing out, Shame! 1 saw Uoy’s feelings, when he said, I wi/Uese no 
in sceiuff the co7nmundcr-iii-chitf-^Vam sltre he will remove the men. 
npsgeiiettcs, the phybician-gcMieral, arrived on the 10th of July, to inspect 
this dungeon ; and, on seeing it, remarivcd, “ It was* fortunate more of 
them were nwt ill their improper condnement ; that he would ensure 
their removal, by his report, to the domroauder-in* chief.” The corn- 
^muiidant of the cifhdel was then* present, and replied, I'^jercis no other 
prison for them : Though I was wtll assured o( the contrary, I then rp* 
plied, that there was room enough in.inycell; and I had rnthcr they 
kliould c<)me thcic, than reinaii jti such a place* to die. The report of iftS 
pi)ysiciai) was siieii, us no longer t(» aduift of liuMlliberal and brutal con* 
hi^'ment ot these Fieiu lnuen ; and tliev wore tlmi day removed into the 
a])artnicnt w'hich the niids and warrant odicers had occupied— they going 
into mine. , 

ihese Prisons were one continued building, enclosed by the same wal^ 
anil railing. J he men were allowed to remain in this apartment until the 
^li?ch of July, during wltich time two others of them were obliged to go. to 
the hospital; theii illness proceeding also from their funner confinement. 

J he re?nniiuier we'je now again reanned into a godd wholesome prison, 
which had been vacant all the time of their' o«)nliiicmcnt in the (lungeon. 

1 remember, that on the evening of thc^>d of July, having wallvcd under 
the hospicnl window^, wliich faced on * sAjuare. to inquire how our men 
were, I w'as told, one ot them named C’harUs* Curzons, was very ill; 
and, in the niuniing, on the surgeon \isiling ilie ward, litis poor fellow was 
instantly pronounced to have the plagoe, and was earned away by four 
lurka on a bier to the plague, hospital. No piccaniion whatever 
atterwards Uken in flio wanl he*^caine out of,oio prevent ^hd infection 
spreading (had it been the plague) and <he report made to was, and 
great pains at the same ^lime were taken, to’ make us believe, That th§ 
plague ttfhs in the JCn^lUh waid at the hvspiytt, 1 mmie it iny husiiiesf 
iirttiuitily to SCO one of lite Jr’jciich surgeons; and having stated lo luiu tfiU 
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poor fellow's real situated, and made him acquainted with his complaintyf 
X l) 0 .ped lie would instantl* have been removed : however, no further notice 
was tal^en of him, arid he actually died in the plague hospital* 

*‘01i the second day, one of the men in prison at Gizeh, a Swede, Patter- 
son * by name, by sonifc means procured a Frer.cli and German passport t 
and having Cl ossed the bridge of boats over.tkj Nile, above Cizch, in or- 
der to make his c‘^capc, bo jiasscd the French centiiicls at two posts, as a 
Swedish saihir who ^had been cast away : however, on his arrival at a 
Turkish village, he was taicn by tlie Sheik, who was afraid to let him pass, 
<ancl he was brtkigiit back to an olhcer\post. Not being satisfied wiiii his 
story, they sent liini to head qiiai icrs at Cairo, where^he was recognized as 
an Kiiglislt pri-ioiier, and or^lpied to be conveyed to Gizeli, and there coii- 
tined. 11c was then sent to a small dirty dungeMn ; and i cannot avoid 
I'datiiig llie ineitn artifices, which'he told me were used, to entice him to 
enter into the t^ervice of the enemy. On his beincf shewn into his trhly 
wro'tched ctll, the o'fliccr said to him— ff here i/ou A'itl he confined ; yet it it 
optional irith you. Enter into ovr* mvict>—zot zci/l receive you: if not ^ 
there you shall remain. This honest seaman had been many years in the 
English navy, and was much n|.t{ichcd to the service : lie therefore treated 
their olTer with the contfmpt it merited, and Weiit into his prison. On the 
tiext day ilie same olVer was made him, and met with the same refusal. 
Upon which, they instantly put a diseased man, a fTn i'k, into the cell witli 
' him ; who, from his complaint, could not stand, amf ?vho iVas allowed to 
remain in that tniserablc h^de with hiiq for four days^; without any medical 
assistance, williout bedding, and being allowed bread and water oiilyi 
&t the end of which tinfe his stale of body became such, as to oliligc them 
tjp remove him {o die elf^c^hcrc. ‘Many other similar means were riiiployi'd, 
to inveigle the men from their allegiance, bnd to ibree tiiem to enier into 
the service of ilie enemy ; but without^ ctrect, except in two instances : 
one, that of an Ann lican by birtli, by trade a cooper ; the other, that iff an 
Englislimaii, cjliing himself a seaman, though not really so. I have not 
a do^t* but that these two traitois must scon fail iatu our hands, and it is 
• iny sincere wish that they may, as the execution of such villains ©ight 
haven very good t fleet : And, indeed, such were their characters, that 
every Eiiglishinaii would rejoice with me in their excciui»)n. 

On the Sflili of July, ^BOO, in conccqnciice ‘of Bodot's arrival at 
Alexaiqlriti in a Turkish cori^efie ; nyt'scif, oHicers-, ah(J 25 men, left ihc 
Citadel of Cairo, to embark on rlie Nile for Damietta. To which (dace 
Bodot was Id be sent. \Vc arrg^^d tliere on the 3d of August, and were 
detained until tho 13tli ; when 11. M. S.* MhrciAy, Captain Rogers, t 
appealing off tlie Bar, with a flag of truce, wT'werc sent off, and embarked 
on board her that evening. Bodui was landed froin the Turkish comtio,

Captain jSoylc afterwards went as a passenger in the Mer* 
tury, Captain Rogers, and having joined 'Sir Skln^ Smith at 
Cyprus, was ordered to embark in the King George transport, 
to Malta, as a cartal, commandlld by Liouienant Biishby, of the 
Tigrc. This tcsscI narrowly cstaped foundering, Jher. people 
haTing been kept at the pumps three days^ without being able to 
lcecj> the leak under, and if as obli|{cd to pnt into Zanfe. Cap« 
tail! Boyle was there received on board the Penelope, by his friend 
the Hon. Captsiin Blackwood, and carried to Malta. Ho theti 
went again on hoard the Mercury, in which ship he arrived at 
Minorca ; where the court martial already noticed took plaoe, 
which terminated so honourably to himself and his officers. Oa 
reaching Port Mahon, he lost no time in conveying that most 
^valuable intelligence -respecting the French army in Fgypt, which 
Sir Roiiert Wilson 'has not]ced% When his court martial was t^ver, 
h8 went down the Mediterranean with Captain Downm'an, in. the 
Santa Dorothea frigatp ; and having arrived at Lisbon, camohoine 

tt passenger with Sir Thomas Williams, iothc l%nrlymioD. ^

(1^03.) After remaining a considerable time on shore to 
recruit his health, which has never since been entirely re-established. 
Captain Boyle, during the month of May, 1803, was appoi|ped 
to the Seahorse frigate, by Earl St. Vincent, which ship he com., 
missioned on the 12th. She had previously been commanded by 
Captains Peyton, Oaks, and Foote. The operations of this 
active frigate remiad us of an idea w . 'have of fen wished to seo 
executed ; which was, to give a memoir Oa history of our most 
distiUgnished ships: It at least has thC'ii'erit of novelty, and would 
be found the best means of preserving a well-connected narrative 
of naval transactions, as performed by a select band of able and 
experienced men, such as the comprehensive mind of a great olheer 
bad disciplined and formed. Bu^ the difficnU'y of executing this 
would be considerable. It may probably', however, be thereafter 
done by some writer, who will pluck the featfiers of our old 
Chronicle, and collect a few, perhaps,«by his own diligence.

(1803.) The Seahorse, after the arrital of her Captain, was 
soon ready for sea ; and, on the l^th of J unc, proceeded for the 
coast of Spiin and Portugal, and the Mcditcjrranean, with a con- 
toy ooLUsisting of 105 osail. During the passage, Captain Boyle 
took a French priratcc'r and merchantman from, .New Orleans, 
which he left at Gibraltar : * he thence procoed^jd with his convoy 
to Malta; «and having there completed his pVovisions and w’ater, 
he immediately sailed to join his^nrly friend and commander, Lord 
Nelson, off Toulon, who hailed his arrival on that station, from 
.the Victory, by the foll^iying short notes ^— Mjf dear Bo^le^' 
/ am aer^ happy to> have you in so fine a frigate under my coift- 
mand^for / am ever^ yours most faithfully^ Njslsos ^ 
BronteJ*^ 

The noble Admiraj at the ^ama-time s^t him the following 
public letter Dear Sir, If you have ships with you bptnd 
into <;he Adriatic, you must send the Arrow (Capt, B. Vincent) 
with them ; and or Jer her captun%ta bring to Malta all English 
.and Maltese vessels requiring his protection. You will caution 
her captain against going into Ancona, and many other*" ports 
w^ch the F rcnch may have taken possession of. 

If j^ou have any trade bound up the Xrchipelago, and they 
are so valuable as to require a convoy — I now sec, by the list of 
your convoy, that you have no vessels bound to the Levant, and 
Admir^ Campbell f says, that pfobably the vessel bound for

t Who then Aad his ilag'on board the f!^aiidpus« 
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ibe^flect off Toulon^ endtei'oured to stand out to sea, amidst a 
beatjr storm of tbundcr and lightning, attended ivith hcdvy rain. 
After repeated attempts, ^nd being obliged to anchor again, t)ap* 
tain Bojrle at length succeeded in getting out the stream aneberr^ 
and haTiifg grarped the sljjp in the /tiir.ir^p, he made sail and 
stood out. On the 2lst* the^entrancu of Toulon harbour bore 
north, distant about 10 or 11 miles. On approaching nearer, 
they saw only three men of war and the sheer hulk^in the innjr 
roads. No English ship was sSen. At nine in the evening, the 
Seahorse hove-to, and boarded a Spanish'brig from Qenea, then 
filled, and made all sail on a wind ; aml^ faring the ensuing even- 
ing, at four o’clocl^ Caphiin Boyle* hovc-to atul bdarded a small 
sloop, which was w^cr-loggod and had been .desm*t(^ by her

, (1303.) Captain Boyle was not able to visit the noble Admi- 

fal until the 9th of October ( having dlic day before reconnoitred 
the French fleet, consisting of 8 sail of thc^ine, 4 frigates, and 
several other small men of war) ; and the weather being moderate 
• and fine, his barge* was hoisted out, and he went on board the Vic- 
tory for a few hours. The 'biographer o5 Nelson, h(r. Clarke^ 
by insertiug die Admirers correspondenoe w^h Government, has. 
given an accurate account of the proceedings of his fleet, *Und of ^ 
what was then passing in the^iind of that extraordinary man ; * 
Europe,” said he, in writing to Mr. Addington, at the end of 
July, Europe seems so degraded, that { declare 1 would rather 
die with my sword ia my hand resisting, than hold any torriloiy 
by nfbans of a degenerate guarantee.

Which, with the service of watching Toulon, and <ho necessary 
frigates wUl\ the fleet, are absolutely not one-half enough, 1 
mean this as no complaint, for I am confident the Admiralty are 
hard pressed, and will send me more when the service will admit it. 

I assure* you, that I wish I only knc'^' hoW I could serve 
my country more effectually than in my present command. I 
attach no value to the high rank J at present hold ; and if any, 
even the lowest situation, is (thought to be fittest for me in these 
iimes, 1 should feel prouder to be so placed, than in any eleva- 
tion of rank.

Not a moment was Iqst by the gallant Admiral in preparing far 
seat; and thongh it wAs night, and rery dark, when Nelson rc» 
ceived the intelligence, yet he dii*ected Captain Boyle, in whoso 
experience* he-placcd the greatest confidence, to carry two lights 
at the peak end of the Scabprsc, and to lead th*' licet through th6 
harrow and difficult passage of Biche. It j[s the opinion § of 
II. R. H. the Dii.ke of Clarence, that the promptness thus shewn 
by his nbbic friend, was the greatest instance of hi$ determined 
spirit as a sea ofheer ; and his Royal Highness noticed it, as such, 
ill the House of Lords. .Tki passage was so narrow, that only

Captaiu Boyle then stood to the south- 
ward, and fell in with the Anson : Captain Calcraft approved of 
the proceedings of the Seahorse, and direcjted Captain Boyle to 
contiiuic to mislead the Carthagena ships, until he had got well 

• down the Mediterranean. He succeeded in doing this ; and 

whilst on this service, When close, with Carthagena, the Sea- 
horse captured a Spanish vessdl laden* with tin. From *the con-

All sail was immedialEcly made by the Seahorse. But we must 
refer our readers to Captain Boyle’s * Gazette Letter, for an ac- 
count of the spirited attack which he made.

excelled. The hr.ive'commnii^er of ilic ShanFiun, CuptsiirKilllip Bow^ 
Vere Brohe,* whose reputation is raised sy high, fuis been upwards of seven 
yrgrs in the comniiind of that sliip. lie was always greatly esteemed ns n 
correct, goojl ollirer, and beloved for the gentleness and equanimity of his 
temper^ Ilis otlicers and crew seem to have paid devotion, in the hour of

ACCOUNT OT THE LATE PLAGUE* fiT MALTA ; ITS SYMPTOMS, TRLATMEMT:* 

AND CURE. ^ 

• 

May 10.— Suspicions of the plague having appeared, thfi ‘merchants on 
the 6th suspefided business entirely, shu^tUp houses, otfiecs, and waic- 
h'^uscs, and fornud a quarantine of caution and observation. A few sus- 
picious cu‘<es have occurred, in consequence of which die following has 
been publislied • *

'At the request of Mr. Creen, deptity-inspcctor of army liospiifH , a com- . 
mlUec of the medical otliccrs of the guraison assembled, for the purpose 
of preparing a sliort recommendation for their ctmntryincii and the public 
at large, together with some hints as to the best mcaps of avoiding the 
infection by pjague. ^ 

In compliance wMi tlie above reqnesU the committee beg leave to re- 
commend to the cifrncst and Irntnccliatc attention of thorpublib, the . 
Observance of the following regulations:— ^ 

!• That one imlitidual, only, from Ciich healthy and unsnspeefbd house^ 
be appointed to go to iHarkct, vfho is to avoid, as much a'* possible, cver^ 
kind of contact, direct or indirect, with :f!)y pcisoii in the market, or aC 
an^ other place. 

9. Tliat the number and name of each family be ivrittcn and alhxed to 
the outward door, and the members composing the same lo'sliew them- ' 
selva's when so requested to do, us this measure will lead (li the earliest^ 
deration of disease. * 

^ 3. That no animal or vegetable food should be received at the market, 
unless ill a vessel with water ijsit, mixed with a little salt or vinegar. 

4. 'flmt all cxacss or indulgence, mdiiig to dehililatc the mind or 

bo^y, should be avoided, and that* the utmost attention be paid ^o per- 
sonal cleanliness. ^ . 

5. That all iiitroiluction of papers or pnrccls should be avoided, but, 

if reqeived, to be well fumigated. • 

6. That when any individual feels himself indisposed, he will reccliecC 

it to be a duty due to humanity, as well ns the best means to secure hiiiy- 
self, to report the circumstances without delay. ^ • * 

Should, howei*cr, th6 abSye prcoautioiis unhappily prove itmffeoCual to 
prevent the disease, we beg leave to state the.t'ollowiiig previtding symp- 
toms, by lyhicli it may gctidrally be known. ^ 

first stage— Debility, •silliness at the sioitfach, shivering, followed b*y 
great h^at and thirst, violent pain iif the head, with gjddiness and dchrluiii. 
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Second* the Hiiorc advanced stage, dark coloured spots, and 
(soroet^tnes) boits oi^ different parts of the body, with swellings at or below 
the groins, in the arm pits, on the necli;, or side of tl>c face, and not un- 
Ifrequeiitly small foul sores on the extremities. ^It is here to be observed, 
thy^t the first stage of die symptoms described qccur in simple iiifiammatorjr 
and other fevers, but/ that most of the latter a|!ipear only in plague. 

When any df these symptoms shew themselves, we rccommendi iu the 
absence of medical aid, the following treutment : 

« The ^rly cxliibiiion of t} gentle pinc^ic, as described below (No. 1 ) ; 
and soon after the operation, a purgative, as described, (No. 2) ; and 
after its opci^4l|;io1i, the sudorific, as marked No. S, 

In fuljVobust habits, where the pain in the h*Mul is violent, taking blood 
from the teinplcj within the first twelve hours, by iccohes or otherwise, is 
advisable; •and when this is not practicable, a largei. blister to the head, 
nupb of ihecieck, *or between the shoulders, may be substituted. 


MKDICirSES. 


No. 1. >Vu emetic. — Fifteen to ten grains of ipecacuanha, for an adult; 
and ten grains for a cliiltj. of ^even years of age. 

No. 2. Purgative. — Five grains of calomel, and ten grains of jalnp, 
‘ for lni<lij^ulCj and two grains of calomel, and five of jala]>, for a child 
seven y^ifrs of age. ' . 

No<t3. ^udorific. — A t^ble spoonfed of* the spiritus mindcreri, to be 
taken every' two hour^ in any weak liquid. t 

The saline mixture will be, generally speaking, useful throughout every 
Vage of the disease. " , * 

There should bo a plentiful sipply of lemonade for the common drink of 
the patient, dining the first stage of the disease particularly. Shaving, the 
^ brad, or cutting the hair close, is very advisable at an early period, and 
cloths,, Fio'tstencd in vinegar and water, applied to it. Sponging the whole 
> body ivitlAhc same will always give much relief. ^

I have to*infonn you of a 
very alarming malady which has shewn itself in a family o^this city on the 
3d of tliis month, which, if not ai^uajly pestilential, lias a stfong indica- 
tion of the character of the plague'! * 

It seems almost useless to give y^>n assurance, that, on such a dangerous 
complaint appearing, every precaution wdiicb intelligence, activity, and 
vigilance could suggest, was instantl) adopted by the Board of flcaltli, 
assisted by the police, and the rnedicul faculty in general ; the whole island 
co-operating (or tlic«bamc purpose, in a inniter invol\ing suqh a^bnihion 
feeling of iiiteicst. *I h:i\e the pleasing suLisfaction of adding, ^hnt there 
is every reason to liofe, that the dfeeusc being discovered ij^ its earliest 
stage, its progress will be arrested. 

Adopting these expedients fur the public security, I shall consider it to 
be niy duty to iiiforin },ou rcgul^ly of the state of* the public health unt^ 
this terrible calamity shall have ceased ; ai«d 1 trust that, by the blessing of 
IVbvidence, I shall be shoitly able to acquaint you, that tliis island ^ is 
entirely free from the disorder.

to adopt the subsequent regulations: ^ '

ship should be forbidden. ■ ^ 

2 . That for the fj^iblic tjccurit^, until the i^ure and dktcflit of the

In addition to the chaplain of Greenwich, the Pock-yards, and other 
clerical appointments iir the presentution of the Admiralty, I would recom- 
inend eSmt chaplains should’ be appointed to each division of ships in ordi- 
nary, with the pay of fiist riite^ and to each division of marines.

It would ^be ridicu- 
lous, to suppose that If rirocCrdtid .from*‘qny apprehensions lR*ing enter-

^T^pOVEMBEU, 1807.^1 learnt I was about nine leagues from- Fri burgh. 

Took iny leave and proceeded, keeping il^ high road. In conse- 
quence of my bad feet, I could advance hut very .slowly, I p.assrd several, 
small villages; at.riight l*was grcHtiy at a loss how to act, dreading Jest the 
laws of liaden and Wirtcinberg might be the sr-me with liie French, 
respecting trayifcllcrs, which require that they slionM prmluce their pass* 
ports, papers, &c. to the host, and they are then to be taken ^ the 
municipality, prior lo ^heir being provided with beds. I did notnfudli like 
travelling in Germany by night, from the inferitn ity of tlfcip police it 
appeared more than probable that tlie roads might be infesied vvtrh foot* * 
pads, robbers, &c. and I was httle able in my present sil^ition to make 
any resistance. One advuntagc*there was ([f it can be lermed so), I had 
little or nothing to be deprived of. A fn^ Job berating a long lii»e,^l came 
to resolution to enter a- small poor looking village ihen before ijie; a 
place of that description appeared the jgest Jo try the experiment in. At 
about half-past seveiP, I got directed to a public lioiiso ; every thing 
appeared to favour me. I entered, amh asked ifl could be provided with 
abed? The landlord answered, in very good French, in the ariinnative, 
and supper also, if I wished. I Legun t # be apprehensive of this fcllow% 
however, in order tO'^avc appearances as much a.s possible, ordered 
aonae supper, and wine. After rnuUng a hearty mtal, 1 insisted on this 
fellow's taking some wine. aiKf iht-n expressed a wish to go lu bod, «s I 
observed [ was a little fatigued, lie ordered the servant to light mo fo niy 
qpopi, without apyTaPtbev iuqhuies. I’hc servant, after giving me a nj^bt 
cap, retired, and £ then bccured iny thainbcr dour. Aly.feei were m a 
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niosfi shqi^king condition f not a bit of skin on the greatest patt« it titeriiHy 
stickuig to the upper leathers of my shoes^ M'hicli I wns under the necessity^ 
of tnoisteniiig vriih water, before I cou'd get them off. 1 then tore a couple 
of strips from my shirt («vhich by the bye was now greatly reduced), put 
some candle grease o;i, end applied them to the sore places My feet 
being thus dressed (notwitlistaiiding in a very inferior way), I took off my' 
clothes, and went tu bed. Found it a very good one, though peculiar and 
strange to me ; the custom of {his country being to sleep between two 
fenthcr beds,* the largest in general uppermost i however, I had sheetsand 
a counterpaiiie, as in other countries. 

Notwithstunding the escrticiating pain of my feet, I never in niy life feh 
so happy as at this mouicnt. * Fis tnie, the pleasant sensations I felt in 
the morning, after crossing tlr^ bridge of Khcl, wcn. of such a nature that 
no pen can describe ; but 1 loally ihoiighi iliat the pr^^^sent greatly exceeded 
them. I fr^und*- myself now lying on a bed, softer (to me) than down, 
w ith a tolerably easy mind ; which to me had been of late a very rare 
thing — after the many nights anrf days Uiut 1 had been the sport of the 
elomcnis, stretched on the bare ground, under the great canopy of hea- 
ven, without food or raiinent.'* In a word, to feel the delights 1 now did, 
it would have been necessary to have suffered as I had done. 

1 need not say, that, after oflcring up my most sincere thanks to the 
Almighty God, for his goodness and protection, I follsnto a most profound 
sleep ; iK\jcdid I once open my eyes until daylight the next morning, when 
I found my legs exceedingly stiff, and my feet very sore. . It w^as impossi- 
ble for me to walk; yetd did not like remaining so hear the land of tyranny, 
^and the Confederation of the Hhine, where 1 now was, inust he too much 
attached to it. ' Amidst these thoughts, 1 dressed myself, rubbing the dirt 
off, and making myself as spruce ns possible. At hist I got my shoes on, 
after a great deal of pain and dilliculty ; then went (h>wn stairs, and 
ordered some breakfast. The landlord was very civil. I obser\cd, that I 
was ven^ stiff in niy joints, not having been much accustomed to walking, 
chough I had taken it in my head to perform the juiirney from Frankforc 
this last time on foot ; was going to Basle, in Switzerland, mid wanted to 
get to Fribuifh that evening ; should be glul if he would procure me a 
conveyance : he would send, to inquire, ihe said, -'ind addcrl, ‘\Jie Cfmld 
guess what 1 was.’’ I asked hiiitf,*wh;u? he said, ** a cloth merchant, itK- 
vclliiig to procure custoinens,’' I adinircd his penetration I 11c w ua very 
much pleased at discovering whnt 1 was. I paid him myili^bill, wliich wus 
pretty moderate. He provided me with a kind oC voiiu re, which could 
only go witli me six leagues this was exactly -what I wished, as there was 
no place of consequence (that I cduld learn) in that distance. Had 1 been 
obliged CO take it on to Friburgh, 1 intended to have made some excuse, 
and to have stopped at some village nearer. „ 

* Tliis reminds us uf an aneddote which a lute naval ufficer once tuld us. That 
on being sh^Vvn into ilia bed-room in Gertvany, he was asked, when heiwren hi« 

fesglhcT beds, if he wanted any thing.' ** No, I thank you,** replied he, ** only 
pray tell Che gentleman who fS to sleep oa the uppet 'feather bed, that I hopr Ii# 
will come sooii> rj I am very tired.** 
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W« soon agreed about the price, and I got into dils substitute fBr. » carr 
riitge ; the proprietor was postillion ; it was an open nmchiae, muOV* q£ 
twigs, wove together basket fashioiu The iiiurriiog was thick, \wth n 
dri/zliiig rain. I borrowed a great coat from the luncilord, anti off we sec ; 
a great change this in my mode of traveilini:; ' I bad several ruiupikes to 
pay, and I confess I was alafnied, fearing they might :uk to look at my 
passport at some of those places ; but I was agreeably disappointed, my 
honest driver observing to them, that I was, ** cin Franschose, g< 3 h)g to 
Basic, which praved sudicient for them, and v< 9 ‘y gratifying to me* Al 
about 4, tlic driver stopped at a public-house in a small village, to refresh 
bis liorse ; nothing particular occurred here. *Sofiin Geimans, hovever, 
who were drinking, made several remarks on the strange FreiTchuiaii ; but 
the very graceful bow I made at leaving the house, excited a roar of 
laugh/er from every ^ne therein, und Fraiischosc !* was vocifeiated 
tliiougbouC. ^ 

November, 1807. A£- about 6 oefbek we stopped at a very respectable 

looking village ; iny conductor maVie me urfderstand he was going to leave 

• me here, uud that I was but three leagues from {Viburgh. I dihcbaigcd 
the felloiv, and wont to a genteel cavern ; Htcy scut iur a man who could 
fpcuk French, to inform them what 1 wished to have. A very gentleman* 
like ptTsiai made Ins appearance ; I apprehended in the beginning it might 
be the mayor ; hut^iny fears were without foundation, owing to this gentlc- 

* man’s goodness in explaining matters, i got a private apartmen^ and a 

good supper, and wci)t*to bed ; very Happy and comfortable at not having 
been asked any question, lii the morning 1 arose bciimts, went through 
a similar process witli ‘respect to my feet ; ordered breakfast, when the 
interpreter attended ; he wished to know, if 1 wanted a cairiage? I re- 
plied, as I had but three leagues to go, I preferred walking. Although iiiy 
feet were very sMif, yet my finances were low, and 1 in.glit find itadilliculc 
matter, perhaps, to pass so large a town as Friburgh m a carriage. My 
breakfust was now ready, coffee, tuadt, and eggs. This gcmleniat^ who 
kept me in conversation flie whole time, ohscrveil— “ Jt is a kin/J of break- 
fast, that Englislinierf in general like; tluv only differ from you iq^ 
dipping their toast in the coffee.’’ I made ansv^ er, that I believed peopla 
orall nations liked what was good^ 1 had mvsclf been i«i Kngiand some 
time, but iTas fond of a good breakfast pri#-. ib visiting that counti^. The 
conversation tcrminaled, I settled inyticcouni, i^ok my leave of tlii® gen- 
tleman, and proj^eded on towards the above-mentioned town. I frc.. 
quently repented nut c<^nfidiiig to him wfio uud what 1 was, as he had 
afforded me so good an opportunity. • 

About noon 1 discovered the high spire of Friburgli steeple; * it re-

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sernblcdVhat of $tra&b()rgh very much. 1 nniv proceeded tonartU (he 
town with the greatest precaution ; endeavouring, painful as it was, to 
avoid the appearance of being latne... This town is surrounded by a larga 
chain of mountains^ which appear almost inaccessible. I therefore wai 
obliged to approach it ; ;iis, from the miserable slate 1 was in, ^ circuit of it 
was, to me, impracticable. » 

1 rccoiiiioctred on all sides, and approached the western gate with every 
caution, being very uncertain how to proceed ; did not think it prudent to 
enter : however, tiie sipjiearaiice of a huge grenadier at the gate, walking 
up and down on his post, made me turn sliort on my heel, and relinquish 
every idea of passing that way. I walked back nearly half a mile ; and 
fortunately discovered n pathway, round by the northern side of the wall, 
or rather ruiiw ; as there aw fyw vestiges of tl»w former to be seen. In 
advancing this way, I suddenly came into an old sq^iare, where there jiverc 
a jfew recruits exercising, and in a few minutes I was on the outside of iho 
east gate. I had still a centincl and guai-ddiousc to pass : however, I 
accomplished this without expe^ricncing any difficulty ; they supposed, no 
doubt, that I came out of the town. I now felt peculiarly happy, another 
great obstacle, 1 tliouglit, - war surmounted. As I found myself so success- 
ful on the German sidc^ 1 determined not to go into Swiizcrluiid; particu- 
larly as iny course w'us to Salzbourgli, and from there to Trieste. I knew 
the French influence was great in the latter : gend^urmes wore frequently 
clcspatcJicd from Franco tlierc to look out for deserters. 1 took my dircc* 
tlon for't^onbtancc, a town of Suabia, seated on a lake of the same name. 
TJie little map I had, gave only the names of large places; and aftci 
lcaving*Friburgh,that was lliencxton the direction I wished to take. 1 found 
the road very inountaiuous and irregular — met several waggons ; as I got 
warm, my feet became mure easy and supple, and I advanced apace. About 8 
I had passed F ri burgh two leagues, it w^as getting dark fust, no hu^tisc in 
sight, and a very lonesome solitary road : I kejit still advancing, very weary 
and exhausted* At about 8, 1 discovered a mill on the road side, and to 
tny great j(^y, a dwelling house quite contiguous. ' 1 made out a sign also, 
projecting over the door — rapped, and received admittance *. made them 
understand that I wanted a bed , they bade me sit down. I thought tins a 
good omtii. Wanted something to eat ; they brqnglit me a dish of boiled 
milk wi^h bread broke into it, a quantity of pepper in it. this they 
styled //////: jott/j, and was^lhc only Cuing the house afforded ; they appeared 
poor and iniserabie in the extreme ; iheir light caiiic from deal chips dried 
and '>tuck in a sort of stick, made on purpose fur that use. 1 was shewn to 
bed, and was agreeably surprised, for it wa\ a much better one than I had 
any reason to c?.[;('cl, in that kind of place. In the morning I had some 
of the same kind of soup ; my bill wus very reasonable. I was informed 
that Cpristance was 19 leagues distant, and away I limped; my feet very 
sore and stiff at tiic commencement. I met several people on the road, 
Itone of which appeared toTakc the binallost notice of me. About six in 
the evcfiujg, the weather became very inclement; and finding myself close 
to a sionil village, I purposed taking my ubod 9 there for the night.

AeTiflst rthooglit the difference might be'fiom mistake, hut, as the raster 
and myself both observed, each two setts, the mean of three sights, there

.Prom the appearance of the atrao<fphere, flic wind <’,e/ng atS, E. and hazy 
weather, 1 conjectured the great tliffercnce might be occixsioucd by the 
Aurora Borealis being strong at the time*, but from the hazy state of iha 
weather, it could not be seen by us ; for on a change of wind andwiveather 
the {jjeat dlffcreu'ce was lio longer observed.

Exchange op PRisfiKERs wits America*>^TSb JVation^^^eUif^fneer 
of the 16th May says, ** We have the pleasure to state, that eflictuai mea- 
sures are in progress for the relief of our unfortunate countrymen in cap- 
tivity. A caj-tcl, by which a system for the proper treatment release, 
and exchange of prisoners, has been fixed, was signed some days^ siuce^ 
between General Mason, commissary-general of prisoners, on the part o( 
the United States, and Cotoucl Oarclay, general agent for prisoners, on tb< 
part of Great Britain. By ^his, among oilier thinvrs, it is stipulated, that 
two cartel vessels, of the burthen of 500 tons together, shall be constantly 
kept by each government, in t(ie service of removing prisoners of tlie two 
nations, to be released on accouuE or exchanged. On ou? part, the two 
vessels have been already purchased, fitted and despatched, to bring home 
our ’ p^isond^$ suffering in the West Imdies. The United States cartel 
Analostan, Captaiq Smith, left this plabc. for Jamaica on the 2d insrant, 
to touch ia Hampton Roads, and take off British prisoners ; and on the 
13tli instant, the United Slatei^, cartel ship Perseverance, Captain Dill, 
sailed from Philadelphia for Barbadoes, to touch at New York to take in 
British prisoners in like manner.

Yesterday we perrcivc(i Vourtceif' incrclmnt vessels at Murgeon. Tin's 
ado» U to the iinportaBcc of the desliuctiun of the two hatierics, ereclcd 
there last year, which affords so much protection to the coast. 

The night favoured for embracing Lieuteivint thaw’s otfcr of attacking 
the place. The marines, under Lieutenants Burton and Hunt, royal iiuu 
fines, and boats of the ships, Undaunted, and Redwing, were placed 
under his orders for that purpose, and this morning justified my high con6- 
\dence in him. lie lainicd at Soriniou, ami iiiarciiiug over the hills at 
day-li«^t, carried the batteries in the rear, afteV a partial resistance of 
forty troops there. , Five 3'5-poundcrs in one, and two ':;4-|;>ounders in the 
other battery, wci.' tfirown iiito the sea; one mortar vvcil spiked, and nil 
ibcir ammunition destroyed. The boats under Lieutenant Syer, tiiougb 
«ifew'iierc opposed by two held pieces, brought eleven vcsscU out laden 
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with oil, and iJestrojed one other loaded, and two empty, whi^h were 
aground. VVfiilci cotnplcating the destruction of the werks, inauv* troops 
arrived from Mn- >eilles, and the enemy's tleet in rnotiou^rovented further 
operations. • 

Lieutenant Slwiw's character stands so high, that diis conduct on this 
occasion is only whut it always has b£en ; tot<: such testimony as his to the 
gallantry of all hia conipnniuns, adds to their melit, and among them I 
must strongly notice Mr. C. \Vyvill, midsliipnian of tliis ship. 

I was highly pleaded at the judicious position 8ir John Sinclair, in the 
Redwing, hud taken at daylight, to cover the operation. 

The captures are l^prdly worthy of consideration, compared to th(v 
destruction of this strung post, which %vas doubly le-cnforced within these 
two days.

In compliance with your orders of the 18th January, we proceeded, 
with two hundred and fifty men, under Lieutcnunt-culoiicl Robertson, on 
board the Apollo, Esperanza privateer, and four gun-boats, to the ottuck 
of thc^idand of Augusta, and 1 have the honour to acquaint you that it 
surrendered on tlic 29th.> 

During this service, which was attended with excessive fatigue, by the

I F opportunities hivvc jiot been aflardeil to this gallant oflicop 
(as they have not, to tho.isanils of otifers) for disringiru^hing 
himself in a pcciili.ir light as a naval hero, oiir readers will not 

fail to discoTcr, in the several plans*whieh he has conceived^ and

suggested, with a view of serving his country, either in thg way of 
defence to itself, or of destruetTon to its foes, that the amor 
patrice is a prevailing principle’ in his mind. r 

The gentleman wlio is the siibjecl^of ,our present notice is 
a native of Scotland, and A\as born in th*c vicinity of Diiubar, 
in the shire of East Lothiaiu His father, William Mandersoii, 

, was a respectable* farmer of that neighbourhood, remarkable for 
his piety, his agriciiltiiral UnoTlledgo, exfciisive reading, and 
retentive memory ; and who suifered for his attachment to the 
House of liriinswick, in the Rebellion of having s.eVeral of 

his'horses taken away by the reCcls. Being acquainted with some 
of the officers, he ventured into thetr army to cl.'.im them; and 
being detained by the chiefs while inquiry was making, he had the 
Courage and loyalty to refuse drinking the Pretender’s healthy 
although strongly urged thereto by some very particular acquaint- 
ance his err.iud, however, was not successful. lie was twicq 
murried ; having taken for his second wife Margaret Denham^ 
descended of a respectable family ii^the same line of business a$|

It was expected, that Mr. Mandersoii would have adapted the 
ormpation of his father, whom ho lost, "while at school, in 1778; 
nor docs it seem that he had entertained any serious though ^s of a 
.maritime life, until ^he appearance, of the notorious Paul Jones, 
with his stpiadron, in the Firlh of Forth; and he was then, no 
doubt, in j^rcat mcasurt' prompted to \K by the knowledge, of his 
father’s alfairs liaviii!;: been left in an embarras-ed state. 

Through family acf’tiaintjt^icc, having obtained leti TS of rccom- 
juendatipn from the lion. Charles iVapier, llieii regulating captain

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Von^ennce, then commanded by <he kite Cajjtain M.iutray, on 
board of which he served as mid^hipmnnj tmd cofrjinaiidcd part of 
the guns on the main-dcck, in the action of the ‘iOth of October, 
17S'i, with the combined fleets of Frani.i* and Spain, consisting of 
46 sail : while the British amounted oiity to 31, inclitding two 
60-guu ships, destined for tl.c relief of Gibraltar, under the com* 
maml of Lord Howe. The Vengeance beiig leadi^ig ship on th^ 
larboard tack, and the licet engaging on the starboard, she was 
for some time in closer action than any \>iher vcs.sel in the ileet ;

Vengeance; but which maneenvre he was detcMTcd froin.cxccuting 
by (he fire of the, Ocean, which raked him, and the successive fire 
of the ships astern of her. From the ill.diivt (ed lire of three 
Spanish frigates, the Voiip'ance* had ^on y ihiee nicii killed, and 
) 6 wounded; the ma.sts, rigging, and saPis, however, were much 
damaged ; and she had received seven shot between w iinl and water. 

After the relurn of the licet to Sfiitliead, tin? Vengeance was 
appointed one of the ships of*a Squadron diStinod to reinforce the 
fleet ill the West Indies. Mr. Manderson was promised a recom- 
mendation to the patronage of Sir Samuel (now liOrd Viscount) 
Jlood,^ from a near rclaiioii of the Admiral , and which afipearcd 
likely fo afford him some rccoin pease for the Jo s of all his goldea 
dreams in the projected South Se.i expedition, which never took 
place; and this al a lime of life when such powerful interest might 
gradually have introduced Iiini info the first situations in the 
na.al profession. 

• Preliminaries of peace been entered into, a mutinous 

spirit manifested jtseif on board of^rcfal ships at Spifhead, among 
vhicli was the Vengeance; tlio ship’s company refusing to go to 
the V/ost Indies, under a pretext,, that llie shot-holes between 
wind and water, received in action with tin* combined lleets, had 
never been properly secured, having been only plugged up by 
heeling the ship at sea. Tj’c destination of the Vcngc.ince being 
now counterinaiidcil^ I^Ir. ^laudoison went on board of Iler^- 
xnione, then at Spilhcad,, winch w^as j^aid off mt SRcerjiess in 
April, 1783. •

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Among the multitudes that repaired to the metropolis at the 
conclusion of th!; war, went Mr. Manderson, who appears to hate 
been at that time but little versed in the affairs of men ; for, 
instead of keeping close to the interest whose protection ho had 
been promised, in the simplicity of his heart he only considered the 
powerful interest that would be made by others ; and, having 
served but three years and a half in the navy, he inconsiderately 
imagined, that any farther application at such a time would be 
looked upon as intrusive and troublesome ; he, therefore, deter- 
mined to take his chance in the wide world : but what course he 
* « * 

ihould pursue, was a puzzling question. Sometimes he thought of 
the merchants’ service ; at others, of going as mate in a jp|iiQca- 
man, the iniquity of which traffic he had not then contemplated ; 
and at one time, he had proceeded part of the way, with another 
discharged midshipman,, to offer himself as an officer to serve in the 
Turkish navy. While** thus wavering, his finances were ebbing 
very fast; when, in the month of September, seeing an advertise- 
ment in a newspaper, for a person qualified to undertake the instruc- 
tion of the young gentlemen on boUrd bf the Europa, preparing for 
the flag of Admiral Gambier, and considering the mere pay 
of a midshipman, in time of peacie, as inadequate to the support 
of the character, he waited on the Admiral, and offered himself : 
being accepted, he, in the moiKh of October, sailed for Jaqiaica. 

Having touched ac Antigua, he had, for a few hours, an oppor- 
tunity of seeing a half-brother, by his father’s first wife, who had 
been settled in the island a mimbcr of years, having left home 
when sixteen years of age ; at which time Mr. Manderson waTl)ot 
an infant ; and, consequently, they had no personal knowledge o^ 
each otl^er. After some intr(fjuctory conversation, Mr. M. made 
himsellf known ; and use can more easily conceive than express tha 
emotions that were kindled Ik the heart of the West India settler, 
who had not seen any of his father’s family for nearly 18 years. 
He was very importunate with his brother to leave the Europa, 
and settle in the Island ; but, the shig sailing early on the ensuing 
morning, the latter was soon at Jamaica. • 

In a short time, a va«4'incy for a master happening on board of 
a sloop of ‘war on (hat station, the sicuatioii w as offered to him, 
with the promise of removal into a largpr slap, should any oppor- 
tunity occur./ At such a time, this oiler w^ould have bcco'accep- 
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tabic to many ; Mr. M. howcrer, thought proper to decline it, 
as well as another appointment, aflerwards into a larger ship ; 
although urgently persuaded to. accept of it by Captain (now 
Admiral) Tyrrel Smith, who had succeeded Oic Hon. Capt. (now 
Admiral) de Courcy. 

Admiral Gambler was ordered home, on account of some 
proceedings which we think were not a{)proved of by tho» 
Admiralty; and he sailed in the Europa, in July, 1784, that she 
might be overhauled in dock, having got aground upon the War- 
rington while working into St. John^s^ Hoad, in the island of 
Antigua;* * * § when it ^as founds that the false kdel was nearly all 
knocked off, and a great part of^^he main keel had the appear- 
ance of a hoiiey-comb, having been so eaten by the w'orms in the 
^ West Indies during only seTCti.monfhs. 

The Lite Admiral limes having been appointed to the Jamaica 
station, the Enropa sailed again in December; and on this officer’s 
dying. Captain (afterwards Admiral Lord) Alan Gardner + was 
' appointed commodore in that {quarter. During this time, JUXi— > 
Manderson suffered much in his constitution ; partly from the 
climate, and partly from a disorder in the lungs ; from^ which, 
after nature had struggled sor^e years w'ifh the disease, he in a 
considerable degree recovered ; but ncvxr so as fully to regain his 
■ former ifugoiir ; feeling severe pains* in the chest when exposed to 
wet and fatigue ; which, no doubt, was a great obstacle to his 
pursuing his professioi^ afterwards with the ardour that was natural 
to Kiv"- 

Mr. Manderson continued on the Jamaica station till July, 
fVsO ; v^hen Commodore, Gardner was relieved by Admiral 
Affleck, { in the .Centurion. AJ'ter ^hew Europa was paic^ off, 
Mir. M. went on board of the Magnificent, Captain (now Admiral 
Sir Richard) Onslow, § with whom he continued during the time 
of the Spanish and Russian, armaments ; and had any promotion 
taken place at the paying off of the Magnificent, Captain Onslow 
intended to have used all his kitercst to get Mr. Manderson raised •

'Rent into the Elector, with Captain Montagu, now Admiral of 
the lied. 

During the time tifat the Hector lay as guardship in Portsmouth 
harbour, Mr. Masidorson submitted to the consideration of the 
Hoard of LQU;;iliide, whether it might not be jiracticable, at 
'times, to determine \hc longitude by the variation of the moon’s 
declination; as at certain periods, if the latitude were exactly 
known, aivl the mnoirs altitude observed to within 16% the Ion* 
gitude might bo doterminpd to three-fourths of a fh^gree ; and if it 
were observed to within 10", the longitude insight be dctcirojpccf to 
half a d(fgrec : that is, allowing the variation of dcclinoS^^o he 
only five miles in an hour. Jf it were 7i miles in an hour, and 
the moon’s altitude were truly observed to 20", it would give the 
longitude to two-lhirds ofci degree ; if wilhin 16", to half a de- 
gree ; and supposing the variation of declination to be 12' 30" in 
an hour, were tlie moon’s altitude determined . to 26", it would 
the longitude to within half a degree, &c. ^cc. It is uncer* • 
tain whether the lionl Members of the board considered the pro- 
ixosition worthy of notice or experiment, as Mr. M. we have 
been told, never heard from thegi on the. subject. 

Wiien hostilities commenced With the llerolutionists of France, 
the Hector went out of harbdur to Spithcad in December^ 1792 ; 
sailed on the IGth oi l^\*bfuary, 1793, to cruise in company with 
the Hannibal in the Chops of the Ciiannel, and re-anchored at 
Spithead on the 3d of March. She sailed again on the for 
the West Indies, being one of the squadron under the command 
of Admiral Gardner, and aii/’hornd in CiirlisIcJjay, Harbadocs, dn 
the 27th of April. Theuco^hc Failed on the 2d of May, anchored 
in Prince Rupert’s Day,* Dorniiiicu, on (he 6th ; sailed again, on 
the bth, and on the 9th arrived oh' Martinique. t The Oiiofi 
having run on board of the Hector pn the i3th, by which she 
received some damage, she anchored in CsLpe Navarre Hay on the 
14th to refit, and sailed again the next day. Part of this squadron 
plyed to windward on th? ISth. for Harbadocs, anchored in Car- 
lisle Bay on the 21st^ and sailed thence on the 10!h of June.

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The Hector anch'^red on the Within Cape Navarre JJay, Martinique, 
M’ith a convoy )ia\ing troops on board: these were landed on the 
morning of tlu llttu as was alsc/part of thc^lst regiment, taken 
on hoard at l}a» had'>cs. \)n the 15lh, the Monarch and Hector 
were ordered to cannonade a f jrtoii Mount Cerbette, to theN.W. 
of St. Pierre : wliich they began to do by llfA.M. and continued^ 
firing till iialf-jiast three. 

The fort being sU* a ted on a considerable eminence, the grentor 
part of the shot struck lienmh it ; uhen the gunner pf the Hec- 
tor, hearing the seamen comp i.iin that tl.ey lOiiKl not give the)r 
gnnsj^^tion enough, ucnl on the quarter-deck, and icquested 
Captain Montagu to give orders Tor the firing to cease, in order 
to convince them that the fault was in themselves, and not in the 
guns. As the fort wjis nearly silenced^ tin: request was complied 
with ; when Mr. Bell, the gunner, pointed a 3‘2.pounder from 
the lower deck, which threw’ the shot into the middle of the fort ; 
its lodgment being easily perceived, from the dust that it thre^V. 
about on striking the ground.* * lids excellcrft cantionitT w»ts after- 
wards killed on board of the Northumberland, by an explosion pf 
powder ill the gun-room. ^ 

On the morning of the next day, the. Hector, in company with 
the Duke, Iphigciiia, and Ulysses, Verc ordered i^gainst the forts 
to the N. B. of St. Pierre, as a diversion in favour of (he troops 
and marines tli.it had landed. The Duke leading, followed by the 
HartAr, began to engage Forts Binic and La Prcche, which were 
totally silenced. A violent thunder-storm coming on, the Duke's 
main-mask w as shivorcjl by li^htniiigi; and next morning the Hec- 
tor, standing in shore with the Jpfiigenia, landed a party ^ who 
spiked the guns of the forts, and destroyed *thcir carriages. The 
expedition, however, having failed of*cflect, the troops and ma- 
rines were re-cmhiirked, were also part of the Royalists, ,on 
board of tiie English ships. The rage and unrelenting fury of civil 
war w'ere now clearly peredved by t^e flames that covered the; 
island night and day. * • , * 

The , Commodore Riviere, a French"ship of the line 

bearing the. Royal flag, ^took as many on board as she could carry 
(it was i^iid, to the amount of l,UcO, inclflding her own rrew), 

and sailed for Trinidad. .The 89 taken on. board of the Hector 

• • • 
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were landed at flosean, Dominica : ^ she then sailed for Jani«aica 9 
end anchored in Port Royal Harbour f on the ^29lh of June. She 
sailed thence on ther^Sd of July, anchored in Long Bay on the 
! ^5th/ re-sailed on the 27th, with 74 sail of merchant vessels under 
conv:oy, and anchored at Spithcad j; on the 4th of October.# 

^ J^r^ Manderson, Laving been now 14 years in the navy, began 
seriously to reflect on his situation, and determined to get the 
better* in some meastire, of that natural backwardness, and 
aversion to^the courting of power, sw necessary for attaining rank 
in the navy. He, therefor^, made application to person of 
intercst,^and was promised to be recommended, for promotion, to 
Admiral Gardner, who was to proceed, in the Queen, on an 
expedition against the Mauritius. 

To any other person, perhaps, this intim^ion would have been 
highly acceptable ; but not so to Mr. M. lie tried to evade, 
though he could not positively decline, it; he, therefore, joined the 
^^^een : his reasons, however, for not wishing it, we under- 
stand, proved well fdund..‘d. 

.The expedition against the Mauritius being relinquished, the 
Queen Was attached to the Channel Fleet, commanded by Earl 
Howc.§ Tha junior lieutenant having been left on shore, Mr. 
Manderson was slationcd to command the guns on the quar. 
ter-deck ; and toward the close of a hard-fought battle, on 
the 29th of May, 1794, || had occasion to notice one of those 
interpositions of Divine Providence wbicti too often pass un-' 
observed. Being much fatigued from assisting the artillery at 
his quarters, the Queen having beep engaged from half- past seven 
A.M. and it being now' near (our P.M. he had, for a few minutes,

placed himself opposite the aftermost gun, observing the conduct 
of the men in working ; when he suddenly determined to direct it 
himself against a ship advancing within pistol-shot ; being the 
stcrnniost, but one, in the Fre.ii^ch line. At this very moment a

On the memorable 1st of Jutie^ the Queen broke through^ the, 
French line,* at 10 A.M. ; wheir the eighth^ ship of the epeinj^ 
her opponent, hauled on board her fore and main tacks, and m^da 
sail ; s|us therefore closed with the 7th, a ship pf 84 guns, having^, 
16 por» on a side on her tower deck : this s|iip (suppoat^. t^ g. 
the Scipion) also attempted to shake her off, by first 
and then running to leeward; her adversary, however, kept ^ose' 
upon her starboard quarter* ^^he French captaiiPs colours mug 
twice shot away, he hoisted a jack a^ the p>izcn.top-gkl]ant.mas|^ 
head. c.At three quarters past 10, his mizeiumast wxiit by Ihg, 
board ^Ipbd at 11, the Queen’s mjpn-mast went bver the Ice side,, 
carrying away the inizcn.yard,.&c* fore part of the poop, and tho 
•barricading of the quartcr.dcck. ^In a quarter of an hour, the 
main-mast of her antagonist came dowW, afiid her foremast imme* 
diat^ly after. At this time, the Qqecii falling ronnd off, tho 
French crew camp upon deck, and waved submission with their 
' hats, having been driven from. their stations |Fith great slaughSviHP^*^ 
At half ail hour past noon, It was perceived that twelve of the 
French ships, the Mountain being the headmost, were standing 
towards the Queen. The drumdieat tc^quarters : , it was a trying 
hour ; all the sails that she had to set \iN;re the forC-s^il and fore* 
top-sail, both torn in pieces by shot ; and the fore-yard having 
been cut in two in the slings, in the affair of the S9th of May, 
that now in use \as % jury, being a ms^n-top-sail yard, and a 
*«ng sail hoisted on the mizen-mast to keep her to the wind* 
In this stale she>niet the French line. The Mountain passed 
without firtng, perhaps from theslaf^htcr on board ; as did also 
her second astern ;*biit when abreast of the third, the signal was 
made from the Mountain to engage, and nine- ships opened their 
fire in succession, which was returned as vigorously as dreum* 
stances would permit* The Terrible, of 110 guns, with only her 
foremast standing, was the lost shi^ in the line, towed by three 
frigates, two of which cast off and hauled to windward ; no doubt, T 
with the hope of giving the Qlbeen a good drubbing .(as the 
English fleet were lying to windward, spectators), •and supposing

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that h^r guns were as much disabled as her masfs ; but as Soon af 
they perceived the fire that she opened on their line, they np-hehn 
and ran in great haste to leeward of the line-of-battle ships, with« 
out ifraiting to give Qr receive a shot. 

^ ' "When the firing hail ceased, the situation of the French fleet 
was nearly as follows : ten two-dcckcd ships totally dispasted^ 
and which had strueV^ hstving English ensigns thrown over their 
aterdfai, to prevent their being fired into ; among these, the Re« 
jiubllcain, of 110 guns, with only her foremast standing ; three 
two-decked ships in flight to windward, about six miles S.E. of 
the IlepubHcain ; twclv6 saH in line-of-battle, or.c of which was 
the Terrible, of 110, mentioned before as having only hei^ fore, 
mast standing. After these ha'i engaged the Queen, ^vffen they 
Came abreast of the ship which Struck to her, they hove.to, and 
were joined by the Rcpublicain, when they towed off three of 
the dismasted ships that had struck. 

In the English fleet, the Marlborough and Defence were totally 
dismasted ; the foremast of the Royal George was gone ; the 
"^[ueen had lost her main.mast, fniacn-top-mast, and mizen.yard i 
the Queen Charlotte* her tdp-masts ; the Brunswick her mizen- 
mast, being nearly out of sight to leeward, running before the 
wind : the ot|ier damages '^ere riot material to sight. At 2h. 20m. 
the Pegasus took the Queen in tow : she had this day 14 men 
killed ; arid the second lieutenant (mortally) and 68 men wounded. 

By Umar observation^, the battle had been fought in the long!, 
tude of about 18® 30' W. and latitude 47® 48' N. On the 4th of 
June, divine service was performed by the chaplain, giving Cibry 
fo God for the victory. 

Wh^n the fleet returned^ with ils prizes, to Spit head, + as 
Mr. Manderson had been immediately under the eye of the Admr. 
ral, he had reason to hopo that he should have been included in 
the extensive promotion that took place ; but in this |ic was dis. 
appointed ; and having continneef in the Queen till March, 1706, 
he determihed to make an effort to ^nit the ship, and succeeded in 
' getting oh board of the Victory, with Lord Hood, then on the

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, ere, as was supposed, of sailing to the Mediterranean* But still tho 
sane cross fortune seemed to follow bin ; for Lord Hood, uncE* 
pcctedlj, struckhis flag, and the Victory became a private ship. , His 
Lordship, however, advised Mr. M* to stay where ho was. The Victory 
afterwards sailed with the squadron under llcar*admiral Mao, and 
joined the fleet commanded by Admiral (l^e Lord) 
the 37th of June, oil the island of Minorca, but which sbOM proI 
. ceeded to San Fiorenzo Bay to refit. 

The Frendi fli^et, having sailed from Toulon, % chased the 
squadron under Captain (afterwards Lord Viscount) Nelson, f 
fromrVado Bay ; and on the 7th of July appeared in sight of the 
Fnglit^ then employed in wooding and watering. On*this day, 
Mr. Manderson was appointed by Admiral liotham junior lieute* 

> nant of the Captain. Jn thecvciiiug the fleet sailed for the coast 
of Italy, and early 'hi the morning df this 13th fell in w ith the 
French. Jn the course of the day, a partial action took place, 
.in which the Captain had a share, and the result of which is well 
known. Mr. M. continued ip this ship un|il an exchange 
tains took place in July, 1796 ; when he went into the Agamem* 
non, which was appointed to sail with the convoy for .Bngiarid, 
aud was paid off at Chatham iiv the month of Septeipber. 

In February, 1797, Mr. M. was a^i^iointcd one of the lieute- 
nants of the Robust, Captain (now Admiral) Thoinborough ; ai^d 
he was in her during the continnanoc of that serious mutiny which 
so justly alarmed thc«couutry* He loft her, however, in Octo« 
to command the Portland, at that time titled as a prisoii-ship 
to receive captains, lieutenants, and surgeons, of French priva- 
teers; and here he hadan oppoVtiinil^/ of.obscrving the rarious cha- 
racters of the Frchch Revolution v the Ko;^alist in disguise, and 
the proud overbearing Republican. In such a mixture of diver# 
sified dispositions, strict regulation was necessary, to preservo 
tranquility, and the comfort of individuals impatient of control 
and restraint, it was, of course, Impossible to please all ; but 
the grateful, on returning td their own country, manifested their ! 
sense of the indulgence exercised towards them, by acknowledging

prepared for publication a Chart of tho Gulf of Florida, with 
Obsen^tions on thevCurrent.* 

' I# August, ISOO, the Portland was paid off; and in the begins 
ning of the following month Mr. M. appointed to command 
the Chatham recciring ship, stationed in Falmouth f harbour. 
By his friend Mr. Budget, j; <his particular attention was called to 
the situation of that port: as opportunities^ occurred, therefore, 
be examined its eapaciousness, ^id contemplated the profai]^con« 
sequences of its adoption as a 'naral* arsenal. 

In May, 1803, the Chatham ,wat paid off at Plymouth ; § .and 
in the autumn of that ycar^ Mr. Manderson* repaired to London, 
with the intention of making some preparation, in conjunction 
with Mr. Budge, for writing a Naral History of the War. Hos- 
*^flie8 recommencing]^ however, ^he quitted London in November, 
1803, for the vicinity of Portsmouth ; and in February, 1804, 
was appointed one of the lieutenants of the Royal William, bear* 
ing the flag of Admiral George M'ontagu. During the summer of 
this year, he published hi^ C^^art of the Gulf of Florida; com<- 
prisinf an examination into the cause of the stream continually 
running through it northward ; with directions for Its navigation. 
About the same time, a sketch wf^tho harbeur of Falmouth, with 
observations on its situation and i capacity, was laid bcforoi go. 
Tcrntnent, "through Mr. Budge, private secretary to Lord Melville, 
#ho vjfas then at the head of /.he naval administration. ||^ 

The observations contained 'in* the MS. excited the surprise of 
ihc Prime Minister, as well as of the First Lord of the Admiralty.

bo found, who, influenced cither by prejudice or interest, could 
censure and condemn, without beii^ £ii)lc to prodube such well 
authenticated reasons as should hare claimed from the government 
any Serous consideration. % < * 

^moDg those who really -had. knowledge of the subject were, 
Admiral Philip Patton (at 'that time one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty), and Cditimissioncr Bowdli ; •whose testimony corro. 
borating the statements in (lie hands of government^; it was deter* 
mined to fhake^tlie trial. Commissioner Bowen was, therefore, 
sent to the port for that purppsa, and Mr. JVIanderson to 
the necessary duty ; to whom ata the execution of the service 
was committed in the commissioner’s absence. • 

As many eyes were directed «to this project, and tliere was much 
unfounded prejudice to encounter,^ it became iici^ssary to execute 
it in such a way as might abide the strictest scrutiny.

Soon after his promotion, w'c find him ^superseded in t^c com* 
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ipdod of the Ez^iment; it beiog deterniinedy during Lord Haw« 
ick’s administration^ that she should be commanded by a lieutenant 
only ; but, new lords, new lawst during Lord Alulgrave’s naval 
aduiinistration, a commander was appeunted, uho, being pro* 
moled to Post on the Jubilee occasion, was still continued in the 
command ; it not beijig deemed necessary, by Mr, Yorko, to su* 
persede him for tjbat reason. 

Captain Manderson’s ^ycmoval from Jjfie Experiment, however, 
was not thc^nly intimation that he received of the hostility of the 
new Admira*ity board to*tlie,Port of Faltnoiiih * he was shortly 
after dismissed altogether, by a curious mode of investigation, 
directed from the A^avj/ Board tc(~ the naval officer, master atten* 
dant, and master shipwright. As Captain M. was serving under 
the authority of the Admiralty Board, it was conceived that the 
same authority alone coinld Misplace him ; InU as he may be sup* 
posed to have setm how fruitless must have been any attempt to 
contend against such a power, he retired from thq service ; conti* 
however, to ea^ecute a sec/m^^ sin'iny of the Harbour y in 
which he was at that time engaged. 

The strong prejudices raisctl against the port of Falmouth never 
made any impression upon his mind, farther than in determining 
him, at some future time, *to give it an opportunity of producing 
its reasons why it should be in any manner attendcd'to ; and this 
he effected in two publications : the first, a Letter addressed tQ 
the Prime Minister and the First Lord of «>thc Admiralty, pub* 
lished in December, 1810; and the second, in Twelve Letters 
addressed to the late Right Ron. Spencer Perceval, published in 
May, 1812, only ten days bcfl^re that* minister’s most lamentable 
assassination, if these t>ublieaiions have failed *of convincing tha 
government, they have certainly disclosed many important facts, in 
which the interests of the country appear deeply concern^ ; while 
they shew the futility of many of the arguments which^ivc been 
adduced against a port so favourably situated for the operations of 
^thc British Marine connected with the'Atlantic Ocean. ' 

We are now about, to conclucle this article by observing, that 
fj^aptain Maiiderkon, having long conceived a mode to be practi- 
cable^ for more cfrcctiially clearing, by destruction and capture, 
the* English Channel of enemy’s efniscrh, than by any method at 
that' lime practised, SHbmitted a plan to t^ic consideration of Mr. 
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Yorkc (then at the heacf of the Admiralty)^ which he thought 
(and our readers shall have an'opportunity of judging how justljr 
he thought) would bear to bd examined. .It was, simply, to 
arrange a number of cruisers in tines of conpection, which would 
command a certain space, according to their numbers. Thcro 
could, it sras presumed, be no difficulty in the execution, to any 
one who understood the import of a sigtial,fand what adj^e one 
point of the com )uiss makes with another, it has, indeed, '‘‘been 
sometimes lamentably perieptibtc, in theananccuvriug of' fleets at 
sea, how much the study of nasal tactics has been neglected ; but 
the arrangements necessary in thiicaso if ere notjiablc to so many 
intricacies as the efolutions of fleets. The follbwing^plan, wc 
transcribe, as explained by writing and delineation 

The havoc committed but too successfully by French privateers on the 
trade of tlie Unired iCiu^dorn in the Knglisli Cli^iiiicl, and close to our own 
shores, notwlchstaiiding the great superiority of the' firitibh navy, and the 
number of crui/ers employed for the protection of trade, manifestly proves 
that there is someyadical error in the distribution of these cruisers ; nod 
chat to render their services and elTorrs more cBeciuul, some systrvv-'^f 
operation is wanting, hitlierto liiithought of perliaps, and evidently uu* 
practised. 

‘‘ The system of tletached ernizers has been long tried ; but experience 
has proved the mode to be inndeqiAitc, in any consiilerable degree, to. the 
oapture and destruction of the enciiiy‘5 privateers that infest diHerent parts 
of the Channel, particularly to the westivard of the Downs. It docs not 
appear, that ever a system of combination and extensiun has been tried, 
which can command a certain space of sea, or coast, in which, all euemieSf 
cruizers included, wouldtiiavc little chance of escaping. 

, ** Notwithstanding the superior seamanship of the British itavy, when 
.compared, generally, with that of other nations, yet it must be ullowed, 
there is some defect in the knqwlcdg| of combined evolution, arisinj^, 
most assuredly, from the want of study and practice. 

Without farther remark, I shall proceed fo spew, what would* be th« 
effects of the conibinntioa of a number of vessels empluved in the Chau* 
iicl, in various ways, for the capture of the enemy's cruizers. 

Lctiffhvii be supposed, that 21 vessels were selected for this pur- 
pose*— cutters, gun-brigs, and such others as could be spared; what 
aiTangetnent, ' or arrangements, ought to be practised, to render cbeic 
operations and services as effsetu^ as possible ? • 

** They shall first be dbnsidered as^lesigned to come upon anc^eflclose a 
certain portion of the English A>ast, so as every vessel jivithin the area of 
their arrangement, should have litrlc, or no chance of escapiag. Let it 
be farther supposed, thaUthe wind is either westward or eastward, to 
enable privateers to sail acrosl (lie Channel betfi ways, which is.the most. 
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favourable time for tli^ir operations, the arrnngeVnent should begin to 
ibrm otf tlic wimj^ard part of the coast designed to be enclosed. If t)ie 
wind were at west, and 2t vessels sailed from Spithcad with the design of 
enclosing a portion of 'the coast easttvard, any where between Solsey Bill 
and the South Forelandy they ought to sail so far into the offing, so as not 
to give alarm to any of tlie enemy's cruisers thdt might be near (he shore ; 
and when at a proper distanccj 9 or 10 miles, so many vessels ought to 
keep that pobitioiii us w^uld 1^' wanted to complete a line to within two or 

• tiiree miles of the shore; the remainder to execute the proposed arrange- 
ment as fast as polnblc. ^ ' 

** The most favourable disposition of the squadron to effect the end in 
view, may pto^ahly be a centre and two wings, formed in straight lines ; 
tho wing vessels to be three ivilcs^fro^ each other, and :he centre four, for 
reasons which will hereafter nppettr. It hns been observed, that as soon as 
thc'Squadren arrived off that part of the coast, on which the western line 
was to form, and being 6 or 9 miles^ (listant froiw the shore, one or two 
vessels ought to keep that position^^csigned to extend it to within two or 
tlirce miles of the coast, ns sliould be judged prudent. This line should he 
formed N.VV. b. N. andS«E. bwS. to consist of 7. vessels, at three miles 
distance from each other ; the centre to form on its outward extremity 
B. b. S. to consist of 7 vessels, at four miles distance from each other ; and 
the starboard, or eastern wing, being ilic same number, as the western or 
litnRAtrd wing, to form N JR, b, E. on ^lie e/ist end of the centre : the vessel, 
or vessels, directed to keep their position on the western wing, and de« 
signed to complete it, to do this after a reasonable time. 

When this arrangement was coraploted, the position of tlic squadron 
v^puld be according to the tigure No. the centre extending miles, 
each wing 21 miles, and the cfxtcnt of coast enclosed, on the approach of 
each van of the wings to the shore, ' would be 57 miles, or 19 leagues ; and 
the area of sea included between the three lines and the land would be 
7 38 square miles ; at which time the centre w'ould be 5 longues from the 
line of q^st, if the vans of die wings w'cre about three miles from the 
shore ; and an enemy, or enemies, enclosed, might at first feel very little 
alarm at his situation, from the great distance K>f the wings. 

• The enclosing of the coast It^ing effected, the next object would be', 
the securing the area of sea so enclosed. As the centre would be every 
moment drawing nearer ,to the shureli' the wings would sliorteiied, and the 
vessels composing tlicm come closer to each other. The proper manoeuvre 
of the van of starboard, or leeward wing, would be to heave to; that of tlie 
centre to steer parallel to the line of the eastern wing, or and 

the larboard, or weather wing, t<. steer on the same point of the compass ; 

^ one, tw'o, and three, if necessary, making all sail along the slicffe to drive 

* out an^ vessels (hat miglit be near it. After the centre bad run 15 miles on 

the last course,^! he posidonof the fleet would then be, 5, 8, 19, 91, as in 
figure No. 9. 1, ,9, aud^d, being advanced Tii shore ; and as Nos. 4, 14, 

|5, id, II, and IB, )voul(l be thrown out of the order, the centre vessels 
ought to close (o the westward, to make rooiaffor some of those tliroMii 
out CO form iiicu c.bcir iin^, by which it would become more compact; and 
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if la took the place of 19, (he latter and 120 could close on to prevent , 
any enemies, m n, /», and o, btaiiding anj^ chniicc oi^ e»cnping t lire Ujii the 
van of the lee wing or centre. ^ ^ * 

** It will he evident to every impartial observer, that by such a disposi* 
tioii of "the number of vessels proposed, nay t^icinies enclosed in the 
area of acii betMeen the three lines aiid the land, would be captured 
almost Co a certainty, 

** If che.^ind were more soutl^erly than tvpst, the same evolution eould 
be performed, unless it were so far to the siiuihw:ij'd, and' blew so strong,^ 
as CO render a near approach to the coast dangerous which case it 
would also be dangerous for an enemy, who wi>^ld have to cho:ise' betwecit 
running close in witii a lee and hostile shore, or attempting tol)re:ik thruugli 
one of ihc lines. ^ • 

** If the wind were easterly, and thd squadron had sailed from the 
Downs, the starboard, or eastern wing, would then have to perform the 
tufivement su)jpobe(l to bgdoiie by tlife larboard wing, or division, with a 
westerly wind, nml the bitter tbal^ of the funner. . 

“ If the wind blew off shore, it would not be advisable for those vessels 
that are to form the advance of the wings, to run fip'lher off the shore than 
aliMilutely neccssaiy, whether the fleet came*froiii ilie eastward or west- 
ward. If it came from the castvvard, and the wind were at N. or N.N.E, 
and the fleet at J jii figure No. 4, those that were to form the outer part 
of the starboard, or eastern wing, onild easily assume their stations j)UC 
if tlioic designed to form the ^^stern w'ing run* so far to leeward as the 
outer part of the eastern, with the wind at N. they would have to ply again 
to windward to get into clicir sutioiis ; tliciel'ore, they shoultl soil from 
A W. b. N. by compass,'* until arriving at Ji. 

As the di'>(ance between the vans of tl^c wings, according to flic pi*o- 
po<d plan, would be 66 miles; thc>xtcnsion of tl.e centre 24; the 
difference 32 divitled by 7 will give 4{ miles, and of n mile, for the 
difference of distance between every two opposite ships in tbe wings, and 
those next to them ; sui^tracted successively from the van towards the cen- 
tre ; and added to the extension of the centre to obtain the dfstaiice be- 
tween 7 and 15 ; and to that again to obtain the distance between 8 and 
•16 ; and sf) likewise of every suocessiv^ distance. Now ns it is supposed 
to be the secoiul line frcnii the'van, leaving 'out the fractional part, two 
distances will give 9 miles, which subtracted* from 66, the disfayce be- 
tween the vans, will leave 47 miles, the distance No. 3 must run \V. b.N’. 
•to get into her station; 2 and 1 forming N.W. b, N. from her, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
and 8 S.l^b. S. at the appointed distance. At any time judged conve- 
uicut, 20 and 21 could forniN.E. b £. from A, nr 19. 

“ To perform the same service, the (Icet could be formed into the 
segment oi' a circle, at three iffilcs distaiice, the radius of which pircle* 
^guld be »7 inileSi and*the depth o^die segment 12, as in figure J^u. 5.

tre being farther from the coast, would nut iiniuccliatcly ulariu any enemy's 
Cruizers that might be within it. 

“ By such a disposition, or arrangement, the const in the Channel might 
be enclosed from the South Foreland to iwo leagues west of Ikiachy Head ; 
or frosn two or four leagues west of the South Forchnul, to four or six 
leagues west of Bcacliy Head. ^Froiii ^Ik-arhy Head to St. Catlieriiic’i 
Point, on the Isle of Wiglit ; ' from St. Cutherme's Point to four leagues 
w*est of llie Bill of Portland ; from Jie Bill of i^oithuid to the Bolt Head ; 
frocn theilame Head to the Lizard. 

** The advantages such a system of combination woul#)jave over many 
detached cruizers, must be evident, and therefore needs no n||||prnoiits to 
support Its claims to attention ; as a view of the arraiigcincnt must be 
convincing of the beneficial efiecis that rnigiit be expected to follow the 
; practice against ti>e swarms of piivateers At the Euglidt Channel. 

** Tlis coinbinution might form oxi the French coast us well as the 
"English; cKtend’itijg its two wings towards «thc latter, and sadiiig on in dint 
. diivction, when die wind permitted, by which every vessel will, in dtc two 
vans would be enclosed. The centre could he formed across the Channel, 
and sail either eastward or wcstward| according to the scute of ilie wiuds^ 
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and on any cruiser, or cruiiters, being perceived witliin the wings, their 
vans could be directed by signal co &Impe such a course towards each others 
as might be judged necessary to prevent lliem escaping.*® 

1 .«hall now proceed to shew, how the coast might be swept, if the 
expression lie allowable, to any cxteift, durimr a wind that would allow the 
vessels to sail along the shor^, eitiier eastward or westward. This certainly 
would he a most desirable object. 

Let it then be su|)po^cd, that 21 vessels sailed from Spithend, Ply* 
mouth, nr Fulmouth^ to sweep the l‘'nglish coast coastward ; perhaps^ tht^ 
best arrangement would be, m some iiiunncr, accurdii'|||/to tliat in figure 
No. 5. 1 and 2 take their stations in shore; and supposing ther direction 

of the coast to be E. b. N. 3, 4. 5, 6, and 7, form 6 poiyts fn>m it, or 
S.E. b. $. S. b. E. by compass ; then the next numbers to Iti form parallel 
to the const, E. b. S. by compast; and* Id,* 20, and, 21, form 4 points 
withir^ this line, that i^, N.E. b. E. all at three miles distance from each 
other; then will the line 4 )aralicl to 4iic coast be 10 miles oflP, and the van 
siiip, or vessel, about 9. This may, perhaps, be supposed a sutheient dis* 
tance not to alarm any cruizers that may be in shore. The line of coasts 
Nos. 3 and 21, would be about 15 longues. Any cruizers that might be 
near the coast would be forced out by l*and2. Upon their being per« 
cei\ed, and altenipting to escape along the shore, the same ougliMo be 
immediately comiruinicatcd to the van, by flags and guns, when clear, the 
latter to draw immediate attention, and by guns alone when hazy ;^the 
leading ship to alter her cour>e frUin E.b.$. to N.K. or N.N.E. as circum* 
stances might retjuirc, each successive number following, and keeping tha 
former distance, until 21 came as near the shore ns might be jjjdgcd pVu* 
dent, when all the vessels in the vyn ought Co heave to, and wait for tha 
rear closing on the enemy or eneinivs witliiiMhe lines, by which time, pro- 
bably 13, 17, and 16 migt.*C be drawn tato the N'.E. b. E. line. But upon 
tlic signal being made for an enemy in shore, perhaps the best mnneeuvra 
would be for the line parallel to the coast, to sail direct towards it, as it 
would draw all the lltctjLlnsci; together, by the rear continually shortening 
this line, and this the v.iii alter 21 hovc-to ; and this would give the whole 
an opportunity of ilrawing closer together, to prevent any escape. 

• ** If it were judged better to have the bne p.'irallel to the coast at a 
greater distance from it; the rtar line could form at 4 miles distnncei 
which would take thle parallel to 6 leagues distance.*’ * . 


* Wo have informed, that Captain Muiidorsuii, some years since, bad 

made cnnll^rablp pro^rrM in ch^tailing a similar mode of cruizing iirany part of 
a sea or ucean frequented by enemies* cruisers. If our information be correct^ 
we should be thankful to Captain M. for such cainmanicatioii on that subject at 
it may he agreeable to hnn to loake. We have al<o heard, that he lately sub*t 
milted to Lord bIeUille*a plan for tbb more elivctuilly carrying on War wUh 
America.

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SLAVE TRADE. 

I T is c?ue to the gallant ofBccrs who have from time to time been on the 
Slave Trading station, on llie coast of Africa, to state, that they have 
exerted themselves most zealously and meritoriously in their endeavours to 
put a stop to the traHifir. But a conception can scarcely be formed of the 
extent to which tlie evil was carried, e\en under all the discouragements to 
which it was exposed from the vigilance of the British cruisers. We shall, 
however, suhjuiii a docunit'iit, shewing the number of slaves taken from 
vessels which had been seized nivi condemned ^wthin a very siiort perio(>. 
This list, of course, dues nut include any of the wretetU'J hciiigs with whom 
the imirc successful ndventurers had contrived to e> cnpe. But itwi'J ulTord 
a criterion by which to judge of the extent Of the trade that is still c.'irrie(} 
on, ns well as of the successful exertions of the Uriiish cruize rs. The fo!*

I!ut it is not the coiitiiur.iiice of the (rndc in Slaves that constitutj|ii$he 
, whole of tfie mii»ory*or the poor Africaus. Even in the ficnrt of tlic colony 
of Sierra Leone, winch costs this* eoim try so lar^t -a sum unnunlly, there 
exists an ciiorinous amount of misery. Tiie wretchedness that pervades 
the iinfortiiiiaic .settlors is truly afllict.ii^. It is grievous to find ai[ the spd* 
culations of coiiifort and happiness, under w'hich they were originally 
transplanted to this spot, bo lamentably disappointed. 

Such are llie sufferings of the poor iKliahitanis of Sierra Leone,' that 
Mr. Thorpe, with IiIn usual benevolence, originated the following plan, 
wliicli was imincdiately adopted for their relief:— 

** At a Meeting of the Sc'C^ety for ilie Uclicf of the Poor of the Colony, held 
in the Sessions House, Oct. 29, 1C12. 

The Honourable Cliief Justice Thorpe, iu the Chair. 

Rev. G. R. Nvlandor repoited, That the Funds of the Society 
amounted to 72L li** 6d. and chat twenty-seven persons were relieved in 
the last month; he likewise stated, that^nany of the^aged and destitute arc 
without shelter or attendance ; that women pregnant and deserted are 
without an asylum, or support, which has caused abortions and death ; 
thut lunatic^ idiots, deaf, dumb, blind, and mniiy persons deprived of 
the use of limbs, iSfc. by the sudden visitation of Providence, have no 
cover from the severity of ihc climate, nr receptacle Ironi the public 
street. * 

* Resolved, 1st. — That it is the flonriden duty of those whom the 
’Almighty has placed out of the rrach of pic*^ciit*in(iigciice, blessed with 
Datura! faculties, and unassailed widi calamitous vi'-irntion, to otiiniriister 
(as far as .their means will diiow),^ Co the iiieliui'atioii of such natural and 
supernatural afflictions ; therefore. 
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** Red/^fvecl, ^d.*— Tliat a house shaJl tc built for tlie reception of al! 
such person^ as Mrichia tiie above description, claiming the Society’s

riKST INTERCOVBSI^irH ROSSIA. 

About three 'hundred years ngo, Russia had commuoication with 
Other sens than the White Sea and the Frozen Ocean, at that time uufre* 
quented, and indeed perfectly unknbwn to any other nation. In the last 
year of the reij'n of Edward VI. a company of English merchants, called 
the Merchant Adventurers, for the dkcovciy of Lands, &c. fitted out three 
ships, the first oF 1^0 tons, the second 160, and the oilier of 00 tons. 
These ships left Deptford May 11# 1553 ; but the second, couiinanded by 
Captain llichaixi Cbanccllor, being separated from the other an the Nor* 
way coast, by storm, steered for the agreed-on rendezvous, Ward- house. 
After ‘wnith^g seven days for the other t.vo sliips, the captain steered for 
St. Nicholas Bay, Archangel. The Uussinn Ernperor, being told of the 
arrival of the English* senf sledges for their conveyant:'' to Moscow, whera 
they were treated nkh a grand entertainment; after which, baling pre- 
viously sliewn their letter of recommendation, addressed To all Kings, 
Princes, Rulers, Judges, and Governors of the Earth, dated in the moaih 
of May, in the year of the Creation .5515, the Emperor sent one in return 
to Edward VI. expressing a desire. that bis Biitannic Majesty’s subjects 
should resort to and trade with Russia, and that liis Majesty do sefid a 
minister to reside nt Moscow ; which letter was dated at Moscow, th« 
second month of Eebniary, in the year of the world, according to Russian 
caiculaiiofi, 7060. Tins letter was written in Russian, with a translation 
in High Dutch. • * • 

Captaln^^'hnnrcllor returned to England in 1554, when he found 
Edward AT. dead, and Mary and Philip on the throne. The following 
year the Company despatched Captain Chancellor, Mr. G. Killiiigworth, 
and Mr. R. Gray, on a second voyage to Russia; they carried letters of 
thanks for former treatment ♦from Philip and Mary to the Emperor 
Bnsilowitz, vvhr received thm as cordially as before; and at a grand din- 
ner given by tlie Emipcror, he had the British Missionaries called up to 
him, prescnifd each of them a cup of drink from his own hand, and 
taking hold t»f Mr. Killingsworth’s heard, which was five feet two indies in 
Apngtli, and of a ycllowisii colour, he put it into the Patriarch’s hand, who 
|at ofi his rigiit hand, and wlio admired it as a particular blissing— surK 
was the venerntion the Russians 'chon had for beards. 

On the arrival of Cnj^tain Chair:cllor the second time at Arcliaiigel, he 
learnt that the two missing ships were found in a creek near Kagor, coast 
of Lapland; but that the ertw, of seventy persons, had been frozen td 
death. Great part of the merchandise, dVects, and the ships, were saved. 
Frgin the ships* journals it appeared lliby had scut parties on shore to 
search fur inhabitants, but found none.

namely, turbot, soles, and brill, besides shell ::bh, ^nd an adequate pro* 
portion of lower priced fish. • 

ADMIRAL IlATLOWrLL, 

The public already know timt Admiral Tlallowoll diflered in judgment 
from General Murray on the propriety ot* hastening the rt-embnrkatioii of 
the troops at 'J'nrragona. Some letters state, that on this occasion words 
were very high, and that General Murray was *n%t the otily^ person up. 
braided. A challenge from the other person alluded to ^aid to have 
followed. — Wait (replied the Admiral) ;• you have gpt an account to 
settle at home, before 1 ban meet you : when you sliall have arranged that 
in such a manner as to stand on a level with a man of honour, rii*iight you 
if you please, but not till then.^’

Mr. Nelson, who, iviih his son, and a uPategman, was drowned lately 
mt London Bridge, was master sliipwiight, of Deplit>td Dork-yard, and 
()rothcr to the secretary of the Navy Board. IJe was a most respectable 
and valuable man. *The other waterman, wc are scurry to Itnrii, is since 
dead. Surely government will noft sutibr any longer a structure to rctnniii^ 
ronstnntly occasioning such dreadful accidents, and u hich is fp ruinous to 
the navigation of the river, ns proved by the concurring opiniuiia of tlto 
most eminent scicntiDc characters of the age ; among wiiorii it may be 
sufficient to mention Smeaton, Dr. Charles Hutton, JMilnc, Kennie, Tel- 
ford, U. Walker, and Kevcly. — Opinion^ of greater weight, or more de- 
cidedly advising the removal or alteration of ^le bridge, cannot be given ; 
unless wc add tlie unanimous opinion of the Committee of the House of 
Conmions, before wiiom such evidence was produced, and reported in 
^79i> mid 1800. * 

PROTECTIONS FROM THE IMPRESS. 

A VERDICT, damages 1,000/. was lately given upon the execution 
writ of inquiry, before the Shcrifls of London^ and a Jury of Merchants, 
against Kenneth Mackenzie, Esq. cajTtuin of his HJaje.''iy's frigate Venus, 
for impressing fourteen men from the Ha\vke letter of marque privateer^ 
John Phillips, commander, who were regularly protected by an AdniiraJiy 
protection ; by which means thp Hawke was unahie lo go to sea for eighty- 
five days, to tho great injury of her owner. The conduct of Captain 
Mackenzie in imfircssing the men was very, properly discountenanced by 
tlic Lonis of the Admiralty, who ordered such of the impressed men as hail 
not afterwards vuluiitcered to be*tfi%ciihq;ed, and left the captain {o defend 
himself at his own expense. * •

Ok the Slst July, Captain 6. w/Manby made aome intemting eapfiri* 
lOents on the fortifications of Portsmouth, in^tbe presence of Vice-admiral 
Sir Richard Bickerton, commander-in-chief at that port, Admiral Patten» 
Generals Fisher, Hot^toii, and Elliott, the Hof|. Commissioner Girqr, and 
is great number of naval and military officers of all ranks, as well aa some 
of the principal inliabictinis. Captain Maahy stated his experiments to 
have proceeded from a||ention he had p^id to the accounts of actions 
which have keen fought with American ships ; in which .the efieci of their 
lire was more destructive tjian usual on such occasions. Uis siiggesMens 
had for their object the prevention of future losses^, by an easy and practi* 
cal meth 9 d of doing the greatest possible damage to the enemy’s Ibips in 
the shortest space of time, as the issue of a contest so much depends upoii 
the destruction caused in the onset ; and when that system of destruction 
is continued, a presumption may reasonably be entertained, that the con* 
diet must be of short duration,^ particularly when applied by British sea* 
men. U is unnecessary, *^nd indeed impolitic (for the benefit of our 
enemies), to state the methods produced. Several expedients ward 
adopted for the purpose ; and the third and fourth manner succeeded to 
the fullest expectation, evincing the celerity with which the service could 
ie performed, and the unheard«of destruction that will attend its pract^je, 
jirhe discharging of guns on board of ship, without the application of fij^, 
was put to every test that could be suggested to prove its- security, and 
which appeared to promote greater 'facility, safety, and certainty j^bnn 
either the lock or ifialch. ' Captain M. asserts, that by a few esperimetitf 
he will devise the means, wjiel'cby a ship, within pistol or muskf^t-shot, 
may he rent asunder^ us it may be express^, in a very short space of lime, 

' and which could at once be Introduced into tlie naval or military service* 

, The experiments on destruction having closed,^ Captain Manby earnestly 
t.^gUed the attention of the spectators to the means of preserving his fellow* 
llpatures : first by exhibitii^' an easy method of communicHbmn with w 
'vessel standing on a Ice-shore, by .making it capable of being cni^y avreteh 
^ into effect by one person, on a coast thinly inliabi^, or , perhaps .whim 
there ^ight be only ope residing oh a ^gerous island. Ten pounds;wi]| 
..supply the siip[i necessary for Uiis equipment in every essential*..' Second, 
making any boat unimmergibh, and giving to it the properties nf a life«'honr, 
at the expense of a few shillings, calculate!^ for sboip-boats, or boatSiOeed 
,.atse,a; and in conclusion,, n Iife^rope for saving .persons wiio may«fiiU 
.,a.vorboard^ which can be fi^ed up at the small cost of 4)ae skiing,- or 
eighteen-peoce. Fi^qpi the simplicity of those productioof, CaptMa 
^ If aiiby hoped that a^niversal 'adoption would take place to preserve the 
.lives oC nuEn in. the sdlvice of the navy, on the importance of whose 
.eekltf|ice< niid exertions so much depends, to the welfare of the British 
. EcapirAr.. Ha-WwIdVccommend that no vessel had »o porish on the coSsi 
^ ahoolfi bo wji^ut those ihoans ; for surely no fictcoQ.b€‘idte that of sl!ii«% 
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MlMpknUig' MiOi^tociMm fi||ht itia Ja*fi of preiga^ pimVnt* 
l^ly when the means come so mapietelj within the pbirer end of 

mny elese of life. Oh thoee experijQients, Sir R. Bicjccrton, the Hon. Com*> 
fliissioner Grey, the Generals, nod indeed most persons present, conferred 
tAieif direct: and pointhd ap^hibatibn; * 

Three Congreve's rochets, very powerful in effect, were also on the same 
day set off, under the direction of the ordnance department. It Is drarCCly 
' llossible to describe the effect those awful engines of destruction produce 
hid the m]bd» Two of them were pointed at about 50 degrees elevation, " 
and One aboiit 35 degrees, they ranged about one mite and a quarter. In 
Stome of those rockets there is a small bomb, thc^explosion of which amoling 
infahtry or Mvatry must be productive of great destrucAon. They are 
teed with iron, of considerable thickness, and incline into a point. Their 
Impetus must beequal,to that of a six or eight-pounder, "ordinaiy cliarge. In 
seuing fire to those rockets a match is dispensed with, as they receive com* 
bdstion by means of a spring, to which a cord can be affixed of any length, 
#0 that danger can very rarely occur to the operators. 

ENGLISH PniSOtfERS^lN FRAKCC. 

A VOUKO man, who made his escape from a Fienrh prison a short rime 
fKhce, states, that he was captured m a hrig coming from Halifhx, by 
L'Espion, a French privateer, and carried into Brest, from whence he waS 
marched with sixty cdinpaniona.tO*a abiait thirty miles from 0iin* 
kirk. Their prison was ttie subterranean vaults or cells of dti old cAafedtip 
which, previous to the Revolution, was the residence of one of the Frtncli 
Noblesse. The upper part was formed into barracks for ah>>ut 200 soldiers, 
dad the whole surrounded by a high wall. A small porrion of straw waa 
' given to each of the prisoners fur his bed f and those 'vho had not money 
to purchase provisions, were supplied twice<a week with a scanty allowance 
*or tniserable soup and black bread. Ttiose who coUtd not pay for wasliifig 
were sbfTered to remain covered with vermin until their linen became no 
' longer bearable ; they then burnt it, and went without. Many Iremnined 
in the most wretched state; their miseries were at the same time increi^d, 
by absendng the prisoners of war belonging to other nutibns treated mh 
'todre indulgence. The.hatredpf^the lluIer,of France to the firitish wae 
shewn on every ooeesion, and the least irregularity was sure to meet 
severity rarely exercised to other foreign prisonars of war. Th £ person 
who communicated these observations, weary of the horrors of blk situa- 
tion, resolved on and happily effected his escape. When taken by the pri- 
vateer, he was deprived of a)) bis propeity, except several gold and silnsr 
coins, and a few maps which he contrived to secrete about hit person* 
liaving given a woman who washed for hinv a large bribe, she brought 
kcord concealed in a clean shirt* fie then put 1 h^ design intd cxeciUldn* * 
There was a strong iron bar aerols the window of his cell, 
wdsttcheef out of the stone work, and with g/bat caution he got to thb 
eater wall of the prison, unperceived by the sentiy, whom fie kOockbd 
down at one blow with tlie bar.^ While the man lay on the groundiSttifn- 
ht fastened his cord to the bar, and ciimbnig to thc'fip ortho’wkHn 
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let himself dovvn. He hnd hardly dropped without die prieoni^ before tbf 
man^ recovered, and discharged Jiis piecu; The prisoner, however, trail 
towards the main road, and at day-break concealed himself in a wood, 
where he saw at least forty gens d*arriirs going in pursuit of him. He had 
the good fortune not to *t)c discovered, and, by the aid of a map, traced 
Ills way towards Dunkirk. During the day hi slept in the woods, and 
svalkcd only at night. On one occasion hunger forced him to appear bc» 
fore several pe.'isants, l^'ln) compassionated his case. They knew him to 
be a prisoner endeavouring to escape, but did not stop him ; on the con* 
trary, they relieved his wants, appeared to sympailiisc in his misfortunes, 
nnd pointed out the route he might take to avoid the soldiers. One of tlicm 
in particular fliook him by the hand at parting, and exclaimed, ** Adieu; 
mon ami, Die\i rootis garden ^ The truth i>, the pe^nlc generally detest 
Buonaparte, and fear only prevents many from opcniy declaring their 
hatred. the time he was in prison, he was accustomed to heaf mur* 
muring, and repeated terms of disrespect uttered against the French 
government. After a long and painful journey, he reached Dunkirk, and 
immediately made the following appeal to tlie captain of a smuggling cut- 
ler: — “ 1 am an Englishinaii — your countryman, and a prisoner of war. 
I am endeavouring to cscapc' to England, and throw myself on you for pro- 
tection and assistance.” — The captain, who had all the generous feeling of 
ft British Tar, could not resist the claim— he concealed Jiim on board tho 
cutter till he sailed with a cargo of gin ; and two days after landed him in 
safety between Dover Beach and the Soutii Foreland. 

PLAGUK AT MALTA. 

Extract of a letter from Malta, addressed to a gentlcipan of Bristol^ 
by his son, dated June 17 ^ 

“ 1 am sure you must be extremely anxioys (o hear fro^ us ; and {mpx 
pily so, when you are inforincd that we are all well under the awful situa* 
lion which Providence hath been pleased to s^d as a scourge to this 
tvicked place. I will give you an idea of wliat we arc nnd have bee^ 
exposed to. At the conniieuccinv nt of this malady, only four persons died 
daily; the number continued incr^sing^ip to forty-one; but yesterday, 1 
^m liappy to say, only nineteen were reported to have died, and aboult 
thirty-nx new cases. We are all shut up in our houses, and what provisi- 
ons we receive are passed through water or vinegar, as may be required. 
The city is divided into eight districts, and the streets leading frOni one 
district to the other arc railed up, and guarded by ceiuinols, so that yoa 
cannot pass without a pcTinit. All commercial intercourse is at a stand. 
We live outside the city gates, about a mile distant, and about 900 yardf 
from the eud of the ^arautine harbour, where they bring the deaii in 
boats, i.nd land thein|Rltcn throw them into a cau, and take them into a 
field about 300 ya;;ds from our windows, where they are dragged out again 
' Wfil) a long pike, and tunihlcd into a grave (a hole dug for .that purpose), 
and upon every tUiirtl body four baskets of lime a*e thrown. I cannot give 
ywu detcripiion equal lo^this horrid spectacle; to witness human budici^ 
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Irik^df and mangled, and* the very vrretcbes employed on thU ^service 
Uiighitig, fighting, and blasphtniiiig, while in the of taking their 
Countrymen to n place where they nuist soon follow, fills the mind with 
loroerhing more than the Itorribie.: if 1 had not seen, I could not have 
beitered it/* •

The unfortunate Cook of the Captain, who lost Ms life in the late dread* 
ful conflagration of that ship, in Hamoaze, once saved the life of Lord 
Nelson, and was always honoured with the particular notice and patronage 
of that hero. On boarding the Saq Nicolas, in the battle off Cape St« 
Vincent, a Spanish lieutenant aimed a blow at Nelson, who was engage|^ 
with another olfleer, and would, beyond all doubt, have killed him, buf 
for the gdilantry of this Cook (tlien a common seaman), who rushed to 
his assistance, and received the destined stroke, which deprived him of three 
of the Angers of his right hand. Grateful to his deliverer, the hero strongly 
recommended him to the notice o'f the Admiralty, and he would have been 
a gunner, but for his almost continual intoxication. With this projpensity 
to liquor he lost his life, and occasioned the loss of a ship which once tri* 
umpbantly bore the flag of our greatest naval coqunonder.

! The American ship Almira, A. U, Griswold, master, sailed from Lisbon 
<^the22d "of December last, with a cargo of salt, bound to New York. 
Inc ship continued her voyage in safety, having experienced favourable 
winds and good weather, until a Her passing the Western Island^; but on 
her 'passage fi*om thence to thb Hunks of Newfoundland, she bad to cn« 
cbunler contiiiuai gales, and a high sea, from tl»c N;W. and S.W, which 
caused her to 1ab(»ur vci^ much, mid make considerable water. Ilowevcrr^ 
iftidrtfic Ufid January, we we re very near able to keep her free with oue of- 
the -pbmps only ; we still continued on our voyage, in confidence it would 
nut iiicrensc so much,’ bnt^we should be. able to make Some port in the 
United States, and at all eieuts we could keep her up to get her into 
Halifax. But on the 122d, at 9 IMVI. it came on to blow very hard from 
J9 m S i W;-}' it continued to increase,, uiid |iauled round as far as N.N.\V. 
wiieti kt^blew a gale that eVery iimn on board «Vas a stmnger to. For n few 
ioBoineiits she appeared to be buried in die spray*of the scu, and cotnpletcLy;

We set a tarpaulin in the weather tnizen- rigging, and iny^to much better, 
Having asccrtniiicd there WAS up jopre than two feet water in the puippr 
vye, iumed*co with une hvaut, determined to dc(ay our exit from iln^

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much water, that it was neco'isary for all hamls to he employed ; wc iS'cre, 
therefore, coinprllcd to aliarutoii it. We succeeded ii» Kfflpiiif; her up 
until the 37th ; wlieii, at llirce oVlock in llie inorning, the wafer got up to 
the salt. We sounded, and found fv»ur feet water in her hold. The loss 
of the ship was now ii'.eviiahlc. The crew, on reccivint; tins information, 
jind a re<juest not to let lier sink before clay-light, \%illi the LO'eatesi unani- 
mity renewed their cxeitions at the pumps. As soon as we could see, we 
cut away the inaiii-nuist, thinking the leak iniglii he under her main 
chains, and hoped it w-ould case her. Got a sail under her bottom,^ and 
hove the anchors off from lier bows ; but every expeiimcnl proved fruit- 
less : slic sunk down by ikn head, with siv fdft water in the pump well. 
We hud nowf to tiiink only of sating our h\cs in ihe long'boat. All hands 
left the punips, and witli tkc greatest espedition laiincir < tlic boat, put in 
^ small. <|unnrily of salt pork, two ban eld of broad, and about thirty gallons 
(if water/ a sextant, a sail, six oars, n quminry of hca\ y duck to cmer the 
boat, a small spar to suppoit the covering, iwci.ry fathoms of rope to lay- 
to hy, a hammer and some nads, and seven or eight blankets to lie on. 
We judged Ijy observation to be in lat. ii7“ lonj. '19'^, and left tlie, 
ship at 1 1 oV lock, 16 in nuinl»er, if tlien blowing very hard. After we 
bad got off safe, wo found, ’’much to oiir disapptiintmenr, we had ncglcctid 
passing a mariner’s compass into the boat; but to reiiirn to the ship was 
certain destriietion : ftoin ail culculutioii, however, it rlnl appear wc should 
U(9t need one long. It ^'as now thatw^ponld not help reflecting upon our 
situation, bixteen human beings in the middle of the .Atlantic Ocean, in 
au open boat, not idnetcen feet in length, and having to experience all the 
rigour of 'A winter season, without aij> rudder or compass. Wo could truly 
say that our salvation depended upon the vtill of the Almighty; but after 
neighing the chances of being preserved, wc wcie com meed of the folly of 
being do\vii-hear(;cd and began ’'pi eparing the boat in the beat niaimcr 
possible. We secured our spar lengthways the boat, uiid over this spread 
the (hick duck, and batt* tied it down to the gunwale of the boat. A slit 
in the canvas wc left forwaitl, for the purpose oi»*gciting up manage the 
sails, vtliich we could lacc up as occas-ion reijuircd, to privLiit the boat 
fiotn filling. As wc had no rudder, we luni to dt pend on our o.irs to stipr 
with ; this we did by having ouctim oaid* cjnaiier, in addition to fhe stern* 
most oar; ifds made necessary three holcsdn the deck for the ‘•tec rsmen to 
standl’n. Darkness c.oining on, affcl a vet y itigli sea, we were compelled 
to lay-io for the night ; this wc did by making the rope we h;nl fast to our 
mast and sail, and veering it out abonr sixteen fathom^ :i>ti rn ; then round- 
ing her to, bionglit her head to the wind and ^ca ; triinnietl hrr .i^ iniirh as 
we dare by the stern ; hired up the caiive.s that coven d the tore peak ; set 
small sail aft, and one man ivitli an oar to assist in keeping her head to 
the sea, and waited for (he next day. Inuring the iilglti we experienced 
frequent and heavy s^^ialls; a great (piaiitity of rain and hail ; a high sea, 
«thich rcpeaterfly.brokc fill over us. It was very cold ; and I ftclicve if it 
IfcUi not been from the certain knovvledge that it never fioze in this part of 
t!*c Atlantie^^*^ should Inivc perished. We vvere all wet-; and it being 
dbl»g!;n>us for fcav of putting-thc btiat out of trim, we remained ulJ 
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lieitf iipi Ivtng over each other^ with the wntcr constanCljr dripping donfi 
fhrouidi ili^^utva.N. At umeb v\e were ovemhcliiUMl niili the sea : when 
tthe rose out of it, \\c w’cic prepared with our hands aiKf'fcet to heave it 
oflf the caiivMs over our heads. Our crow were dividc*d into steersmen and 
bailers; f lie latter ucio cuiiAtaiuly eidploved do the night. Daylight 
at length appearcfl, aii^ihe gale ormiid now bIcM the hardest; o nr cabin 
.parted, the boat dropped ojl'iiito the tMugh ol' the sea, the lirst wave ovelr* 
whehned u>» Tln» fli*ia^icr seemed ‘oconipleat our mjin; withonC a cablc^ 
without a mast, nr anv (lung we could call a sad. However, w'C succeeded 
in getting her herne the wind : a man stood in the how, and with hif 
Spread jacket kept iici* hehire the sed ; we erected a blanket on an oar

man, and with a cot »1 detcniiiiiation to persevere until the last, fstr ex- 
ceeded our expcctiitiun and hclief: ami iiotwithstaiiding the chaticc of otir 
ever arriving to land appeared small, wc entertained a hope, that .after 
SMC'li an iitiaccotiiirahle c rape, otii' g^id fortune nucht still continue. Out 
of the reniains of the diirk, that served foT the deck, wc manufactured a 
calilc ; this iiecessary husinc‘>s deprived us of using it for sails, and when 
onnpleated, it wa*^ extremely doubtful as to its streiiglh ; hut it v%asnc« 
cessiiry that something must he used for this purpose, and we had nothing 
to bo used as a cahic hoslde. i>untig the day \\8 continued our ronrsc to 
the soutltuard, in liopc'i of (iiiding better weather, and if not meeting with 
any vessel, to coatinue on to (he trade winde, ami then hear nyrny fur the 
M’e.st India W'e roninicnccfl our allowance with a biscuit, nnd 

r.itiicr more than a gill of water per day. 'I’lte raw poik gave it » rclisb, 
and wc endeavoured to pass the time as ifomfortahly ns possible. We con- 
tinued our course southward until the 5th of Ftbruary, The weather had 
been line f'*r a numher of da\s, and an increasing moon to Irglit us by 
night, iiiit wc HOW' h<.g 5 |^n to have ?cri«nis apprehensions of perishing with 
hunger and thirst, ^^’e had got into ilie latitude 50', our w'atcr nearly 
h ilf expi tided, our thirst increasing, and under the necessity of shorreniiig 
^ur allowance. It had hccennc ver^ hot, and wc di-covertd it was 
necessary to get into a cfildcr cliinatct in hopes of .assuaging our extreme 
tliirst. A coii^uliation of the crew Wfi^ held, and a majority agreed jo U-ar 
away for the VVestcrii Islands. A few days of fnvdurahle wind brightened 
every connrcnanco. In the daytime we jnflgrd onr course by the Sun, and 
at night the Moon and Stars served to g nde us.* When the luminane>» in 
liie Heavens were obstructed* from onr sight by darkness, the old swell 
remained to direct us, and our blanket sail carried ns very rapidly (hrongU 
the water. We had riiniiiiisiied fmr rdlowuiicc to a gill of water, and half, 
a biscuit, and found it n« tessary toiiritik .‘»alt water tfifussisl ns in swaHowing * 
•it, TlnSf;i^fcer repeated use, b«:amc nearly as j^'daiable iiis the fresh, undj 
we began to use it freely. On ibe Tiih, James CoginV, a seaman, wax 
taken sick ; immediate xisnuicy followed ; he lingered until the I6th, 
when he died : sewed him u|>iM Ins great coat, ^nd thesitV* 
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It if useless for mc,lo attempt to describe the scepe of dibtrcsi of o«r 
miserable crew. Our want of exercise, the necessity of our crampC 
up nearly tlic wHIde iwciify-four hours, the stupidity that had seized all of 
us ; our limbs had Uecoine nearly utelcss, by cramps and coutinual nuinb- 
iii&ss. The fear of lipad winds coAtinually harassed our thoughts ; thu 
almost stop to slef p, our ghastly visages, and ou&^iores almost expended, 
'flu! appearance of a storm, which at first the cause of imicli alarm, 
hud now changed to<o ciisinnl cast of the Heavens, and wa anticipated the 
pleasure of taking ^ain * On the ICth of February we made land, it was 
the island of Fayal : we had jubt cuni into the sea one «»f our coiupanionii, 
and a number of us were clo'^cly folloa'ing him. The quantity of sail water 
wo had drank had so much iiiipaiied our coi.aMtutions that the loss of sen* 
scs Avas plaiji^y perceivable in many of us. After many difficulties, on the 
i7th tve landed at the port of Taval, after being in the twenty day?, 
and sailing iipivards of fifteen hundred miles. 

On oiir arrival, John J3. Dabney, Esq. American Consul, took us under 
his particular ciiarge, and shewed us the gieutest hospitality. I Avas taken 
into hisOAAii fainil}*’, vt-here 1 received every kiiul viUciiiion I could possibly 
desire, undin u lew weeks rccoxerod. '

W ITH very sincere pUasurc I observe that your professional, and 
truly able and \:ihjab]e Correspondent^ A. F. Y. bas taken my bint, 
to recommence his obsc;\utions and animadversions on the sen ice, mid on 
the character and conduct of our naval advisers, lie seems, indeed, to be 
far from sanguine that hia clTorts can produce much good, or lead to any 
effectual reform of the abuses and miiUadministratioii wliicli certainly cha- 
racterize the naval department at the present day.

1 willv:all them iinprovcmdnts, beiag intended ond adopted as such, which 
having suggested find recommended under the different signatures of a 
Friend to Naval Merit,* Albion, Mentor, &c. 1 feel vei^ sincere plea- 
sure ii^detttiling f to A.F.V. as now carried into efTcct ; and 1 am persuaded, 
iliat some of them have first come under tlib notice ofAhe Board, frdm the 
perusal of your excellent work; and it 1 aiii correct in this opinion, it fur- 
nishes proof to this most zealous and uAsful writer, that our well-meant

To go to tlie root of the evil, is cer)tamly the onl/ sttre way* of cradieatiii^ 
the- gross abuses which prevail, and arc now so vpry seiistbl/ felt* an4 
deplored, in the navy ; but 1 am much afraid, a Board of Admindt/^: coipp 
stituted and arranged as that Board is, have not ieisurc, were their incU^ 
nation ever so great, to set seriously about a work of such ioifKirtaaeo* 
My own opinion is, tliat the business of the Admiralty is much top great 
for one Board, and therefore that many most useful oud suliftaty hnpiove* 
m^nts, and the correction of many abuses, must remain unatteiided td, 
owing ill a great degrccttu the press of business with which the Bohrd fl^ 
loaded. A Board of Revision (and I believe there is already sodh an otie), 
if proper/y constituted, might be of the first importance to this kingdotir, 
and to the navy of Britain; the members of this Board should alt he p'rO» 
. fcssional men, and their business be to examine into prevailing abules hi 
the service, whether ariskig from incapacity of officers, severity, or relaxar 
tion of discipline ; to consider of all plans and suggestions for improve^ 
ments in the service, and to lay their reports on these matters before ilut 
Board of Admiralty weekly. The formation of such a Board could not 
cost the country above 10,000/. os 42|000/. per antmm ; and, if properly 
selected, its members, 1 am certain, might bo roost usefully and pro* 
litabJy employed in their country’s service ; but if men arc saht to that 
Board on eccouut of their borough interest, or merely to give them a salary, 
and the ihmg be made u job qfy then it would indeed adding to the 
disease, it vt^ould be prescribing wine ITor A patient in an ardent fisvyr, 
already raging with tieliriuin. 

Were I to see at that Board three or four worthy Admirals, whom I 
could name, and as many Post Captains, 1 am sure such an establishment 
iiiust be advantageous ; llic uumes of Sir C. Cole, £arl Galloway, and 
Captain Bennet, 1 cannot refrain from mentioning now, as men peculiarly 
fit for such situations; and as this Board would be intended to be coadju- 
tors to tlic Board of Ailiniralty, .tlfbir suggestions ami reports ought to have 
due weight, and in most, if not every iiibiancc, |o be immediately approved 
of and carried into ciTccc. A. R. Y. has very properly noticed the hasty 
ilMigested ordeb and regulations issued Jl>y the Board of Admiralty, as 
circumstances arise to call for tliera, and too often when they are not 
.Iteceisary: the evil arising tp the service from these proceedings is reaHjr 
iucdcutable, and alarming in the highest degree. If we consider that the 
|i{ayy of England consists of nearly 1,100 sail, and that the sole direction 
of building, equipping, stationing, ordering, manning, &c. in short, that 
every thing belonging to tbemi except contracting for^and victualling 
^Itliem, rests with tlie Board of Admirnlty, no pdl'suu can wbnder tJmt so

oium^er, if it must be "kept up. A subject of the most y^fof iniportalic^ 
l^dly demands the attention of the Government ; it has l^i^n brought to 
public notice by a no, ble and gallant Lord, whom I am mueh happier to 
eea appointed to command a 6ne ship on the American coast, , than, to see 
io iu ^pben*s Cbapel s he means welh no doubt, but unhappily goes the 
wpmg way to work* I mean the encouragement by rewards, mid respecta* 
ble appointments of the first rate classes of our seamen. Much remaint to 
bo. done for ''them ; a war of twenty years demands from a geiieroui 
smtipo, that its protectors should be rewarded. I yet hope ro see ibis great 
fipbeme of amelioration carrying on with vigour and energy ; and sure I en>^ 
every British ofiieei: would r^oice to be able to contribute^ to so grand a 
mcasurUj calculated to call forth the noblest ener^es of the British nation, 
and 1^0 secure the services and attachment of its naval heroes. The cousi^f 
deration of tbjs subject would indeed bf a commencement of labours of .

of mgny thousands may sustain loss sotnetiuics, is probable, and it would 
^ wonderful if it were not so ; but I believe ail the gentlemen, wbd'^ns 
ileighbQurs, clergymen, or magist^tes, have applied either to the A. or 
N« B, in behalf of seamen, or their families, Jmve found the most prompu 
and ready attention to their representation, and the facilities of distant 
payments have been increasing ever since my recollection.— As my cape# 
rienco has led me to complain of the great insuthciency of tlieA. on 
tlm broad scale of naval management ; 1 should be wrong not to express 
iny sense of tlie proper extlcntion of any parts of fts multifarious duties; 
and this tends to shew that my position is right, tliat the naval individuals 
who form part of it, do alb the good whi^h lies within tlieic narrow, sphere 
of action, and that the. error iic*s in the cuiibtruction of the whole, noc 
always in the nature of the several parts. And,tliis subject. Sir, leads ino 
to inquire, who are the two Scotch gtntlcmcn (I presume) who 1 see have 
beeir fiitr^uced to the P. R. by Lord M# as appointed to places' hi the 
Nkvy and VIetualimg OflicciH-ihe Hon. K. Stewart, and Mr. Hay. ■ 
they ''Icbnnected wj[(h the na«y? What are their claims f Whac rbetr 
pccolinr’qcKdfiicatl^e which have caused their selection, to the dstrect, 
fMtifisti and positive injury to tfie j«H rights of the navy, and the' tifue 
their fountry;? lids is in truth the case, if, os far a» yet 
ftppears, tlicy are persons who ^ave no claim on their country, thrUtfgb 
rihrai service ; but if their fAthers or brothers have>crvcd, if they 
are gifted by nu|;ure witl\ tnlents which will enable them ta serve their 
dpualify kifer,' than tbc very pjqny naval oftcers who wo>)ld be tbaukt^^

This letteri Sir> isdikely to be very miscellniieous ; and I wt!) i)ow T«n- 
tnre to inquire, from [ny retirement/ respecting the tneaiiiitg of a aew sort 
of complaint I saw in the desperately long leuers from^oi^ckniral, who 
has'becn visiting the shores of the rivers the Chesapeak with fire and 
sword. He speaks, ^indeed, with great propriety, of giving bills for. the 
stock he may procure, and I am sui*e all his dealings will he boponrable ; 
but what does he mean by complaining of the rancour with ivhich the 
enemy resisted him ? 1 have not the letters by me, but I read them in the 
Globe of aboyt the 12th instant, and 1 renieinlicr the> expression well, for 
it struck me,furcibly. Am I to understand, that if in the absence of the 
Htn/al William and Puissaflt^ Commodore Rodgers w^as to pass through 
from St. Helen’s to the Needles, burning a few tbwns, and buying a few 
cattle, and in hif way receive some shot from Cowes Castle, and meet 
resistance from our dbpot of recruits, that we should deem it mneorourf 
Nor am I certain, that while we are (I believe) uegociating a peace with^ 
our old colonies, with whom it is .so ti'uly desirable that we sliould not 
only be at pence, but in fiiefidship, such a predatory warfare as that 
recorded in the above-mentioned very long letters, is wise or proper* It 
is a sort of warfare which neither adds glory to our arms, nor produces any 
Advantages when treating for peace ; but, on the contrary, is calculated to 
leave deep and lasting^ in *th^ ‘ minds of those who have been 

assailed in their dwellings, and stript of their property : and it is not .very 
pleasant to sell provisions to an enemy, even when paid for in govern* 
ment bills, nor is it the w'ay to prove our naval superiority. Jn my opi* 
jiiou, the gallant Admiral and his followers would have been better em* 
ployed in cruizing after the ships^wbich have with inucli bold adventure 
. attd gallantry so ^really gulled us, than in using so much skill and exertion 
in such a petty warfare but there may be reasons which have not yet 
reached our village. 

To return once more to your CiiaoNrcLK for June,— You appear, Sir, to 
lay great stress on the biographical part of your work i and when you can 
, procure the proper materials to fofiii a memoir of the services of a pr^ppr 
object, it is most valuable and interesting*; but I really believe, that^me 
insertipn of the memoirs of some gentlemen, whose existence was before 
unknown to your readers, and whose names only afford the peg on which 
to hang the description of the places they have visited, has prevented many 
from wisliiiig to appear in the same gallery. I spea|| this from soma 
degree of certainty, and I am' sure you will ^believe o&prfc^ good will to 
yoOr Chboniclb, which 1 possess from its earliest of||wt, and value as a 
most useful work, which merits a place in every library ashore, as well as 
. every rudder head afloat. Yet, by some means, *I do not often seO it a 
!‘brary hook ; asid withoi^t flattery, or sa}^ng that it is perfect, I thiiik its 
merits fairly lay claim to that situation. You haVe neitlier sought the 
patronage of power, nor the aid of popular clamour,' by iassumiog ft part^* 
but submitted your pages, freely -to your coi respondents of all opinion^. 
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. ofdivmifiedintmatin that part of yuudr 

ia vphicii.i hATO been an humble awistant In your biography you 
have enrolled tlie names of almost all our distinguished naval characters; 
ttCthoogb having tiiCenntted others, * who, however estimable in sOcleiy, 
and individually' excellent, have no'daim to piihl;c attention, I think ytm 
have lowered^tlke spirit of that part of your work, and lost friends. There 
are* still many living heroes, yrhnse biography would greatly enrich your 
pages, illustrate die history of the moment, do honour lo themselves, giw- 
tify their friends, and benefit as well as eutertiiin your readers, who X 
believe do not admit of, or encourage, their being brought forward, to pub- 
lic view, greatly from the above-mentioned reason, ns well as from that 
innate modesty which always attends true Vorth. Yojr selection of 
Gazette Letters, and other oHicial and anthenric documerits, renders the 
Chaoniclf. a most useful repository of tdl passing events, and a valmille 
book reference. ^ great variety of interesting narratives, entertaining 
And characteristic anecdotes, and useful inventions, atfound in your pages. 
Your engravings have been executed in a very superior style to those seen 
In other periodical productions; and very correct likenesses of most of the 

* great names introduced in your biogsaphy, as well as of the beautiful and 
well chosen series of marine views, stamp very high value on your wurk, 
I think I do not exaggei'ate in my account of it ; and if not, what can be 
more interesting to the British nobleman and gentleman, and to the 
soldier, who so often joins us iti voyages and expeditions, as well as to 
the naval man. And for such *a repository, Mr. Editor, 1 am surprised, 
that where the whole series of an officer's life may not be worth a detail, 
or even a sketch, many thousands of detached events have not been 
offiered from these to whom so many present themselves, in the varied pro- 
gress of a maritime life.

r f yourCuRONtCLB for May, page 434, you say, too much, we think, 
has been said, respecting, .the unexpected succchses of the American 
blarine, ^ed and supported as it has been bjf our own countrymen who ham 
deserted'' Had your expression been, that a vast deal of what has been 
laid, has been very improperly gaid, and as much wholly irrelevant to the 
causes which have producf’O the effects, 1 should have altogether agreed 
with you ; and I will join you cordially in what I take to he your opimon, 
that any despondent conclusions ought to be reprobated, both as unmanly 
and unfounded* Tke u\otions in ParJiaipent relative to the American war 
ended just as I expected, from the c(»mplaisfint nature of politicians io these 
days ; but notice, Sir, those words of your own, which 1 have marked 
above to bb printed in italics, and run the whole round of reasons why the 
battle has been so desperate, and find if you can one more disgraceful, 
bot]j[ to the individuals who thus turn their parricidal arms against us, and 
totthose who have left the balance of inducement so powerful on the side 
of tbe enemy, as even to have led one son of Britain to point their cannon 
against that flag, which he would heretofore have defended singly against a 
host of foes. Common descent and coiiunon Iqpgunge will be pleaded by 
some, as additional excuses to those of larger pay and more extended free* 
dom ; but these cannot be, ai'e not, all ; for there hav*e been many desert 
tiouseven to the French; but tMs, perhaps, is not the place to enlarge' 
upon the various causes which seem to have weakened the amorpatrim 
of our peamen. There are many and powerful causes operating strongly 
on ai/ ; and though they are insuflficient to break down the barrier of duty 
which education presents to the gentleman and the oificer, they must be 
gllowed to be nearly nll-po\vci'ful to those not possessed. hf |hjs advantage. 
Who should blush when they read the sentence in thi^^me page of the 
CgnovicLE above meutioned^ a number of the Macedonian*# crew 
have entered into the American service ? *' ' 1 answer, those who have taken 
no pains (o prevent such a disgrace to the navy, and to the nation* And 
here. Sir, I may safely revert to the great evil from whence, io my opinion,' 
arise most, if not all, the causes of this igopipiny — an insufficient naval 
government, in which the want of ntmbef s of naval ipen included in it, has

of our Board'of Admiralty is peculiar, and there is not miy similar institu- 
tion in any other service or profession. What would otip brave brethren of 
the army say, if an admiral and three naval captains, and three country 
gentlemen, were appointed to superintend their concerns, to guard choir 
lioiiour, protect their privileges, and encourage their zeal P Let us even 
for a moment suppose, Mr. Editor, that three naVal men were^sufficient fur 
jnrofessional advisers to the first Lord, for the immediate presi^ of passing 
«iccurrcnces, surely there arc many matters vshich others might be cin- 
ployetl upon, to the inhiitce advantage of the service. We require a con- 
Slant board of revision as times change, and require changes of %casurea 
adequate to the circumstances of the presentT moment. 1 will go one step 
fiirthcT. If tliree naval oiiiccrs were coiiqieient to all the iinvnl concerns, 
•why should not naval officers Imve the jprcferencc in filling the ocher siiua- 
(ions ut the board. Consider rite very few Uf^j^phftments oii shore to whuh 
i.iival men have to look forward, and look at the Navy List; and even on 
tlie present terms there are doubtless many excellent old servants of his 
JMajesty, wlio would lejoicd to fill tjje situations which the Hon, W. Dun- 
das, Sir George W arreiider, and Johxf Osborn, Estf. now enjoy. To corn- 
xiioii sense, these offices appear tlie birth-right of naval men ; and I hold it 
iiot a small grievance to the individiir.U, who, from rank and in^rir, have 
-i right to look up to them, ns well as a iimterial injury to the country, that 
these gcnilcuicii of terra iirina, be their merits what tliey may, ihus shoul- 
der us out of our birth-right, and from lh§ post, where the p edilcciirm for 
a long loved, though arduous service, and the pr.'iCiioal kiiti^ lodge of its 
wniits, would have rendered them so honourably uf-cful to their Kiffg and 
Country, Had we, Mr. Editor, a sufficient and efficient Board of Admi- 
ralty, 1 am of opinion, tlir^^e^ertion would be soon obsolete ; for as the 
causes which lead to this disgni^e arc evident, the cure is as appart'iit, and 
nut very difficult ; tliat not one of our fr^g^tVes would have been lukcu ; 
fTmt our ships would not have the ,fh’^ rut ; that hbcTuliiy might succeed the 
piX!5ait parsimony in \cry many material points, ,and arrungt'tiL.'if to iftaie- 
x'ially lessen the present expenditure, as to admit of that liberality }>eivud- 
ing our system at a reduced expense. The naval men now at the board 
have a most laborious life, with neither emolument to reward, nor patron, 
age Co encourage tl]^ exertion^ and the office is nlmosc luiuous to any, 
hue those whose of family and local coimcciions, occasions no pre- 
ference for a home, or who would-be otherwise lesuieiii in town. 1 most

their exertions, very many more volunteers wdbld be found ; andlrl, think 
it wotdd by no means be an unwise measure^ jf officers of a certain rank 
were to state to tlie first Lord, all of those offices on shore to which naval 
men are ever appokited, and which they feel themselves competent to, and 
ready to serve in. 

As a veter.'in, whose experience has shewn him much of the pafc, and 
whose observations in riitircmeiit may perhaps enable him to calculate for 
the future with some decree of probable truth, I will venture to call wri- 
ously upor\ our rulers, to take some very important steps, to meet the 
greatly changed cliaractcrC, of the times, and the actors in them. If the 
way in ivliicli our general naval concerns are ndw regulated, cit,her with 
respect to naval iircliitccture, the mode in which our ships are stationed, 
or the manner in which tfieir crews are obtained and maintained, is not 
soon changed, the navy of Great Britain will, ere long, be only the shadow 
of ([fiat mighty substance which triumphed under Nelson.

I RKTUllN you mrfhy thanks folr yotir kind insertion of my letters : As 
niy motives arc purc'^in writing, I trust, although my letters arc not 
brilliaiitiin regard to literature, they win still meet with aiteniion. Yet 
not that I liave the vanity to suppose they will be listened to by govern- 
nient. As I do not preten^ to dictate, I only venture them as suggestions 
the improvement of the iiavp ; nor am 1 so opinionated as to think 1 
dways right. It has given me much pleasure to read the letters 
various subjects) from your different correspondents. If they do no good, 
they certainly tend Co amuse many a jaded and worn-out officer ; and, in all 
probability, convey ideas that may be useful ttf'him hereafter. 

I wibli A. F. Y. (page 390, Vol XXIX.) wi^uld render. his correspondence 
a little more impartial : his attack on the naval part" of the Admiral, ty 
Board, is, I think, perfectly unjustifiable*; and .1 can only snppos&Jie has 
tnet^with dibuppoiiuuicikts through those officers,' and that his language 
arisen: more from piqUo, than real grievances.— The first of those' officers is 
well known ns an officer of ability; and, perhaps, a better seaman docs not 
exist ; the other, although not so old in years or servitude, yet his activa 
mind, and exertions, iiave ubvavs given •!iim constant cniploymeiiti, In 
fact, the point in (question stands thus — Were the officers of the navy allowed 
to select the Ikmrd'of Admiralty, in less than a wxek, mnny of them would 
lament tlicir own choice ; it is impossible and unreasonable to suppose they 
could ple.ise ;'ivcry person. Indeed,. th<* generality of us have sp good jui 
opinion of ourselves, that if we were to obtain the three steps at once, wa 
sltould not consider our services sufficiently remunerated, unless we could 
ohcaiu a frigate, and yet, perhaps/not r pi^rtidc pf mcri^ can bo ittached. 
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No doubt but A*F. Y. may be looked on in a lij^lit* wliicli has gireri him so 
much jaundice on the occasion, as to attack tlie Hoard ii^so illiberal and 
unwarraiiiablc a mniiiicr; or otherwi&e*he belongs to party. In referring 
to a note to his letter, wherein he speaks so admirably of Mr. T. Gren- 
ville, and his advisers, no doybt now remains. My'answer on that suh* 
ject, without detracting the least from that honourable gcfrttleman, is this— 
lie was at the Admiralty for so short a time, that he laid not an opportu- 
nity of doing either good or harm ; at all events, nothing brilliant n>ok place 
in his administration. One of his advisers, I believe, had held a sent at 
that Board, under three first Lords ; and, at a time, when a considerable 
degree of oppression and disgust against the service had taken place. And 
I shall only remind A. F. Y. that this na%al adviser was at the Board, when 
those captains were reinstated who had be^n dismissed the service for op- 
pression, and which he sri loudly complains of in page 302, but attributes 
it to funuly interest: not one of them had any, or even merit, ttxcepting 
severity, which at that time was the order of the day— and, after all, this 
immaculate adviser of Mr. T. Grenville, had himself been dismissed «vlicn 
a commander j therefore, candid reader will perceive, thatA.F. Y. 
cannot boast with propriet/l)! fficMjSmelleiicy of that Board ; and that he 
shews most fully, all branches have t/icir partizans. For my own parr, 
having subscribed myself, Lvii’AiniAr, I shall strictly adhere to the tenor of 
that word ; and although [ have vimlicated the present Board generally, I 
shall yet take the liberty of pointn)^,^ evut their errors, and the great cause 
of disgust which has been given to a number of oHicers of high merit and 
standing : yet, on rcUcction, I am convinced that the first Uyd vt'oulci 
have acted dilfercntly, had he considered it in its proper light. 

If I am not wrongly informed, there is a standing ro^rulation at the 
Board, that no post captain shall hn%T the comiband of an eiglitceii-pounrier 
frigate, until he has been full three ycartron tl^c post list — certainly a vvise 
and proper regulation, if strictly adhered to; and, i should think, an 
excellent one for the first JiOrd, ns it puts aside many unpleasant feelings 
in denial, when he has a st:*j^ing rcgiiluiioii to abide by. I should recom- 
mend, that a regulation, so desirable, and so beneficial for the navy, should 
pass into an order in bouncil ; as it would^hcii prevent those innova^ons, 
which creep into it on every changer at tile Admiralty. It is certainly a 
hard case to many of high merit, and servitude, that they have been 

refused an eighteen-pounder frigate, because they waipeil a few days wf the 
three years : and, on another first Lord’s ^Oming into oilicc, he breaks 
tlirougli the regulation, and appoints captains much under the spccilierl 
time ; whilst the only answer given is, I have nothing to do with the regu^ 
hUons of another Board, So fhat captains of five or six years are thrown 
cut for want of siiUicicnt standing, by the one Board, and arc consi- 
dered us too old for u small frigate* by the other; and the large frigates arc 
loo few in number to oblige every one. How easily would an order in

The 
natives have a icry* simple manner of dealing tbe smaller canoes of water. 
It is common to see tlicin jump oveiW^frfi7**rm(lY]uickly move the canoe 
• backw'ards and forwards, by winch means the water is forced oier at each 
end.” — Omii, who was wnli Captain Co(»k ai the island Watcroo in 1777, 
found tbreri natives of the Society Tslan^L tliere, dislant»from it aboui two 
liiindrcd leagues. Twenjy had cmbnrJ;c#L^in a canoe at Otaheite, twelve 
years before, hound to O/v.- /< ca (or C/Zi/cr/Tt; but, by adverse and violent 
winds, w'cr^' driven about the oceiiii, until they reached IVatecoo. Four 
only remained alive, the rest having died by famine and fatigue. The 
canoe had overturned, but by clinging in her bottom they drifted to 
XVatecoo. Though only twclvti years absent from their native isle, they 
declined the offer mail''* hy ('apta?li»(_'ook (ihrough ilic medium of Omai) 
of a passage to Olafutfr. I'hey had been received in tlie most hospitable 
manner by the IValt cooans, and hud formed conuectioas from wlucii they 
would not separate, ^ G. T.

you arc well attended.’* I'liis poor fo.low was certainly very attentive : 1 
supped heartily on soup and bouilli; ai'icr which, 1 insisted upon his giving 
me his history. 

*• I was born,** said he, “ in Nancy, in l/irraiii ; it is now eleven years 
since I quitted my native place.*' Here I interrupted him, jind observed, 
that I had remarked, the moment I heard him speak, u vasKliffereiice in 
Ills accent ; ami consequently coiijeeturod; he twust have been a long time 
absent* although, I added, that the Lorrsiin accent was very dido tent in 
general to ours in Fiance. He said, that he had forgot a great tical of his 
mother tongue ; “ and 1 assuic you,” continued he, “ I was going to make 
the same observation with icspcct to your accent ; hut yon have saved me 
• the trouble, and accountec! for tl»r -'^ison. But to return : what lias liap- 
pened to me, was m consequence of bein^iirawn for u conscript ; it went 
against my gram to serve Buonupaite. 1 am by trade a weaver ; 1 knew I 
could get a living in any country ; and, painful and disagreeable as it was 
to quit my family, I took French I^ave, crossed the Rhine, and have been 
eight years with my presc-nt iaiwhord? He kccps*a kind of manufactory, 
where I have worked until very lately. Wishing to have a trusty person 
in the house, he made me drop mv business as weaver, and attend here iu 
iny present capacity." I asked him, if he had ever been in Normandy, 
my pai t of France ? “Never." He wished know what trade or occupa- 
tion I had; so I gratified him— “ 1 ain^is marebaud de diaps; am going to 
Constance to receive oiders; and finding myself exceeding weary, I rather 
wisii to retire to bed.” He contluclcd me to my apartment, and took his 
leave. I slept very sound ai.d conifoi table, in the morning, at daylight, 
1 settled with my countryii^^, sliook baiuls, ami juiried from him. About 
two, I met with an lu’incd mao, in a veiy ry.ircd jiart ; he appeared to he 
p police officer : however, he asked im^iio qiiesiiuns, whicu pleased me 
inuch. At the close of the evciiimi, I <liScoveTcd a number ot boii^rs uc 
borne distance ; and was higbly c luted, iinaguiniL' it was a village. V\ hen 1 
arrived at them, it proved to be a nobliinar^s boustf; but one of tlie ser- 
vants had the kindness to diitct me to a village, wheie I arrived late ; 
However, 1 got a supper of milk and eggs; it being Iriday, the*, would 
not cook meat: and I had alsg a bed. I he people i*i the house were 
young, and had snttcen children, chieily twins; they apiiCared very happy. 

In the morning I quitted, ^nd inarched on towards Constance. I 
had not gone above a levgue, when I descried the heautihil lake ot that 
name. 'I'he town of Zurich was,n* view, I he hij!;h xiiounTaiiis of .Switzer- 
land, tlie summit of which was covered vith snow, the varieguied beauti- 
ful plains at the bottouM, interspersed vviih coru-rieids, vineyards, &c. 
struck the eye v’ith aduiiratiop, pud' allorded a prospect Uyly maguificcuty

At about 5 in the afternoon, T was close the town of Constance.* It 
appeared large : ^ number of buildings, representing monnsteries and slee* 
pies, pi-esentcd* tlieinsclves to view,, and reminded me of its ancient splen- 
dour; but its present state indicated that it had been a long time neg- 
lected. The lakef looked very beautiful ; and was a little agitated, as it 
blew pretty strong, * 

Liiidau, at the lov^cr end of the Lake, was the next large town in my 
direction ; I was deliberating on the best mctliod of acting for the night ; 
whether I had better take up rny abode in the vicinity of the town, or pro- 
ceed on further towards Lindau, whcnl met with two young men, genteelly 
dressed: I saluted them, ^which they returned very politely. They both 
spoke French : I inquired what distance I uns from Lindau ? I'hey 
informed int, 14 leagues ; tliat I had a hrancli of tbf Lake to cross ; 
which before I was ignoraift of,* in consequence my map being so very 
small an^ confined. As it blew rather strong, they advised me* to wait 
until the next day. I did not intimate being ignorant of having to cross 
this part ; but replied, 1 had particular business at that town, and should 
cross if possible that night, as I was obliged to be there early the next day. 
They had the kindness to, direct ine^tii*^'lierd the ferry boats set out fruin^ 
and we parted. « 

I now had to learn, whether there w'as any risk in demanding 
a passage: therefore went into a publi^ house close to .the water, where I 
saw several people who jippeared to^be yvaiting for a passage, I mixed 
carcic'»sly with the multitude— called for a'small measure of wine, as I saw 
others do 'and, in a short time, I smv two boatmen come to give notice 
the boat was ready. No passports, or papers, to my great satisfaction, 
were demanded, although quitting Wirtcmbiirg to go into Bainria. I 
addressed myself to the botitmcii ; my fare was two florins, though I 
observed the others p^aid but half n one; and they insisted on it instantly. 

I disputed the point, until the owner of the boat, a very old man, made his 
appearunce : he observed very kindly, ** that if I did not choose to pay, I 
might rcinaiii where I was;” and added, “ V|y[u art a Frenchman, your 
friend Buonaparte robs and plunders every ^ly, so it's all fair to make 
iTenchiiien pay*” I I’onless,^ paid the fellow with less repugnance, in 
consequence of this remark, aifd embarked; which was a novel thing. 
Behold me now, under sail ! In half an* hour we were on the Bavuiian 
side ; hut still, misfurtiines'nnd disappointments ! They were going to laud

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in a small fortified town ; aiid it struck me very forcibly, that they would 
examine the passenger > on Icavinv tlie boat ; 1 coi)SCf|u9ntIy felt very uii- 
hap^' £ the sound of drums baluted ftiy eats in all directions^ I feared it 
was for the shutting of ilie gates, liciiig landet^ 1 continued with the 
others thiongh the street; and inquired, without (,ausin>^ suspicion, what 
time the gates would be closed ? Tlicy replied, in three quarters of an 
hour.” To my unspeakable joy, no person appcari!d to inspect papers. 
My brother passengers went to an inn, and 1 inquired the neaicsr way out, 
on the Lindau road. Was accordingly directed — found the gate opi-n, and 
very soon passed it. 1 met several n.ilitary men in tlic 'ireers, and there 
was a sentinePs box at tin* gate : howc\er, the* daikncsa of the nigbl, and 
inclenicnry of the weather, favoiirtd me. 

J proceccled about two league:., w^ihoL’^ falling in with a living 
creatuf;o, or seeing an'^ thing bkc a habitation. I at leiigili saw lights* 
and aoon arrived in a small village, f was not certain, whether ffiere might 
not beditT^rcnt regulations in Bavaria from those 1 had experienced in Baden, 
Suahia, and W.rtcinbfrg : necessity, however, urged me on ; and I wenl 
. into a piibJic*hou e— got bed and ;suppvr. Several people v\ore ilriiiking irt 
the room wdiere I was,— tjiey lauglied licar^tily at my I'renchified bows and 
scrapes, and wished me to drink with them, which I declined. I was 
anxions to go to bed ; the servant came to light me— and 1 endcavouied, lu 
wishing them a gefod niglit, to display my French politeness as mucii as 
possible; therefore, drawing iny shi?Uldert> up to tiiy ears, I made each of 
rny half intoxicated friemis u nwist pr.«ccful, or rather graceless bow — they 
set up a horse buigh, and 1 retired ; the fellow who conducted me laugliing 
also the whole vv.ay, 1 slept tolerably comforiiible, and felt happy ut 
amusing thi^sc fellows, at the same lime that it answered mvov^n purpose. 

At tlay-hreak, 1 got some breaktast, and procecilcd towr.rds Lindau.^ 
My feet were healing very fast, and |•adva^ccd with great glee. After 
pa-ising through several villages on the Banks of the Lake, at about 5, I 
Saw it nearly 4 or 5 orV. I Imlleil at a small village to refresh myself, 
conjccrnrmg it was too ea*'^y to p.as^ the town of Lindau, os it appeared a 
very large one, and it was bnnduy ; which cove me reason to expect that I 
“hoiild meet several people in the en% iro^ 1 therefore entered a public* 
houje, and found two women arid ?i man refreshing iliemselvcs : from the 
landlady, wiiownsan old woman, 1 got some wine, bread, and sm usages ; 
and amused the time until nearly seven o'clock. J then supposed it was 
proper to proceed ; paid the old dame, and' sat out, little suspecting what 
was about to befal me, 1 had not advanced many hundred yards, before 
I discovered several soldiers walking fast behind me. 1 at first supposed, 
they were afralrl of being shut out ; I quickened my pace to avoid being 
Overtaken by thear. Continued for about tbice quarters of a league to 
'valk in tiiis manner, until 1 discovered, on rounding an angle of the road, 
that 1 was close lo ilie gate iliat led to the town : 1 also saw the town at a

Jbook and papers?'’ — “ In crossing a branch of the I^ke, a puff of wind 
was near oversetting the boat ; my pockci“hof)k must Imvc dnippcd out, nS 
I was leaning over, f cannot .account for lobinj; it in anv othc** manner.

Gn my march to the gaol, T pondered the Iiorrorsof 
being thrown into prison ; pci haps easl irto a dungLon am nigst m.ilef.irtor^ 
of eveiy donominai iisn ; and the ccrtaiiuy •in a lew day*', of l).^iiig disco- 
vert il. I aUo imagined Pu y migUt tic.^ me with more kindness, if 1 ac- 
knowledged who I was. I thcreTiOC desired the chief of my escort to con- 
duct me bfick to lilt: QQunnanduiit, winch lit: did^ I then told iliciii 
frankly, who and wha<?;4 was ; how I had e'-caped, He said, he 

thoilf^hc I was an Pngli^hnian ; and brought a list of liic descriptions of 
prisoners of war, whicii he had lately received fro n Trance; and pointed 
out my name, before I told hifn of it. He asked me where my eomr.idos 
were. I now discovered tli.it this was for our f!r^t escape fnnn Wrduii. 

I assured him I could not tell \^icro they were — pcriiajis in England. 1 
had parted with them life first day. 1 was anxious to kgow what other 
sigrialments he had? He desired me not to be iisquisitive*; said i sliould 
be liettor used now ; but must be coiitinrd in the common town prison, 
where in a few minutes IVas safely deposited; and all hopes of iibcriy 
were ai an end, at least for t'Ae present. •

August 6th. At 5h. 16m. \he Hare's cars* hearing S.E. | S. 3 leagues, 
wind S.W. b. S. took several hearings at intervals : observed a low flat 
island lying 2 or 3 miles N.E. h. N. off the JLireS ears; we gave it a good 
berth, steering .£. b« 8. at 7 no apparent danger in sight. When the 
island bore S. bad no bottom with 5U fati^oms line, at same time came on

S. lo° K. 7 leagues. We bave*bccn very unfortunate in oiir winds, in fact, 
ever since we left China ; and aithougn wc bore up for Macas'^ar strait, 
the wind still canic contrary, in working over towarils. the Borneo shore, 
tiic current chrtngtd fronj the N.W. to S.W. at the rate of 1 mile per hour, 

August 22il. At 3 P. M. entered tlie fc»)nrhcrii hemisphere; standing 
clown tlie strllit as the wind permitted ; - »undings from 50 to 20 fathoms, 
sandy bottom. 

August 25th. At 11 Ii. 10 m. A3I. shortened sail, and anchorcil in C{ 
fallioms; extremes of the land r’roni S.W. b. S. to N.K. J E. otf shore 5 or 
dniiics: expecting, 'v.-reca' ly to 7l»i; charts, wo were off a village called 
(iooty, where rcfrojshincnts are said to ho procnrable ; sent the boat on 
shore to look for it, or find out its entrance; but the* boat rctiuned after 
a haig and fruitless search, nor were a sinirlc hut, or the sniMlIest signs of 
cultivation, distinguishable from tlie sliip as hir as the eye could extend.

August 2d, at oil. 20 in. weighed and made sail to tin* soutbwanl : the

August 28th. At 9 h. lOm. A. Ax weighed and made sail with wind ac 
S S.W. tacked occasionally. At noon, latitude observed 1® 31' S. extremes

Tapeantana Istandi has a regular peaked high miHint on the western part, with

■elfy corresponding within 2 miles of each other. Boobooan island, situated a litile 
to the northward of Tapeantana, is very like it; fiaving a mount of similar 
thape» Close to the eastward of these« there are some low, isles *i4pt placed in 
the charts, the largest of which, lies o/F the edfii side of Boobooan ; and a reef 
projects from the north par9 of Tapeantana, toward mese low isles. 

Br^lawiiif the outermost island on the south side of the channel, is«the largest 
of these islands ; having a high round mount on its western part, with a long 
space of low level land, extending several miles to the eastward. Tlio ea5<t 
point of this island is in latitude 6*^ N., bearing nearly south from the east fioiiit 
^f Tapeantana. Near the north part of Belawn, to. the eastward of Taltaran, 
there are two small islets called l)ipoolool; ancT^about 2 miles off the N.W. end 
of Tattaran, lies a rock above water, 

Tattaran, and Lanawan, are two smalt islands of middling height ; and until 
the west end of the latter bears north, there are no soundings in coining from the 
eastward into the channel. When the current or ebb tfde is running ^o the east- 
wardi a ridge or line of strong ripplings appear sometimes like breakers, occaif^ 
ftioned by the stream fulling olf the edge of the bank into deep water. When 
aouiidings are got oii (he steep edge of the bank, the water shoals immediately to 
10 or 9 fathoms, soK bottom ; and we found no less in the ch.'innci. In the 
south side of it, toward Tultaran, the water is mucH deeper ; but the bottom there 
is not so even, nor so soft as in the northern *side near Lanawan, winch island ie 
about three miles to the westward of Tapranlana. 

Taniook Island, in latitude 2R< N., longitude 191^ 5C' E. by lunar obser* 
vations and chronomelers, distant 4 or 5 leagues N.Westw'ard from Lanawan, ia 
rather low ; the fair channel Is between it and the Duo Bolod, which are (wo 
remarkable hummocks, about 4 leagues westvregd from Tattaran. When a few 
miles to the westward of Lanawan the ^epths^hcrease, which from thence to thu 
south point of Mataha, are irregular* from 23 to 40 fathoms ; but from 30 to 33 
fathoms, are the comroop soundings in the fair tnu:k. The bottom is fit for 
anchorage, consisting of sand and gravel, mixed with cora4 in some places! near 
the south side of Taniook, there are coral overfalls, and the depths less than at 
4 or 5 miles distance. The tides in the channel to the southward of Taniook, set 
nearly NaW. Biid S,E. ; the ebb to the S.Eastward, itrongcsl in theS.W. UMKI*

Having calms ahd faint variabl|[ 
airs at this time, we were obliged frequently to remain at anchor ; and were • 
days from entering (h£ Tapeantanu Channel, until we cleared the islands to the 
N.W. of Bascelan. 

Miitaha South Point, in latitude 6** 39^ N., longitude iei*50fE. by chrono- 
meters, distant about 2 leagues N.W. b. W. from Tamook, forms the eastern 
boundary of the entrance of Peelas Channel ; which is bounded by the Island 
Peelas on the west side. Mataha, and the other i.dands betwixt it and Bascelan 
are low and woody. 

Peelas, is«the largest of the islands that lie nejit Baseelan, being about 2 
leagues in length north and south, all low level land, excepting the norih part,

T he accompanying plate represents the south end of Northumberland 
Strait, taken oA board II. M. S. Belliqueux, in 1807, shewing the 
4rxck of that ship, with the soundings,* ahoals, set of the currents,' 

It is constructed from a sketch for which we are indebted to the 
worthy and distinguished officer who enabled us to present to the settle 
the first authentic representation of the Scarborough * shoal in the China 
seas. The nautical de^icriptiun. of the present chart is to be fuuiid in its 
appropriate department of the work (page 64) ; but to save the reader the 
inconvenience of immediate reference, as well as for more complete illus- 
tration of the subject, we are glad to augment this explanation of the plate 
by a comparative account ofjthe same navigation, taken from the ** Sailing 
Directiens, &c.*' of the llydit^grnplier to the East India Company, as 
being a work the kntnvledge of which cannot be too generally disseminated 
amoDg the naval profession. 

Tlie strait of Mindora is separated into two channels by the Apo reef ; 
the western one, formed betwixt the reef and Calainiaiies, is about 4 or 5 
leagues wide, and called sometimes Northumberland scrait ; and the other, 
betwixt the west coast of Mindora aiic Apo reef (properly Mindora strait), 
is about 7 leagues wide. Thii channel is preferable to the other, particu- 
larly in the night. 

The islands* East and We;<tYlm, and^Ainlmlon, with a contiguous islot, 
front the S.W. end of*Mindora at a small distance, and are of moderate

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jieigfit ; Ambolon being the westernmost of these three islands, but East 
Ylin projects farthest southward. The south end of this island is in lati- 
tude 12® 9* N, longitude 121® 15' or 7® 43' E. of Macao by chronome- 
ters, and bears from the dry sand-bank off Panay^N. 38® W. 20or2i 
leagues. In running across from Panay toivards these islands in the night, 
care must be taken when bosrowing on the cast jr V^indward side of the 
cliamitd, in order to give a berth to the Buffalos, and the sand that projects 
from the Simarara islands. When within 6 leagues o/ Ambolon and Ylin, 
haul westward, and keep at 4 nr 5 leagues distance from them, until their 
southern extremity hears E.S.E. g S. being then clear to the northward of 
the coral banks that lie westward of these islands, you may haul in for the 
Mindora shore. Exclusive of the shoal that is reported to project froui 
these islands S.Enstward several miles, there is a coral bank^ or a chain of 
banks, to the ivestward of them ; for in i)[orking southward dn board tbe 
Anna, fcturiiing from CTiiiia in June, 1792, wJf got suddenly into 13 and 
9 fathoms bright coral rocks seen under the bottom, and immeetjately after 
tacking to westward got no soundings. The observed latitude was 12® 13^ 
N. when wc tacked at noon in 9 fathoms, with the low point at the S.W* 
• end of Mindora, bearing E.N.E.} N. extrtines of the islands near it from 
EN.R. to E. b. S. j S. ^hc body of Ai]|}brtlou K. ^ S. distant nearly X 
leagues, and the Calainiaiics from W. to W.S.W, J S. After standing west- 
ward 4 miles, stood back and tacked on the edge of the coral hank in 13 
fathoms, with the* southern extremity of the islands off the S.W, end of 
Mifidora, hearing 1C. b. S. } S. and the body of southernmost island 
K. J S. distant 3 or leagues. From thence stood 3 miles N. Westward, 
and saw the ro:ks under the hottoin on a coral patch with apparently 13 
^ or 15 fathoms %vater on it, hut before the lend could be hoveu, we were 
off it out of soundings. The Calaiiiiancs bore then fiom W. J S. to 
S.W. J W. distant about 8 leagues. The islands off the S.W, end of Min- 
dora from K. b. N. to E.S.E. I S. AntSolon the nearest island, distant 
about 4 leagues. As the Lord-North and other ships seem to have passed 
within a few miles of the west side of Ambolon without getting soundingsj 
tlic.se coral banks arc prol^ahly detached from the islands. It may never 
theless he prudent to keep about 4^ o’* 5 leagues from the west side of the 
i.'jiands, in order Co pass outside of these stc^p coral banks or bank ; for Che 
verge of soundings was conspieut^us, ?y the discoloured water which 
appeared shoaler in upon the bank to tbe eastward, than where we tacked 
in 9 and 13 fathoms; but no broken water could be perceived. F/om 10 
or 12 fathoms the bank shelves down lo no ground, 80 fathoms at the dis- 
tance of n cable's length westward. 

“ P»)rt Mangariti, formed between point Duruncan (the southern extremity 
of Mindora) and tbe contiguous islamls Ylin and Ambolon, is sheltered from 
nil winds, with good deptlis of water; but at the entrance, betwixt the 
N.W. point of Ylin and Miiidor;>, ttieie are some rocks, with 5 or 6 lathomg 
water between them. * • 

** Calainiaiics are a group of !iigli island^ of various sices, situated be- 
tween the north end of Palawan and Mindoia. The largest called Busv.-v- 
goii is distant about 14 or 15 leagues from Mindora ; and with the small islea 
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that line its eastern shore bounds Northumberland strait on the west 'sidf* 
Should circumstances make it advisable to pass through this strait, bAhtp 
ought to borrow toward Busvagoii an^ the isles on that side} which are safe 
Co approach ; particularly with a westerly wind the Apo reef ought to hav^e 
‘ n wide hertJi. On t|ic east side of Busvagon there are soundings among 
. some of the small isles, and anchorage in one part near the shore of that 
principal island. f!oroii, situated to the southward of Busvagon, is also e 
considerable island, with small ones near it, and forms the southern limit 
of the Calainianes, in latitude about 11^ 48^ N. longitude 11' £. being 
the N.Westernmost island of the group ; and Calavite is the northernmosC« 
situated in latitude 12^ 26' N« longitude 120^ 6''E. by our observations in 
the Anna, corresponding with Captain Mac-Farlane's chronometer, which 
made it 14** ^9' £. of Poulo Domar, whilst proceeding by the Palawan 
passage toward China, on board the Castlereagh, in October, 1804. 

Apo* reef or shoal is said to extend about 9 or 10 leagues ii< length, 
nearly N.W. or S.£. the southern extremity being in latitude about 12^ 26' 
N. and the north end iiinl»out 12'* 47' N. and 120'* 18' £. bearing nearly due 
$• from Calavite point. Probably its extent is within these limits, for 
being steep- to without soundings, ships genernily keep at a considerable 
distance from it in passing ; htnee its exact extent remains iniperfeetly 
known, Wc saw 3 or 4 of the rocky islots that lie on the north part of the 
shoal, and extend from latitude 12'’ SS'* Nn to 12'’ 39^ N. on one of the 
ttvo northernmost there is a sandy behch, and two small rocks were sets 
several miles to the wc^stivard of them. .These rocky islots on the Apo 
shoal may be perceived from tho deck about 3 leagues ; they are black 
rocks, and when visible from the mast-head liearing about W, 5 or 6 
leagues distant, tlie island Ambolon will be seen from ^e deck, c^en with 
the S.\V. part of Mindora. 

The west coast of Mindora has no soundings, excepting in some of the 
bays, or within 1 or 2 miscs of the shore in some pliioes. Inland, double 
and treble chains of mountains extend through the island, but some low 
points of land project from them into the sea* From the low point Man* ' 
gnrin, opposite the north end of Ambolon, thj coast is low and woody 
close to the sea for the distai^ce of 4 or 5 leagues N. Westward, having a 
beach and some inlets like riveu in this space with the village of Ihliu, 
There is said to be a shoal stretching sdong the shore to the southward of 
Usuanga bay, wiili two islets close to llic coast, in latitude about 12® 35' 
N. Ubuangsi bay, about 6 leagues northward of Amhoion, is about u 
mile wide, and nearly the same depth inland, with soundings of 30 fathoms 
in the entrance, decieasiiig to 8 or 9 fathoms sandy bottom inside. A 
rucky reef, with soundings from 1 to 3 fathoms on it, projects from the 
north point of the bay above i mile southward, which must be avoided 
should a ship stop here for water. It is prudent not to anchor bdder 10 or 
12 fathoms, widiout first examining the ground ; for, near the rocky islots 
at the bottom of the ba^, there is shoal ^ater and rocky bottom. Fresh 
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' %«t«r Ibttnd in n hTf^t pound nt the S.£. side of the bay. Point Dongan 
ii a io# projccdiig head-land, about 3 leagues farther northward, in UtU 
code about 13^ 48' having two ^pll isiaiids off it, and a bay on the 
Horth side. From hence there are soundings within *8 miles of the shorCf 
as ‘ far as Saetn»Cniz point, situated 5 leagues more northwardf where a 
^ ship may occasionally nnehdr off the river and village of that name. The 
coast hereabouts abounds with good pasturage, and in tailing along we saw 
herds of bullocks grazing. N.W. of Santa Cruz point lies Mamburno, or 
Tuhili hay» said to be full of shoals, extending a great way out from the 
•shore. Palaon bay, about 8 leagues eastwprd'bf Point Calavice, extends 
northward into the land about S or 4 miles, and is of circular form, having 
a reef projecting from the western puint of the entrance. Jhe fundings 
in it are from SO to 15 fathoms sand or mud, where a ship may anchor and 
procure fresh water at at^iqall village, neaf a r^r, with a red cliff at the 
botcom*of the bay. Point Cfilavite, in latitucfc IS^ 87' N. and longitude 
120** 80' E, from Greenwich, or 6" 48'' £. from Macao by chronometer, 
forms the N.N\. extremity of Mindora, and bears N. 31” \V. from Ambo- 
ion, distant 89 leagues. Betwixt the point and Palaon bay there are 

* sounding near the shore, which is bold to approach ; for the few rocks 
that are interspersed along this part of the^fsoast adjacent to the point lie 
close in * one of them just above %vater has a sandy beach adjoining 
upon the projecting part of the coast that fonns Calavite point. Over this 
point stands a very high mountain, of regular sloping form, which is visible 
at a great distance in clear w'eathcr. A ship, having rounded the islands 
off the S.VV. end of Mindora, as before directed, after hauling in for the 
Mindora coast to avoid the southern extremity of the Apo shoal, ought 
with an easterly wind to keep within 8 or 3 leagues of that coast, in pro» 
ceeding along it northward. With a westerly wind she should not exceed 
the distance of 5 or 6 leagues at most ffem the coast, until clear to the 
northward of the Apo; and in the night it is prudent to borrow nearer to 
die coast than to the shoal. Variable winds, or land and sea breezes 

• may bo expected here in March and April, and also aling the coast 

•f Luzonia.*' ^

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A COURT Martial Assembled on bonrd tbe Sen Domingo, at BeT> 
muda, on the 27 th| diid continued by n^ijournmenC to tlieSlstof 
May, to inquire into the conduct of Captain John Surman Carden, tha 
officers and crew, ofll. M. late ship Macedonian, on the captqre of that 
ahip by the American ship United Surcs, and to cry them for the' same* 
The Court having most strictly investigated ^during its sitting of four 
days) every circumstance, and examined the different officers, and many of 
the crew, and having very deliberately and maturely weighed and consl-* 
dcred the whole and every part thereof, was of opinion, 

That, previous to 9|he commencement of the action, from an over 
anxict;^ to keep the weather guage, an opportunity was lost of closing with 
the enemy ; and that, owing to this circumstance, the Mncedoniari was 
unable to bring the United States to close action, until she had received 
material damage ; but as it does not appear that this omission originated 
* ill the moit distant wish to keep biiick from the engagement, the Court is of 
opinion, that Captain Jorm Surinan Cardan, tlie otlioers, and ship's com« 
paiiy, in everif instance throuf^hont the action^ behaved with the firmest and 
most determined courage, resotulion, and coolness, and that the colours of 
the Macedonian were not struck until she was unable to make farther 
resistance. The Court does, therefore, most honourably acquit Captain 
Surmaii Caiden, tlie officers and remaining company of his Majesty’s late 
ship Macedonian ; and they arc most honourably acquitted accordingly, 

** The Court observed, it could not dismiss Captain Carden, without 
expressing. its admiration of the uniform toiimony which has been borne 
to his gallantry and good conduct throi!g!)out the action , nor Lieutenant 
David Hope, senior lieutenant, the other officers, and chip’s company^ 
without expressing tlie highest approbation of thd support given by him and 
them to their captain, and of their courage and steadiness during the con- 
test with an enemy of very ^superior force ; a circumstancep that whilst it 
reflects high honour an them, docs no less credit and honour to the disci- 
pline of the Macedonian. The Cpurt *J(lso feels it a gratifying duty' to 
express its admiration of the fidelity to their allegiance, and attachment to 
their King and Country, which the remaining*crew appear to have mani- 
fested, in resisting the various insidious and repeated temptations which 
the enemy held out to seduce them from their duty, and which cannot fail 
to be fully appreciated.”

RETItOSPECm'E AND MISOE^L^NEOUA 

I N' oor Ifist number we had the flatisfacti'oif ^ Mimnince thd tepture of 
the American frigate ChesapcdKC, by H. lif. Shannon. We have 

now to record another event every way honourable to the British* arms; 
we mean, the capture of the American sloop of war Argus. She Imd done 
much damage to oiir sutalMliipping in the Atlantic, and had at last veti« 
tujted into the Irish Cliaiinei, where she was taken by the Pelican sloop. 
Captain Maples, after a vefy severe action. The Americans told ns, that 
wd were not to lerkou upon our superior valour by sea, tdl we could beast 
of more than one instai)ce*^hat of the Shannon n^nd Chesapeake* Here, 
then, is anotiier iii point | and we doubt not of giving tliem yet many 
more ns they will give us opportunities. The Pelican carries sixteen SS* 
ponndcr carronudes, and a complement of 121 men ; the Argus 20 guns, 
of tlie stoe description and weight of metal, with a crew of 130 sailors. 
When, in our Garette intelligence, we* shall come to transcribe Captain 
Maples’s account of this actioii.« it will be found to correspond in many 
points with that between the Shannon and the Chesapeake ; respecting 
which we shall now extract, from a Halifax Paper, another acoounf, and 
subjoin to it some particulars of the practices and means made use of by 
the Americans in fighting. 

The following details being the result of diligent enquiry derived from 
authentic sources of wformation, may be relied upon as substantially cor- 
Wt:— 

** The Shannon was Iving^te, under top-sails, top-gallant sails, jib and 
spouker, with just steerage way, awaiting the approach of the Chesapeake, 
and leaving it in her power to commence tiie engagement ns she pleased, 
citlier at a dii|pnce or close, cither on the starboard or larboard side. She 
came down in a very gallant style on the Shannon’s weather and starboard 
quarter, till wiiliin half-pistol shot. The Shannon^ men liaving orders to 
fire as they could bring their ^uns to bear, commenced by firing first their 
after guns on the main deck, ancf then ' tlicir aftermost curromide on the 
quarter-deck, just as the Chesapeake’s bows were upon their quarter; 
these tv'o guns were distinctly heard before the Chesapeake returned her 
fire, which then became furious on both sides; but the superiority of the 
Bhaiinoii’s was so great that at her second broadside nearly all the men 
were swept from the upper deck of the Chesapeake. About this time the 
ships came in contact, and the Clicsapt ake Having sbo^ rather a-hcad, was 
caught by one of the Shannoi/s anchors, and lay obliquely atliw&rt bar 
starboard bow, exposed to a most trerobndous fire from the j^iiaiiiion's 
•fter-guiis, which batcerixig her lee-quarter, and entering her port hotesj^ 
from thence towards the niiun-mast, strewed her main- deck with killed 
and wounded. A small open cask of musket cartridges, in an open cliesl 
abaft the iniseo-mast of the Chesapeake, now caqgj^i fireUnd blew up^ and 
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tvhen t|^e smoke it occatioDed had^blowe avv^y, (^ptein firokaaaw tiie 
faVourabtc moment, and insCaiitly, wltfi a few men, not ex^eedin^ twenty* 
l»oaf dcd her aboat the nii;Ecn rigginfj; from the starboard bow. Not a man 
wab left btandiiiiKOin C^^^pe^kc’s quarter-deck nb<m sliewas l>oarded» 
but about twenty made a n^bt resistance on her o’ln’^ivay, who were iii)* 
stantiy driven before the l^n^p^asc, and beint; there obliged to staitd, foughb 
desperately, but quickly overpowered. A few endenvoured to gel! ' 
down the fore^ hatchway, but in their eagerness prevented each oihec^l 
some jumped over, and one or two of tliein esc.iped by getting in again aC 
the main deck ports. Captain Broke and Ins firet boarding party were ah 
most immediately followed by between SO and 40 marines, who secured 
possession of the Chesapeake^ quarter deck, dislodged the men from the 
main and fore tops, that w*ere fiting down on the boatders, an^ kept down 
all who attempted to coineiup from the maitPdeck. Being thus cQn)|>letely 
captured,* Mr. Wntt, tlie 1st. Lieutenant, run an, and seizing the British 
colours from a sailor who brought them from the Slmiinoii, bent itiein, and 
was in the act of hoisting them above die American, when he was struck 
in the forehead hy n grape shot, and killed in the vei y inoitieiit of victory* 
He was shot by one of the Shunnoifs muin dock gnns, die commanding 
officers of whom did not know dial the contest was already decided. Just 
at the close of the action, as Captain Broke was earnestly railing on his 
men to desist, and give quarter, one of them gave him a severe wound on 
the head ; tiie man who did it was instantly killed $ the Captain did not fall, 
but sia.gcicd back, and sat down on a coil of rbpe, when one of the 
Chesapeake’s inidshipmt'ii, wdio had been in the fore top, slid down a lope 
and alighted close to hiuoi ; the poor fellow was saved Jioin the lury of the 
boarders, by tlie Captain, who brought him with him back to the quarter 
deck. Captain Bioke, faint with excitioii, puir^ and loss ol blood, was then 
hi ought on board the Shannon. , 

“ Captain Lawrence received Iiis mortal wound from some of the Shan- 
non’s top men, and had been carried below before the boarding commenced, 

** The Shannon sutfered most on the fore-part of the main-deck, end 
fore-castic, and her greatest 4^33 of men was on those parts. Tlie Chesa- 
peake was terribly bat^eied on her laiboaid |iow nndquaiter; amidships 
there are not many mniks of shut, which mvbt have entcicd her port holeS| 
as the whole of her main deck was> strewed with dead and woiiiided. 

Thus ended in 13 minutes from the bring of , the f.rst gun, one of tlm 
fairest, shortest, severest, and most decisive actions that ever W'as fougbt be- 
tween two ships.’* 

American vanity raised to the most inordinate height tlirlr former suc- 
cesses in tin ce very unequal coytests, has been inortificd in the extiremo 
aiitl stung almost to madness, by this unequivocal proof of iheir infciionty 
to lis iu fair and equal comb<it;« hence we aCcouiit foi the iidiculoiis abd 
extravagant f.ilsehood of t]ieir statembiits, the baseness of then* calumny, " 
and the invl^teiracy of their 'raftliyei * Accoiding to them, Ibc lire of tlW * 
Chesapeake was more 'vivid iliid efiectual/* until the Slmn non Threw on 
bqard'ufher, Hii^hnmensc body of combustibles and inflamiimlirc matter ' 
(like* ail infernat'iSach'inb^ of u(tv|in(l horfilblc cdnstractibii), vvhiclf enve- * 
loped the Chesapeake in a volume of flame to her very tops ; and that to 
the effects of this all-stroying* explosion, the Shannon was entirely indebted 
for her v iccory ! • •

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Th^ onlj circumstance tliat qould have giv^n rise to this wonderful tale 
of mysterious hoVror was, the cask of musket cartridge which caqgl^t £re., 
and blew up abiTt't the ('hcbnpcake*s niizea-niast, which Imd been placed 
there by themselves tb suppV marines. These cartridges not being 
confined, exploded with so little violence, that eearcely dtiy or the effects 
ate to be traced on Iter quarter-deck ; the only appearance of a singe tiiat 
it to be found, is a small portion of the spanker boctq^ and tfaftt so snght as 
to he scarcely visible. ^ 

. Their assertion that the superiority of the Cbesapeakd^s fire is proved bf 
the fact of “ its having carried away the jib-boom, and fore and mizen 
royal masts of the enemy/’ is totally false. Neither of tlfb ships lost a 
smgic spar, llie damage sustained by both was in tlieir hulls ; and that of 
the Shannon is trilling indeed, compared with the Chesapeake’s. 

' There was found on the Chesnpeake's decks more shot than could have 
been fired away had the buttle lusted several hours; among which were 
(besides grnpc, canister, and trouble headed shot) bar^ of wrought iron 
connected by links so as tq^ form an extended lengCIi of five feet, and others 
with four bars of more thah a foot each all connected at one end by a ring, 
which expanded in four pi^ints as they flew. I'lic Sluinnoii liad only rounff 
shot, grape, and canister : but many of the Cbesapcakc's canisters have 
since been opened, and liavc all been found to contain in the centre, 
angular and jagged pieces of iron of various shapes ami sizes; and all tlieir 
muskct-cartridges had three and some four buck-shot loose in the 
powder; the evident design of.Which must have been, not merely to disable 
and destroy (for round balls are equally effectual for these purposes) but 
to increase the torment and retard tlie cure, of the wounds tliey inflicted^ 

They had also a large cask of uiislacked lime, with tlie Jicad open, 
Standing on the forecasClc, and a bag of the same on the fore-top; and their 
intention was (if they had had time) to throw it by handfuls into the eyes of 
our men when they attempted to boai'd. Let Madison, —who is for ever 
canting about humanity, and his partizans, who have accused our lioncsc 
tars of unfairness, — let tnem reconcile such conduct to the piiuciplcsoi 
honourable warfare, or ctnleavour to learn candour and veracity, if 
they can. 

We cannot conclude this article without noticing the important intcIlC' 
gence, that Hostilities have recommenced in the North ; and thatiuc 
Kmpkror qp Germanv has joined the AllifS with 150,000 men. The, 
Blessing of Almighty God bo on their united endeavours to repress the am*^^ 
bition and destroy the tyranny of him who asiiires at the subjugation of th« 
World ! ’

I HAVE the honour to acquaint Toit, that having yesteyday gfiiiicd in- 
formation of the d^pbt of Hour (.illuded to in your note to me of the 
instant) being with some military and cither stores, situated at a place called 
rrencii Town, a considerable distance up the river Klk, I caused his JVIa>^ 
jesiy’s brigs Fnntome and Mohawk, and the Dolphin, Racer, and Highflyer 
tenders, to be moored, yesterday evening, as far within the entrance of this 
river ns could be prudently effected after dark, and at eleven o'clock last 
night the detachment of raai iiics now in tlie advanced squadron, consisting 
of about one hundred and fifty men, under Captains Wyhoiiin and Carter, 
of chat Gulps, with ti\e aitiliciyuicii, uiulgr first Lieuteiiaiii Uobeitsun, of 
the artillery, (who eagerly volunteered* his valuable ussisiancc on this 
occasion), pniccedcd iii the boats of the squadron, the v^hule being uiitlfer 
ahe immediate direction of Lieutenant C. A. U cstphalh^i-st of the 
9larlboioiigh, to take and destroy the afoi-csaid stoics, iha liiglmycr teiiderji 
under the command of Jjclheiinnt T. Lewis, being directed to, follow, 
for the support and protection of the liuatj^ as far and ns closely gp hc^ 
might And it practicable. 

Being igiioiniit of the way, the fionts were unfortunately led up the 
Bohemia llivcr, instead of keeping in the Elk, and it being daylight before 
this error was rectified* they therefore did not reach the destined place 
till between dl^it and nine o'clock this morning, which occasioned the enemy 
to have full warning of their approach, and gave him time to collect his 
force and make Ins ai rangcinents for the defence of his stores and town, 
for the sccuri y of which a six gun battery had lately been crectedf and 
from whence a heavy Arc was opened on our boats the incnpeiic they 
appr^bed within itsVeacIi, but the launches, with their carronadcs, under 
the orders of Lieutenant Nicholas* Alexandur, First of the Dragon, pulling 
resolutely up to the work, keeping up at the same time constaiiL ami 
ireH directed Are tin it, and the nvirines being iii il^e act disembAtiiM 
on the right, the AnnericaBS judged it prudent to <]uit their baftery, anl 
to retreat pnksipit^ly into tlie country, f^baadoning to their fate' Freucl^ 
Town aUditf d^pdts of stores t tl»c whole of the latter, therefore, con-s 
fpstiug of mpph flour, a large qdanlity of anny clotbifl|;i of saddiesj; briMf9S| 
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and othercquipments for cavalry, 6cc» &c. togctbar with varioos articles 
of inerchaudisei were im^nediately sec fire to, and entirely conaumedy at 
tvere five vessels lying near the place; and the guns of the battery, being 
too heavy to bring away, were disabled as effectually as possitde, by 
j|JieuCenant Robertson and his artillerymen ; after which my orders being 
cooiplLtely fulfilled, Ihc boats returned dovvn^tbe river without molestation, 
and I am liappy to add, that one seamen, of the Maidstone, wounded in the 
erm by a grape shot, is the only casually we have sustained. 

To Lieulcnaiit G. A. Wcstphall, who has so gallantly conducted, and 
so ably executed this service, iny highest enD^mium and best acknowledge- 
ments are due, and 1 trust, Sir,” you will deem him to have also thereby 
merited your favourable consideration and notice. It is likewise my 
pleasing duty to acquaint you, that he speaks in the highest terms of the 
zual and goo^ conduct of every oiheer and man employ^ with him on this 
o^asion ; « hut particularly of the very great assistance he derived fi'otn 
Lieutenant RobLrtsun, of the a/tillery, Lieutcnaq^ Alexm.i*cr, of the Dra- 
gon, Lieutenant Lewib, o| ihe liigbfiycr, and Captniiis Wybourn .and Car- 
ter, of thtv royal marines. 

1 have now anchored the abovcmcntioncci brigs and tenders near a farm, 
on the right bank of this river, where there appears to be a considerahla 
quantity of cattle, which 1 intend embarking for the use of the fleet tinder 
yuur command, and if 1 meet with no resistance or inipediinenr in so doing, 
I shall give the owner bills ou the Viclualiing Office for the f.iir value of 
whatsoever is so taken ; but should iisistanco be iiiade, 1 shall consider 
them as piizc of war, which I trust will meet your approbation ; and I 
purpose Caking on board a further supply for the fleet tomorrow, on similar 
ternib, Iroiu Spesuyie Island, which lies a little below Havre de Gracc^ and 
which I have been informed is also well stocked.

J HAVE tiiG honoiK to inform you, that whilst anchoring the brigs and 
tender^ off bpesupie Island, agreeable lo my intentions notified to you in my 
official report of the 29th ultimo. No. 10, 1 observed guns fired and Ame- 
rican roloiirs hoisted at a battery lately erected at Ilavre>de-Orace, at tlio 
entrance of the Susqdehanna river; this of course immediately gave to the 
place an importance which Tiiad not before attached to it, and 1 therefore 
determined on artneking it after thee completion of our operations at the 
•eland ; consequently having sounded in (he direction towards it, nnd found 
that the shallowness of the water would only admit of its being approached 
by bdnts, I directed their assembling under Lieutenant Wcstphall (fir&t of 
the MqrllMmmgh), last night at twelve oVloc);, alongside the Fantonic, w hen 
our deuohinenis of marines, consisting of about one hundred and fifty men 
(ns before), under Captains Wyhourn and Carter, with a small party of 
artillerymen, under Lieutenant Robertson, of the ariillory, embarked in 
them, anil tiic whole being under the immediate direction of Captain Law- 
rehcet of the Fantome (who with mucliz^al and readiness took upon himself, 
at iny request, the conducting of this service), proceeded towards Havre, to 
take^p undercover of the night, the neccssnry'‘positions fqr commencing 
the attack at- dawn of day. The Dofjihiii amL Ilighfivcr tenders, com- 
manded by Lieutenants Hutchinson and LcwisJniowcd fo the support of 
the boats, but the shnafness of the water prevciAd their getting within six 
miles of the place. Captain Lawrence, however, having got up with the 
l)o;itS| apd haying veiy'^ably and judiciously placc^ them durmg the d^rk| 
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• warm 6re waa openiMl on the place at daylight firom bur launches and 
zocket-boats, which was smarily returned from the battery for n short time, 
Ldt Uie launches oonstaotiy closing with it, and their lire rather increasing 
than decreasing, that from tlie battery soon began to slacken, and Caj^taiii 
Lawrence observing this, very judiciously directed landing of the majjjm 
on the left, which movemeat, added to the hot hre they were under, 'in* 
duced thoiicAinericaiis to commence withdrawing from the battery, to take 
bhelter in the town ; Lieutenant G. A. VVestphall, who had taken his station 
an the rocket-boat clase to the butt^'ir, thereturc now judgii>g the moment 
to be favourable, pulled directly up under the work, and landing with his 
boats crew, got imraodiate possession of it, turned their own guns on them, 
and thereby soon obliged them to retreat with their whole force to the fur- 
thest extremity of the town, whither (the iparines having by this time 
Ifllided) tliey were closely pursued, and no lo|iger feeling ihcmselves equal 
to a manly and open resistance, they commenced a tca^cing ^itid irritating 
fire from behind the h 9 uses, walls, trees, (kc. from whicli I am sorry to say, 
my g^llaut first lieutenant received a shot thiough his hand whilst leading 
the pursuing party; he, however, continued to head the advance, with 
which he soon succeeded in dislodging the whole of the enemy from their 
lurking places, and driving them from shelter to the neighbouring woods, 
and whilst performing which service, be had the satisfaction to overtake, 

• and with his remaining hand to^ make prisoner, and bring in a captain of 
their militia. We also took an ensign niAl sotrfe armed individuals, but the 
rest of the force which had been opposed^o us, having penetrated into the 
woods, 1 did nut judge it prudent to allow of their being further followed 
witli our small numbers, therefore after setting fire to some of the houses, 
to cause the proprietors (who had deserted tfiei^, and formed part of the 
militia who had fled to the woods,) to underscaiul and feel what they were 
liable to bring upon themselves, by building batteries and acting towards us 
with so much useless rancour, 1 embarked in the boats the guns from the 
battery, and having also taken and destroyed about one liundred and thirty 
stand of sinall arms, 1 detached a small division of boats up the Susqiie* 
hanna, to take and destroy whatever they i^ight meet with in it, and pro- 
ceeded myself witli the remnuiing boatj^ndcr Captain Lav* rence, in search 

a cannon foundry, which I had gamed intelligence of, whilst on sliore in 
Havre, as being situated about three or four miles to the northward, where 
we found it accordingly, and getting possession of it withou^ditlicilty, com- 
menced instantly its destruction, and that of the guns and other materials 
wc found there, to complctb which, occupied us during the remainder of the 
day, as there wcrcsaveral buildiugband unA^h complicated heavy machinery 
attached to it. It was known by the names of the Cecil or Princi)>i(> 
Fouiidery, and was one of the most valuable works of the kind in Ameiica; 
the destruction of it^ therefore, at this momen|^ will, 1 trust,'prove of much 
national importance. * 

In the margin* I have stated the ordnance taken and disabled by our 
small division this day, during tfie whole of which we have been on shore 
in the centre of the enemy's country, and on his high road between Ilalti-

examined and cleared, 1 directed last night tlie4pembliiig of the boats 
alongside the Mohawk, fruin whence wdth the marines, as before, under 
Captains Wybourn and Carter, with my f/icxid Lieutenant Robertson, 
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^ ftTtUltrfy utid ^h» small pArty^* they proceeded up this river, being 
plttoidby me for this'opemtion, under the immediate derectiona of Cup« 
tain Byugf of the Mubawk. , f 

1 intended that they »hoatd drnve before dm abovd-mentioneil tcvm% 
devrn of day, but in this 1 was lru%trutod by the iiitr^acy of the river, t 
total ivant ofiooil knovfJed!;h in it, the durkiiess or tfio night, and tim great 
dfatauoc the towns lay up it ; it, thci'eloiv, unavoidably became late iu the 
nioming before we approadiod dK^iu whoii, having intercepted a stifSll 
boac with two of the iiiWbitanti, ldii< cted Captain Bytig to iKiltour buat» 
about two miles below die tcxwn, and 1 sent forward the two Americaua in 
their boat to wBm> their countiymen against acting An the same radi nnin«»

I am sorry to say, the hoc hre we were under this morning, cost us jfire 
men wounded, one on^y, however, severely ; and 1 tiave much satisfactioti 
in being able to bear testimony to you, of the zeal, gallantry, and good 
roiiduct of the di/Terent officers and men serving in this division. To Cap- 
tain llyng, of the Mohawk, who conducted the various arrangements on 
ifiis occasion, with equal skill and bravery, every possible praise is most 
justly due ; as well as to Coptains Wyhourii and Carter, Lieutenant 
Jlobertsou, of the artillery, and Lieutenant Lewis, of the Highflyer; 
].ieu^|&nt Alexander, of the Dragon, the senior officer under Captain 
Hyng,^n command of the boats, deserves also that I should particularly 
notice him to '^ou for his -steadipess, correctnaos, and the great ability 
with which he ulivnys executes whatever service is entrusted to him; and 
1 must beg permission to seize tliis opportunity of ssatiug you how much 
1 have hrcii indebted, since^on this service, to Captain Bin dett, of this 
.ship, who was good enough to receive me on board the Maidstone, when 
1 found it impracticable to advance higher in the Marlborough, and has 
invariably accompanied me on every occasion whilst directing these 
\*ai ions operations, and rendered me always the most able, prompt, and 
ctVicacious ussistaiice.

Admiral Sir John Boilasc Warren, has transmitted to John Wilson Cro- 
kcr, Esq. n krtcr from Captain Pigot, of ll.M.$. Orplieus, to Captain Sir 
'i'hornas Ihirdy, of the Uamillics, giving an account of the destruction of 
tlic Wampoc, American letter of marque, of eight guns, by the boats of 
t!ic Orpheus, under I jcutenaiit William Martin Collins, and acting Lieute- 
iMiiti Dance, on the 128th of Ajiril last, oflf Block Island. The vessel 
having been run on shore, was boarded and sec on fire under a severe fire 
uf musketry from the 'ocks, by wliich Lieutenant Collins (the only person 
hurt) was unfoitunauiy mortally wounded. 

Tiic Admir.il has also (mnsniitred a letter from Captain Sir Thomas 
Hardy, stating the destruction by Mie Orpheus, of tlic IJolkar, American 
privaucr, of twenty guns, off Rhode Island, pm the 11th of May. 

And in a Iciter^^'cintcd the ,l(jih May, Sir John Warren reports the cap* 
tuie of lui Amciiraii schooner, called the Vesta, Troin Bourdetnux, at- 
tempting to p.iss up the James rivet', hy the boats of the blockading 
squadron.

I beg leave to report to you, that while cruising in H. M.’s sloop on 
ffiy ^pomniaiifl, in pursuance of vour orders of the lOth instant, at 
|i|;ltt of the Ihe island of Sfirona beating W.S.W. distant about four 
fuilcs,^ we discovered a convdy clqse to the main land, making for the port* 
of Tmn and Spnlatrp, to which wc immediately gave chase; as wc camp 
up they separated addiffercnc directions, the greater part, with tedR||un- 
boats, bore up for the Bay of Buscallne; these^ve continued chasin^^smdor 
all sail ; at huif-past live AM, they nneh/red in* a line ahoTfe a mile Oiyiqi 
the shore, hoisted their French colours, apd commenced bring at us; 
wind blowing strong afS.E. directly into the^ay, our sails and riglmg 
were considerably damaged before we could cffjsc with them ; and seeing 
the enemy erecting batteries on shore, I was at first ungriliin^to go clpso 
in, but at six we anchored with springs upon the cable, witliin pisto|-shpt 
of the enemy, when the action Immediately commenced on our part ; thfiy 
^ stood our fiif for about twenty minutes, when the whole cut their cablps, 
ran closer in, and again opened their firc^ their increased distance wa* 
now too great for our carronades to havQrtheir proper effect, we cut Mie 
cable, r.in within half pistol sliot, and recommenced the action ; the ttn^iny 
now opened their tire upon us from three large guns, at the distance of 
tliiuy yards from c&cli other, and two or three hundred musketry on the 
beighn iiumcdlateiy over us ; we continued closeiy engaged in this man- 
ner ; at ten three of them struck their colours, two ivere driven on shpre, 
and one sunk. They viere now reinforced by four gun-boats from the 
jeastward, who at nrst anchored outside, and commenced firing at us^ 
which obliged us to engage on both sides ; hut t^y shortly after ran in anj 
joined the others* who placed tlicmgclves behind a point of land, where 
wc could only see their masts from the deck, when thru commence^ a 
iriose destructive "fire, their grape-shot Striking us over ti.e land in every 
part ; at this time our iiumbiT was so reduced, tiiat we could with difi>* 
ciilty man four gnus, tlie marines am) a few seamen Hting musketry, our 
grape all expended. We continued m close action until three P.M. wheo 
the enemy discontinued thsir Hre* After forty minutes the action again 
commenced, and continued, witiiout iiitermi^sion, till hidf-past six in tfie 
evening, when tne firing entirely ceased on both sides. T lie encui) during 
khe day had received considerable Vipplios of troops on shoie, who had 
kept up an inccssaiit fire upon us*. We were now in a very ciitical situa- 
tion, being but a very lew yards from a loe»shorr, almost a complete 
wreck, the wliole of our running and greater part of the sUMuinig rigging 
gone, most of the sods sluit Iroin the > aids, the masts slioi thiough in 
SevordI places, and many shot m the hull, live between wind and watgr, 
both our pumps also shot away In tween the decks, wiih di.n[iculty< we 
could keep her free by coiisrnnfly tailing at botli hale hc^. In th*? anion of 
this diiy, I fbund wc had lost five killed, and twenty woimdco’. At dark, 
the boats succeeded in burning/uid destroying, besides the gun-boats, eight 
aail ol"’ the convoy, brii^ing away their anchors, all ours being shot to 
pieces, and rendered entirely un^ervicrable; indeed it is to thi4 I arn to 
Attribute the being cQublcil to vaip his Majesty’s Sloop oiTt. At daylight 
'bf die {28d, having warp^ alniut a mile from th <2 land, ^lo riMimjriiiig gnu- 
bosftr Again Attacked us, aud musketry from ll'.e shore; rlns was moti 
^Kjlpying, tliey haviu|^ us^ h «R Ktklag posirion^ jour lasjt cMf half ;>hot 
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through, the jv’iiid blowing strong in, we could not venture to bring our ^ 
hnradside to hef r upon tlietn ; all this day and night we were warping out 
from the sliorc, but very slowly, thp people being reduced in number, and 
eihaustcd with fatigue. 

On the 24th, tlie gneipy had erected a battery of three guns on a point 
of the bay, close to which we must pass ; this cliey opened upon us about 
noon, when ive got within their range ; the gun-boats pulling out in a line 
astern, commenced their fire about one P.M. during all the time we were 
warping out under their Are, and that of musketry from the Shore. Wind 
now moderate, and shortly after quite calm. At four, nearly out of the 
hay, the gun-boats following and firing at us. At five, they got within the 
ranM of our guns, when wc opened our larboad broadside, and drove them, 
it continuing calm, we weie unable to follow them. 

Tile condi^'^'t of the whole of my officers and ship's company, during 
these three* days of mostarduous service, merits my warmest praise ; indeed, 

1 am at a loss which most to ddmtre, their determined btavery in action, 
or their steady perseveratce in warping the brig out. Our number was 
considerably recced when we first went into action, owing to several mea 
being away in ^izes, and two boats which joined us seven hours after* 
ward. Mr. Thomas Whaley, first lieutenant, being severely wounded iu 
the action, I received every attention from Mr. Michael Quin, the second, 
whose conduct, at all times, has been much to iny satisfaction ; 1 beg 
leave to recommend to your notice, Mr. William Siiukin, master's* mate, 
who lost his right arm early in ''the action, and also the services of Mr. 
James Stewart, midshipman, who was actively employed in one of the 
boats, burning and destroying several pf the convoy. 

Enclosed I transmit (o you a list of the killed and wounded, great part 
cf-the latter, 1 am iorry to say, severely.

youngest, a commander on half-iiay. 

The Admiral had lost part of t,wo lingers in the service ; and in 
his earlier days had, at throe dilferenl times, *the honour of re* 
eeiving his coniman(ler\'4 public approbation. 

The gallant subject of this brief memoir died,' after a short, 
but severe illness, at Kxclcr, on the Jlst^of January, 1798, and 
was privately interredin the jtarish of St, SydwclL 

In th*'- several naval engagements ’ m which he had been con- 
cerned, he highly contributed to tho benefit and honour of his 
country. Jlis courage was exemplary ; and in the hour of dan., 
gcr he was always calm and collccU^d. ^As a seaman, his skill 
was unquestioned ; he united tjie laudable discipline ot a com* 
niauder, with the kind solicitude of a brother. In private life, 
he was universally beloved and respected, ks a husband, parent, 
and friend.

|TJR, coremporari€s are considcruMy in error xvitli respect to tljc 

* Iitcaiiiy of thid celebrated niid now highly interesting city «nd fortrcbs. 
Jt is by no means a frontier town, but considerably within the mountain 
boundary of ilic Peninsula. It is the capital of (Juiposcoa, the eastern 
division of 13isray, and possesses a good and well frequented harbour, se- 
cured by two ntolcs, on .which redoubts are pl.inted, and through which 
only on«<]ii^can pass at 9 time. Tl»e streets ai» long, broad, and straight, 
and paved with white flag stoiuis. Tlie houses (or rather urrt) hand- 
some, the churches near, and (lie environs pleasant. It cai.^cd on a great 
trade, anr* is very populous, as several families are oblijird to live in the 
same house. Their greatest trade consists in iron and steel, whicli some 
aflTirm to be the best in Kurope ; they also deal in wool, which comes fnjiii 
Old Casule. On August 1791, this place was invested by ilic Frenclj 
Repiiblicaii trorips, and. cap i^ii luted on the Ijllowing d;»y. Tlie garrison; 
consisting of ^,000 men, surrendered prisoners of war ; JdO pieces o*' bras'' 
cannon were taken, with considerable magazines and stores. Ir is ^eatcii 
at the mouth of the Gurninta, with u.}lelightful prospect of the "ea on one 
iiiJe, and a distant view (m arly 30 miles) of the Pyrennees on the othe;. 
Tt lies ubo’ut 50 miles K. b. N. of BilbAio. — 67o/;c. 

THE AS1«IIICAN CAeiAIN At.LFN. 

As several mis-statcinents have appeared in the public prints rclaiAic t<s 
the death of the late Captain Allen, we subjoin the following particii- 
iars, co'.ninunicatcd ro us by a ^end, whicli may be depeiiflcil on : — Cap- 
tain Allfifs left thij,h was amputated by Ins own surgeon, in a very proper 
manner, .about three quarters of an hour after the cb>se of the action. On 
the morning after the arrival of the Argus (Tuesday), tlie chief medical 
oiftcer from Mill prison attended liim, and »5'oon disci>\ercd that dangerous 
i)inptoms (whicli had escaped the observation of his surgeon, who thought 
favoarably of his situation) were insidiously approacliing, ninl accordingly 
«omiiiunicaTed lus apprehensions, and recommended such lemedies as were 
deevned .advisable. IiAlic evening he was again vfsitcd, wlien the prognose 
lie givci in the morning was found loo visibly verified. On the following 
d.iy, his symptoms were much aggravated, and his immediate removal to

staiid he n.vs fiot c^ascioiis of the datiger of his situation, but conversed 
fatuiliarly with tho^e present with him until about three qmuters of an hour 
betore he died. His death was conceived to be chiefly occasioned by the 
|rcat lestf of blood wl]^ch be sustained' pUvious to Huiputution, by his peiv

“ Captatn (^ATinEN — I fcci proud to have the honour of presenting the 
Freedom of the ancient unci loyal City of Worcester, conferred on you by 
this respectable assembly, in testimony of the high sense they entertain of 
the signal and uicritoi tons servi^jes, so eminently and repeatedly displayed 
ill the defence of your King and Couiitiy ; and*iiiorc particularly for tlie 
gallant and mcirioi aide action in defence of II.iM.vS. Macedonian, against

CRANEY XSIAND. 

The following interesting account of the attack upon Craney Island, 
together with some of the suhsequenl prot^eedings on the American coast, 
has been received from an uibcer on board the flee^ at the time : — 

. . ^ Halifax, Nova Scotia^ Jufy 7, 1813, 

** On the 2Cd of June in the morning, the marines were laitdcd at Riga's 
point, in \'irgmi:i, about two miles below Craney Island, whtcli is fortibed^ 
m\<\ commands the possa^^e to Norfull^ : it was afUTwards foood Deoei^iy 
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to storm the island, on which were 800 {jicked men, and thl^y 24-poundcr9, 
flanked on its eastern end by 10 Inr^e AinericiiO guu-boats, and the Ame- 
rican Trigate Constellation l}ing behind thnn ; 500 and the boAts of 
the fleet, were put under thCi^omiiiHiid of Captnin Pcjhell, of II.M.S. Sau 
Domingo. Captain llunclictt, of the ]>iadein, whs ordered in his boat to 
lead the men to the attack : it was about eleven oVnicU in the forenoon; 
he advanced About sixty yard.". a*hcad of theic^t; and after beii.g about 
two hours under the fire of the enemy's very heavy battciies and gun-boats, 
his boat look the ground about 100 yards from the inuz/Iev of their guns: 
there was too much water and mud for the men to wade on shore, and 
three boats which tvere astern were very soon sunk by some shot uliich 
passed through the sails of the first boat : the fiiiC of grape ^Titl canister at 
this time was trcmeiid(Ris ; and tvhile ('aptsdn iiaiiefiett was endeavouring 
to save Uic crews of the l>oats wliicli were sunk, and cheering tiiein U]>, he 
received a canister-shot in his left thigh. He kept on Ins leg» as long a?> 
possible, but sunk at last from the lo*>s of blood. Tnc liuats immcdiaicly 
gave up the attack, and retreated. The wounded capinlii ordered himself 
to be put into a small boat, and was carried twelve miles to the Diadciii, 
the ship he commanded, having frequently /uinte4l from the loss of blood. 
An attack of this kind is a desperate tiding to do at night, but in the mid* 
die of tlic day it requires some strong nerves : we are said to luue lost 90 
men that day. 

On the 25th wc attacked the American camp^t Hampton, took an<l 
destroyed it, and killed about oOO Americans : we lo^t 4'.) mtii. We em- 
barked again on the 27lli ; flic fleet were then lying in Hamptun'i'oaas ; 
some part had gone up James’s river to water. Tne iie\t attack it was sup- 
posed W'ould be Baltimore. I forgot to tell yoq, that when our boats were 
sunk, the Americans came down and shot the men swiiuiniiig in the water; 
but tiie brutes got piuushed for it at ilatii|)tun/'

Two fine fir-huilt frignfcs are noM' ready for the slip, at the Merchsint*' 
yard, Limeliouse<hore. 71iey lisive been laid down on the most approvcff 
model, and there can be no doubt of their ^sailing. Fir frigsitcs appear 
Dow to meet with the approbation of the Admiralty. The Freiicli vessels 
bifilt of fir have generally ont-sailcd the British oak, and there can T>c no 
ljuc.slion as to the superiority in that respect ; there is, however, one incon- 
venienre attached to them -^They are more apt to splinter than oak, and 
consequently more men arc generally wounded In action, than on board 
common built ships. It is well known, that the French fir ships, in con- 
test with thoj^rirish, have- suffered most severely by splinters, and when 
Captured '^lavc appeared 'shattered beyond previous conception. Two 
frigates of similar ronstniction are nearly ready for launcnii;^ ut Blackwall, 
and two or three have been recently turned off by other builders. ' 

FEMAir TAR. 

A niscovcRY of rather a curious nature was made a few days ago at Tps- 
xvich. Mr. Kmbicton, master of the F.dmuud and Mary collier, having 
reason to suspect that one of h*s apprentices was a female, took an oppor- 
tunity of making some inquiiy on the subject. A confession was immedi- 
ately made. This was on the passage from Blyth to Ipswich. Mrs. Kmblc- 
ton happened to be on board at the Dmc, and to her the young adventurer 
related the pnrticularsViriier ca^e. She %vas the daughter of a widow near 
Blyth, in Noithuinherlaiif! ; and becoming pregnant, she determined, afttr 
her delivery, to quit her maternal home, iic\er more to return. She ac- 
cording! v procured male attire, and made a coasting voyage ; after which 
she applied to the owners of the Fdiiitmd and Mary, to whom she was in- 
dentured. It was during her second voyage that the discovery was made. 
She refused to divover her riJtuie, and dcclarcfl that nothing should 
indnre her to return home. It is supposed, however, that Mr, rrnblcton 
had discovered the name and residence of her molher. Jt is due to the 
female tar to mention, that aboard the Edmund and Mary she conducted 
herself wiiIi extreme proprit^, and wascon^dcred a very active, clever lau\

AVk copy the following passage from M. Von Buch's 2r«rt ^ in 

The Norwegian pilots *aic excellent people. In'ilir.ir large and strong 
boats tliry vt'nlure a great way out to sea ; and among the skiars, we every 
where see with joy the blood red and wliite-striped sail which marks the 
pilot-boats, and is only carried by them. They shun nf» 'langrr, and do 
not w-ait for the rails of the vessel ro giiide'it among the cliffs. Every rodi, 
every stone on land, and above and below the is known to them ; 

the vessel moves under their guidance \hrongh tlicsc inbyrmths like a sub- 
stance endowed wdlh volition. But what a task they have to perform on 
a coast frequented by* all nations, and bn which the vesstK so often seek 
rest and assistance among the rocks to avoid being c;ist awaV^' This 
the pilots of the south of Norway among the most ^perienced and able, 
andj perhaps, also the boldest iu tlH.hvofld. of thp year 
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1606, I was at Lan|;ne, in Oester Rusocr. A few days heforc, during a 
severe stnnn, a number of vessels, more than five Eiiglislv miles out at sea, 
demanded to be piloted in. The pilot sprung to his boat. Every person 
ran to the shore to see how the affair V'ould end, for^the storm was dread- 
fui. The pilot ran against ^hc wind, disappeared and again appeared, and 
on rcaL-hing the ship, the boat then upset, and c disappeared for evcp.— 
** It could not be otlsenvi-jp,” cried the son, and b)»rung to Ills boat: “ my 
father veiinirod t«)o much ; he cut the wind one point too sharp. He took 
his course to Aiirda the- vosscl cxposc i to ilic same hazard ; hut he avoided 
the supposed error of his father, readied llie ship, and conducted it happily 
into port. 'I'lie father was blotted out from the list of tlie living. Every 
pilot lays liis account with this ; and bis fate overtakcb him generally evf n 
sooner than be imagines. How many wites^of pilut» there on tho 
island}, who ha\c been Rix and even eight times wedded, uiid }Ct with the 
probu(^jlily of its not being for the last time.” 

I’COVIDtXTlAl. DELIVLIUNCE. * 

On the 27lh July, the biig Dcbjht, of Jhidgwatcr, John Sperrec, master, 
being at anchor ill !\Jineh(‘ud road, smiie of the crew obstrxed somelbing 
white waving on a rock surrounded by^breukeis, about a mile distant; 
the captain ascended the mast, and Niuili bis glass discovered two young 
ludics entirely insulated hy the tide. With the must humane promptitude, 
he iiriiiicdiately inauned his boat, and proceeded to the spot ; but so great 
was ilie surf, chat, though within hail of tiiein, he could not sutely ifFjct 
a luiidiug. He iinmcdiutely returned to his vessel, got two unchois, and a 
second time made for the lucU ; when, by throwing oat one of ihcrn adicad, 
and the other a-stein, he moored his boat in the suif; iiiiiaediutcly one of 
tlie seamen jmnpcil oveilunid with a ioj>c, pud lasteicng it round one of 
the young ladies, was drai^md with her into the boat; by the tune he could 
get back to the other the rock was nctifly covered; howevu-’, he succeeded 
ill rescuiiie hci liliewi^e Iroin a vvatery grive. — ^Tlic situation of ibese two 
young ladies can mmo iM-ily be coiuxivtd than desciibeil, when the cajj- 
tain landed thcin at iNlouhead in an almost lileless state. It appeared that 
they walked out ninong if»% n/cks, and si*j| reading togctlier, and it was 
nearly half-flood befote iliev Ui'^eovercd tlieir pcriimis sitiuition. Had not 
Proiidence so timely interposed, a* few iniiiiiies mus-f have tcriniiialed tiicir 
existence. I’lie greatest praise is due to Captain bperree and his ship’s 
company, for the humanay and proinplitudu which liiey displaced in 'the 
relief of tiicsc fair unfoitimaics.

Tue following act of true generosity (icemad in Plymouth a sliort time 
since: — As Mr. Tatain, town seijeant, was standing at the Guiliihall door, 
he obsorj^d two n:tval otliccrs Iftukiiig al li»e piisjiis; anc; on coming gp to 
him, they iui}uire«l winit de btors were confined there ; when Mr. latum 
iiifurn.ed them of the casfc ol n*poor man of the juiiim; of (Jollihole, who 
had bet’ll ^ome time under cenfintinen?. lor a small debt, whom tliey 
^ecpiested to icCj^^al’ter some cumeisation with him tiiey went to the town 
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clerk^s oQice, and ascertained the amount of debts and oostSi which the,f 
imtived lately paid; andt> also left a sum to be laid out for him, either in 
household g;oods, or in tools to set him at work again, as should be thought 
most to his advatU'^gc. I'hey also made inquiry' for any seaman’s widow 
with a family, who might be left in distress, as they had a fartlier sum of 
money which they wished to lay out to some such charitable purpose, and 
were xeferred to the Rev. H. Gandy for information, and as a proper per* 
son with whom they might intrCfst their money to have it laid out agreeable 
to their benevolent intentions. 

SWEDISH SEQUrSTRATIONSr 

A NOTICE has V)een given respecting ti.e Swedish sequestrations by tho 
Referees Rpjjoirled by Act of Parliament for ihe distribution of the pro* 
perty received or to be received from Sweden, that thby have obtained proofs 
of the condemnation of 47 vessels atCurlsham, 19 at Gotic'iburgb, and 
seven at Ystfidt, 

NEW DANISH CANAL. 

The Canal which unites the Baltic and the North Sea, Is thus describe(^ 
by a traveller 'I'he locks on this great wmrk have been pronounced by 
skilful architects to be masterpitces in their wt^y. The tljrce first, viz, 
llottona, Knoop, and Uathmannsdorf, raise a vessel coming fiom the 
Baltic each nine feet, and slic is let do^n to iier former level by those at 
Kofligsforde, Kluvensick, and Rendsburg. The U])per breadth of the 
Canal is one hundred fedt, that is, forty feet more than that of the Cnna! 
of Languedoc; ships of ninety tons liurthen can navigate it, but they 
must not exceed six-and-twenty feet and a half in breadth, I'Jie entrance 
of the Canal, at llottona, bears the following inscription : —

CURIOUS naval antique. 

Gknvale^ Aftgust 25. — ^I’liE^rerauins of a Vessel were lately discovered 
h) Bally willian bog, about s^nnle from Portnish, in the liberties of Cole* 
rain.-^From tin examination of the size and form of tlie ribs and boards, 
it has been conjectured that she c.iiried at least fort;jr or fifty tons. Not- 
withstamiing the injuries of^ time, the outside boards still nie.asurc an inch 
and a qiiRj >^r in thickness; of them, however, only small pieces could bo 
discovered. Some of the ribs are eight inches broad, five deep, and seven , 
or eight feet long; many of thcin cxcctded this nu H*uiriiient ttmsidcrably,^ 
Neither keel nor mast could be iliscovered.‘ It is rather to be Inmentcd 
that she was torn op and carried oiT before her situation could he exactly 
investigated. The tirnher is alt of oak, several cart loads of it were drawn 
away. Siie found in a mount, about forty feet hi diamotc r, composed 
cf stones and clay,* bul^ cinefly of moss, about fifteen puchts from th® 
shore of the bog; the bog has been all cut away around tl;is mount ; it is 
alxiuitix or eight fA-et in iicight. .Scvcr.'il botio^ have be^n found in it; 
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what species of animal they belonged cannot be ascertained ; the air spec* 
dily dissolves them. Some silver coins have been in it, the letters 

cannot be distinctly discerned ; from comparisons, however, the date of 
one of them might probably be ascertained ; hence the age of the vessel^ 
and the purposes for which fhe was employed, may also he discovered. In 
the mean time, nothing but conjecture can be had on this subject. Some 
are of opinion that, at a very distant period, there was a communication 
between this bog and the sea. This seems fo be improbable, ns the bog is 
elevated more than -iO feet above the level of the sea* At the same time, 
it must be observed, the sea has been retreating (or many centuries in the 
neighbourhood of Portrush, as well as in many other places in the Nortli of 
Ireland. It could be established, on tolerable authority, that the lands of 
Cloughorr, Crocknamack, Kernabawn, and Mughrcinenn,* wc/e formerly 
covered with sea water; and that the hill upon whicli Portrush stands, was 
surrouvded, like the Skerries, with water. Though all this should be 
admitted, it would not be suAicieiit to establish a cominunicaWon between 
the place where this vessel nas found and the sea. Kvery circumstance 
considered, it is likely tliat the place where the bug now stands was once 
a lake, and that the vessel was used llureon, as a place of safety during 
the lime of invasions, or while hostile feuds prevailed between coiiteuding 
Chieftains. VVe are convinced that <he iiihabitatus of Ireland were 
reduced to the disagreeable necessity of making caves to answer iliesc 
purposes, while (lie Danes and NHirman«( ravaged the Norihern coasts. 
^Ve have seen ashes, to a very consnlcrablc quaTiiity, cast out of these 
caves ill winch vertebrae were found, that seemed to belong to the human 
spate. 

SPANISH CULOM£S. 

The Oovernment of Pucito llico, in couscquciice of a recent Decree of 
tlie Cortes, lias proclaimed various iie^v comiucrcial regulations adapted to 
promote the prosperily of iluu settlement, l lie piivilcges heretofore 
enjoyed by the capital of the island only, arc cxiendcd to all the other 
ports; wiieie Spani<^li and neutial vessels may distlmrge their cargoes, and 
take return caigoes of the pi^oduciions of tiie colony, or other merchandise, 
including the [irecious metals, without the fiecessity of rei'erriiig to the 
Custoni-huiise of tlie Capital. Thc,importatioifof gold and sil\er is duty 
free ; on exportation to foreign countries, there is to be paid, on gold 3 per 
rent, and on silver, lOLpcr cent. The Spuiiisii e^poiter ,of cattle pays two. 
dollars a-head (or the large, and four reals tor the small; the foreign ex- 
porter pays three dollars for the former, and six reals for the latter. The 
duties on other articles are to be lowered. 

* OREADPVL CATASTROPHE IN SWITZERLAND. 

By the overflowing of the rivor Birse, at D/irnach, canton of Solcure, 
upwards of 160 pei*soiis perished, in July last. The following relation of 
this nielanciioly event is taken fre/to IVic Ahchttffenbtvrg Giaattle 

“ On the 13th of July, the riicr Birse, swelled by the rains, overflowed 
its channel, and luidcrnnncd the foundation of a bouse, tbe proprietor 
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of which called f )i* assistance. The alarm-bell was rung, and a number of 
persioijs ran to Ifssist^the iiihahirants in saving their effects. While em- 
ployed in this humane *Oilice, the house and an adjoining wall fell| and 
buried 1^2 persons in. the ruins. 

“ Near this house and the bridge over the liver, was situated an ancient 
tower, which seived as a prison, and in v\hich we re detained three mcn> 
Who, perceiving the waters gushing out from the ground beneaiti their teet, 
entreated loudly to he released from their perilous st ite. The gaoler, who 
had been long deaf to their prayers, persuaded that this tower, which had 
stood so many ages, w'ould yet resist the violence of the waters, resolved 
nt Inst to go and assure them that their fears were groundless ; but found 
it no easy task to pacify them ; and he was still engageil in conversation, 
when the .toVlr, with a tremendous crash, fed upon the bridge, and he 
was kilkd, along with one of the prisoners. The Cti*'*mity did not end 
here. ' 

“ The ahirm-hell had attracted to the bridge a great number of persons 
of both sexes: the rums of the tower fell upon the bridge, broke it in the 
centre, and all those upon it were precipitated into the torrent, and many 
were drowned. About 00 persons from Basic, .50 from Dornach, and lO 
from its environs, are still’ missfiig. It is known that they were upon the 
bridge at the lime of the catasttopbc, and it is bdicxed tlnit ih^y have 
perished,”

H aving ventured to offer so many strictures on the B. of A. I shotifi! 

have been wanting in duty both to your rea»Icrs and myself, if I had 
not continued to make' every inquiry iii my power on the subject, and to 
employ deep and serious conyideiution on the result of those inquiries. 

It is after siirli inquity and consiileriition, that I venture once more to 
intrude niv thoui;lits on h matter of such vast national import, and point 
out soine more of the r|vils which I verily beliwc arl‘*e wl?ofly.from the 
waut of a prcj oiidciance of naval opini.jiA at the board. My former 
letters liave cmbraceil many ot the points in which tlie navy suffers from 
I>eing «:ov( iiied by land-men, and the evil becomes more and inBrc felt, as 
the magnitude of our naval force is augmented; to iniicli so, that 1 am 
induced Miii«t terionsty to recommciul to the adminls and captains of 
II, M,\ navy, to pre'>eMt to the I'nijcc llegcnt, a strong and dutiful rac- 
inorinl and pctiiiou <»n the subject, re^pcetfutly slating the evils which exist, 
and soh’innly r( questing, that a profcshioflal admimst ration should st/jijcrtn* 
tend the diihns itf the turci. I am notcensurinu any individual ; I complain 
of a sj/^tL}}\ wliic'h pi event*, any iiidividual connected with it from doing 
good, 'Ve ouiilit constantly to beai m miiMl thh ihosl iinpo/lant truth, that 
aliliougii for some tunc past the Im’-vcst of ImirLis Ims been gathered by our 
gallant brethren of the army, aiu! tlic j.Icanmg'* oiilv thinly stiewed for our 
sailors, that oiir gioat eiuauy is 'preparing an immense fleet, very far supe- 
rior ill number and weielil ot nutal to any tltfiL I’rancc l.iis hitherto been 
able to pill to sea ; ami v\c mii'^t not ho daz/Ual either by the spIcMidid vic- 
tories of a ^^clIinglon, or tin- Inidid tind gorgeous trappings with 
which our troops are dechtnl, -‘O to lose sight of tlic truly British 
political axiom, that Briinia\ Ik^! hniaarks me her acotien trulls. 

There never was a niomeMf*\hich teerned with more awful consequences 
than the present, As*a inariuine power, Jifitain has not a friend. Our 
assumed rights, and onr ackiiowledgtjid power on the ocean, are not more 
detested by the tyrant of l i.mrc, ihan by the Aiilociat of the llussias, or 
our exotic ally, Bernathiite. Mioiild the present iirmisticc end in a cumi- 
iicntal peace, it is too prohabic that we may soon rank the luirihcrii navies 
as auxiliary to those whicii Buon qiaitc has constructed, and some of winch 
utirc to be found in all ins ports from Am-*loidam to \ cnice. Look :it your 
"■iSiap, reader, and see how' numerous these are. On llii * consiticratiou wc 
fehould seriously dwell, and view' well the means we possess of couiuerac- 
tioi). The first great step lowmd» the possessing a sreat and effective navy, 
is doubtless the possessioM of a wise and competent naval administration^ 
the members ofwfiich should not mdy he ehdued witji go^id natural talents, 
but great experience in naval inaticis. The nnijoriiy of our present board, 
may possess the formpr lor ought I know^ but they arc certainly wholly 
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destitute of the latter ; and the whole state of our naval affairs leads to a 
conjecture, that our naval men are always in the minority, unless their 
•ituations depAve them* of all naval recollection. I have, indeed, often 
lieard, that there is some mysterious and oblivious influence iu the great 
anchor over the enlrance into the great house, and the endeavour to conti* 
nue snug in this anchorage seems to predolhinatc over every other consi* 
deration ; or perhaps the consciousness of a certain majority againsrthein 
on any point in which they may differ from their chief, produces a sort of 
lifeless apathy ; and becoming hopeless of doing good themselves, conclude 
that no good is to be done by any. But this conclusion is wrong, for 
although the great fault lies in the general construction of the Board, and 
not so inatcriiilly in the inrlividuals who compose it, I would, by no means, 
have it creebtf d, that [ tliought the selection . of the miriorUies which have 
from time to time taken* place, have been alw^.yi^ judicious. Some who 
have been appoiniod to this office, have been men of ve»y limited service, 
mere doggers rnnnd our own coasts and the Bay of Biscay, and some cele* 
brated for the narrowiicss of their views, from the parsimonious table, up to 
the highest branches of the service. A microscopic eye at a weekly account 
has been fondly considcre'd by the owner (and his associates, perhaps) as 
« masterly exertion of genius, and those who have been loudest and most 
virulent in taking advantage of their power 'to find fault when accidents 
have occurred, have been ever the least capable of guarding against such 
themselves. Are there not at this present moment some circumstances of 
evident absurdity app.irenl in the distribution of our naval means? Think 
you not, Sir, that Amt lira will be joined by all Kurope in laughing at the 
immense power and force vested in the hands of Sir John VV. to carry on 
the naval war with the American squadron of frigates, while offl'oulon wc 
have five or siv sail of the Uuc^ and ei^hl or fewer than » 

jiobses.'iccl by the enemy witfiiii ! ! Call we this blockade ? I am most cer- 
tain, that w'itli all this dlspa^i^c', opportunity only is w'anting to enable 
the gallant Pel lew lo add another wreath to those well-earned laurels, 
which Ins skill, valour, and liuinanity have already so justly aggregated ; 
but is not tins too great an odds, w'hilc storms and tempests exist as well as 
enemies fleet*-, to trust the honour and safety of our country to in one 
quarter, wliilc C'ommodorc jlodgris, and his comrades, ishoiifiurcd by the 
attention of I doubt not upwards of ch/r hundtrtl sail of pniJants, Here, 
Sir, you could set us right, by a comparative view of the American navy, 
and the fleet under Sir JoK'u WarrciiV command, autf the detached squadrons 
aiding his operations against those ten ible Yankees. 

You have seen, wimt energy, what chunsy energy, has been used 
since the inisfoituiic of losing the Giierrierc ; and one of these days, 
should any inisfortunc bcfal one of our fl6ct'', wc should again rouse and 
shake ourselves, and I trust the first shake would rattle the gentlemen of 
terra firmi from their borough scats, arid'lill their places with able seamen. 
Chance, 8ir, has led me to mention tw o of our 'naval heroes employed in 
liigh commands, "mcr who have done most excellent service to their 
country ; and for upwards of forty years, one has been constantly, the 
Ollier generally, iu ncii\c employ incut; yet those men arc to receive 
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orders for their profossionaJ proceedings fro*n Mr. D. Sir G. W. and Mr. O, 
or any oth«nr letters of the alphabet, as borough convenience demands !-— 
That the B. of A. should at so low an ebb ns not to possess otlicers of 
higher naval rank thnii most of those (Employed at sea, appears to me 
degrading to the service; for it js not quite seemly for jUi'ior rc«:r-admirals 
and captains, call them bv what tirlcs you may, to <. cimand th^se who are 
so superior to them in prolessioiial -'’v-, and, in almost all cases, iir 
abilities of all suits. But for lancl-mrn, wlio arc utterly ignorant of the 
nature of the connnajid of a single ship, to have a inajorily at a Board 
wFiere the discipline, evolutions and positions of our immense fleet are 
drreetedy offers a case, which the Demon of Krror, and the Master Buf- 
foon of absurdity, must have united to produce. Their uniied talents 
could hardly cause a more preposterous or mischievous effecis It would 
take a volume to expose evdry link in this ciinjn of mistakes, but 1 think 
tiie plain pimple Facts are enough to estubliah rny position, that there is a 
necessity for a change ; that mroal men are (he bcU judges of that nj:cessity ; 
and that it is a duty incumbent on them to point It out to the puzeer a here 
redress is easy, respectfully stating the evils ichieh exist, and solemuly r^- 
qutsting that a Naval administration may supcrintchd the affairs of the 
Navy. * 

Perhaps one of our new surveyors, who ig, I believe, a very clever mi*n 
in most respects, but has an immense hobby horse, may one day ride up 
to the Board on his nag in the shape ot'ja four-decker / I think every sea- 
man will immediately inquire, not whether we have do*hs to receive her, as 
those might be made could we find harbours fit for the ntivigaiioii of this 
imitation of the good old bishop’s Krakcn, but where these harbours are to 
be found ? — It would also be well if the ingenious architect was to propose 
a rendezvous to be opened on the coast of Patagonia, ivliicli is probably 
wiiluii the range of Sir J. W.’s gigantic command ; for our liliputian seamen, 
of five feet six or eight inches high, will Cut a small figure iudoed on the 
lower yards of II. M.S. Krakcn, unless a new mode of rigging be adopted, 
and the four^decked be also a four-masted ship. The makers of trusses 
will, however, have good custom, should the plan he adopted, as many 
ruptures would be the certain consequence cverygtime the sails were furled. 

1 mcniion this latter evil ieriously, and as seriously hope that the very able 
projector will give up his plan ; for should he once offer it to the board, and 
prove to the majority that^his ship is neither so large as Westminster Abbey 
or St. Paul's, 1 should not be surprised to sec it adopted, and the foar- 
decker built with all possible haste as a flag-ship for the American station;

Had we, indeed, a uova/ administration for our 
nuval iiiXmSy I haye no doubt butfthat we should long since have known 
the proper tonnage of every class of sliip, j^nd also known how to propor- 
tion the numbers of each chiss ; but there cannot be a greBtetgliioiiuUy 
. t|ian now pre.'sents itself on a view of one of our fleets. We hav?%6toniy 
ships of all sorts ami but we \v\\c first, sicund, and thurd rates, &c. of 
all sorts and sizes, and till we have a pcniiaiiciit Board of A. and a perma« 
nent Board of Naval Architecture, ^ve shall go on trying experiments till 
some fatal Morw brings us to our senses. But All establishtneutfl .die of 
dignity,'* &c. ^r, as I have befoi c quoted. I will only now add my regret, 
that so nmclrdiihcidty e\isls with respect to a riti-nul First Lord. Common 
sci!se seems in this aspect n^ot siippoitcd by ouf expciience, for within my 
ri'collretjijii nothing tolorahlc has occurred when such an a^.poiqtment has 
been tryj'd. Ignorance, impotence, o^‘ tyranny, arc either bitter bad 
iiigicJientb, to propoiulcrale in an ollicor whose situation requires very 
great qualiticiitions to enable him to excel. 1 think 1 could point out some 
fully equal to the task, nuiny tloubtlcss superior to those who have lately 
undertaken it; but I shpuld Ipive little objection to the First Lord being 
practically unucquaiiited with lymtical atfaiisl if all the other Commission- 
ers weie able naval men, The conucctiou with the throne and the council 
board slioutd ceitainly be maintained by a man well vcr.sed in general 
politics. As such, or.r present First Lord may, [ doubt not, be a proper 
person to preside, bail lie a proper Board to preside at; but when shall we 
again see tlie putriuiic ami rnligliicned Luul Spenetr, or the liberal and 
worthy i\Ir.

I llA\'Fi not, owing to a temporary nhsciK c from my usual moorings, 
seen your interesting and valu.iblc publicanoii lor July ijll this day, or 
should have availed my5el|^ of an cailicr p'1->t to notice a letter in it^frtmi 
Bristol, on whicli I beg to olVer a few rcmaiks, should no other correspon- 
dent have already done so. — ^'Hic cpisilc I allude to is from an Iron Gun, 
couched in terms of great disrc'.pcct lowaiiL iu'j hretiiren, and finding fault 
with every thing roiati lit; ihom, c\cn lo li.eir ‘very catering, of which, 

from being one of the f.uiidy, brought to he a good judge, though it may 
iiaturuily be supposed, from the random inamicr of his discharges, that' he 
has, like other vali.int weapons, as well as Iludihrua's Toledo trusty, grown 
rusty or rusticated from vvant of recent service. 

It appears no losucuiious ihsii inconsistent, that the unaccountable 
neglect*' coinphiined of by the i/'on Ona, in the equipment of our navy, 
and in so viral a point, should have existed durinii the la.4t twenty yearst'of, 
her exaltation and tfiiimph ; tlmt Howe, .Sr. Vincfnt, Dcncan, Nelson, 
und pte innumenthlv lax ri of heroes Ihtrir inmortul /rum, ‘should with 
vatiscendairt genius for wav, hidcfatig^.ble zeal for the service of ibcir 
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devoted patriotism as Britons, have all boon insensible of these 
l^reat neglects, now so publicly compiaiiicd of; \id)ici) many of them, when 
at the head of naval afTiiirs, nnViit liave rciiicdiech and which, ii is well 
known, if properly stated to the Admiralty, and ani hen Heated, would 
receive immediate attention f and redress. On the contrary, it may be 
fairl^j^ltferred, that the above great and noble t. \ aracters, as well as the 
majority of the o(Bcci's of the British navy, not only approve, but admit

quest was granted ; and if yon agree with me in opinion of its consequence 
and riftrit, I will thank you, when most coiivciiieiit, to give it a place in 
your publication.

SIR, April 19, 1810. 

1 am so thoroughly con^'nced, that shouVd wc be blessed with such & 
peace as would render the dismantling the grcat&r part of our vast navy 
necessary, while we are so little prepared with the means of properly depo- 
siting either the ships tliemsehcs, or their guns and stores, great delay, 
expense, and confusion would take place ; that 1 cannot avoid pressing you 
to examine most accuiatcly the|^ints you have already replied to in Lord 
Melville’s letter to Mr. Perceval, and your observations on the 15i!i report 
of the Commissioners of Revision, which you say you liad but a short time 
in your possession. Many of tlir circumstances dwelt upon by theCom- 
qjiissioners as most essential, you appear to consider as unimportant; !,and 
^ny regret that authority which stands so high ns yours, should app«0.,::li^ 
fore the public as a check against a measure which nil the naval meitl:)i^s« 
‘met with deem indiiipensably necessary, induces me to take the liberty of 
addressing you. 1 must premise, that Lord Melville’s letter, and 
reply to it, are the only documeuts 1 have seen on the siibjecc, altluNlg^ . 
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tve¥ sirtce its firtt proposnl, a verjr lively interest has been exctted. This 
high interest induced me, tvhile readin|» your observations, to make some 
marginal notds, with the heads of which 1 now intrude upon you. 

Page 3d, Besides the reasons which spring from Hie increased nimgni* 
tude of our navy, I consider that the new or enlarged arsenal at Antwerp^ 
with li^e port and basin at Fluxhingt and the numc. jus (if combined) fleets 
df ffdmnd, Jtumot Sa-eden, and Denmark, offer po-verful inducements to 
have a large fleet always ready to the eastward of the D>wne, with the 
means of quick repair and speedy equipment; and I do not think our pre- 
sent dock -yards at nil equal to the task, uithout referring to the western 
Situations of the largest. 

The. distances of WmlwUh, Deptford^ and Chatham from tlie Sea, with 
the difliculties of the nuiigation, and the necessity of removing the ships 
from these places, render them, 1 conceive, 'Miolly unfit for ihc purpose of 
speedy ^uiprnent. Shcemess, with many faults, is upon the whole well 
calculated for fitting out and afFording slight repairs Co ships Its high us 
64 guns. 

Page 4th, Your ohservaiioti on (he probable increase of expense be- 
yond the estimate, is, 1 think, neatly obviated by the precautions men- 
tioned in Lord !Mclvillc*s letter (page 42)*; and* I should conceive that 
Norlhjlcct might be adequately fortified, at a much smaller ev^tensc than 
Chatham bus Uen, and the foriificaiioiis prove of more general utility as a 
guard to the capital. * ^ 

With regard to the expense, it is to be considered, that although the 
plan of an nr’aoiial upon the most adequate, extended, and comprehensive 
tysCcm should be fiist laid dovvii, and the most strict attention paid that 
each minute part that may be executed should form its exact proportion 
and use to whole, yet, with the cxcc/ition of the basin, in which 

sliip.s are to be laid up in ordinary, 1 sliq^ild think that expe'isc might only 
be incurred uX. Norlhjlcvt, while it is curtailed at Deptford and Woolwicki 
and the transferring or sale of the inateruiU of these latter places, might be 
no inconsiderable help to the gradual rise of the former ; and that the 
work might proceed in a vwy eiliciciit way, ^without annual lilxcS to s«> 
.large an uinouiit as 00i\000/. 

Page olh, Mucii may certainly be* done by mechnn>cul adaptions in our 
old yards, but vast are the advantages of a systematic arrangement from 
the begiiuiiiig. * * • 

That the anchors and cables made in t||^e royal yards are greatly superior 
in qurdity, there is, I believe, no doubt; and the superiority of King*s * 
bmlc (as they are called) to coiilmct-built ships is, I think, ns evident, 
l^erlvaps, Sir, if the first cost, tht expense of moving tliem with jury-masw 
and partial stores to the places of equipment, thoir speedy need of repairs, 
&e.&c. arc all taken into consideration, a contract- built ship is cent, 
ccni. dearer than the other.

Ptigd7th, Material advantages may rertaitily be gained in our present 
*d^ck< yards, but in a comparatively small degree to what is wanted, 

Bth, The depth of wjitet, at Ptpmou^ ia *o g'Jod, that every 
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possible shention should he paid to keep that dock-yard al«ra^‘ M 
purpose of short repairs. It is matter for serious regret, to see a ship l^hts 
a year or more in n dock capable of receiving a lioe-of-battle ship with all 
her stores in. Evro with onr present power, simplicity of arrohgmieiit, 
and the most u-^crul adaptation of means their best eiids^ would be of 
vast benefit, and is much wanted. 

If the Sound was convertell into a good roadstead, which 1 believe it 
easily might, what a noble port would Pl^tnmUh then be for the western 
fleet. 

Ptfge ^th. The magnificent roadstead of Spithend alone gives Pnrts^ 
mouth any advantage above Plj/monfh, and the deepening the bar at the 
spit should ino<«t assuredly be attended to. 

Page nth! I have never seen the report cf the Commissioners here 
mentioned ; but by the decUn,*. of tlic dock-yards, I conchnle n comparative 
cledinc is alone meant, except in those instances where the depth of 
water is decreasing. With respect to the 23 acres added to the dock'vard 
at Portsmouth^ 1 must observ'e, liint 1 believe the whole of that space was 
taken from the harbour, and of course 23 acres of tide excluded ; the 
iinprovernent of the yard, therefore, has taken place to the detriment of 
the harbour; ns it is, 1 helio^'o, allowed, that, in all tide harbours, such 
encroachments tend to shoal tho«watcr. 


Page \Qlh. Your remark on the C‘ff.'ct of copper keeping ships longer 
without wanting docking is true, but it does not make Jess space necessary 
for laying them \ip in*tinie of peace; and the number of ships is increased 
in a mucli greater proportion than the use of copper has reduced the ne- 
cessity of dAcks. 

Page Wih. I doubt not the correctness of the comparatit'c heights of

found near our present dock-yar it will appear on inquiry, tliat 
many of our ships were laid up in mqch too shallow wntef, andj 
Channels, ou former occasions. In the Medmy, I have often

possible ; and in alf cases \vhere ships arc moored liead and sterrf

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h^rd of the vvatcr-in the 2feda;ay having been found prejudicial to 
copper. , . . 

Page 16/A* I should very much object to ships being laid up at a dis« 
taiice ^tn the dock yards where they arc to be equipped. Their l>eing 
moved about under jury* rnas^, as it were from cheir tovvii to their country 
residence and back again, is tedious, very exp' s'sive, and tlicse nume- 
rous tittle deputy ports would lead cither to heavy charges for tlieir s^'cu- 
'rity, or gj«at risk of the safely of the ships. At one of the places here 
tneiitioned, I should much like to »>ec a building yard estahli.shcd. It 
would be much better ttian adding to the number of slips iii our present 
dock-yards ; and in these 1 believe most of our new ships are buiU, in a 
direction from cast to l^cst nearly, by which means one sule has the whole 
south sun, the other only a small portion, morning and«\ening, in the 
suinmcr. Iknce, perhaps, it proceeds, thi»i most ships are in some degrtc 
iiiieqtini in their sides, botli as to space and weight, and arc unequally 
seasoned. ^ 

I deem tlic situation of our nrsonaU being on the generally leeward side 
of the harbour or river, to be a Cfitisidoraiion of vast importance, and of 
most material injury. The wear and tear of jetties, the strain on the flood 
gates, the chafing of ships against the *«harfs| the damage to boats and 
other small craft, and tlie circumstance,* that by these means, the boats 
which go ofl* loaded witli stores have to pull against wind and sea, while 
the light boats have n fair wind, w'hich, comparatuely, they do not need. 

Page I apprehend the expense of enrryinj stores to a distance to 

he X'cry gient. 'fheso vessels and their crews are admirably adapted 
for tlie purpose of snuijigling liquo**, and assisting dc«'ertioii. If they 
were not wanted, their crews might also he employed in more useful 
labours. • 

Page \0th. Ftihnoufh is undoubtedly most ‘nnaccountubly neglected. I 
know it wtdl, and have alw'jus considered its fate as most s'.riguiar. Yon, 
Sir, seem well aware of its importance. Thjfl part called St. Just pool 
might he made into an excellent harbour, at a small coniji.irative expense. 
Ships sailing from moorings rfuste.ad of their own nncliors, would lun none 
of the small risks now talked of. The Maiarfes might pos^ibly be made 
into an island, and the andUbrage * outride the Casfle is iienrly ns good us 
Uorbay in westerly wdnds. Ic certainly is further to beat rr^uiui the 
Liifird than the Berry Head, if caught by a S.f^. gale, hut there is ample 
fptlde, and good tides. Nor should Halford^ as well ns Fuluiout/if beings 
under the lee, he forgotten. 

Page 21st, You do not seem impressed with the consequence of the 
fuggestion of the mode of returning stores in the proposed plan. If each 

i f wlien paid off, could have alt her stores placed 111 order ready to 
Bheni on board again when brclercd for service, vast saving of expense, 
acceleration t4' .equipment would take place. Infinite roguery 
idulso be prevented. The siKires of the ships oj' th« Danish navy used, 
iilieve, to be thus deposited. It ims been objectcrl, that vast space of 
iiog would be requisite ; but when wc coubidcr into wimt a stnoU com* 
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pass the stores of a ship nre cbmpressed when abroad, t ippr^tfeiid thail' 
good arriingement mi;;ht easily provide for each |hip^ which is fit for imitte*' 
diate service, having a separate store. 

1 do not doubt. Sis, but that as much despatch, as possible Bali beef! 
used both at Porfsmouik and elsewhere; that'is, the officers aiid lA^n both 
of the ships and dock-yards have been full of energy, but it does not follow 
but that better arrangements might have produced a quicker result. Yotf- 
would be surprised to hear how many miles men and officers have walked 
in a day when drawing stores, in consequence of the inartificial arrange*' 
men t of the oftierrs atid storehouses.

H a VINO in some of your forinor numbers aitc;in)>io(J to draw the 
attention of your readers (amongst whom l^hopod ihere would be 
some who have scats at the I^oard of Admiralty) to the caplure of our 
frigates and sloops, by sliips rated by the Americans of the s;ime class, 
alihougli fur superior in every respect, I have now the moa sincere plea- 
sure in congratulating you unci them on the lafe brilliant, and ceiiaiiily un- 
precedented action of tin* Shsuinoii and Chcs^pealvc, w here Ijntish valour, 
shill, and discipline (winch never shonc^nioie conspicuous, m the course 
of a few minutes wrested the palm of victory from the brow .of the enemy, 
nnd the proud old British Union waved over M deserted colouis of out 
brave, but too highly elated foe. Here llic ships were equally matched, 
and here Britons struck lioirz?^ I doubt not, Hic example set by the gallant 
Broke and his crew \vill be henceforth gciferally followed, and that we 
shAll not again liave to record the capture of more frigates, w hich was, iu 
mj opinion, owing very much to its being impossible for the captain to 
lay them alongside the enemy, as was evidently the intention of them all, 
fr(Mi\ the loss of their masts. I am happy to see that the officers of the 
Shannon have met with that reward they so well deserved, and that their' 
promotion was so immediately attended to. T hope their gallant leader Aar 
not, will not be neglected ; he has, no doubt, received a medal. I think ha 
is well entitled to n ribbon, and a liue-of-battle ship, to which his seniority 
^ claim. * 

' .'tifwas not a little surprised to observe the promotion of the first lieute* 

' ijiiSi'of the Java, to be a coinmarfder, whicii I beJieze lie well merits; but 
; 4^1 more than the first lieutenants of the jMacedonian and Guerriere ; the 
' circumstance of the foil of his captain could not of itself give him a 
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preferable title, especially as the others are most deserving excellent 
officers, and must feel themselves neglected ill used, if denied that 
rank tvhich Captain Chads has so deservedly attained. It is now, Mr. 
Editor, with no small degree of pleasure, I come tu remark on the unex- 
ampled degree of energy shewn by the Adii^raliy Board, in Uie building, 
equipping, and briiigiui' forward so quickly for service, the new frigates, 
several of them very heavy ones ; it is not yet eight munths since they were 
contracted for; half of them are now at sea, fully manned, and well com- 
manded; the rest are fitting, or ready to launch : tills is surely highly cre- 
ditable to the Board, as is their determination tu build several more, 
exactly on the model of tiie largest class of American frigates; having 
reconiinendcd this some lime ago, 1 do feci gratified that it is tu be carried 
into eilectj bring satisfied it is necessary to preserve our naval pre- 
eminence, and that the pro t^mpot'C scheme, of cutting down our 7Vs to 
make razees or mules, was a waste of our ships, and onij calculated to 
serve (and badly too) until the proficr size of frigate^ could be built. 1 am 
the rnoi'e disposed to condemn this plan (had it not been one of necessity), 
as several good 74‘gun ships have been broke down to he converted into 
razees; the Saturn is one : 1 hope the others in linnd will now be repaired 
according to their original class, as wc have full force at present in every 
quarter to watch, capture, and destroy Jonailian’s ships; and this force 
will be continually increasing, as many of our frigates and linC'or-battle 
ships are under repair, and will boon be lit for commission. It may not bo 
improper iiere to hear Usiiiiioiiy to the high sense I enteituin of the useful- 
ness and propriety of the remarks and suggestions offercil in several of 
your last numbers by an Iron Gun, relative to weight of metal and shot, 
as w'ell os to Captain '1 Vcniletfs letter on the same subject : both are well 
worth the utcericirm of those who direct und superintend the outfit of ships, 
MS well as of every oftice r of the navy.

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" In liie Ei-Ropean Mao^ihe for Angn^t, IR<)0 (pa^e 85), ismcntiort^fd 
iho same circumstance; and lilvcivise, that from the Madras Couriers of the 
Sflst and 48th of January, 1795, it sh&uld seem that the ships, Duke of 
,Chftrence, Captain Hayes, and Duchess, Captain Court, having sailed fr^h 
Bengal on a secret expedition, passed througi the Straits iiou' called 
'fiuas'a, and which was named by Captain Hayes, PruenS Strait ; but the 
ecpouuts given by tiiese captains diiTcring so matenully os to its breadth, 
one saying it was only 3 leagues w‘de, and the other stating il to be e 
degree' and a half, and there being no r^a] proof chat they nad passed 
:^irough this strait, the assertion is considered to he false. 

As I have heard various doubts about who the navigator was that firtt 
discovered, and passed through the Strait which divides Nc*v Holland front 
Vail Diemen's Land, I give the following sveonnt, lately received from a 
person Avho acrunily attended a Mr. Bass on his voyage of discovery. He 
says — If is "'dl known that Mr. Bass, formerly a surgeon of thg royal navy, 
was the navigator who first discovered the Strait that divides Van 
Diemen’s Land from New Hoihiud, and which now bears his name. He 
was a man possessing very great strength of mind, and of a strong robust 
habit, fond of enterprise, uud despising ganger, in any shape. !lis 
visit to Now Holland was'in TJ. M.S. Reliance, with his brotlicr-in- law, 
Captain Waterhouse. It is presumed, that the inactive life of a surgeon 
did not accord with the lively enthusiastic spirit 'which seemed to have 
had possession oDiis mind. He therefore quitted the naval seri’ice for the 
express purpose of exploring those lands, but little known : however, his 
ardour for such pursuits appears to have abated considerably, from the 
eircumstance of his not having, or being provided with the meai:s equal to 
Jus wishes i'or the execution of such enterprises ; therefore, it will not be a 
iTinlter of wonder, that he was, though reluctantly, persuaded to relinquish 
bis projects, and turn his mind to tradir.* Mr. Bass first cor<.'civ«d the idea 
of New Holland being divided, by obscrviiur, ii^cverai excursions, a coiw 
stant swell setting from the westward, through what was then euitsidcred

I N your number for June, 1 was glad to f.nd a few very sensible and 
pertinent remarks from a Correspondent who signs himself Albion,t on 
the evident necessity there appears for holding out greater and more sufH* 
cient inducements to numerous and so highly useful classes of petty 
plEccrs employed in the navy ; they are the sinews of our naval strength ; 
it is they who form our able seamen, ns non-commissioned officers in the 
army form our steady soldiers; and while all allow their merit and their 
^airn to encouragement, it is truly wonderful that it has so long been de* 
laved or ncgU’Ctcd. M’ow, however, they have something to hope for ; 
neces.^ity (and 1 blush for the country, that brave and meritorious men 
should, through neci^sity alone, receive an adequate reward fur their 
labour^) must now lead our naval advisers to consider how they can best 
prevent so many of our prime seamen from entering into the service of our 
enemies. I mean into that of the Americanist who hold out sucti induce- 
lAents us cannot fail to prove resistless to men who have served jjcrhaps 
long and zealously without adequate regard, or other prospect than that of 
continuing in their present station until no longer fft for service. The

At the present period, we are peculiarly in want of men for tU« 
deet; idany additional ships have bc^n lately put into cominlsiiion, and a 
larger complement allotted for our frigates. It is surety then of importance 
to hold out incitements to procure them, as far can be prudently done, 
witiioiit entailing on the country a terv great additional expense ; but t 
think the object in view might be easily attained, at an expense which, 
although of some magnitude, the co^nury would never feci, and which t 
am certain the people of England uould most willingly pay. Where, t 
ask, could the national revenue be more pro[>crIy bestowed ? Let, then, 
tin’s necessary work be no lotigcr delayed ; let ihc class of petty olficcrs iii 
t!)e navy be increased in numbers, and their wages or pi/^aised according 
to tfie number of years they have Server! ; ipdeed, in my </piuinn, it would 
be ino^t desirable to increase the pay in the navy generally, according to 
the terms of service ; after five years to he rai ded one tliird, j^fter ten, onis 
hall, and so on. Nor will it he imagined that this is too much, when you 
coiipidcr, that these mm find no ontion but to serve ; it is truc', it is their 
King and Country ihey serve, and this they will do cl)cert‘ull> and heartily 
for a time; it is only wlien the wur continyoH as at present lor such a num* 
her ol' years, us to deprive* them of the beneficial services to f/irmsehes, 
the host [)friod of ihcir lives, tluxt it bt comes irksome and tiresome tto 
tlicoi ; and it is to rew’ard and acknjowlcdgc this sacrifice (for such I mam* 
tain it l^), that 1 now come forward to request a* proper cotisideralion of 
the subject from those in power: in doing this, I ask nothing more than 
is already granted to the army.

These 
Siiggf siions, Mr. Editor, are merely intended as outlines of a plan of mne* 
lioralion, which [ hope to live to see Carried into effect, whether by the 
present Hoard of Admiralty, or some siK ceejjing one, bare I am they 
must have, as they will.descrve, the gratitude and thanks of the noble 
fellows, whose exertions they direct, whose achievements lAe^ should 
reward. *• 

In my last letter I Vneutioned, that 1 believed the Board of Admiralty 
had more business than they could properly manage, and proposed the 
A^iuoii of at) .auxilary Ijoard. I have since learned, that with respect to 
t\\i' bull ding ah'd repairing of ships, the Coinniissioiiers of the Nawy hav« 
tlie sole charge, subject only to the approval of the Admiralty ; hut cun-„ 
sideling the scale to which our navy is now raised, I am afraid little aitP 
from them is to he expected ; the duties of their own department will be 
quite sufficient, especially as* only half of them are naval cliaracters. 
What I mean, is a i5oard of Revision, or Improvctnent, to devise, or>nsider, 
mature, and report subjecis of inhprovoniciit, whether originating with

A liTflOlJGII tlie system of blockading the principal ports of* her mari^ 
time Onciiiics, 'has been in some measure successfully adopted by 
Great Britain ; yet the furming of a plan to -blockade an extent of coast 
doe?^ not appear to have suggested itself as a practicable effort. If such" a 
measure could he executed with any tolerable degree of certainty^ tht: 
advantages must be apparent, if the space invested be the haunt of nume<» 
rous privateers and vessels of war, that issue forth to attack her commerce ; 
and especially, if, added to this consideration, it be also the resort of com-^ 
mcrcc carried on by any of her enemies. 

That an object of such magnitude would be liable to interruptions in the 
execution, inusl be acknovvlcdged ; nevertheless, i^must also be allowed to 
comprehend jnirticul.ir acivanihges. 1 shall, therefore, p-'occed to explain 
in what manner it may be effected. ' 

When oitward-boBiul fleets are on the point of sailing, or convoys ex- 
pected from distant parts, the rruizors sailing at such times from the ports 
of France, have been but too sucxcsbful in making captures, notwithsunid- 
iiig our numerous cruizers employed in looking after them. lUit if inany 
of these crui/ers, at such limes, had been urpanged in connection, icady 
tor offence and defence, it is wry probable, that such crur/ers wouhl havo 
suffered so severely, as to liavc rendered this inode of waiiare far more 
hazardous tlinn it is at present, bendos culling otY their captures. 

Let it be supposed that a valuable fleet is about sailing into (he 
Atlantic; or that one is expected from that ocean ; how is it possible to 
guard all the French coast along the I3:iy of Biscay, so that cruisers and 
ibcir captures may have little chance of escaping? 

In considering the projiosltioii without a plan, it maybe thought that it 
would require a \ast lux^al force ti>tffect such a purpose ; but when viewed, 
as reduced to a syfren, ^much of the imagined ditbculry disappears. 

From Ubhant to Cape OrtegnI, the distance is about 9P leagues; sup- 
pose a vessel slatif)ned tlirec or four leagues from Ushant, and so n cham 
continued in the line of ^bearing of Capb Ortcgal, which is ne.arly 
S.S.W. J W. each ship, or vessel, at three leagues* distance, to wiiliin the 
same distance of the southern Cape* this wonld require tkirt^^ouc shtps 
and vesach of u'tr ; and the arrangement would be as exhibited in the 
sketch annexed (sec p.C08*) T n executing such a plan, il would not necessary 
that the vessels should he nil frigates, or even sloops Iff war ; yet every other 
'^alternate vessel ought to be of force, ready to assist against a superior 
enemy. Bciw-een two frigates might be placed a sloop of war, an armed 
brig, 'or a cutter ; and on the nppear.'fnce of any number of hostile 
cruizers, part of the chain could soonjdraw together by signal to make heac< 
auaiiist them. A line of ships ancIffiKseis of war thus stationed, would 
pruvf R formidable barrier against Imizers issuing from ports in the Bay of 
^Kseay ; the greittesf distance any vcsse| could pass in huzy weather, or 
during night, would be four miks and a half ; and this distance would be 
altogether accidental. 

In dear weather, a signal might be cbinrtmnlcated from Ushitilt to<Cepo 
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Ortegal in ii short time. If something similar had been practised when 
squadrons of the enemy were expected to sail on distant services^ they 
could not have passed 'vitliout bcin^ observed, and their situation coinn^- 
uicated to the commandcr-in-chief off Brest, or any oflier of the naval stH« 
tions in tlie Bay. 

Should it be said, that such an arrangement wnuld be liable to many 
objections, on account of blowing and hazy wccuLor, when the vessels 
would 1)6 uncertain of their real situation with respect to eacirother, and 
be unable to keep their proper stations ; it is answcicd, tho same uhjec* 
tions apply to every naval operation, particularly those eml)ra<'ing objects 
of magnitude and extension. Ships of war cannot be expected to keep 
post like a body of troops on the land ; during ha/.y wealjjer they cannot 
ascertain their positiuin! like inilitnrv bodies directed by fixed objects at 
hand but they ran <lo all that can he reasonahiy expected from good 
seamen and navigators ; and that is all men will require who are converjaiiC 
in naval affairs^ * 

If a line, thus formed, were only in very indifferent order at the season 
when large and valuable ronvoys were expected from the West Indies, or 
any other quarter, the difficulty the enemy’s cruizers would find in getting 
into the ocean from the P^ay of Ihscny, or from* the ocean into the Bay, 
must he apparent to every iiiipartin) mind. In the night the danger might 
he as great as in the day, on account of the probability of falling ou one 
side of the intermediate spaces. The same might be olitorved of thcdnii* 
gcr rinring hazy weather, as the vei^sels could nut ho oo disunited as not to 
admit of a gre^at probability ofmany of those belonging Lo the enemy, whether 
cruirers or captures, coining in view. 

When by cliasc any part of the arrangement might be broken for a 
time, the other vessels slmuld continue in ih*cir proper stations, or extend 
their distances two or three miles to filkup the vacancy, as otherwise some 
hostile vessel might puss uimuticcd. To pievcmt a great opening being left, 
not above two vessels should chase at a timt^unlc^s the object were of 
magnitude. When no prohabiiity appeared of closing wtih the chase, it 
otight to he immediately relhiquishcd. ^ 

On the return of any vessel thus drawn off, or on the c ienriiig a^vuy of 
thick hazy weather, tiicre could be no difficulty in a^cu-ininiug on what 
part of the line such ves.sel had fallen, or the poMiioiis of ihu whole j as by 
anfmmedjate display of number signals, each i»liewiiig tliat of iier station, 
the discovery would jifae at oncc^mado, one being next to Ushaiu, and soon 
to thirty-one off Cape OrtegaU If fifteen and si.\iceu were to chase, cirhq^ 
towards the coast or the ocean, on their return to the line, waiiuut de- 
pending on the knowledge of any vessel by sight, by shewing their numbers, 
J5 and 16, and seeing them answered by 10 or 18, they would immediately 
ascertain their position, and thc c(;| | fe to their proper stations. This line 
could not be supposed to preclude enters from being employed in harassing 
and capturing the enemy on lijs (fnast. • i 

The adopting of such a measure might, perliaps, be found more 
pious in cooping up the enemy, ilmii any that has yet been practised. And 
longrpraciis^ modes luwe been proved to full far *511011 of expectation, 
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by ube experience of many yean, clearly purchased, why should not othei^ 
be ei^cutcd by way of expenmenc ? If, indeed, the mind of man if 
arrived at its ne plus ultra in naval Cactics, if it is to be chained down by 
the belief that iiociifng new can be discovered, then indeed cli^ country 
ought to sit down contented under nil her losses and disusu-rsas remediless^ 
but until this can be proved by the testimony of experience, she bsis m 
right to expect that her power shall he tried in all possible shapes for her 
beneht, and not to be fettered by old prejudices, which time has established 
into overbearing assumptions, lias not the mode of warfare of fleets un« 
dergonc a modem r^voliirion ' Wliat has been the consequence of the 
12th of April, 1732? L»;t the battles of the first of June, 1794, of 
Aboukir, and 7’rafalgar, bear witness. It once have been thought 

the height of arrogance, a^id during ignorance, t(^ ivwe proposed any such 
Ipoiles of attack. ^ 

When it was intended to execute such a plan, it might be necessary that 
those to 1)0 cniphiyed on the service should have no knowledge of the 
intention, until in a aituation whence it could ivit be communicated to the 
public, and so to the enemy, who would be particnlaily guarded when 
it was known that such an ariangcMiient was to take place. 

If must not he supposed this precaution alludes to those in the service, 
olliorwise than by incaulioiisly communicating such iiiforuatioii ; by 
wliicli means it might find its way into the public prints, which always give 
the manmne enemies, of Great Ilritaio, near hop, timely notice when 
ci)n\<»\s iiK'io sail, or arc expected, and cvciy likely operation of her 
and sqtiMdronv, A souice of infopination to an enemy, pregnant with 
grejwer cviis I'lan n.ay he itii.iaincd, and which the benefit of the country 
certainly ref|!iJrrs to be in a great dcirice restnnneil. 

A sqii.idnui misilif be sent* to sea with sc.ilcil orders, to open them in 
such a latiiiide and ii*iigitudc, diriv.'ting it to chU'ikI itsiif northward from 
Cape Onegal, and ai iher at the same time >n like manner from Usiiant 
southv'aid; and if the niiVt.^icrs were not c* m|jlcte, it could he filled up in 
a few (lays, all having ihcir numbers particularly specified ; and therefore 
rlicre could he in) .iiisiako of^.staiimi. To prvvcnt the eiieniy having any 
knowUdgc from appearance, tliose next the land* might he placed at a 
greater disiahn?, or to ciiii/c oO\ind o^i, as at other limes. 

Opposite the enemy’s naval ports ought to be ships of force, and the 5 
first nun)l)crs might be uei^iipicd by ships and vessels'' attached to the Chan- 
nel Fleer 

„ Were ihe blockade designed to be continued for any considerable time, 
the vessels to compose the line could be idctualled accordingly ; or a plan 
of relief inighL be necessary, which would take about twelve inure in 
number. After the first had been stationed six weeks or two inoiubs, 
relieve the twelve next Cape Oriegal; iti a foriniglit ilicsc may be sup- 
posed ready to relieve the next twelve ; then tl)Cl^e vvouid only remain the 
SIX next to I'Miant^ which could be done occasiorinliv, more especially if 
tlicy 'wcre cliicfly attached to the squadron designed to cruize off Brest. 
’I'bns the whole might be relieved every nine or ten weeks ; or in a shoriei 
pcriml, if judged nerc-iaary. 
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It mi^ht be objected, that the numbe-r ttf ships nnd Yessela of waric^ 
Would require, could uut well be spared ; but surely the inu^iiitude of the 
object outfit to lie allowed coiisiderubic weight ; nnd vuire so a'^ ic would . 
now rend^ the American commerce eitreriicly hnzanluus. it iT)ii;hc^ 
however, be asked, whether a portion of the Briti^-' navy could be in any 
manner more beneficially employed fur the advantage of the country ? It 
w'ould require, including the number meiuioncd for relief, about the 
eighteenth part of the ships and vessels of war in commission, employed,, 
or designed for active service. 

The whole coast of France might be thus blockadcdt From Ushant to 
Calais is about 102 leagues ; but Jersey and tJuernsey lying in the track, 
about 23 vessels would he sufficient. From Calais to the Elhcjlhe distance is 
about 100 leagued, and at four leagues disiuncc fioin eacli oiiier (as well 
as those Ualiant to Cnlai'-), would require 24, As the greater part of 
the 47 between Ushant and tlie F.lbc would be near our uwn puiis, their 
relief could be effecttMl by about l(i more; thus requiring about the 7th 
part of the British navy to blockade our eneiny\ coast from Cape OrtegaL 
to the tibe. Appearances at present gi\c the nations ofFuaipc reason to 
hope, that such an extent of sea-coast will kot long icnsaiii under the con- 
trol of one gigantic power. 

But without grasping at such an immense object, it will appear that it 
is practicablo to blockade tlie Bay «if Biscay, or even u greater extent of 
coast, witli a small part of the British naval ffiicc in commission. Tiiii* 
system could be truiisfcricd Ironi one place to another, as existing ^circum- 
stances might require. 

If someihing similar bad been adopted oit tlic American ports, where 
their navy frequent, could they have reigned so lorg without chasiisciiient ? 

What might be the ctlects or' such an ^irrangemeiit on an niipiirtant ex- 
tent of an enemy'a coast, cannot be truly ascertained, unless cxj^erimentaily 
put in execution; but pci haps its beneficial r 8?Tsequeiices might prove 
more than imagined, and give privateering a more fatal blow than uny it 
Las yet received, ,, 

That a part of the Britisli i'lavy could be better employed may appear 
doubtful ; as the arrangement comprises in itself tnc advaiitug# of several 
detached squadrons ; and command.') a space of sea to wliicli, accoi diiig to 
the general mode of rruizing, they are altogether inadequate, although 
their aggre^gate number may be equal. 

The advantages of thus conimandiug the Hay of Biscay at particular times 
are so manifest, that it would be supcrlluoua to add more upon the subject. 
While this was effected, a line reaching from the Lizard to Ushant w'ould 
prevent any cruizers from entering, or getting out of, the Channel of 
England. 

The distance being about thirty-onS^ leagues, and the ships and vessels 
being stationed within two leagues cf each other, wou|d require about 14, 
which wou}d' leave very little probability of any hostile vesseL, or tlieir 
captures, passing the space, unless cf superior force. Man cannot, indeed, 
Miuraand the eJemeuts ; aud a ku!c of wind might, at times, cause cb« 
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jipace to be left part]) open ; iNit in general it would bi impassable buti^ 
^euperior force. , .A 

If this last measuVe liad been pot in execution during fortner warsi glwt 
advautai>,es would have been derived from it. The vicinity oftbe secure 
biirbour of Falmouth, to the Lizard and Bay of Biscay^ would render the 
plan rnuch easier in execution, tlian if the vessels iiad to run further east* 
ward for supplies, nr in any exigency that might occur, which obliged them 
to seek refuge in j.ort. 

Should the French privateers, to evade the line, run further into the 
ocean, it could be suddenly transferred to the suspected haunt, stretching 
itself on a given meridian from one prescribed latiinde to another. When 
the Baltic fleets are expected, home, a line ci>uld be extcotled from Flam- 
boro* Head 10 the Elbe, or in any other manner that might be ju^lged safe 
and beneficial. J. M.

on hoard, excepting tlie case intended for the lust discliurges from guns and 
carrenadcs on the qii:irter>deck, &c. previous to boarding These ca^ea; 
lieing considerably lons:cr, will be easily distinguished from the tier case. 
However, all case should be iiifiA’ked with paint on the canister ; describing 
what naitirc of ordnance it is intended for, jas well as ti e numbei and 
description of shot contained in tfiem, which would prevent mistakes.

Thei^ 'storms' have been known to happen in every month of the year, 
except January; February, March, and April : but have schWm been c^- 
peri^nced severe in May, November, or t)ecember. The period most 
liable to thein is the autumnal cqtiinox^^ more particularly if the change of 
the moon coincides therewith, lliis Ciise occurred in four dilleront sea- 
sons and ill tlirre different years )iuve,bbips been dismasted by Ty*fijiohgs 
on the coast of Cliiua, one of the later instances occturiiig on the night of 
September 121st. In 179S, on loth September, a Ty-foong did coiisidor- 
able damage. In 1802, uhout the 15th September, the Nautilus, of Cal* 
cutta, and a Spanish frigate, were lost near the J.?ma isles. Fortunately, 
tlie utmost violence pf a storm ut this kind soon sul)^ides ; but gales of wind 
sometimes blow from the N.K. quarter stcailily l\)r several days, in Scpteni* 
her and October, near Uic coast of Cluna ; thc'sc, liowcver, are not fre- 
quent. During some veal's there is no 'ry*funng on thin coast; at other 
times two, and even three, have been feh i/i the same year. Near the 
coast of Cocliin Cliiun, or between it and the island ' IJai-n^iin, from lati- 
•ndc 14** N. to 10^, gales arc cxpeiiciieed, ^v!ltch commciKc from the 
N.W. quarter out of the gulf of Ton-kin ; these blow sevciely, with d.uk 
weather, and a deluge of rain : from ahoiii N.X.W. ihry veer to S.W. and 
even southward, whore they abate. On tlic^\cbt coast of I.ui:otji.a, or near 
Cape Bohiiao, in St'pieinber, October, November, gales are someliincs 
known ; they mostly commence from N.X.W, to N.W. veciing and abating 
much in the same w'ay, w;lii hemy fails oi rain, and a turbulent, cross s<‘u. 

Tim prognostic of a Ty-foong, described iii tl)p 1 >irectory, namely, a rod 
appearance in the clouds, is not a good criterion by which to judge ; be* 
cau«e a hazy atiiiosplierc preventing a distant view of the land, generally 
prevails in medium weather oii^ these coasts. Often at the rising and setting 
of tlie sun, particularly the latter, the clouds all around, especially those 
dpposite the luminary, are tihgod by rejected li;£lit with a heavy red, in 
lettled weather. This appearance luts been mistakcii os ap indication of 
a Ty-fofiig. Neither is an irregular swell ft sure warning, for such fre- 
quently prevails on the coast, when the weather near it is nbt unpleasant. 
But when the summits of the hills orisjauds arc enveloped in deep black 
clouds, w'hilc the horizon U clqar isi some places, then there is some irregu* 
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larity in the atmospliere. Ty-foongt, however, cannot be said to be pre« 
ceded bj any cercaia iign<. The best mechud to antiripate the<^ celebrated 
aiorifta, ts to attend cuiefully to the mirine barometer. In ld04, on 21st 
July, when proceeding by die inner channel to China, and passing from 
the coasts of Cochiti>Cliina eci'osa the gnif of Ton-kin, in latitude 18^ N. 
the mercury fell considerably more than might be expected so near the tro- 
pic of Cnocer, before tlie rommrncenient of a gale from W.N VV. and 
during the storm in a marine b«iromelGr (by Troughton) it fell from 29> 
65 U> 

Afthciogh it has been ob^ervtd that the months most liable toTy foongs 
are Augaat, September, October, implicic ron6rlence is not due to such 
observati<in * for during several years preceding 1803, the severest Ty-foongs 
liappened in Jufic and July< t

If. K. il. the Piikc of Yoik at Valenciennes, Dunkirk, iH:c. : he was con- 
fined for debt, had bten in eighteen months, and did nor expect to he libe- 
rated for six montiis longer ; lie tippr^ared lo be vei}’ much surprised at the 
Bavaiianb using me so harblily, and after condol ng w lib me a iitilo, rtiired. 

On the ihirtAinth inonyng, at day-break, tlid giolor appeared, with 
breakfast, mid my dotin g, ancf informed me, I was msuiiuty to pi i pare fo^ 
my journey back into I'lMiice ; my escort would be at ‘the door ih a few 
minutes. 11« begged I would keep up my spit its, &c. I ns.st|jprd him, I 
was well pleased ai the inforniatiun, and in being removed from so solitary 
a habitation. I certainly riicrished the hope of escaping on tiic road back^ 
(not Imagining that [ should l^e treated us a ciiinivuil going to he executed). 
I had scarcely MUillow-cd my brrAkfast, wlitu I’vo nidltary men were sheivn 
ititomy apartnn||||; the foremost holding iii bi^ bands an immense iron chain? 
^backics, and a large padlock ; the sight of this apparatus destroyed every 
hbjie that had before prcscnicd itself \Viili icspect to my getting off: how- 
ever, I protended to take no notice. I'his man spoko a little Trench— 
^Alurcd me civilly, and asked, “If I was pifjiarcd?’^ — “ Yes,^* said I, 
** perfeetty so/' — “ I ain sorry," usuincd he, “ to be under the necessity 
of using these inarlnnes; it is the commandant’s orders; and as you aie an 
officer yourself, 1 need not observe how lu'ccssai y it is to obey the orders 
of n superior; wc nre two brothei*s^of the volimterr corps (if this town, 
chosen on purpose to re-cor.<liict you to France, lest you might have been 
ill treated by soldiers of iWi^ine." 1 told him they were excessively kind ; 
ahd desired tlicra to p^bcccd and do llicir duly; that wlial f siifrered was 
no dishonour^ me ; it was for rny country, and f gloried in it ! The 
connnandaiuwccrctary now joined the party ; hi* expressed his satisfaction 
at his brothers being appointed to eseprt ine. I pointed out to him the 
druelty of putting so enormous n chain upon «ny human creature ; he 
replied, you liave so often escaped, Sir (even fioin. the gend’ariiieiie of 
li’rtincc,* and those arc volunteers (^nly), that tlic coiq^andant thinks it 
very nei^ssary: we have no small chains. There is a carriage ordered to 
trauspdyt ybn, consequently the inconvenience will not be so great. A little 
ffiorb palaver followed; and my right arm ^nd lct\ teg were chained toge- 
ther, with tbc large padlock, &c. as before ubserved. 1 was then carried 
to the gaol door, where there was an immense concourse of people to be- 
hold tile uiifortuimtc stranger thus decorated. I took nn affectionate leave 
of the old woman (wiip was crying the wliole time), and of her husband ; 
and, with the aid of my guards, was placed in thecariiage, one of tlicm 
oh each side, it was an open kind of gig, 'drawn tty two horses; they 
gftve their orders to the postilion, and away (hey drove. 

lu passing tlirough thef bCrcetS| the windows were crowded w^th spcetti- 
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tors» wishing my guards a pleasant excursiun, and safe return from France, 
as jf they had been bt>u»d to the most niuote part oi the globe. . NVe no 
sooner quitted the town, than they^exaruined their pieces, primed and 
loaded them : I observed they were rifle guns. 

Ac noon wc stopped to change horses at a sniati town that^ I had passed 
through but a few days before, lltey helped me out, atid permitted .me 
IP lean on them as I went up stairs : from the weight of the irons, it was 
impossible I could mount otherwise. Our carriage and postilion were also 
shii'ted ; and T found the vehicle carried icticis, lVi:. also. Although, as I 
have before observed, one of luy escort spoke FrfMuli, fiom the depressed 
state of iny spirit^, 1 entered into little or no conveiSMiion with him* 
Sometimes, indeed, os^cd him a question respecting hia country, iucrcly 
J'or information. • 

WcJialced at midnight in a walled town, the name of which I have never 
f found out^ and they informed me, I i^nglit go to bed ha* h\«> hours, 1 
thanked i*m for this indulgence. There wcie two police ollu ers attended 
ill my chamber, in coj^unciion wjrh the others. 1 never closed an eye. 
The tunc at length elapsed; vve were again plaicd in auolhrr vehicle, and 
on the road 1 now disooveretl they taking u more northerly direction 
towards Slrasbourglu \V^ had three relays befoie fouf^fethc afternoon, 
and when wc ai rived at n small open town in Wiitcmherg^ and stopped, 
as usual, at the [lo^t house, which, was also a tavern, wo found a number 
of very genteel people iliere. I iittractc<l (of cofir^o; the notice of every 
body; they appealed desirous anti anxious to serve me, Mini reprobated 
very much the conduct of the Bavarians, in using a Biitish otHcer so cru* 
clly. 1 was m great hopes of staying here idl night, as there was at first 
a difficulty in procaiiitg a Ccuriage. [li)vvev(;r, the jjuvariaiis did not deem 
it prudent (I believe;, so they got a common waggon, which was filled with 
straw, and placed me in the centie tic?v\eeii them. 

At midnight wf shifted waggon ;it Itcjihedicl.# At daylight we shifted 
again, and at four in the artonioou wc pa‘^suT through Gegcnbark ; t and 
about midnight arrived at Ofl’ciibourgh a fwi titled town liudeii, anti 
only 5 or 0 leagues from Stfv'bourgh. Ilei^ wc WMit to ny guards 

Itaviiig first placed theirs on each side of mine. 

My mmd was too much occupii&d on the misery that awaited me, tb 
admit of sleep. The dungeons, in which I was inevimldy doomed to 
drag out, perhaps, a miserable fxisteuce, aiipcftiHl with all tljcii^horroirs, 
Bitche was the p&ce that had been origiimliy uiloilcd fur me ; ond^f wa.'ti^f

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opiniim, from diflr(St«ht nccounts that 1 liad of thtit miserable place, that 
my life ^vaa only pr$l<^ed to make the punishment greater by sending frit 
there. My j/unrds appeared to commiserate rny distresses greatly ; ' and 
they very frequcMiily expressed their regret, at its b^ing tlicir lot to deliver 
me up again into the hands of my enemies : and, iirjustice to them, I must 
observe, that they anticipated as much as they could all my wishes, with 
respect to rrfreslimcnts, &c. and made me as comfortable as they possibly 
could, or as circumstances would admit of. 

(1<> 7.) At 8 in the morning, wc quitted OfTenburgh for Strasbonrgb. 
At 11, we supi'cd at Khf 1,* the last stage. Wc got our last shift of horses 
and proceeded ; crosii fl the hrn!go about one ; were very strictly searched 
by Custoiu-houstfcollicr rs, phiced on the bridge for that purpose, lest we 
might have any stnuggh'd goods# Those fellows, as well as thi- sentries, 
were very much curugrd, wlicu f told them, they had not been s) very 
particular a few inonjiiii^s bark, when I parsed the bridge witb^ut their 
deigning to speak to me. In halfim huiir I »vas delii cied up ro*e French 
gcud'‘armeric, and found mysdf securely lodg*'-) in |hc military gaol. 

The keeper of tins prison was, thank C»od, cvccsmv’cly kind and civil • 
ho shewed ino into an apar.tmont,» where there wa^ a uderahly good bed, 
and even askei^ne, if 1 to have a Hre ? 'I’he weather was extremely 

cold, with a very Ijartl fiosr. I ic])licd, 1 ‘•hould like a fire cvreedingly, 
hut had uol a farthing of money to paydor it : the little money I possessed 
Jiiul been nearly c\pen/^ed hy the Rivai in gening me a shirt and 
stockings; the reai.iiudcr, which was a nicic trifle, I saw given to the 
gcnd'arriics, wlio took rliargc of me from them. He replied, “ In thntctisc 
you shall go to niy apartiuoni and warm ^oursolf; ami shall want for no- 
thing that I can help MJii to.”, This wa-. a \eiy difF|rcnt reception from 
w'hal I had anticipated. Hi' also ‘‘ That he was an old soldier ; 

had been twice made pris nor by ftic Knglisli last war iu the Mediterra- 
nean { and had lut;n very 'clI treated.” He intnuhiced me to Ins wife, a 
Gc'.Tiian woman, who also behaved vciy kindly ; and made me lake a scat by 
the fire. I found iny>elf very comfortable, after having been for scieral 
hours nearly pefisiung with cxd. I sujiped with them ; and breakfasted 
and dined the next day at thoir table. 'I'he licurcnaut of geiidV.riiicric of 
the Strnsbouvgb district, with anollier ofticcr, came to interrogate me with 
respect to my escape, the dillereut dircciions I had taken, &c. They 
appeared very iiincli astoriMlicd at iny siitl'erings, and wondered greatly at 
my being able to cross the bridge of Klicl without interception. They 
inftjrmed me, that at daylight the next morning, I should be conducted 
towards my destination, Bitchc, in company with eleven Corsican sol- 
diers, who had lately deserted from thei tcgimeiit at Deuxponts, with 
antis, accoutrements, knapsacks, Thcs& unfortunate fellows, they 

observed, wduld be shot ; they were very sorry tlint I should have such, 
copipanionfi, but could not remedy it. 1 felt oxcectiingly obliged to them,^ 

Keil, or Khel. a strong fortress on the Rhine, opposite Strasbourgb, built 
after the manner of Vauban ; it now belongs xo tbe French. , 
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and wn& very sensible of the if goodness ; but assured them, I felt extremely 
happy in the idea o^^^arrivino at my journey’s end as^fOa^iis possible : they 
politely took their leave, and withrlrevt.

NAVAL LITERATURE.

T ins is a work written by no common pen; and so miicli did we sus- 
pectflits autlior of being different, both in point of eduTation and of 
acquirements, from what he pI•o^C'^^es to have obtained, tiiac we took up 
an alpliabeiiial list of the navy, to bcurcli for the name oi‘ tins said Tlioinus 
lludgskin : when, uii examination, we found Lieut, Thomas Hodgi^kinf, 
(the same as we suppose^ notwithsiuiiduig the s addilipiml) was um(i« 
lieutenant, Sept. 25, 180(5, 

Still are we of opinion, that he has imbibed the poisonous prejudices, if 
not received the very arguments uiwl language of #an eminent memher of 
the House of Commons ; but Jet him speak for hiiusclf. After his dedica- 
tion to the English nation, in which ho is guilty of an liistoncul fallacy by 
asserting, “ of all the blessings of freedom which you enjoy, not one ha# 
been granted to you by any God- like goodness of men in the posoessioii of 
power’*— he proeeedl^jn liib preface, thus to iufoim his rei.dcrs— “ At a 
very early age I went to sea, with my % head full of stones of the valour, 
generosity, and cliivalric spirit of saihas. I thought that at sea, I might 
have the boisterous elements to contend vvith, lyct that I should always Jfitel 
cordial a»sistancCj and u/uays be supported by the harmony^tf affection : 
iDucii was I disupppointcd finding one universal systei|i of terror— no 
obedience but what was forced— no tc'^jicct Imt what wuS constrained.’^ 
This beginning ccTlnialy did remind us ot a certain great and most illustrious 
military char.ncter, who lived in the village of La IMiuicha ; and having 
clad himself in a good*stecl coat and bieeches, wjih a hat of the >ni\^e, went 
about setting peuplu to righ s ; in doing which, he lost all his remaining 
teeth, and nearly got Ids brains knocked out. ^ 

“ A little experience, a little rdlccti.m, and some little knowledge" 
only added to the abcrialion# of AJr. Hodgskin’s mind: it taught him, 
what no one ever yet discoiercd— that mankind were every where made 
alike ; that the bcnehccnt Creator of all Jiad given to every man siiuilaj: 
senses and similar passiJtis.” It also taught him, (hat patience under 
pression was a vicey and that — siitce our rulers* sthloin, in our profex-

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Kon, reward it in this life, no motive remauie for sabmiftioe to it; end 
I had resolved whenever oppression should horc me, strenuously, to resist 
The uacnral coii^uence of a hiind thus warped and deludeilj may 
easily be imagined, and Lieut. Hodgskin is candid enough to record it-* 
** The occasion was unfortunately presented, and t complained ofthe in*, 
jury done me by a commander in chief, to himself, in the ian^uage that I 
thought if merited : he had unjustly deprived me of every chance of pro- 
motion from iriy own excrli<in«?, and that was robbing me of every hope 

Out in the navy, to complain in the words of freedom, 

which a man learns in our country, is sedition ; to make use of the lan- 
guage of common-sense, when iinsanctioiicd by olKcial forms, is mutinous 
and ofTonsivc ; ..and the utterance of a plnloso|jiJiL il truth, is treason 
against the oppression, prejudge, and bigotry, that there rcyn in all the 
majesty nf igiiomnce.'* , 

We 1 ‘fally wonder, that W'ith such ideas floating and augmenting, and 
fcrmeniiog iii Lieutenant Iindt!skiii's brain, be should have got on in the 
profession as he has done, and should have escaped thus to utter the cru- 
dities of his discontent and di^'iippoiiUmcnt. Fhit ue have not yet done 
with bis preface. Tlie following seorence is woitliy of the most enthusiastic 
admirers of the eloquent advocate for the abolition of nil naval punishments, 
and the placing of a ship’s compai»7 ni a stale of liredoni, su(h as Don 
Quixote IS recorded to have given to the g.'tiley slave*, he so imfortuimtely 
met witli. J have setj/i,'*' say^ Lieut. Hodgskin, ‘‘ ilic discipline of the 
Vrer.'h armies, and I have read of tlic <lcspr)tlsni of iho i'rench emperor; 
I ‘^3'. n ‘..I messed, and, beard of the calun itics ioHicieil on negn>es; but 
with the exceptions of our seamen being belter fi-d, better clothed, and 
not allowed to be inurdcir4»,~\vk«it I have seen th^n suftVr, exceeds the 
cnirlries of jjiuniapai ?c to hi- urniy, exceeds all.lhat'thc nej^roes have had 
inflicted on tficni: lioiliiu}, 'ould support tln in under their sufTcrings, but a 
great ami noble con.-.ci»ui3iie3S, that they arc the saviours of their country- 
chat it is visibly ilieir clVoj tl alone, which prevent despotism from over- 
shadowing the earth, and fle-Dtnniug that liber ly they were in curly lifo 
taught to indulge a lv>ve of, ainl winch tliey still itganl us sacred, though no 
longer poriinlUid to taste its blcssiniis.^' 

The preface thus c.mcIudLs— “ 'J’hough the composition is hasty, the 
opinions are not, I‘'a< ry day’s experience of my sci vices in the na\y, has 
added to my conviciion ov their truth; they i>avc b'len gradually grow'in^ 
’’up with me otr .since I first went to sea; but the expediency of making 
tliem public, has onlyr lately heroine so apparent through tlie medium of 
iny own iensalions of painful sud'ering an incident that added to my con- 
victions, that it IS time the public should ' ikdw these things, was, the at-

The successes of the land 
busies, as contracted with the late reverses of the Sea service, are touched 
on with a degree of delicacy well becoming the diaracter and hberulity of a 
niilitary man. The ^pturc of the Che$itpe<d;e by the Shannon, has proved 
the justice of l.is remarks, ^ and removed from our marine, iliat siigma Irum 
wlncli (’apt. lairmaii had previouslj ftideavonred to rc^ciic it. TJie Aine- 
ricuns and the world nuisPnow be convinced, as staled in this pHiiiphJet^ 
that tile magic spell b} which Gieat llritHinIms bold so long the dominion 
of cite seas, is still unbroken. 

We extract the iollowing^wssage as a specimen of the work : — 

** The conduct oflhe Aiuerictm executive, in ins treatment of tlie £ng- 
lisli prisoners, has been modelled after that of the rrcnch nation, and is 
another glaring proof of its inviticibie haired to this country. If annoy-

Oliu 
combs ibr their inhahitnnu, biie will remain fbr ay[es, 'a loiserable moan* 
menc of blighted ambition— *a wretched viciinii for the wOfW io gnOiila^ji ^ 
unruly passion, and base revenge ! . ^ 

Instead, however, of 'inflicting punishment, for the chicanery 
simulation with which the American government has treated us ; the BH- 
tish ministry, in its meek spiiit of non-rc^^uac^f*^^ and ** ,pamve oU^ - 
di'ence,’* will probably still vacillate, will further Iforbear. If Kussia, aa 
positively has been stated, be inierpiihing in a friendly \\^y, to bring about 
^it adjustment of all diiferericcs, it is no less creditable to the cbaraclor of 
that power, than undeserved (^y her, in whose favour she is mediating* 
Bul let the Eiiglisli cabinet pause, before it enter into an unsound peaces 
An open iiostility is less dangerous, is more to be coveted, than an insi- 
dious neutrality ; and, as it has ever been considered an excellent maxim' 
in politics, to infuse fear, where there is no possibility of inspiring love* 
the United States should be made to feci some striking proof of our dread 
retribution, of our just resentment.

are more immcdrately concerned in its success. Virtuotjy and bravtf 
seamen are aU of one family-*- feHowship in danger, and syrhpathy ih 
snlferiiig, diffuse, or should diffuse, among thcth a fraternal feeling, which 
forbids a British sailor to see a brother in afHiction, without dn Affbrt to 
rclici-e him. ^ 

** It remains Qiily to say, 'As a furtherrccomineiidatiori of the Institution 
that it pledges itself to take the greatest cure to exclude the undetertmg. 
from all participation in its benefits ; since, to assist such persons, or their 
families, would be aii abuse of the charity, aufl lessen the itieaiiS of 
relieving meritorious sufferers: and in this view of the Society, an ad« 
vantage may he expected to result from its exei^ons, of real collateral 
importance; as thereby eiicou raiment may BA held- out to’ that gor^ 
oonduct and <lemcanor in the service, so i^seotiai to our naval grandeur.'*

thtm. No instance hk«, indeed, occurred of any one bating devoted titftb 
and attention to such inquiries^ without his feeling the most earnest aibd 
anxious wis)i that more adequate relief might be supplied for oh^eHiS 
mci itnrious and distressed ; and the result has been tlie formatKm 
Naval Chari table 5h>cicty, for the relief of the indigent Orphans, Widows^ 
and Children of Sea Officers, and also of Sea Officers reduced by inisfoVv

tempests, her navy has ever arisen, like the grnuis of the people, dis- 
pelled *the storm, and bidden her shine foith again, bright and glorious 
among the nations of the eai th. , * 

** Isjt then to be believed, that there is a heart or a hand in the whole 
country, that can be closed against an appeal from this class of men ? 
It is only necessary to be known, that, after lightinj; our battles, protect- 
ing our shores, giving sicurily to «jiir laws and consiitutiun, by averting 
the horrors of warfare from our native land, these brave men, wounded 
or infinn, need the a«;sistHore of thcir^couiurymen, to call forth one 
iintiotml sentiment and fcdling, in contribuiihg the inadequate, but only 
remuining remuneranon, of pecuniary aid, towards ameliorating their 
eulTeriugs, and administering to their wants. 

The country will recollect, when tlicir attc%ition is drawn to the 
subject, that the debt of gratitude is not lessened hy any compensation 
afforded to the ofliccrs of ilie navy as a mitiofmt cstahlisliment. No 
man ran accumulate an indcpendance from his pay ; and if tlie fortune 
of war enable him to enikli tiimself, it is ar the expeiicc of the eneiif>y» 
and the risk of his own life, and the lives of bis gallant companions in 
ann^. So that, let a man oven be*pfoverbiiiliy economical (a cluiractcr 
Dot likely to assimilate with that of a British seamen), he cannot guard 
against future contingencies iii life, or secure,* at his death, to an orphan 
family, the blessing of iiMlcpondence. 

“Upon whom, then, doc'*the obligaiion^cst, to becomo thp almoners 
and friends of these ? Upon whom, but the country, in whose service 
they have incurred the evils, which render the estHbiishmcnt (wliosc 
merits we are Considenng) necessary* 

“ This principle, indeed, ha<v been so far Admitted, that thcp nation 
has endowed a princely foundation for the reception of one class of in- 
valid seamen ; but this extends merely to the common sailors, with soino 
few reserved apppintments, for commissioned officers* I'lie naval officer, 
wbet relies solely, for. subsisteifco on the public servicct is left destitute, 

IQ the event of being wounded, and rendered unfit for active exertions, or 
growing too old and mfir^ for it.-^IJere no resource offers itself to him*— 

“ He cannot dig,** for he has passed the flower of youth and manhood in 
wielding the arms of his country against her eneihiel, and as shut ont 
frbm every other porsait or profession.— “ To beg he is ashamed and 
jihanic would rest upon the name of Britain, and tarnish the iimrds bjs

The fort IS situated in a most difticult pass, tliiougli hIikIi the high roiut 
from Tortosa to luiragomi wiiid», and it is absolutely the key of tiic only 
road for cannon into this province, from tl|p westward, wuliout going round 
by X^ida» It IS armed with twelve pieces of ordnance, mcluctiug two ten* 
inch (dortars, and two huwiUcrs, ami the surrounding heights are so diffi* 
cult of access, that it has been a work ol tiie greatest labour to csublish tb# 
tlteovorji battciics before it ^ 

Two sis*pouiider held-piect s, and a howitzer, were landed on theeveif* 
ing of the 3d instant, draped up, and placed on the ridge of a steep and 
rugged niountuifi, to the S £. ul the lort. two tweh e-pounders weiC added 
to tlm former by noon of the next day.

Tiie weather continued very bad until the afterbnon of the 6th instant, 
when a party was landed, and the mortars were got forward : before day- 
light/' the seqiiicii and marines were on the pile, and all the giins were 
•‘placed on the battery ready for mounting. The two mortars opened soon 
>fter daylight, and the Sh.eils were tlirowii wirb^rent procissonv by Lj^uie- 
nant Jntpes, of the royal mariiif artillery, landed from ti'e Sa’o.nholo, who 
worked the mortars with his party ; and the lire from Lieutcnniit f -lirbyn’s 
pailery was resumed with excellent effect. This uniU’tl force made very 
considerable impression on the fort : an expense maga/jne was blowu up, 
pnd the enemy’s fire was very much slackcnrd. 

At seven o’clock, just beft>re the brcachiny; battery v^as ready to open, a 
'^hellng was shewn from the for!, Captain Stoddart, of the $tpmbalo, 
and Captniii Zehupfenning, v^ere iintnediauly sent to the fort, and the 
latter returned in a iew minutes with an oficr from the conimandnnt, to 
^Urreodgr fort and garrisen upon conditions of inarciiit:K out wlth^ the 
honours of War, the edheers and mcivpic<serv ing their- privatp property.

Admiral Lord Keith has transmitted to John Wilson Croker, K«q. copy 
of a letter fnnn Lieutenant 1 'iinorhy benven, com^iiandmg his Majesty’s 
schooner Telegrapli, dated off Brest the 90th instant, giving an acronnt of 
his having captured, on liie 12th instant, after a chase of forty-four hours, 
within ten miles of St. Anriero, the American ^cllOOllC‘l Fllcn and Kmeiine, 
armed with one long heavy Ficnch twelve-pounder on a pivot, ami a num- 
ber of small arms. The schooner had been out three Iioui n from Nante9| 
with a catgo of silks, &c. and was bound to New Voik.

Admiral Lord Keith has trans-niittcd to ^Ir. CJroker, despatches from 
Captain Sir George Collier, dated from Fas<Age3 the 27th end 28th ult. 
announcing that a successful attack was made upon ttie island of Santa 
Clara, at the mouth of the h'w^'fiiour of Saint %:hastian, at three o’clock on 
the morning of the 274h, by the boats of the squadron, under the command 
of Lieutenant Uic IJonourable James Arbuthnot, of ll.M.S. Siirvcillante. 

The boats were manned by the seamen and ninrinc*«, and by a parry of 
soldier^, under the command of Captain Cameron, of the 9rh regimenl. 

The. only landing-place was under a flight o{; steps, cormnaii(j|‘d by A 
rfinaU entrenchment thiown up on the west point, and completely exposed 
to the fire from grape of the whole range of works on the west side of the 
rock and. walls of Si. Sebastian's. These local circumsranccs eiiabicd a** '

At dsiylight tills niorniiii;, an enemy’s convoy were discovered unlicr the 
town of Gala Ho\ a, on the coast of Ahniz/a ; ns I was six or seven miles to 
leeward of (iir‘rn, vmiIi a light breeze and a current against me, J thought it 
best to detach llie boats, with iliscrctionary orders, tu the First Lici'iciinnt, 
Hood, eillier to atiack them, or w^'t till I arrived. lie fonod the enemy 
much stronger than was expected, C'lasistiiig of seven large gun-boats each, 
inoiiiiliiig one fiprhteen-pouiulor iu ilie bow, three smaller gnu-vessels with 
a foiir-potjiulcr in the bow, and fouitecu sail of iiierchaut-vrssels under 
their conv’oy, four of which had guns in the bow a’so. 'I'lio shore astern of 
tlic vessels was lined with troops, entrcncdied o:i the bench, with two field- 
pieces with them. Tins vvas tlic force opposed to a frigate’s boats ; but 
no dlspariiy of nuiiibcrs could < licck the spirit of iho brave ofiicers and men 
employed on this servire. Tlio nttaek was determined on instantly, and 
executed with all the gall.mtry and spirit whit h men accustomed to danger 
and to despin^ it have so fiequciitly shewn; ami never was there a finer 
display of it than on this occasion. The boats as they advanced were ex- 
posed to a heavy firo of grape and imiskctry; and it was not till they were 
fairly alongside that the c. tiny slaci eiied ihcir fire, and were driven from 
their vessels w ilh great Jqs' , • ' 

The tioops on the beach, wliicli the French officers mention as amount- 
ing to upwards ufono luindri I men, fled on the first fire, and the field-pieces 
were destroyed by our nniriiiS s. Our boats were now in possession of the 
convoy, many of which were Jlground, anifOuV men vrere exposed to a scat- 
tered tire of luiisketry, whilst employed in cettirig thorn afloat. 

1 beg leave to recDiiunend Lieutenant Hood to the notice of the Com- 
nianricr-iii-chief in the strongest manner. I am unable to do justice to liis 
merit: bespeaks in the highest possible terms of Lieutenant F. Go'^lmg, 
Second •Lieutenant ; l.ieircimiit Webb (acting), who distinguiEhed himself 
so much in the Bacchanre’s boats in Jaiiiiary last, with the (.'orfu 1101111.1 ; 

^Lieutenants Holmes and Haig, royal marines; Messrs. Rees, Rove, lloste, 
Farewell, VValdcgrave, L'angton, AFKcan, and Richardson, and every sea- 
man and marine employed. 

I regret to say we haveauftcred bc\’cn.%\ ihougli not so much as might 
bait* been expected from tlie superiority of force, and the olj>tiriacy of clio 
contest. Twu .seamen and one inaiinc killed, five se.unen and one marine 
wounded. 

There was n ^^lCa^}olitaIl flotilla fimi Ancona, bound to Borlctta, under 
the direction of French oflicers, and commanded by a Lieutenant de Vais- 
scaUf Knight of the Order uf the Tvvo3icihcs, who is a prisoner on board, 
with several other otiicei s and men.

roiiy$h, of the same force ; and the Euterprize, of 44 guns. These 
fobr ahipd nrere res pectircly commanded by Miv Gower's uocle,. 
Captain Dbnk Icy, of whom a short notice has been already inserted.* 

He then embarked on board the Coventry, of Com- 

manded successively by Captains Scroopc and Hurslem 3Ad>waS 
afterwards received on board the Superb, 74 guns, Captain 'Row- 
ley; the Terpsichore, a small French frigate, of 26 gunfs, and 
the Guadaloupe, of 28 guns ; both of these last ships were com. 
manded by Cai^tam Ruthvcn. t Sir Erasdins has since been often 
heard to say, that his rating in these ships was never more than 
captain’s servant, according to the mode which then prevailed*. 
Mr, Gower tlicn served on board the Dolphin, of 24 guns, Cap- 
tain Moiijtt; in which ship he was rated able seaman, and after, 
wards nddshipman. 

(1764.) In the Dolphin, “Mr. Gower, went round the world 
under the command of Commodore Byron. This service w'as con- 
sidered so severe, that government allowed the officers ami men 
double pay, and additional clothing to defend them from the cold, 
whilst passing along the coast of Patagonia and the straits of Ma- 
gellan ; and this circumstance deserves to be particularly noticed ; 
as there is no instance, oh record, of any such reward liaTingbccn 
given before, or since, ^ on any occasion whatever. 

(1766.) The Swa,*,U/V^,‘ •jfuG guns, Captain Carteret, wai^ 
the next ship in wliich Mr. Gower served ; he was then advanced 
to the rank of licutcnaii^^j >^n?r ^hip, as we have already ob- 
served in our former memoir, was immediately appointed to re- 
measure nearly the same course, which Mr. Gower had just con. 
eluded under Commodore Byron. She was sent on a Voyage of 
Discovery, and ordered to circumnavigate the Globe : yet tho 
S)vallow was an old ship, having remained in ordinary in the 
liiver Medway, for nearly 20 years. Some considerable time- 
previous to her being put in eommisaion, she had been 'slightly 
sheathed, to preserve her bottom from the worhts; but being 
nearly 30 years old, she was totally unfit for foreign ^ilfrTicc, Ydt 
she acebmpaniej t.hc Dolphin, Captain Wallis, which had been 
fhc|ithed with copper, and had received every necessary repair avNl

future naval historian. Captain Carteret strongly represented tho 
age and defeefa of the Swallow for such a ' ojage; but the only 
reply he obtained, was, * • That the equipment •/ the sloop xett? fully 
equal 4o (he service she had to perform,^’' — She accordingly sailed 
ivjthvthe Dolphin, and they arn\ed at the Island of Madeira 
together. 

The day after (he Swallow had left that island, Captain Car* 
terct was, for the first time, informed of her real destination, viz, 
that she teas to accompany the Dotp/iin round (he ITorld* On 
(his communication being made to the olTicers and men, their 
astonishment, as might be expected, ^Yas great. *11 excited a 
gotier«al anxiety, and an evidetw depression of spirits throughout 
the ship. Much time was afterwards lost in getting tojWj^gellan'a 
Straits, owing to the bad sailing of •the Swallow ; whose defects 
daily became more evident, whilst struggling to get through that 
daugcrous navigation. Under these wretched circumstances, fre* 
qiient representations were made to Captahi Wallis, requesting 
him to send tlie ship liome ; but his uniform reply was — flo could 
make no alteration in the destination the Lords of the Admiralty 
had direct id. 

Captain Carteret, and Licuteryint Cower, then ofiered to ein- 
bark with Captain Wallis as voli^^teers ijt lie thought the know, 
ledge which they had aapiired in the preceding voyage could be 
rendered sorvicealile. I'his albO^w^ib reiVjsed j and on rcacliing the 
western entrance of the Straits, Captain W allis left the Swallow, 
without giving cTaptain Carteret the most distant hint of what 
route he was ordered to puisne — or of any place he might proba. 
bly stop at ; althoiu'h the ships had been nearly four months to- 
gether ill the Straits. 

(1770.) Lieutenant Gower, on his return, was appointedHo 
.the Swift sloop, of 16 gnus, Captain Farmer, in which ship ho 
was destined to cxpcricnrc fr^sli perils and hardships. The follow,

lli,> Majesty’s shiops, Swift and Favorite, weir Mtatinried at Falkland 
Islands, At that time a great pary. of the sea roast, the many Inn huurf 
atnongst^iosc islands, and tlie long range ul F.itagnnia, were yet unex- 
plored. It was, ihcU'fore, deterniiiicd, that ihf' Swift slionld be employed^ 
before the winter set in, to prosecute such di^soveries as the season would 
ndiiiil of. Captain Faiiner, the scinm* commanding the t'^wift, sailed on 
the J 1th March, 1770,* on the almvc service* ; and hail scarcely reached the 
sea in the cvcnini!, hefore a Itaril gale of wind sprung up from the soutii- 
wind, which lasted till the ilnrtccutli ; wdien wceaw the const of I 'at ago- 
nia, find found tliut we were bi tween ih.c ports of St. Julian and Desire- 
AViih the hiitcr, thU* ma^'lcr and inysolf v\crc‘ partially ai;(|uaintcd. Iteming 
touched there with Commodore Byron, in the year 

(1770). Tliough the g4!|0 had aba»‘ed, yet our pLOple, being very much 
fatigued, and their bciiiVjig-Mid apparel quite wet, it was dete:- 

mined tliat the ship sliould rcinnin in Fort Desire for a lew days, ns a place 
nf iT’^t and refreshment. « \\?*, made sail for it about 10 o’clock 

in the forenoon, Wc hud tbc cnLiancc nf.tlic hirbour open; the w'iiid 
blew gently out of it, the tide was setting in at the nac of 5 or 6 miles mi 
fbour, and had risen so much that all the dangers on each side nf ihe cliaii- 
ncl w'crc hidden; the wind too was against us. While v^e were? dclrbefatiug 
what was best to Iv done, the ship grounded on a Vock, which was totally 
unknown lo n^, [ta siinution !■> nearest the north sliorc — a small spot, 
vyith twelve and fouitccn fathoms, or seventy-two and ciglity-four feet all 
round it. DilVerent hearings were taken to ascertain it in future, but these 
'were afterwards Joat. Our boats were imi^^diatcly got out ; and' u proper 
distance 6xed on, for placing the small ^iichors to heave the ship off; but 
they did not contribute to our relief, until it was very near lii^i water, 
the flood tide pressed her on the rocks. I’he inlennediate ' time was em- 
ployed in startfng^tl^e fresh water, and pumping it out, to lighten the 
tliip’; which, aBcr having reniaiued near two hours iu the position

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described, wns liberated without aiiv apparent injury : and $bo«t this 
time the wiiuJ had chanijed, bl»>wiiiir aery gently into ihe harbour. That 
knoinent’s dtlibcralioii had detemiincd us on remaining whero we were, 
till the change of the tide, and thou to move out further, securing the ship 
with one of Ijcr large nnciiors : in consefjncnco, I war ordered to lake a 
boat and Weigh one of tliy small aiichorb, Icavjng licr riding by the other. 
At ihib jinicturc of lime, as if a fatd ty lUU’iicl.s later coun^cl*», »ho w.ns got 
under way and steered for the harbour. 'I'hib alarmed me; for to enter it 
at tiic lop of higli water I l;m-vv was improper, wlicre so innuy perils 
existed, all of winch were conccalccl. At that siage of the tide, however, 
the ship got in considerably before me, and was hidden for some time by 
a point of land. Having arrived at the point id’ land, jvMigc what my fvel-' 
iiigs must have been, to see her again on shore ; for at lhi» period tlic tide 
was 'i-^iibing fast. Soon after. I got on hjard, and Jeurnt, that the bower 
anrhor h.'ul been dropiied in ten latlioins ivafor; but tha^^iii sliooting the 
ship, under sail, across tlic tide out of ihc stiength of the stream, her how 
had grouixUd on a ll'.it loek, wlilcii laid then only two fathom, or twelve 
Icct water on It. w ind hud foic^d her rmi*sldu i\d)ly on ; ninl, as the 

tide was leaving her very fa-l, it was -oo^ dj’*coveied, that she could not be 
reinovedbcforc the next I’igli water. Her stt-in lay in eight rulhoms, or 
forty-eight feet, and it wa> nearly the samo tiepili as far as ll»c edge of the 
rock. Our first rare was to srciiic her from ovcr^^ctlinir, hy means of our 
spare topmasts ; but (Voin the depth of water tliis*coiil(l not he efTortually 
clone— they couhl only hr placed on the Hut rock, ahoni the ships hows; 
of coijibc they did not ailord tlio stipfmri that votild have been wished. 

Our next work was locoiucvall the woiglit from the a fur pert of tlic 
ship to the shore, Apd this wr mana/od ic^' exprijltiomly ; for we had 
four boats ; the water was pci fectly #11x101/1, a'l l we scare » ly forty yaiils 
from the land, wlicre there w.is goc^brach. Lest tlie sirrngih 

oirboard should he loo much tlmnciNlu d. iio..l‘ vfcie s.c*iii iVom the ship but 
Q part of llic ci'cw who were unwell, ami the hoys : there were two rea'^ons 
even for landing of iliein-^thc do.!,, if an accident hajipenrd to 

the ship, those would be safe* who in ihe inonirnt of dislics^ were least 
able to provide for llicinsclvcs. The oiIht, that they would hr usi ful 
us all, by receiving the various articles from the boat-s, and carrying theta 
above high water niark^ 

Our bread and powder, beiiig in the cxlrcnip after part, b<?tanic the 
first objects of attention; small arms, and other articlc'» of weight, fol- 
lowed. During these employments the tide was leaving us very fVist. 'iTie 
ship became by degrees more and more cicct. The water which foniid its 
way all settled iihafc, where no puinp^ couM be iritiuduced, and only 
buckets were employed. This *bcing a tedious process, engaged many of 
•ur people and though# 3 vcry precaution and exertion were used* vve had 
the mortification to observe tbuC the water rather gained upon us. Abput 
five in the evening, the rock on wiiicli tlio ship had groundci), was three 
or four feet above the surface. She luy considerably on one side* and 
fettled very much by the stern ; yet were vve not without hopes, for the > 
tide hud Qep.riy fullcMi by the shore; and* that she^might be kept as qnici a^ 
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possible during this dnxiniis and important mumciit, every act of labour 
except baling \va:i buspendedp ^ 

(1770.) The shiji’s company had been xvithoul lictuals all day, and 
were greatly fatigued : yet they worked ciiearf'ully to tlie last, wliicli was a 
little after six, when tiie fatal period arrived, though the tide was beginning 
to raise her ; her hrst movement was by settling — the shores thcuga\e way, 
and she went down stern foremost in deep water; all of which happened in 
the space of a minute, rortunairly, our boats were alongside, which re- 
ceived about forty of the men ; tlio re*.t jumped from the bowi-prit on tiie 
rock, from whence they we rt* brought to tlic land. As soon as 

we were assembled, a iiiii''tcr took phiee, which produced a luclancholy 
discovery, that <\iir coiik and two marines weic ^rewned ; the remaining 
nijinbcr amounted to e ight ^-eUglit. This accuient otcuricd about the lati- 
tude 47° 47' south, do" lo' west longitude, on the continent of Pat/igonia, 
whose harrenneb^ for tcvcral degrees north and south of I’ort Desire, is 
scarcely to bo paralleled. At thib time, likewise, it was within a few days 
of the aiJii'b crobbing the equinox, and the winter season cointnencing. 

During the first night, many of our people were oinployed in the Imats 
nenr the bhip, to secure any thing which might escape from iu Those not 
so engaged, were ct.dcavouring to keep themselves waim, by making small 
fires in the cavities of the ro< ks, %vith sea-weed and other inatciials equally 
unsubsraiitial, found above high water mark, 
llnvirig thus described our <<ituation at that time, it is needless to add, 
that we were very uncouifortahle : and 1 shall only observe, that by far the 
greater number of us were without either sNickings, jacket, or hat. My 
own dress, from wj^^cli yon may judge of tho^e who were my inferiors, 
cousihle<l of a slinf^fh walstqoat without sleeve-, a pair of canvas trovv&crs, 
and an old pair of shots ; having neitticr hat, biLCchcs, nor stockings. .So 
hard did we lalvnir l>efoH‘*<he >-hip sv-nk, as to liiiie no occasion for clothes : 
and, when ‘^ho was ove'4't*?(iog.''theie was no time tn look for them : 
indeed, a precaution had taken place, which presented even a hope of 
futuic relief in this respect very early period of the disaster* 

chests, ijfec. were tin own inm the hold, ro..hinder the boats and people 
being improperly employed. Moreover, the water Irad no motion, except 
from the tides, each of which deposited sand and mud; so that every thing 
remaining in the ship soon became iinmovcablr*. 

(1770.^ Knrly on I’bvir^day morning, tho l uh of March, we with one 
accord asscn.ldctl, and silently gn/cd at each niher*s gloomy countenances, 
artd nt the desolate prospect wo bad all around u«. In addition to our 
imfortunate sitimtion, ue had left Talkland hslands without acquainting 
Captiiin Moltbv, of the Tavorite, ivhere wes intended attcMiipting our disco- 
♦cries, or how long we expected lo be al^sent; so tliat no assistance was fo 
he expected from that quarter. On this day the wind was westerly, blow- 
ing strong. Wo hai! served the oQicers and men r% biscuit each, four of 
tliem being equ:i!«tirn* pound of brcail. We then divided in search of 
water. AI*om noon, some of the peojdc returned, having fimiid two wells, 
HV'pools. of bnackish, dirty, hl.tck water. ’I in'- at first was very disgiisiing ; 
bat uecus^iry soon rendcrcil it palatable, lujd its b,.d qualities were liorgot- 
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Ihesc two pools were ii< ar the sea-shore, and about one mile on 
each side of the spot where we purposed to lU our abode. In the evenini;^ 
we a^ain assembled, and began to form some regulations for our futiirn 
•L'oncluct; likewise to examine what wo liad saved. The keeping a strict 
watch over the wreck night and day, in }io|)es of bomethiiig being detached 
from if, was a rule, that, however constantly wo wi-re disappointed, was 
never neglected. Aiuithcr was, to solcct a nraii fnmi each class, $o pay 
attention to our bread : in this we were equally uiifortniKite, for frequent 
pilferings were comtniltcd ; and wo very early discovered that wp had not 
only to guard against thieves among ourselves, but iliiit we were subject to 
lire resolute and pertinacious depredations of mice, who not only foiled ua 
tn all attempts to entrap*! iiem, but caused great desinic;i(m. The provi- 
sions saved, consisted, bet^idus bread, of ond siinli erisk of beef, one of 
oatmret, one of rlioese, and a small liag of pease. 'I'lie stoics were mus- 
kets, musket hiilN, poxvdor, Hints, and a Irw spars wliich happened to be 
loo*.c on tho deck. 

Friday, the loth of .March, the v '.ad bt ing S.W, aud fine clear weatiicr, 
we sent three boats along tlie shoic to t.*ainiiic wiieilicr any thing that trad 
escaped from the wreck i.pght have lo.’gcd there; and a)\o to try whether 
muscles, or other tarahlei of the '!•^.l!-liv|) kind, o aild lie pft)curtd. Pro- 
videntially two clients were riiscoveiTd Hoaiiug on the nver ; one proved to 
iiave helong^nl to the .snrgroi,, ihi <-tlier to one of the inidsliipinen, in 
which was found an old ? f|n;M{raiit (Mr. ) ft also con- 

tained wearing apparel, vvlnr.h \va’< hhcrallv and equally distributed amonj^ 
the udiccfs wlio vvr*re mo t in want. 2t t\ ii to my share lo receive a half- 
worn shooting jackef, winch w.i^ <*xiieinely serviceable. At low water, 
some of our people dived into iho wreck, for#it that ^iifge of the tide, half 
the; top'inasts became visible; an(^ llicir endeavours wtro successful, 
Having cut loose the top- sail-yards, wt* eiccied^ic sails into t *rU9. In the 
evening, our bonis relumed with a Ictv riiusclfs^ wiiich were equally dis- 
tributed; Hi), iinlccd, was every kind ol food that could be collected. Tf*« 
ujght proved mild, and we were mo;*; reNiune ! to our situation. 

The next niornmg, bread Has wive l as tJvfoio ; and lo every four men 
WHS allowed a a 'iinall quAi.uty of powder, and some balls to cut 

nito slugs. The beach atlorded pf.bbh-s, of a si/e 'o he used us small shot. 
Our minds being now tolerably ca-y, the situati.on we vvere in, and the. 
means of our lemoval ffoin it, woic ijkcii ii.to c^onsiderntiun. '{he result 
was, that we should innke an attempt of sending our six -oared cutter to 
Faiklaiid Islands, to acquaint Captain Makby with the circumstance whieti 
bad happetjtd. The success of this attempt seemed to ntVord the only pro- 
bable chance we had of being relieved. Tiie danger, however, of tlie 
undertaking, did not sutler us to ^iitLrtaia any very sanguine hopes; but it 
was necessary that a trinl^should be mado. The distance to Port Egmont 
was , about 106 leagues, or 315 miles, independent of any connexion of 
feeing land; indeed, expo.sed to tl^e sea from tbi jcwtward upwards of 
twelve thousand miles. It is true, >vc had saved an old Daus*s quad runt ; 
but seafaring people well know lioiv little that instrument could be dc^ 
oendad upon, even :n a ship rfind a smooih bca^ then what was lo be 
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€xpectcd from the acicuracy of the obsen’ation rahen fn tx boat., A coavs^ 
pass^ was likewise $aved ; hut the \'iotioii of a boat even in a river is so 
(j[uick, that there is little reliance upon this most useful guide: then what 
WQS to be expected from it in si torbuleiit ocean, such ns lins already bet^ti 
described ? It therefore was not very probable, that tlie officer in Hie 
boat could be very correct in making the land ; and it is rather to be wbfl* 
dered, considering every circunvstanco, that he made it at all. Thes^ obsta- 
cles, together with the season of the year, and boisterous climate, bein]|(, 
considered, it willa}>pear riint our thoughts of removal from this disastrous 
spot must have been exceedingly dubious; and long before it happened* 
from the time which had elapsed, all hope had often been relinquished 
and yet a variety of projects were suggested, raxio of which, it was to be 
feared, would have been ilttendcd with success. 

(1770.) 'rhe cutter, in Icngtii twenty-five feet, and seveu feck„hroad, 
was now hauled up on the beach, and the carpenters began witli raising 
lier side orguhwulc five or mx inches. This was to he ciTccted hy taking 
tlic hottoni hoards out of the other boats; and the u-uls from one, served 
to , secure the other* This, a ca|;penicr, or even n seaman, would easily 
j^tl^ive to have been very indili'erent work, for we had neither saved 
^^tonls nor mutorials. 0^er all was fixed a canvas deck ; leaving a little open 
’^spacc abaft for the people to go iiiuJcr it, which hkewisc the man might 
stniid in, who was employed in stcoiing; and, as a further precaution 
against the sea gnttiiigfc'Uiider the caiixas deck, the steersman had a kind of 
covering xvhich dicw chiso round hi-* wai&t. This seemed as if it would 
ha\e an&vsered extremely ucll, xvhilc the boat was on the hcacO; but all 
WHS destroyed the first iiiglit of her being at sea. While this was going^nii, 
various parlies were cngagc(\ in hhicU of pioM>.‘.on'> for tlic boat’s crew ; 
and on that day we were (olrrably^fuitunaie, baxioc shot a hawk, a few 
sea gulls and sheldrake'^. i Uiic huur aie.bird'* as Ko;;c us ducks, and xxhcti 
ou the wing very much procured also three middle sized seals- 

Oil the evening of ii.itunlay, flic l(3ih of .March, the weather being 
tno<.|^tc, and the xvmd westerly, tl^ I/oat was put in the water, fitted 
with three sails, stored xXotfrexcry thing. ive had to spare, command^ 
by the master (^late Captain William While), w'itk six seamen clioscn 
from a number of voluiucers. 'i’hc next morning, at nine, the wind and 
weather being still fmourahle, they took iheir leave of us; both parties 
^ ^vipg tlprce cheers. But the spirits of all were" so depressed, that 'the 
cheers, were very faint and languid ; and at this melancholy separation tears 
/Ibwed iibundaiuly. That evening, one of the droMicd men was observed 
ig»ii the beach— he was buried with all the decency oup situatiuh ndmiitcd, 

S d every one attended his tuiieial. '\ he ^denmity of it could indeed oi^y 
equalled by people, who expected thjt in a very short lime it would be 
About ten at night, succeeding the day on which the boat 
Jeft us, rhe wind suddenly chi|iigcd from to S.\V. biowin^ in very

her continued for four iiours. Kvtry body was low spiiriteH; ilhd 
the fate of their coinraci'*5’ in the 'li^dt* The g^lc

ercvicci tents x'Ci'e dcstfoyed. 
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(1770.) Sunday, Udareh 17th, the weather was squally, wufi a great sea 
in tlie otHng. Prayers were read and ofTcrerl up devoutly for our brave 
companions: but we almont despairocf of their safety ; for the last night's 
gale, and the visible effects of it at sea, were very awful. We had little 
to eat on this day excepting our bread ; but notij'.vv more was wanted, and 
it seemed as if the appetite sympathised with the clo<tpondency of odr spi. 
ritsT l\Ioi)day, the 18th nf March, wc had fresh gules and clear wWber; 
the wind h^d returned to the N. \V. but it caused u confused &ea« Soon 
after dayliglir, no alarm was given from one of the men on an adjacent bilj, 
Chat there was a sail in the ofliiig. 1 immediately embarked id one of the 
stiial) four*oared boats ; scarcely w'niting to know where she was, or 
taking any other precaytion. Having sailed about twelve miles in the 
direction which had been pointed out to somp of the ped()le, without dis* 
covering the vessel, 1 concluded she might be concealed by Penguin 
Island”, winch is about sixteen miles from Port Desire, I landed on this 
rocky spot, from wdiencc I could see at least eighteen milcsA-ound inc, and 
had the mortification to find that the alarm had been a false one, and must 
have been caused either by two seas ineciiiig in contact, or the vrav^i 
breaking against Penguin Island. Our*prescnt situation, liowcver, oo^d 
not admit of a moment's delay, for wc «nly got access to^tlio place 
watching a favourable smooth sea to jump on the rock : the wind likewi^ 
blew directly from Port Desire ; and we harl no alternate c but to gain the 
shore as the wind would permit, the boat lying w ith a full sail. In the 
evening vre reached the land, about eight miles to thu southward and 
leeward of our port. From thence them was no chance of getting home 
by winter, (111 the weather became moic moderate. The boat, therefore, 
being hauled up and secured, wc used our utmost to gain the spot 

0 |>posite to our setticincnc, so as to he seen iJbfore it w'as dark : for, as 1 
observed before, we had set off without a thought of any thing, but the 
speedy pursuit of the relief which ha^^ scemei^o offer itself ; we had not 
taken even our small pittance of bread. 13y the ^mc wc laid arrived at the 
place intended, it was nearly dark . ; too dark, indeed, fur us to be seen, 
>ind the distance across was ^oo gi-cat to ofjmit of oqcu being lieail^V we 
therefore wandered about all bight, wh^cb was a very ddm and blowing one. 
In the evening, during our walk, we saw several guanacoes, a species of 
deer, but larger ; hares, and ostriches— but they were extremely shy, and 


inovetl off when at a consldenible distance from us. 

Tuesday^ March 19ch, fresh gales and clear weather ; the wind nt 
$ooii after daylight, a bout came to letch us, and wo regained our^dhMiabi- 
tation, where we were regaled with our biscuit, and a sup of dirty watS ^ ; 
which, however scanty or disagreeable, we stood greatly in need of* " A 
petty officer, and four men, \'flerc sent to wait an opportunity of brJu^Og 
th^ hoaMo the settlement. Th^ other boats and people went i^s^jeh af 
provisions, which, was the constant employment every day; varying tbeif 
pursuits and places as circumstances pohft^ out. ^ There was no danger ei 
. etraggliiig ;^^dor the bread was served daily. In none Ilf otir excuflions wjtt 
a^y waie^yjuaefc widi, except the p^oU already mentioned, aUd one on tlte 
south side of ^be river, iu die direction of south ebout the di^tsHifce of fit# 
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mitesy utiplefisflint «$ the water near onr eHtleiB^fit. This hap-* 

pening to be a bright daj, some of our people dived into the wreck, and 
4i|!potangled lome of the small sails ^hat were upoirdeck.' These became 
serviceable, as tliey assisted in clothing chose who were nearly naked. 
This fine day produced us likewise a tolerable meal of . muscles, « few blrdi^ 
aad n seal t but we had the mortification to discover^ even at that early 
period, tliac the birds became very shy, for we were bat bad shots, and 
made much noise with little profic. As ibr the muscles, they coiild only b# 
pfncu(re4when the water was at its lowest ebb, and quite smooth ; there* '^ 
fore, it was easy to see, that our dependence on them would become daily 
more precarious. 

(1770.) ' .Wednesday, March 20tb. The wind northerly, bloiving fresh; 
but in the evening it becaiqe southerly, with showers of rain. The change 
of wind brought onr boat home, and the rain filled several lic:le hollows an 
the top of the rocks, of which, tboiigb we seldom felt thirst, we 'draok 
greedily. Our^oeoplc in crossing the country for the boat, saw the same 
animals that I have already mentioned, and a few foxes. They likewise^ 
ia the valleys near the sea^ found a quantity of salt, and brought sotae 
sriththera. 

y Tbnrsday, March 21st, fresh g!t<es from the N. W. with cloudy weather* 
Wa hadscarcefy any thing to eat this day but our bread. 

Friday, March 22d, fine clear weather, the wind E.N.E. Served the 
people a handful of oatineal, which they eat unboiled ; for we had no 
nceasils whatever. The birds and seals were generally dressed on scones, 
which were always kept hot in our little fires. The muscles were eaten 
wichout . preparation, except their being just put before the fire to open 
their shells. Several of our people cooipluined now of pains in their backs 
and sides; the consequence, probably, of bad lodgings; but however me- 
dicines might have been wanted, none could be obtained ; for the cbesr 
was left in the ship, w^H^tho oih^r valuables. The captain, and Mr. 
Thompson, the surgeon, tUkuig the advantage of tlic easterly wind, went 
up tlic harbour, or rather die river. We procured a few muscles and a 

seal. >'• • ^ 

Satairday, March 23d, wind westerly. We were einployed the greatesl 
part of the day in removing our bread to another cave ; for the. mice had 
made such a lodgment, that they had destroyed and ivasted much of itt 
This day we could procure notliing else to eat : yet we all seenwd to bear 
our deprivations tolerably nrell ; at least there was no murmuring ; neither, 
itideed> had there appeared, at any one time, the smallest degree of <Ks- 
edment. Happily for us we bad preserved no liquors. . ^ 

'«Sttiiday, March 24tli ; the wind and wcaUier as yesterday. . One of our 
became dsy^ vthich caused much unehsinessi especially as thq^other 
lUiewliAWItfOQnsiderablyraduced. The copfain and surgeon i^turpe4» 
said, they bid been between^ forty and fifty leegnee up the river, ithicb 
se igppeafsn^ was Day^akile slit, further, but tlie tides wergi, very. ra^ 
ThSkwIifilB of the cdStitry was as barren as the spot we iohabtt«d.%Thsy saw 
aAw 1tHrds„ but were able to do Ijittle pore than provide far ^ thim^vciu 
Shesday w fee was very icsAtyi.wo tliprefore diitiibutadaUtilgiof oof 
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stk beef. Diriip seHrictt was perforiaed^ as wras tbe case regularly eveiy 
Sunday. 

(1770^) Monday^ March 95th, Aie wind westerly, but the wealber 
changeable. '’Towards the evening, very strong gales. The pimple em- 
ployed «s usual. One man shot a hare. These aniinals here are mtibk 
larger than ours ^ nearly the same colour, except a half black circle on ttie 
rump. Ttiey feed iif the day, and when disengaged from eating, tit up 
like monkeys, which I think will ac^^ount'for the black circle; they are 
' generally seen in pairs, tlie meat is much whiter - than ours, and 1 tidhk 
preferable in taste. 

Toesday, March 76th, strong gales, with much rain, which replenished 
wells, and made iij quite comfortable in that respect ; but increased 
those painful complaints before mentioned. ^ Served the people, in addition 
to their broad, with a liandfitl of oatmeal and of pease, and we procured 
S0me*othcr trifling :i8:>istance from our dctaclied parties. 

* Wednesday, March 77t!), fresh gales and dear; with^tbe wind from 
N. E. Very cold from the frost in the night, nrid ekceedingly tro** 
pleasant in our enves. We got a tolerable supply of swls, a species of 
provision which would have been rejected with loathing, by people in 'Wf Ji 
other srtuation ; but our stomachs received it without disgust. A 
was shot, which stunk abominably ; he was very handsomely spotted, bbrak 
and white with a long bushy tail. These animals burrow in the earth likb 
rabbits. In addition to our misfortunes, rats were discovered, and tk# 
mice visibly nitiltiplled : both of them wei'e become alarming neighboms 
nmi inrnares, not only from tlieir own depredations ; for when to avoid 
them for a sliort time, wc shifted our bread from place to place, it was iioC 
possible to eourd against a certain degree of waste and pilfering. 

Thursday, March 78th. Hard gales, arlti cloudy bary weather; the 
wind from the N.VV. Nothing to cat but bread, so served a little beef in 
addition. One of our ]>cople, a natp.o of PorJ^gal, requested leave that ha 
might endeavour to get by land to Rueiios Ayre% a place at least 550 miles 
distant ; but as thci’c was several rivers to pass, this could not fae^deter* 
mined on exactly. The riv|r Ouincrons Iii^upposcd to be sixty mil^'bniad 
at the cntmiire, and as it hdb never been penetrated from the se%nQr5ny 
Account received of its course from travellers, there was no judging bow 
far rnJand he- must liave gone before he eould have crossed. Beside the 
Gbstficles from the riijers, rhe country was lotally unknown ; he nustfaho 
have gone barefooted, and almost naked, without any reasonoMa pro^iM 
of obtamtug viccuiils or drink i it is, therefore, scarcely necessary to my, 
that his offer was declined. It was, indeed^ as yqt, entirely aadeterinmbd 
whftt course the whole of ns was to take. Something, howevef, was 
dckTded tipbn very soon ; for*wimer gave evident signs of its comuqpqn 
W]tb 'se#rity, aiid we were Iteidbsly apprehensive for the fate of the^tfcifii;

Oneof our^ 
jimn shot two foxes, whtdt wo ' thought very good eating { they are much 
aniallenthan ours. The carpenters were busy in repairing oue of llie 
oared cutters, whose length was 14 feef, and 4 broad ; as it. was a^ this 
time in contemplation, that I should attempt going to Buenos Ayres, to 
.promts a vessel to fetch the people off. The passage for the boat would 
have been along die coast, ^except in crossing the river Caineruns, whose 
breadth I have already desoribed. The most sanguine h:nongst us had 
given up all hopes from the cutter. . 

’ Sni]day» MafohSlst, strong gales, and cloudy weather, attended- with 
mow, thunder and lightning. Our people could not stir out ; of course’ 
tfiey had nothing to eat but their bread. They were, indeed, much dfe^ 
tressed, both from want of nourishhient, and want of clothes. 

V'(17f0,) Monday, April lat. The weather for nearly the whole day wqif 
dark and gloomy, witli sieet, the wind S. W. We got notiiing but oisr 
bread, which was incron'scci to two biscuits, or about half a pound* 

Tuesday, April '2d, the weather was ivoderaie, the wind easterly. We 
procured a few seals and mnsrh s. > ^ 

Wednesday, April 8d. Tlie weather very unsettled,^ attended with hard 
ar|iialls/lf wind and rain, f^rvrd the people 'vitlv half a pound of cheese 
each. None of tlicm could go not; for at this time tliey were alino.«Jt 
intkcd, and in a siafe that Wife truly pinahle; To ^>ce them lying one on, 
tlie other, t<i preserve such a degree of wurmjth as was iiecefMiry for lifb, 
was a spectuole which, hov^ever dismasting, seldom failed to bring tears' 
into die eyes of every obs'erver. We were .nbw quite at a loss, and undew 
termined what to do. A urcat deal more than a reasoiinhle tiiii^ had beea'’ 
allowed for the liavorite have arriiccj, if the cutter had reachtiT 

the islands;, and-th&tlioughts of lier boingi lost. v prevented our attempting 
to send the four^oured bunp to Buenos Ayres. ^ The journey by. land'< waa 
talked of; bul^ tliMi cries of those who could not travel, who were by far the 
greater number, were so. distressing, thut we absolutely could thiuk of nu« 
jeiij|efne,tibr fo^m any ;rLsalttttoti whatever. ^ i>> 

T^tursday, April 4th. A fresh N.W* wind,, and clear weather. Thu 
ct^thin, otbccrs, and* abtiut twenty mpn, «4itt!ned with mushets^ uud pr(^» 
vided withWls, orotsed thb river, v>n. hopes , of killing some'^uanaoqes, 
harps^ foxes, or ostriches, and according to Hie success they mUt with^ oar 
fotqnepiavamevdsinighcberegubued* Butflbiqj^^ur being' vei^ h^d'shoumen. 
and from bad maiiAgeiiietit, we only kdled'five bpsvs. vThey weigliedr I 
tbij^teabOuA 36 pounds each;, and adbre^d the dext cluyutn piipoiAtkio4»Iy 
gpASieallbrus alli^'U'he a«d^. gopd we» indeed, whiphws hodduriag the.^’ 
w!h|Me>fif cAir reiiciokice in Pataigoiiia«'^ In this' ltisUiexdi^ic%. lueny of 4i;s « 
ytUTA exposed to. great ijsk^ forwe spi^ so mpdt^auiitjbtQtnmrcie^aiv 
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sl 0 ck ofgiiaaiicoesi^ that when they came to force their way out, evai^ one 
fircfft mdAOiDa of us had miracuJous escapes. AU these aiuinais» but par- 
ticularly the guanacor»$. were estreme^ bhy, inoring off at the least alanp^ 
as if Utey had been frequently hunted. . But Uiis could only happen to 
them fwiee a-jear, when dtb tribes of; FatagoniyiS^s cross the country for 
the sake of haring constant food. These people travel over a vast space of 
iand| moving always with the < StiOi to preserve a teinperate climatr. 1 
Imve seen them at two different periods, in die litlighc of suiniuer, as hir 
^Vouth aa 59^ SOl^.aiid from dilTerent vestiges,, we perceiicd they were not 
iBiac'puitnted with those parts. The shyness of the guanaroes, renders it 
almost impossible for people on foot to kill ihcMn. The Patagonians have 
tnucli the advantage of us, all being well mounted, and much better marks* 
men with their slings, than we were with muskjets. Tha guanacoes contr 
tnonly feed in the valleys, and tliere is generally one of the males on each 
hill locking out ; and no sooner do they observe any person advoncing, than^ 
they loake a notsc which somewlmc resembles the braying an ass; and 
tliey then direct their course in the track which they wish to be followed byt 
the rest of t lie Hock. 

(1770.) Iriday, April 5th. Variable weather, with frequent bc^^ 
Squalls of wind, and showers of rain, tlic^ wind southerly. VVewere u^W 
nf an ppiiiHin, that it was alisolutely necessary to go in scorch of a more 
hospitable climate ; and orders were issued to prepare, hy getting shoes 
made froui the skins of the ananals which w'c had killed. The canvas that 
reinaificd, wc put togetiter in the best form wc rou/tl, as bags to emry our 
bread and aiiiiniinitioii. 'I'his evening wc weighed the bread, and'fuund 
we had as much as won hi serve us for the time we propi^scd staying here, 
and a greater quantity tlinii we coiiid carry with us ; we tiici efure allowed a 
pound lb cacii iiiaa. The t!iou;:;hts of this expedition teiTi!u;(l many of oiir- 
;>eqpie; who iiitreated to ho jell behind, uiuicr the protection of Provi* 
denee, rather thnn incur fatiunts wjocli would, shortly fniibh their days.- 
I>ui^btigss their siiriarion w as deplorahic, and to'^eparare was scarcely less 
dUtressing to those who were able to w.ilk. This staiTgtTCfl our resolutions ; 
and it was linaily detenniu^d, that 1 should go m the siiih'.I cutprr to 
Buenos Ay^rcs ; a plan which Vented to meet with general approbation. 
Tiie ajl|ow%\ncc of bread wus again reilucpd. Several volunteers offered for 
tlks boat, and four men were selected ; as many, with myself, as she could 
carry:. All our men deserved great commendation, for they hail been 
equally pressing in their offers wdicq the cutter was propnsed h>i*Kalfchijiid* 
Islands. Indeed they liad behaved in eiery trying and distressing circtmi- 
stance^ with die utmost patr^nce, fortitude, itnd obedience. Tlic Imit 
xvHS.now lignin takcp in hand, and chinced tvitif oakum, the peoples* kitivi^ . 
^servinggs tpols to thrust it inicf the seam, or chink. The other boats vrern 
robbed of their finils to assi^ tR the repairs. Other preparations'^ wore 
making, ,and the next doj was fixed 4>n for my departure. ^ ' 

';.Satiirday,v April 6th. ' Tbe„ vreather clear, and the wind from S, W. 
bkutfing strong.; At eight in thb n stop w*nA scrti I whiehVie soon 

^lMaovei«d so be the^ftfiiirite. It is iTnpo‘'«ible ttt descrilie the j6y yrc Mo 
qp'this unexpected de^vrranec : dopbtlcss we ha4l great reason for exulto* * 
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tion, and grateful thanks to the Almighty, for such an act of his goodnei^s ; 
for if this relief had not arrived, in all probability few or none oftis would 
have escaped to relate thie catastropW Such was^the exhilAratiiig power 
of this event, that many, who a short titi^Be since had not resolution fiiough 
to quit tlieir caves, wbre npw to jbe sepn ruhniog in all directions’ with the 
greatest activity, and the '^wildest emotions of; pleasure. About mi hour 
after the^ship^had been discovered, 1 set off to meet her; but the weather 
was so bad, that it was iiixin tbq^ evening before we got on board. Thefe 
we continued all night, and most of the next day, before we could brinf' 
the sltip inlo^die bay, .so as to anchett* her in a place of tolerable security, 
wbi<^ was nearly four miles outside Uie entrance of the Itarbour. I then 
left her, and came on shore in the cutter, which had been sent with an 
account of our.^iiiibfortune ,tq Captain Maltby, bringing with me those 
peopl^ who had been our deliverers. At our landing, all wure assembled 
to meet them, overcome with the sense of obligations they could not ex- 
press. EnibrsKCs and all the sincerest marks of gratitude were iis4d, to 
shew how much ibcy were indebted to Mr. White, the master, and bis six 
attendants, for the life which they had now so good a chance of enjoying. 
On inquiry, we found the cutter Itad been only seven days on her passage 
to J?prt Egmopt. The first nightj-by their description, was a dreadful one, 
as I have noticed on the day of their departure. * Tlieir canvas deck went aft 
to pieces; and the boat was often nearly filling with water i ibr though the 
••r wind was fair, they copid not venture, as it was very high, to make that use 
of it whicji would have slioriened the time. They were “obliged, therefore, 
to keep the boat's bo\v sis much to the sea as they could ; by that situation, 
meeting the least resistancr, yet always di iviiig towards the wished-for port. 
The next day the sea and uind abated, and they proceeded on thdr voy- 
age, making use of their oars frcqiicntly and voluntarily, to expedite the 
service entrusted to tlicju, 'J'he wether oiiHhe whole continued fine; and 
rhe land they first discnaf-id, proved to be Cape Dolphin, distant from 
port Desire 3 miles ; from this place the boat had to come bock 45 miles, 
which made tlic whole distance sailed 369 miles. Troni the Cape ah 
opening was perceived, which eventually bruyght them into Port Egniont. 
The weatJier soon .nfrer wards proved very bad, and. it was fotiirtcen days 
before the ship could get to sea ; which accounted for her not having arrived 
smner. • Wc were ao tired of nur settlement, and elatad at being relieved, 
that scarcely a moment was lost in h.'istening our departure. I, therefore,, ' 
wqis dirdbtod to take as many men as I could carry, in the cutter, *flnd 
t^lio half barrels of powtirr, and to set off for the Favorite. The pfO- 
spect ot reacliing her was very flattering, but our disasters were not yet at 
aorend..^ A sudden gale cifme on,^and the boat had nearly filled. The 
povi^dcr , was thrown overboard, but tluii was not sufficijfni ; .for We weN?

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1 t}ierol«>re Mt off to lolate their situation and <;end relief leaviiiii^ tliosa 
that could travel to come on at their leisure* 1 found it a very tiresoma 
walk, tbo wind and snow being dirtctly in my face. ' However, 1 pro* 
ceeded, apd sent assistance to those i knew must necessarily remain be* 
hind* The rest, being about foorteen, gained on: ^^ettlenient in the even* 
ing. The night was an exceeding bad one, with muHt thunder, lightning^ 
and sleets Wc were all extremely uneasy, and our spirits ware more 
depressed, than they bad been fo^ some time'^'j for we dreaded lest tba 
Violent storms might fbree the Favorite to sea* 

Monday, April 8ch, hard gales, and cloudy. At daylight a strong party' 
was sent to attempt getting off thd^ boat ; but there was too much sek to 
accomplish it, so they came back in the evening. 

Tuesday, April 9tli. l^ie wcStlier still bui^ercus ; but the wind had 
altered its direction a little, becoming rather more nr>rtherly. 1 set off at 
three iif the morning, taking several people witli me. On our arrival, w« 
found the sea much abated. Tlie boat was got off safely, and on board tlic 
Favorite before noou ; where I left twenty men, ami returned directly for • 
Port Desire. 

Wednesday, April lOlIi, Frcdi gales* with smooth water. At day^ 
break, alf the bpats l>elongin^ to the 8loo{wcaaie on shore, i^id were em*^ 
ployed in carrying ofl‘ the people, and iho few stores we had saved. 

7'liursday, April 11th, flue weather. We got every tiling on board, and 
in the evening Cook our dcparluic; having h fresh galftat N.W. and steered 
for Falkland Islands, which wc saw the l.'itli of April. We l^ad hail, 
sleet, and iutervafs of rain all the passage, and were accompanied by 
whaler seals, and h variety of birds. On the evening of the lOth, vie 
anchored and secured (he ship in Port J^ginont. From the wrtiLiicr we had 
experienced in the ftill of the year, there w'as* every reason to expect rt 
niucii severer winter than we IihiI generitlly been accustonu-d Co ii Fugtand. 
And, iiulccd, 1 had pa«^sr<| two sununcjib in liie Stairs of Magellan, where 
w'e had scarcely a dry day, niid alinobt a constant sttirni iVoin the west* 
ward. The siiniuicr.s having been so bad, gave us slmiig icasons to dread 
the winter; but it proved m.ld, as will appear hereafter. Vet us w'C hod 
nothing to employ our j:hougIn.s*on, except the safety of the ship, she was 
prepared agreeably to the ideas wc had formed of Llic weather from oar 
experience : she was, theixTore, totally unrigged, and moored with » 
greater length of cable tlt^n eoiumon. 7 his sicuntion reduced us to a state 
of/ inactivity, which by no means accorded wiih^tiiose habits oT lieing' 
always at work : remaining in the ship was very tiresome to us, not only^ 
for want of room, but for want of iexeriion. 

(1770.) The late Swift’s company, therefore, were permitted to ramble 
about as tliey pleased. 7'iicy formed themselves into small parties, and ' 
went from one island to another^ aSiusing themselves in the best manner 
they could. , The country ^^bounded with ior.g sedgy grass, which Was ‘ 
easily converted into places of shelter. Our food consiscq^^ of geese, ducks, 
widgeons, teal, and n variety of oilier birds, whiob is) general were so uU- 
Cfmscious.of danger, that we knocked them down with sticks. Foxes were 
the >iuJy nativ'c quadrupeds } they were fuuud here when we ffrsc took

tame as to coipe into the water and meet the boats, Tblii wont of

Mtiny beautiful pebbles were found on the beach; some perfectly trans- 
parent, nmking handsome scuU ; but tho Japid'aVies complained of their 
> being harder than anything of the kind they had. ever met wiij). Jhe^ 
niouiitalns produced fine chrystals, which after bcipg in the hands of our 
workmen, were to appearance little iiifeiinr to piecious stones. The eager 
pursuit after jLhese, turning up the earth in searcli of otW valuables, se* 
Iccting the pebbles, and providing a livelihood, occupied^ the greatest part 
of our time ; f(ir us tlieie was no work to be doii&ron, ^oard* we seldom 
, went Co the ship, llv^ (nuncio shell iu these j^Jands ni^^gi^.ai^ly lieautiful ; 
and wlieij^ the outside is cleaned, ncuiiy iranspaicut, cxcoptingji HV^ular 
figlirc on the inside, not* unlike a man’s head. These three became a|ticlcs 
lOftratFic; and many of our seamen, when returned Co and,, gained 
coiibiderai^ly by their curiosity. ^ . 

Tfic subsc'quent days of i\pril continued moderate, the wii^ds variable ; 
^e climate wiui ciiiell v governed by ti e winds. The N^'.Wb and N.K. 
with few exceptions, gtui’r, uiieudod with fogs and small niin. Jn the 
other quarter^, the reverse ; pailicularl^beiwecn S.S.Ii. and W.S.V\'- 
wheii we had strong gales, aijj hue, clear, lieullhy Sllitber. southeily 
uinds brought snow, but it was seldom lerff cold. In the beginniug of 
^jVlay, the ship. was rigged again, as it became necessary co^ lind stjnie 
employment t^.lhc people who lived on bohrd, for all were not equally 
hunter^ ufier hiities. . ^ 

The climate wiiS colder in this month of Mayjdian the last. Thq vio*<« 
leuce of^tho winds couipclUd us to sirikd yards and topiiiuiasts, three or 
^ j&ur ; but the duration of the gule^ was sliorf^ scldom^&iceeding ii\e 
liou^ ,;Tlie winds were cliufly wcsfely, son^imes easterly;* lasting 
, fihout 24 hours, but never longer. The month of June Was dark and 
. doudy, wiih frequent fulls of snow'. Xhe winds v^iabU, but chiefly 
bciweeti south and west ; and on the w^ole the^wuather wa4 m^detate, both 
49*^0 winds and cold. On the t!^ of June, frigate^' i>f 32 guns,

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Afy demanded in tlie name of the KJn^ of Spain ; as adjoining the rJvcr 
atid likewise ^as (lio islands* had been pnrclifised tVoin Mjnsieur 
BougaiuTiUej^ who, being sent itjto these seas by the Ffcucb'gdyernmeut on 
H voyage of ojiservatiqn, bad pronounced liitn>' to have been the first 
dificovemof tlietn." ‘ \ /' 

(17/0.) Between the 4th and llib of Jqnei preparatij^bs Ihr defence 
were makicig; and we cemoitstratcd, on ibo inifni^pi'iciy of iisidg hostilities 
against iis in times of pcacq. They alfeged, how wroiig^it would b^ in ui 
to resist the orders they luid received to dispossess its ; particularly^nS they 
caino with so superior n fdVeCf which had bccirse|it on pufj^hse to, avoid 
the effusion of blood. It was frue^. we had nothing to oppose thef»i except 
the Favorite, .Tb^re was rhdeed, a b!ock-houser|''^br!ginitU> 

intended to receive seven sIx-p«>n:iJiers, .bftt’ *the po^^^6les wer^ not cut ; 


the/rume had been built in Knglaiid, and vvas sent out at a grefit expense, 
witli no guns or ammunition ; «c therefore had used it *as a store-house 
for our provisions : but on this occasion it wns 'clenrcd, ahd four port-holes 
cut to receive four twelve-poiindt^ri., iljat had been left on shore ))y 'tlic 
late Admiral M*I3ride/ who at that tipicliad cmninuiicled the Jusoii frigate. 
Opposed to us, were three frigates, of 34 guns each; one of 30, and ano- 
ther of ^0. They were manned wifl\ 1,010 seamen, including marines, 
52d'k»Idrer^/ahd about 30 artillerymen. '11 cy had 24 pieces of ordnance, 
fri)rn'^4-f^ - hders to fours, several srrtall field- picci.“<, and four m'utars. 

A'^eat deal of conversation, verbal and epistolary, took place befora 


the' Spaniards landed. A iriutuni intelligence at length siicceecJcd i and 
warping the Ships close in, they set their troops and artillery onshore. 


Several shots weretlicn fired from the frigates over the block-house, and a 
few from us over the ships. In the incun^ liinc the SpHui&b troops were 
advancing. Situated as wc were, it was totally unnecessurv for us to con- 
tend; the of truce therefore w^ displayed, and a capitulation ensued. 

The principal articles were, thait the I'-^rite should' 0ot depart for 
England, till the expiration of twenty days after one of ihcir frigates bud 
•ailed. That an inventory of every tiling we left should be tdlfisn, lor 


which they would give rcceijJts. Tliat the stores and block-house might be 
paid for by the Spaniards, fur they did not conceive thepresent transactions 
would produce a rupture between the two states. That they would not 
interfere with the King's sliip or people; and that we were to remain in 


peaceable possessioiv of oar liouscs till we sailed ; these preliminaries 
having' beeftseettled, the Spanish troops took jA^&session, and lived toge- 
ther on the most sociable terms. 

The circumstance, of the rddder being unshipped, as mentioned in the 
cnpitulatiuiif w'as certainly executed ; which would not have happened, 
it' Captain M^Uby wourd.hpre given his word of honour, that he would not 
atiernpt to sad until the iiiuttcd t'.uc had expired. But there has been 
u>ore>s^id on the su^^t of disgrr oe^ than there was oecasion for : ^ for the 
rudder wasi in Want of repair, afW ihus!; have been seat on sltore; and so 
soon aa that wa^ eHecusd, wdneh ^ only took up three or four days, it was 
brought on board by a^pmiisb 1 uacln

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(1770.) On the ISih of July, it was intiraated to n?, that we might de» 
part. Oftourse we lost no tjine,*iiiui sailed on the 14th. 

Almost all tlie shoals about theso islands are rocky ones, which, whajk-^ 
ever be the tirtie of tide, may he c!i:>tingiiishtd by the very long weeds that 
pTiw upon them, rendering the navigation, so far as they are conceilicd in 
it, ‘very safe; ‘because they point oat a danger not visible by any other 
sign. I have seen tiiese needs in ninety feet water, and they are so strong 
and clastic, that by getting liotd of three or four of them, they will ride a 
boat; or, in otheV words, retain' her in the same situation against a hard 
gale of wind. The clustef of islands, Onllcd Falkland, are all extremely 
high, and may be seen in cicnr weather at the distance of 50 miles. The 
tops of them arc an entire rock, l!ie lower part very, rich, and will readily 
brihg forward whatever is .soyn. Tlicy contain eArf-edingly fine fresh- 
water ponds, or lagoons, nbonnding with a varirty of fovil. 'Inhere 
are likea isc an astoinshing number of rivulets, where water-cresses, wild 
cellary, ninl scufyy grass, are to be met with in great plenty ; and the 
bunks produce excellent peat, or turf for fires. 

The hnrhourf, as far as our knowledge extended, had but few fish, un- 
less w'L* might include under that dunominaiion, sea-lions and scfils ; and it 
is probable, tliat the sinnllcr sorts «pf different .species become a prey to 
them. On our first landing, they were so numerous as scarcely to allow 
ns room for walking, 'fhe^e animals seldom stay in tlie water, except 
w'hcri feeding; and on sunsliniy dn).*«, will go up on the hill side to bask in 
the sun. 

riobidcs tho^'C devonrers of the ^niall fi-Ji, there are two species of .sea 
birds, albatross and ptui'iiins, which Jive entirely hy fishing:. They arc 
both very large liird% '^riie former, about ilu* body, arc not unlike a guo.».c ; 
their wings rcry extcMivivc, expanding mar nine feet, and vieigliing ahont 
sixteen pound''; the others, except in greatness of reseinble n duck. 

When on shore, wl iher walking, ov staiiiiing, they aie alv\ays t^uilc 
eiTOt; preseutiiig :i fine white flout, the feathers on the bie i.st and belly 
b< ing of that colour. They stand, likewi.se, close li.gelher in an exact line, 
fiml at first sight have \ciy much the appeal anrn of suUJicis druw'u up to 
he cxeicjstd. uVmong ihcic, tlicre arc a few, from tlieir^siiperior bulk rnd 
tine phnnagt , calhd kings aiul r|iieeiis. If my recollection docs not fail, 
they were, when standing, liiile short of seven feet. 'J'licy were such 
i s(raordina>‘y biidh, th.it we made «e\cnil attempts to.keep them nlive, and 
liktwi^c to preserve tlicir skpis, when sluffeil ; hutwe were not so fortuin.tB 
as to surtcoil. Tliere is iuiothrr singularity attached to ihe»c two kinds 
of : for though so diiVert lit in other respects, the same nests serve 
for hoihi* fiaruio having ordered, that one of the rpecles should not wanD 
ft) deposit its eggs, fill the young or> ^jbclongiitg to the other arc old enough 
fo provide for themselves. Their n^.^s are^ittfo hollows on small mounds 
of earth, iibuut a foot above the surface ; and this earth the birds collect 
and lay in tegular littes, the nests bet equal distance from cueli other. 
Few streets arc i<-'gtilarly formed, for which reason we gave to these 
a«;sen)biages the painty of ns. They contained from four to six thou-> 
sand nests, pbteeff on the ming gibdnci near the sOa; The first occupieis 
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continuet] in the town, till necessity broeprlit the others to Inv thpjr e^tcs; 
e^nd It should seem that the latter at‘c the strnu^cst Inins; (6t tltey come 
in a body and drive the tirst inhabitants away, fuivinj; then) to the bimic 
of the precipice. Here the young ones, |dr the first time, use their wings, 
Which convey them to the sea; and I believe Jiom the day their txptil- 
sion, they are obliged to cater for themselves, '//c brrupleci not" to taka 
as many ot ihcir eggs as no wanted, preserving tbrm in casks packed with 
Sand, and a great treat they were lu us iti l!ie winter. Dm mg tl'.e net of 
piunderiag these birds, tliey never left their nests, but quietly siitfered the 
people to put their liands under them. 

Having, I believe, nieiilioned every thing worthy of notice in these 
iBlunds, 1 beg lea\e toobseive, that I aiundeii, and assisted lathc forint 

taking posscJ^hion, in the name of his Britannic Majesty, liy order of the 
HoiifCommodorc Byron, in Janiiaiy^, 1765. This was iny third voyage a$ 
far S'outli as ’jH* 50*, in t!»e course of six yeais; in two ofjtlicm nearly five 
years were spent going round the globe. 

(1770.) July the J5Ui; we t mk our departure, leaving the Spaniards 
erecting fortifications for their defence.^ Wc were now two ship’s compa- 
aies crowded into one ; and having put^s much provisions iu the sliip as 
slie xxiuld possibly find r</otu for, ive were obliged to s^\q culIi man 
twenty days bread, which was to be his allowance till llmt time had 
elapsed. Both companies were at watch and watch, so that the same bed 
lodged two men ; as one got out of ii, the other vTtui in. By tins lueins 
wc dul tolerably well. 

It will natuially be supposed, from the mode of lining, lodging, an! 
Ollier circumstances already related, that imiiiy of tl'e crewaof the two 
ships must h.ivc died ; but this w'us by no tncati^ tfj< ciiso ;«‘!for of the 
Swift's ship's company oniy one dicd^ who w.»s a niarmc far ririvanced in 
age, and a bcamau of oar^, by an aci^idental wound, icccived fiom a Spa- 
nish soldier. WJn iJ 1 mnution this, it compHlicnd.s the whole of our ^ 
voyage from England, »j1! v/c returned. Tlie remaining part olMuly pro- 
duced a variety of wind:i and weather, but iJjrthmg rtmaikable. 'I he 
mouth of August was nearly the same. NVe cro.»!Kcl the eqmnoi. on tire 
ICtli, in longitude ^4*^ ivcst. 

(1770.) September 7ch. We spoke ivitli a Spanish register sliip, of 2f: 
guns, called the St. Domingo Diament';, which had hien 7K days fiom 
Buenos Ayres, boan(f for Cadiz. At tiji) time a convci'rutloiiji.ook place 
about tlie propriety of making reprisals. Tlic tvrf> captains ilisagrced, and 
it produced high words. Mud» of the dispute w as, who tlmbisitiie sltuikdd 
be attached to, if our ministers disapproved of the act of taking this ship ; 
Ibr when the Spaniards came and decl^j/^d •'their intention vrith respect to 
Falkland Inlands, Captaiif Faiancr, , rtsideririg him.seif as the governor, 
conceived he had die Sfime auiliori'.jjj^iover Captain Maliby, as if the Swift 
was in being« sJliis the other for some time, till a^seriotft quarrel 

Was likely to ensue. Latterly, Captain lilakliy die quesrion, 

lenviog the propriety of the mef4SU! e to bedet idcd'Oji our re^i^nto Knghmd, 
by the Lords Cowmissioiiers of fhc Admiraity. •' When tvie iw#i with the 
r^glfter ship, Copuin Kurmer v)a.i for tnkia^ of ; Captain ^b^ltby a as 
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of a df^erent opinion, but obseri^, If you will give me orHerf to 
tmt hosttlitli^, I will obey thcmJ^ l^his Capt^n Farmer refused, saying 
that his authority had ccated with the lost of the island. So the fepaniad' 
was altowcd to proceed peaceably on his voyage. Three days 
we discovered the Azores, and, bn the 16tb 'of September, dnmi^d tit 
Angria Bay, off the town of FaynlJ' where we stf^ed thirty hours, recruiu 
ing onr water, which was our business there, tbe stock being ncsrtly eiA 
Jiausted* On tbe 3 2d of September, we arrived at Spithead, after a 
pa^ge of ten weeks. 

Of the east-aways belonging to the late Swift, I know of Only fbur, 
includin]g myself, that are living — Captain Lauchtan lluatOr, who was 
then oiie of the mates, Mr. Frederic Thompson,* the surgeon,^ who is 
great repute and practice in fiis profession at Kensington ^ and Mr. Joba , 
Muhry, the purser, who lives near the Hot Wells, Bristol. *

Wc shall) in the next place^c avail ourseWes of some vtitlablo' 
MS. observations, that were ipado by Sir Erasmus Gower respect- 
ing the Cape Vic Verd and other Islands which he has visited‘»;. as 
also Ills reinarks from the knowledge which he has acquired by 
crossing the Eqiiaton in tliosc Seas, ten times. These the kindness 
of a friend has obligingly procured for this additional memoir* 

In former days, that is so far back as the year 176^, St. Jago, one of 
the Cape ((eV^erti Islands, wqs renowned for being a place of resort for 
ships, bound lo the southward, to anchor at, for the benefit of procuring 
a supply of water, of frcsii meat, vegetables, and fruit of all kinds. At 
t!ic above period, money not covered ; for clothes, that were scarcely 
wearable, were in much higher ectiinntioii. The water was contained in 
two wellsi' and the farthest from the sca-shorc was very good ; but the dis* 
taucQ for roiling the cn^ks to the boat was, loiisidcniblc, and laborious. 
However, the slaves, for a very small compensation in wearing apparel, 
relieved our seamen from that fatigue. 

'^hese desirable objects, however, have long since been done away, and ' 
refreslinients arc now rarely to bo purchased at exorbitant prices. 
No assistance whatever can be ohtatiicd from the inhabitants; and our 
niqi^arc consctjuently exposed to great fatigue, during the intense, heat of ^ 
ch&sufK llenCe a question naturally arises— “ Why not work at night?®— 
But fahil experience has discovered, ^hat iheprght air has been found much 
more pernicious than the heat of tho'Sun.-^The disrepute St. Jago is ' 
present, affords me an opportunity of relating, wjhat the Portuguese 161(1 
mq of the Island of Brava : ** Thatr!^- produces safe anchorage, and good 
waicr/*— Yet I hayc|}/ever heard of its being a^amiiied by us. In my opi* 
niou, it would/ be a desirable ^bject ti> become acquainted with iU' ^ 
particularly aait ii>igl)||^be explored, little trouble, one 
•f Qiit men of war st&tioned'tpu.^V({oast\of A/rica : and ikould itbe ^un4 ] 
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pr^uctive of JsRO has failed ^ii,^here , would bo the additional * 

aojv^ismob of its Bficvecy, for some time at least, during a war. 

Hayi^been induced ^o say iiiucli of St Jago, it will not be foreign to 
the pres^ .subject (as I shall liave to mention tvhnt little I Ij^now of the 
Island of Tristan da Cunha), to speak 6rst of the knowledge I, hate no < 
qtiired of' the equator, by having crossed it ten times in these seas. . You 
are qompcllcd tp do it according to the winds, which the particular season 
of the year may produce : for instance— in the summer inontlis, you mojf 
cross it in whatever longitude you please ;^but, being bound to the Cape of 
Ghod Ho]^,* or the Mozambique Channel, I would recommend its l^ing 
donc m 32 or 23 degrees.* Should your destination be the coast pf Brazily ‘ 
or o^ tow^s Falkland Islands, it maybe dPne'w'ithout any impediment 
in^pmnt or (time, as far west as 27 degrees. But, of all tilings, avpjd going , 
nearer the coast of Africa, than 20 degrees. For it would subject tba 
novi^tbr, at ^rtain seasons, to calms, violent raiu«, thumier, lightning, 
and wind ; which produce great delays, and frequently lay the foundation 
ofd^e^se. The above experience aObrds another advantage^ that of 
falling in with an enemy; of whose inuvcments tovvauJs the east, you may 
have* had information. For/hree or fuuf ships, well disposed, will com- 
mand^dn extensive view of sea. 

The impediments we had met with at St. Jugo, made me determine on 
going to Rio Janeiro f to have ihctn loiiioved ; whic^i hn\ing liccu amply 
clone, I made it rny duty to iJ.e Ij-laiul^ of Tristan d.i Cunfia. Tlie^e 
are very little known, nv\ jug (o their being a *^mall distance to the south- ■ 
ward and westward of tlic general track 'of ships bound to Tndi;). I had 
besides in vi6w the exploring of several Island**, which we know uothiiitr 
of, except that such exist. But iny inTjeniions were defeated, owing to the 
extreme bad weather. My ambiiiou, however, was in some degree grati- 
fied, by having, on the 31it of Dtccnibcr, 1792,*«.fiilleii in with 'I’listan da 
CUnha,j; Nightingale, and Inaccessible. We steered for the former, and 
very soon found anchorage and a fine cascade of water, vvliicli discharged 
hsclf on the beach. W*o unt^i^rod in Su fathoms, about a rnilc from the 
shore ; and had we dune so in 20 fathoms, it would have enabled me to 
have said more respecting this island, than I can now do : for a very mo- 
derate daw gf wind drove us oO' the bank, in the couise of the nighi, aud 
by the time our anchor was up, we were too fur from the laud, to give up 
our time in recovering "the spot hud left ; whi^h lies in the latitude of 
87® 6' south, and 11® 43' west. The cascade of water bore S, b. F. Tlifif 
lieutenant, who wos on shore, reported, that with the assistance of a horsp, 
thf casks might have been hli^d wiiliont removing them out of the boat,

A Fiukerlon, in hfs Geography, says,-£»^' Proceeding towards ihc west, are 
•everaJ other desert islands, surcaunded with the floating 'xc bf the Antarctic 
aud^ chiefly discovered by MaMOii, in 1772. fhat of Tristati da Cnnha 
tt unknown to recent accountaV' (Voi. 2, p. — Perhaps these feseaieliet of 
Sir^E. Oower, niay induce soia^ other cxperinucejd navigator, yrho^'inay baVe 
Wtiited* these islands, to aeud us a further account. * 
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The Uaod wau very high ; it may he seen at least 20 leaguea^ and con be 
approached without any apprehenstun : for the wind can never blow agf inst 
inch mountainous land.— 27ie <tbo>ve spot is very deserving 
infuify, since it does not exceed 50 leagues from the general trat^ip of {(hips 
bound to China, or the coast of Coromandel, by tlid Outer Passage ; and, 
in war timet it would provo an excellent rendezvous for ships .thaVr<qui*M' 
no other refreshment than water. They might come extremely \yejl Si'om 
Ihigiand to this island, without stopping and afterwards proceed to thdr > 
journey’s end. 

The Ulaud of Amsterdam was another curiosity, which 1 becarne anxious 
to know something about : I therefore made the Itest of my way for itf ^Bnd 
saw it early m February, '17 1>3. I anchored in 05 fatlum'S on lbe; jM.'Fl. 
side, about one mile from the short*, latitude 38® 42' S. lonj^itude '^7® 43' 
the bason, or crater, bearing S.W. hy \V. This is a most extraordii)^^ 
place, oocasiohed by an eruption ; the circumference exceeds two niuls, 
the general depth of water, is 25 and 27 fathoms, and so steep along chd 
shore, chat ships of any burden may be fastened to the stones, in 6:or 7 
fathoms. Wicn tins island was first discovered, in the year 16P7» by 
Vfaming, a Qutchman, there was no passage (rum tlie sea into the, crater ; 
for it. was defended by a causeway of large stones, at least five fee^ahova 
the surface of the water. Time has since altered it so much, as to have" 
formed a channel at liigli water of nine feet ; so that boats may get in 
all tniics of the tide, except low water, and a great swell : and were it 
found necessary to deepen the channel two or three feet, it might b« 
ciTectod wiih the greatest ease, removing the large stones at low wUter. 
Due time will do that; for the tide runs in and out very strung. 'Ihc bason, 
or crater, abounds with fish, particularly tench, bream, aud perch, which 
we caught with a rod and tine, as. if we had been angling in 4 river; and 
though the water in the cj.iter is perfectly cold, you may perceive a steam 
rising *on many parts of the causeway. On removing a few stones, u small 
quauticyof boiling water ajipcars, whicli enables the fisherman, at the samu 
time, to catch the fish, and, without moving^ lo dress them without taking < 
any off the hook. Should further particulars be deemed necessary, tha 
reader is referred to Sir George Staunton’s publication, ^ 


We have thus given the two original accounts, the Shipwreck 
if the Swift and Sir Erasmus’s ]\autical Hemarks together, as 
they were both drawn up by him : and we now return to sotna 
further anecdotes of his professional services, beginning with the 
arrival of the officers and ship^s company of the Swift^ in the 
Favourite sloopi^ on the ^t‘2d of September, 1770. 

0^70.) When Sir George Ro^lney went out to Ukc^thc com- 
on the Jamaica station, in the Princess Amelia, 80^ gunsu. 
Captain .Marshall ; jMr. Gower served as second lieutenant,’ and 
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Afterwards as first, on board that shij^ : for further particular! 
our readers arc referred to our fourth Volume (page 262). From 
the Princess Amelia, he was removed to the Purtlaud, 50 guiu^ 
Captain' ,^larshail, still under Rodney’s Hag, a^d Mr. Gower was 
first lieutenant. When that ship was paid olf, he then, as we 
had alre^y noticed in pur preceding memoir, went into the La« 
rant frigate, as first lieutenant, commanded by Captain. Geoi^ 
Murray, uncle to the Duke of Athol, llis subsequent appoinU 
meut to the Sandwich, bearing Sir G. Rodney’s flag, has been 
also, noticed. Captain Voung at that time commanded her. 

(1780.) It should be observed here, that when Mr. Gpwer^ 
on Tbeiit^ advanced to post rank, was allowed * to step over tliG 
int^mediate rank of commander, which we believe tdbk place on 
the Ptb of January, 1780 ; it was a most rare occurrence in tli« 
service, and furnishes ample proof •of the high consideration in 
which his professional character, and •services were held at that 
time. From the Prince iVilliaui, 64 guns, which he then com* 
manded, ho was appointed to the Porcupine, of 20 guns ; the 
Knterprize, of 28 guns ; and to tjiu Edgar, 'of 74 guns, with 
Commodore Elliot’s flag on board, as already mentioned* Wq 
can also now add, that on the commodore's being appointed 
Governor of Newfoundland, Captain Govver served under him, 
in the command of the Salisbury,^ 50 guns ; and that w hen this 
service had tcrminated,f Captain jjower was appointed to the 
Medea, a frigate of 28 guns, in w hich, during 1782, he went to 
tlio East Indies ; and continued to render valuable service to 
his country in those seas, iihtil his return to England ; where he 
arrived on the 7th of January, 17S 1. 

It was certainly an extraordinary omission on the part of Ad- 
miral Sir E. Hughes,^ who then commanded in India, to pass 
over til silence, as he most assuredly did, flie captures of the 
Chaser and the Vryheid, as made by Captaip Gower iu the Medea, 
and recorded in our fourth Volume : the first was a ship of war,

the Isle of France, for the French comniander4a.chief the se-

to Cuddal ore. Having already inentionM to' 
the capture of the Chaser and Vryheid$ Capjhua jGowers^, 9 jfficial 
letters on the subject bad been regularly transmitted ta Bombay, 
where Admiral Sir £. Hughes was at that time^; Itifd it Whs tmtural 
to suppose, that public documents of the above deseriplioii.. Would 
have been sent, as thcytinvariably had been, to the, ' ^Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty. However, through lu^li^trange 
neglect, they were never forwarded home ; and of this inatteni^n, 
Captain Gower was perfectly ignorant, until his arrival tn Badland. 
His surprise was, therefore, as may easily be imagined, great, 
when he was told at the Admiralty, that any naval exploitr^ his 
in India wore unknown to' the Board, ia any official manner : 
and this was the more painful to his honest and enterprisin^niind, 
since he had possessed no remedy to obviate the consequences of 
this neglect, provious to his a*ctuni home. Ile^ then immediately 
wrote to Sir Edward Hughes on the subject, and also to the 
Secretary of the Admiralty, from whom he received the following 
letter, dated J uly 4th, • 1786

am to acquaint you, that Sir Edward Hughes has transmitted, officially,

must warp, or Ixc towed out by boats ; the Puerto Fajeiidago to 
the west, and thc^Puerlo Ferreo to the south, •which was the best 
for large ships, and into wliidi runs a small river, in another of 
the Cape dc Verde Islands, called San Vincente, he observed. that 
there was also a large harbour on the noith end, but that fresh 
water was at some distanqp from it ; and there was, likewise, a 
good port at Bonavista, The iTiformath^n of the hai hours in the

, Sir lirasraus Gower also observed,” adds Sir G. Staunton,* 
that thioughout the w hole of this passage from Rio, as well as 
farther on to the eastward, '' ithin /oiir degrees of the Cape of 
Good Hope, a small current set cf&istanily to the south ea.stward, 
which w'as proved by solar and lunar obitervations, as well its by 
time-pidlies. Xhe ships did not approach that cape nearer than 
'ninety leagues. For three degrees to the westward, and 9 s many 
lo the eastward of it, the current set strongly to the westward.

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When oJjpoBUe tlie Cape, the ships steered more southerly, to get 
' into the latitude of 40° south, so as to ayoid (he shoals laid down 
in Mr. Dairympld’s .eh^irtS;^ near the parallel of 38° of souther^ 
latitude,’ and' cxtoiidlng in detached spots as far as 25° to the east<« 
vard of the Capb, as well as some islands said to be in the track 
of vessels bound to Botany Bay, and little distant from the foute 
to China. When within 200 kagnes of the islands of St* Paul 
and Amsterdam, in the* Indian Ocean, the ti^ips returned to the 
latitude 6f 38° 40' south, and continued ^n* it until those islands 
came iih sight, which was on the first of February, 1793.’’ 

In her passage from Batavia, the says Sir 

Gcdrge,* touched upon a new or unnoticed knoll, with throe 
fathoms depth of water over it. This knoll did not exceed the 
size of a long boat, with six or seven fathoms water all round it*

The little squadron immediately proceeded + tcikvards the opening 
which leads to the Straits of Baiira. The island of Sumatra, on 
Its eastern side, forms the western side of those Straits, as its 
southern extremity forms the northern side of the Straits of Sunda. 
The depth of water is vet , ine^ular near yorlli Island (situated 
in the angle made by tiie Straits of Siinda), the water shoaling, in 
some spots in one cast, froiu 12 to 7 fathom^, and in others from 
7 to 4.

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(17930 On the 30tfi (of April) the squadron came to a^diof^ 
near to the southernmost of the three Nonka Isles^ 
the western shore of the Island of Banca. . Sir George adds, 
this latter island is noted throughout Asia for the same cause, st9 
tin mines, to which England owes its celebrity in JSu^pfl jn Ycry 
ancient times.~*^ Sir Erasmus observed,* that it waf very de* 
eirable for ships to stop at the Nanka Isles, as wood for fuel,|i 
conveniently procured from tlience; and hhe water thought pre- 
ferable for keeping, (o an^ before discovered ?>y the squadron in 
those seas. It discharges itself from three small rids into ^ deep 
reservoir. A cask was sunk, with holes in it, at a liitle^^distance 
from the reservoir, into which the water was conveyed perfectly 
pure and clear. At high wqter, the distance of rolling did opt 
' exceed ten yards : at low winter it was an hundred ; but the rolling 
ground waS good, and what is material in that sultry climate, tho 
people employed in filling the casks were perfectly shaded, as well 
as for a part of thij rolling distance. The tide rises and fa|Is about 
eleven feet, and flows once only in the twenly-fourhour^j at least 
during the ship’s stay there. The latitude of the road, is 2® 22* 
south, and the longitude 105^^ 41' east. TJiis place is perfectly 
sheltered from S. IV. by S. to the N. W. and there can be no 
high sea with ;:nywind, as Che land is but at a short distance in 
the open points,” 

(1793.) The squadron left Nanka Isles on the 4th of May, 
and crossed the line on the lOih, in Idiigitude 105^ 48* east. On 
the 16th, they anchored in a spacious bay oA the eastern side of 
Pulo Condore; and on tlie 181h steered away to the northward, 
for the Bay of Turon, in Cochin China. ,Tiiu only chart of that 
part of the coast ktiown to have been published, w^s purely a 
' jrough sketch taken by some officers of the Admiral Poepek 
IndiaroaiT, that had been accidentally driven there, by stress of 
weather, many years ago ; but it gate no iiiformatipn or lusi^uc* 
tion how to enter the bay, and w£ afterwvds found to be erro- 
neous ijkuiany respects. , 

The and judgment of Sir Erasmus Gower, however, ba^ed 
’^kvery difficulty^ and’bronght the ships in safety to^hetr destined 
port. The entrance into Turon Bay is round the N.E. point of a 
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peninsular promontory, now called P^oint* Tliey, at length, 
came to anchor there on the 26th of May. Sir Erasmus 
moored * the Lion in seven fathoms water, the N.W. point of the 
bay bearing N.E. by N. an island in the mouth of the Lay, 

The watering place on the peninsula, L) N. Campelio Isle^ 
which is seen over the isthmus, S.lv by E. A river, on which 

the town of Turon is situated, S.S.E. i E All the coast ia 

safe to approach, shoaling the water gnidually from twenty to 
seven fathoms.” 

For the remainder of this interesting voj'dfge, we must refer ottc 
readers to Sir George Staunton’s accoun*t. * The Lion returned to 
Kngfaud in September, 1704. 

Notwithstanding the length to which we have alg^ady extended 
this additional memoir of Sir E. Gower’s jniblic services, we must, 
as honest Chroniclers, express our jistoMishiiieut at the conduct of 
government towards this most excel{pnt ohicer. it had long been 
the practice to present' captains of men of war, who were cm. 
ployed in conveying ministers or general olliccrs abroad, with a 
cerfain extra allowance, to assist ^in the cijuipmeut of their ships* 
Sir Erasmus Gower spared no expense, in making the dlfTerent 
apartments on board the Lion, for the Lord Macartney and his 
numerous suite, as comfortable as possible ; and he besides gave up 
all his own cabins, reducing himself to a small place usually 
allotted to a servant. \ ct no ^Considerufion was in consequence 
given him ; and they w^ho know him, nc<d not be informed, that 
he never asked for any. Jt may, indeed, be said, that he lived at 
the table which the East; India Company found for the Eiubassa* 
dor ; and this was assuredly the case when Lord Macartney was 
onboard: but all the time he was in Cliiiia, where every thing 
was extravagantly tlcar. Sir E. Gower still kept a table for him- 
self and officers, pa his return home, he was paid o1)r, without 
any notice being taken, or his receiving any recompencc. iLifas 
on this occasion, that the following communication from Lord 
Macartney took place, in a note addressed to Sir Erasmus, dated 
Spithead, Scptcmbcr,6, 1794:^ 

** Allow me, my dear Sir, to rctuiii you my mofi sineem and hearty 
thanks, for all your kindness and attention to me and myTjiiidy, during

rest assured, that wiilist I live, I shall retain the must lively remembrance 
of your friendship ; and that nothing will make me more happy, than to 
iind frc:quciit opportunities of shewing it. 1 Hatter riiyself you will permit 
me to rerpiest your kind acceptance of the enclosed,* as a feeble mark of 
the gratitude and repaid of him, who is, with the highest sentiments of 
esteem^ and with the most perfect truth, dear Sir Krasmus, yotir most 
sincere and most faithful huinble servant,

To which Sir E. Gower returned the following answer :-5- 

‘‘ MY DLAll LORO, 

It is nil h ^xtremely grateful thanks, that 1 receive your I/)rdship'j( 
kind expression of friniidship, and your veiy polite mode of signifying your 
not tmly being satisfied niilj my toiuluct, but being pleased with it. Ileing 
in po-j^ession of those valuaMc tiefisures, I hope I shall not forfeit them, 
by requesting of von t<i siiillr me 4 .t(» velum the enriosed ; and 1 persiiado 
niy^-lf that y^,ur Lordsliip wiU not conceive, tiiat this is done from osten- 
tation or ridiculous jU'ido. 1 remain, my dear Lord, v^ilh the highest 
respect, &c. ^ ^ “ E. (;OWER.’» 

On Ihc 13(h of Novemborj l79J, the Thanks of the East India 
Court of Directors were transmitted to Sir E. Gower, in the most 
flattering manner, by their Secretary, W. Ramsay, Esq. for coiu 
voying 13 of thvir ships from China to St. Helena, and thence to 
England ; together with live otker shijis which joined Sir Erasmus 
at the former island : and the Court of Directors also resolved, as 
a further mark of iheir acknowledgment for the distinguished care 
and attention which bad been shewn to v,heir fleet, to request Sir 
E. Gower’s acceptance of a piece of plate, of the value of fiv^ 
luindrcd guineas. 

Sir Erasmus was nest appointed acting captain for Lord Hugh 
Seymour,* in the Canada, 71 guns, and afterwards to the Tri- 
umph, of the same force. In Admiral Cornwallis^s celebrated 
retreat, the gallant captain andcrevv of the Triumph were amongst 
those who received the following spirited encomium of their nobltf 
commandci-in.chicf, dated June 18, *1795 5 — 

“ Vice-adiiiiral Cornwallis returns his sincere ihnnks to the captainS|

whole of their cxeitions in efl'oct, meet ing a more equal force; when the

(1797.) Uiiring the dreadful nmliny at the Nore, Sir l^rasmus 
Gower was removed from theTriiirnph to the iVoptiine, 08guns, thou 
fitting to act against life chief mutiiicvr, Parker. On that occa.sion, 
Sir K. Mas honoured with the broad pendant, and had the prtSv nt 
Sir n. E. Stanhope, Bart, under him, as eap/ain. He was com- 
missioned to command all the naval force from Loudon Bridge to 
the Nore, comprising about fifty sail of pcndciiits. I he mutiny 
providentially torininated Mithoiit* those jxnvcrful means being 
called forth. On the ‘ibtli of October, Hugh Inglis, Esq. tians- 
mitted to Sir E. (ioMer, the Thanks of the. Committee of Mer- 
chantvS and othert? appointed for the ])urpo'«e of counteracting the 
Mutiny, for the zeal and alacrity he had unifftrmly manifested, in 
order to shew the great Muise which they entertained of the merito- 
rious services he had rendered to his country on that trying occa- 
sion. Sir Erasmus was afler.vards appointed second in command 
under Sir T. Paslcy, Barl.^ , 

ITc retained (he command of life Neptune as a pri /ate captain, 
until he was prornotc'cl to tie: nitik r ol Ueav-admiral of the V\ hitc. 
On the 9th of 1< chi iiiiry, 1801, he hoisted his lb:g, as such, on 
board the Princess Koval*. 98 guns, and again joined that excellone 
fnd gallant ollicer, Admiral Cornwallis, who commamlcii the 
Channel Fleet. Dining that year, ihe pn liminaiies of peace Mitli 
France were signed and on the I 'i'h of the crFSiiiiij befjriiary, 
180‘2, wlien preparations were making foi* ihe reduc'ion of our 
naval establishment, Sir Lrasmus struck his Hag.— From that Uiife 
he remained uncinj idyed until Ai ay il, 1801; when, as V ice- 
admiral of the White, to v?hich he hud been Jiilvancecl o:i the ‘i3d 
of the preceding monyt, he was appointeii ConM:-:»iider-!n chief,

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and Governor of Newfoaiidland, \iith his flag on board the Imty 
of £0 guns. f 

The government of Newfoundland was peculiarly adapted ta 
the humane disposition and experienced character of Sir Erasmuo 
Gower. The power with which he was vested, was unremittingly 
and uniformly exercised for the benefit of the governed. When ho 
entered on this urduous and imj)ortant duty, the inhaintants of St» 
John’s, the seat of govcrninciit, exceeded 5,000. Amidst a popu- 
lation of that extent, he observed with regret, that there was no 
cstablislinicut for educating thcribing gcr^'ration of the poor. He 
therefore determined ori o^peiiing a subscription I'or that purpose ; 
and nith a zeal and promptitude that do him the greatest hoisour^ 
he called a meeting of the naval, military, and law ofiicers, and 
principal merchants of St. Johirs. A subscription was immediately 
entered into for the building of a school ; with separate school 
rooms for the girls and boys, and apartments for the teachers. 
He then grafted a piece of government lahd for the building, and 
advanced from his private purse lOOf. which sum he continued 
annually during (htMremainder of his command,’*^’ until the 12fh of 
March, 1807. Since that time, the school has received from him 
the yearly remembrance of 20/. 

In this school are now educated between 60 and 70 boys, and 
as many girls. The first arc taught to read and write; to make 
and repair all descriptions of nets that arc used in either the sal- 
mon, mackarel, herring, or other fisheries. When thoroughly 
educated, they are employed at sea with the fishermen, and are thus 
trained up to be excellent sailors. A iin6r nursery for seamen can- 
not be devised. ” ^ 

The girls are instrucied in reading, plain work, carding, spin- 
ning, and knitting. At a proper age, employment is obtained 
’ for them jis silvan ts ; <»r in some other situation that may secure 
thep a mainteiuyicc by their own exertions. On the 51h of August, 
1807, at the anniversary nieeriug of the Society for improving the 
condition of (he poor of St. oolin’s, it was resolved, That the 
Thanks of that Society should be comm u idea tod to Sir Erasmus 
Gower, fur his bountiful, Kcalous, and eilicient patronage of tho 

Institution, and hi^ unremitted attention to its welfare.

It was impossible for such a*Governorto leaye St. John’s, 
without causing many a tear to fall, as the Isis got under weigh, 
aud gradually passed through the bold and romantic scenery of 
the .Narrows, which form the entrance of the harbour, into the 
rast Arlanlic. The sentiments which pervatlcd every heart were 
thus admiiMbly expressed in Major-general Skerret’s letter, who 
commanded the forces 

We take the liberty, my dear Sir Erasmus, to mingle you every day 
in our coiiversMtiori, not only in speaking of the happy cfTects of your go- 
vernment, but the great bcneticial advantages you have conferred on this 
country— ill improving tiic condition of the loxyer^ordeis of pcoplo — in your 
attention to their morals, loyally, comfort and security, — llis Majestv 
will bP deprived, if you do not return to us, of a great, able, and laiihful 
representative, true to his interest; whose whole lilc has been diatinguished 
by the most eniiiK lit bcrviccs rendered to die state. I, as an humble indi- 
vidual, shall ferl the wanLol* your \dvice and professional powers, in con- 
sulting you on the various points of m*' command, for tfie security and 
defence of this impmtanc sciilemenr. In short, L shall feel a lively interest 
for the happiness of a man; who has filled life with so much true dignity. 
Your affection and filendship will be ever dear to me, ami not to possess 
them would emhittcr the remainder of my days.'’

Since the year 1807, this distinguished Admiral has remained 
unemployed. On fhc jiromotion of flag oflicers, which took place 
on the 25th of October, 1809, he was advanced Admiral of the 
Blue ; and on the 31st of July, 1810, Admiral of the White. 

And now having served his King and Country, ei iiuently and 
faithfully, fur more than half a century, he is living contonttHlly 
in retirement ; enjoying that universal respect which he has for 
ever secured, both by hi8*]^nvate virtues and his public services.

Sir Erasmus, when young, was woiindi'd desperately by 
a pirate fsec Carteret's Voyage round the World).

Tn the reign of Queen Anne, v. hen l-epr.tiii 11. i,.!.- w.is statiorled atDigos 
Bay, he nccived curtain intelligence ot s-uno .jp.iUisiv galloons having 
arrived in the harbour of Vigo, nndor the protection of seventeen men of j 
war upon wliicii, without any wariatit fo. so doing, ho set sad, and gave 
inieliigence to Sir George Uookc, who wa.s then C'/iimiimdcr-in^chitf in thi 
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Mediterranean. In consequence of this ji^fprmatioii« the Admiral made 
the best of his way to Vigo, where ho took dr destroyed the whole fleet. 
Sir George was sensible of the value of the advice communicated : hut after 
the flght was over, and the victory obtained, he ordered Cnfjtain Hardy 
oil board, and, with a stern countenance, said, — “ You have done. Sir, a 
very important piece of service : you have added to the honour and rirhel 
nf your country by your diligence; hut don't you know you are liable to be 
ihot for quitting your station ?” — “ He is unworthy,*' replied Hard^, “ td 
bear n commission under her Majesty, who holds his life as any thing, whed 
the glory and interest of his country require him to hazard it." 

For this intrepid answer, the Admiral despatched him with the news of 
the victory, and a rccon^mfudation to the Quecs*, who immediately con- 
ferred upon him the honour of knighthood, and aftc’^wards made him a 
Rcar*admiraL

Sir John" Carr, when at Cadiz, in 1809, observing that a lieutenant of 
A British man of war had been running very fast, and was in n state of con- 
siderable agitation, took' the liberty of inquiring tiie cause of this apparent 
distress — Have you scon, Sir," said the lieutenant, ** a little fat man 
with a wig and a gfflden headed cane go out ? My God, I never was so 
used in iny life!

He returned to the coffee- 
hunse, and prrsuadtd an KoglishiQaii, who spoke the Spanish language, to 
telJ the waiter that he insisted upoir paying for his punch. The waiter re- 
fused to lake the money, and an altercation ensued, which was at length 
terminated by the lieutenant's throwing a dollar into the bar, and running 
out of the liouM', declaring, “ niiicli as lie bked a Spaniard, he would not 
submit lo be under an obligation to one." " ,

Lieut* Wallis, sccoi;^ tp tliat lamented victim oftljc tyrannjrofNapoIcoiii 
Cape. Wright,, in the command of the V{ncejo at the period of the capture 
of that %’cssel by the French, — who has recently bpf mentioned in all the 
newspapers as having effected his escape from his captivity in France, and 
arrived safe in this country,— is, we understand, to he promoted by the Lords 
of the Admiralty to therankof Comnian ler. The promotion is, it is said, at 
present delayed only by a.miiitcr of foiin; an investigation being always 
held indispensable, as soon as circumstances will admit, of its being held| 
upon the capture or loss of any of his ^j^jesty’s ships, before the Officers 
serving in her can be emjdoyed again. A court of Naval Officers will, it 
is snppuscd, be assembled forthwith at Portsmouth, in order to inquire and 
repor^C(jncering the Vincejo ; and as the result may be easily anticipated 
lo be an honourable justilication, the intended promotion of Lieiilenunt 
Wallis will of course immc<liiitely follow, • 

The fate of Captain Wright haviiur naturally excited a great curiosity to 
know the circumstances of the imprisonment and esca{>c of Lieutenant 
Wallis, we are enabled, from particular inquiries, to mention the subjoined 
fading particulars;— The personal hostdify of lioaaparte was directed in n 
particular manner against Captain Wri^hu That Officer flad been tha 
favourite pupil, and confiilential friend and lieutenant of Sir Sidney Sinitht 
in rhfisc services on the I'rcnch coast, which excitcil such universal asto* 
nisiiment and gave such alarm to the revulutioimry governments in the 
earlier part of the last French war, and having been taken, with Sir i^idiiey, 
on the occasion of the gallant, but indUciect buat*c\pediiiun from the 
Diamond, when the tide left them, was the compauiou of Sir Sidney t 
mernorablo imprisonment in the Temple, and also ol* the celebrated cscapo 
from that prison ; in the planning and execution of which ho lu 1 a principal 
share. f!apt. Wright &ub 5 e(|ueiiiJy actvd a principal part llonaparte 

under Sir Sidney in Fgypt, oticnrcoimuandiag in the baiuric.s ami breachc:* 
at the siege of .Tcan <i*.Acre, the first scene of the failuie of Napoleoi/j 
fortune, and bearing also a piiincipal command ui the corps with which Sir 
Sidney served on shore in the gihnd expcdaioii in Kgypt, under AbercroinUie 
and Uiucliinson. 

Having thus honoiirably recommended himself to a large portion ot 
' Bonaparte's hatred, Captain Wright, on taking the cojnmayd of i>ht; Vincejo, 
for services of tlie must peculiar and iinjiurlant^ nature, olY tlj*‘ const </f 
Franco., was particularly formidable, from the prior knowledge of Ins talents 
and character, formed by the ha^d, agd after the model of the ^eat ma‘?tcr 
under whom he was brought up. Bonapai te soor. fumid tliai Captain Wrighc 
executed the various duties of Itis charge with all the boluoufas and address 
of an able partisan. Thert^were^few things £»' riuK h dieadc.J by Bonaparte 
as Captain Wright’s ability in carrying on an ip.itfrctmrsc with the intc?rlor 
of France; and when, by the uufortiimne neeident o: being hcculmfd under 
the fire of a. vastly superior force, ilu \ ineejo wat> eai iuVed, he immediately 
gratified l.is revenge, and provided lignin'll llie poS'.ibo.ty ot another escape tj 
by the minder of his victim; never as:.igiiim/ any rc5.'*on even for the se vere 
confitibmeiic-of Captain Wrig(^t, aJcogeiher incxeusabie according to ih« 
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practice of civilized warfare, except a confused string of'aHegations, cliar- 
ging him with landing Royalihts, and taking them off, and thus keeping np 
the interests of the Oonrbons, and exciting and fostering disaffection to the 
Napoleonic dynasty; charges which, even if welt founded, could not be 
deemed criniimil in an enemy; and, according to all impartial judgment* 
would but add to the meritorious services performed by Captain Wright 
for the cause of his Sovereign and his Country. 

On this pretext, however, Captain W. was sacrificed to the revenge and 
caution of Bonaparte, who knew well what he had to dread from such an 
officer. 

Lieutenant Wallis, the friend and companljn gf the unfortunate Captain 
Wright, was first Lieutenant of the F/wcf;o, at the time of the capture of 
that vessel on the French coast. On his examination, tiii. severest threats 
were held out to induce him to criminate Captain Wright ; and although 
he was not ver/ed in the French language, he was repeatedly threatened 
with the torture for his ignorance. On the murder of Jiis lamented com- 
mander, he was deprived of his parole, and instantly placed in close confine* 
ment in a prison at Ve rdun, situkted on the river Macsc.^ After two in- 
effectual attempts, ho, at length, succeeded in extricating himself from this 
disagreeable situation. The entrance to liis dungeon had two doors, each 
with a sepui .iic lock, which he was compelled to pass before he could reach 
the outer wall. By t^hc means of false keys he was enabled to overcome 
this diiliculty, and scaled tfie wall# of ,^0 feet in height, w ith the help of a 
Atmtted rope. After experiencing many difficulties, he reached Bruges in 
and got from thence to Blankenburgh, where he obtained a boat, and 
WJis taken on board the Cvrtmally Captain Owen, and reached Dover, Ilo 
represents provisions of all kinds as exceedingly cheap. Tho generality of 
the English prisonersat Verdun were well; but from the cheapness of spirits, 
of a Very inferior quality, many of the seamen had severely sulicred. 

MAS^ACilE BV savages. 

[from an Arncriam ^Papcr.'\ 

Tuf. following is an account of the siiigtiiar and melancholy fate of the 
American ship Toiiquin, the crew of which were desfroyed by the savages, 
’while on a trading voyage on the coast North of tlie River Columbia, on 
Vancouver’s Island A native ship arrived from New York, nfur a passage 
ofhears^ven months, with merchandise and provisions for the company* 

It was licre we learnt with horror, that the story of the Tonqnin’s having 
been cnfqff^j^hut too true. Ihc circjinstancc has been related indifferent 
environs of the establishment; but tliat wiiich car- 
.rles with greatest apiirarancv of truiUis as follows : — lhat vessel, after 
•landing ch^'^rgo intended for Astoria, drparted on a trading voyage to the 
'.coast of Cwiiunbia river, with a company, inpluding officers, of 23 men, 
and had proceeded about 400 miles along the sea-coast, when they stopped 
on V^incouveris IsKiiid, at ft place called Woody-point, iniiabitcd by a pow- 
erful nation called Wake-a-niiiishes. These people came on board to barter 
tUeir furs for merchandise, and coiiducced ihemselve#*m the most friendly 
manner during the first day ; but tbc same evening information w'as brouglit 
All board by an Indian "whom the officers had as au interpreter, that the 
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Tribe where they then lay were ilUdispofed, anti intended attacking the skip 
neKt day. Capt. Tliorrt aUected to disbelieve this puce of new^, and even 
ubcii t)ie savages caine next morninui n great nnwibcr^, it ivus only at the 
presbiiii rtinoniStrance of Mr. M’Kay, that he ordered seven aloft to looseu 
tlie sails. In the mean lime about iiO Indians were penriitfcd to come on 
board who exchanged n number ofsea ottcr-skiiis for iilankcts a«5d knives ; 
the furaior tliey threw into their canoes as .soon as receiierh but secreted 
the knives, r.very one, when armed, moved from thequuiter deck to a 
did'erent part of the vessel, so that by tlie time they w'ere ready, in such a 
inamior were they distributed, ihu at least three savages were oiipositc every 
man of tj:e sliin, and at a ^ignal giv'^n, ilifey rushed on their prey and nor- 
withstanding the brave resistance of the whirc‘\ tj^cy were all hutcliercd hi 
a few miunlcs. Tlie men above, in atri''npting to descend, lost two of their 
number, besides one moi Laky wouinicd, who^ notwithstanding his vvcatcucd 
condition, made good his rerreat with ihc iour others into the caliin, where 
hnding a quaniity of loaded arms, they ilrtd on their savage as'-ailcrs 
through the sky-l.idils and c ompaniun way, vvlucli had the effect of clearing 
the ship in a short time, and loii ^ ho/orj night llu sc five intrepid sons of 
America wcic again in fidl possession gf lier. Whether from want of 
abilities or strength, supposing iliemscivcs unable to take tl^e vessel back 
to Columbia, on tlic following morning, the four who were unhurt left her 
ill the long boat, in hopes of regaining the river, wishing totals along with 
lliem the wounded person, wlio refused tjieir oiler, saying, that he must die 
bcfirv lonii, and was as well jn the vo'isel as elsmvliere. Soon after sun- 
rise she w:i', surrounded by an immense iimnber of Indians in canoes, conito 
for the expres". ptirposc of iiiiloaduig her; but who, /nmi llie warm recep- 
tion tlicy met with tlic d.vy before, did not seem forward in Ooaiding. The 
wounded man shewed himself over thc^aiiing, made signs lli ‘t In* was alone 
and v^rllltcll tlieir assistance; on which •some embarked, who, -indin;; what 
he said was tiuc, spoke to their pewjde, who wore not any longer slow in 
getting on brarvi,*!;;) that in a few second.! the deck was con^iderahly llu'ongrti 
and jhey prtx ( Ctled to undo y»e hatches withonl furtlicr ceicinony. Xo 
sooner wcie they cfimplctcly uigaged m this, than tlic only survivor .'f the 
C 'evv dcsia nd- d into* tlie cabin, and set fire to the magazine, cont .ining 
neaiiy ‘?U0Cilbs. of gunpowder, vvhicli in an instant blew the vtssed and every 
one on hoard to atoms. Tlie nai: m acknowledge their having Idsi nearly 
100 vva'Tiors, besides a v?ist nmuber of vrimnded, by tin' explo^ion^who were 
in canoes r-vund the sliip. The four men who sethlf in the long-boat were,

bers of society, or efficient seamen. I have another consideration of no 
small importance at this juncture, when wc see and bear of throughout 
the island, so iimuy mnnifleent establishments for the propagation of re- 
ligion and education of (he poor ; and as it iiicliides the morals and edu- 
catijn of the whole of the boys in liis iMajesty’s naval service, cannot 
surely be deemed an unimportant addition to those already suggt sted : 
wherefore I do not hcsiiate to aver, with some degree of confidence, that 
an order is required, eiilier from the Lords of the Admiralty or the com- 
mander in chief of every ik'cr, directing the captains of 1 1 *eir respective 
ships to appoint a fit person to iiiatriict the boys during stated times in their 
watches below, in spelling, rending, writing, and aritlnnctic ; and wbo-'e 
all, to the chaplains to impress on their yr>ung minds a due sense of their 
God and the religion of ilic.

[■A\‘l\(Jl, ill my former letter, wliich you have been so kind as’to give ^ 
place to in your very useful work, ventured to urge the propriety, or 
rather, the necessity Mf some change in the constitution and arrangement 
of the board of •Adiniralty, f feel encouraged to enter a little mure 
into the detail of tlic inaiter, from observing, that your zealous and able 
jprrjspoiidcnt A.F.Y. (of whose pers^ulilieSf I do not approve) 
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:>.ppears to Imvc thought on this subject nearly as t have rlonc, and at the same 
time ; and, considcirngour distance and total ignorance of cacli other’s opi- 
toons, this is rcmarhublc. That the hoard of Admiralty has too heavy a load 
of business, cannot, I thitili, he denied; and the transaction of this hnsincss, 
S(» \vrv important, ns \t is, nriisthe impeded, in no small degree, from ihearw 
t’anuement which now p^cv^li^^ ; hy whlcli every .natter of importance, every 
new plan, every necessary arrangement comes imdor ihc consideration of 
llic a/fo/e board; by which every individind sitting there must turn his 
^ittciuiun and direct Ins thoughts to a multitude of diiTcrcnt matters at the 
same time, or take them upon trust, and be influenced by the opinion of 
iiis colleagues or advisers, which I believe to be loo nnicli the case. To 
remedy this evil, so glaring and manifest, two plans ha\e occnncci lo my 
mind, as well cialculatcd for that purpose ; titc first t liave already men- 
tioned in former letters; vi/. the formaiion of a srcn/iffttri/ hiyiri(, for con- 
sidering of, and reporling upon, all iinprovcnicnts rclalive to every depart-* 
ment in tlie naval service; the altciation of old syslein-», wrrecliori of pre- 
vailing abuses, &c« 1 need scarcely say, that this bt)a'. d should be coiii'- 
posed of naval oflicers And might cg^isist of /ire members, three 

ot'whoni) at least, ought to be admirals: 1 believe the whole mnnher might 
be easily spared from their long list wittiout being missed : serving ii) jtl^s 
manner, however remote fioni glory and honour, they migJTt render msiliy 
and most important benefits to the country and to ihcii profession.

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30tb, At 8 P. M. nnchored in 20 fatnoms, black sand like wet gun-powder, 
nearly in the spot that Vluining did in 1697. When at anchor, the S- E. 
point of the island bore by compass S. W. h. S. 2 miles ; N. E. point N. J W* 
2 miles ; entrance into the basin W. b. N. lA mile ; sugar-loaf W.N. W.: 
1 mile. May 31st. proceeded in the boats abreast of the vessel toward 
the shore, which Is here a sort of causey formed of large pebbler, appear- 
ing as if raised by art ; in the middle or this we saw an opening, about a 
pistol-shot wide, into a basin or lagoon, where a great many seals were play- 
ing : a strong tide running out of the entrance at least knots, it being 
nearly half ebb, with some djdiculty got the cutter over the bar, which is 
formed of loose pebbles; we were then in deep v% \ ter, ns smooth as a mill- 
pond, though the sea ran very high without. Wc landed on the north side 
of the entrance, where we found seals innumerable ; after kuliog many, we 
Vi^ent in search of fresh water, and for that purpose began to ascentf the 
duly accessible part of t1ie hill ; the seals had fui‘med a good path for a con- 
siderable part oT the way up ; but beyond this Wc found the ascent ob- 
structed by large tufts of ebarse grass, which in Vlaming’i time were 8 or 
9 feet asunder, but now close together, so that wc were obliged to return, 
though' it must have been On tho'se heights that he found water : indeed, 
we reached the top, and found any, though it might have supplied 
jjpfCS^it expenditure, and in that light would be valuable to a vessel which 
‘Inade any stay here, V would be endless work to attempt watering a ship 
iVopi' hence. The basin is between 2 and 3 miles in circuit, having 29 
^fhtboms in the middle, 27 and 28 within 150 yards of the shore, 7 and « 
cloS6-to. Around it is table land rising in some places nearly porpeiidi- 
cuhir ffom the border of the basin, and covered with grass, which gives a 
pleasant appearance. In rowing round, saw smoke rising among the stones 
i.i several places close the bn^jin ; v'e landed and fjund the water so hot 
that we could not bear our hands in it. A pocket thermometer, which in 
the open air stood at 62®, when put into the water rose to IPO®, and then 
ill about a minute fell to 185®. I tried it in several other of the hot 
springs at dilferent parts of the basin with similar results ; sometimes in 
the same hole it fell to 189®, and then rose again to 18?® or 188®. On 
people,' who were on shore scaling, constantly boiled llicir dinner of fish 
in some of these springs which are in ail paits close to the basin, and ia 
some parts mix w ith and heat it to a considerable extent ; and as all parts 
abound wi^h fish, and no art is requisite to catch them, one of the boy$ 
would in live minutes catch as many as the whole party could cat ; so that, 
as Vlaming says, you may literally throw the fish fastened on the hook out 
of the cold into the hot water, and boil them. June ist. At day-break, 
being clear to the northward, saw from otirc anchorage the island Amster- 
dam, bearing by compass from N. 10® E toN. 22° E. June 5ih, IMVJ, 
blo%viiig very hard froir N. E. with a great sea, determined to run 
down under lec of the island. At 5, got a spring on our cable to cast, cut 
it close to the splice^ and went to sea. We lay in a very good berth to clear 
the island on either side, but it would be safer for .a large ship to be about 
two cables length farther to the eastward, and upot^ the appearance of 
blowing weather to go to sta immediately, and run to leeward pf the 
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inland, where smooxh water will bi* found; and as the easterly wind » 
nerer of long continuance, she tvoidd soon regain the anchorage. Jbe 
tide rises about 3 feet; high water at full and change of moon aboijii.1l 
oVlqck. OflF the west and the north points of the island, breakers 'pro« 
ject about J mile. There is not a shrub on this island, though the other 
island to the northward is covered witJi them; r 'arse grass and reeds .were 
the only vegetables seen. A sort of turf, composed of the decayed fibres 
of the gra^ and reeds, burned very well. ^During our slay we killed 1200 
seals, and, could we have stayed lon^^cr, nugiu have got as many thousands. 
Many whales were constantly playing about the ship ; several of pur people 
who had been in Greenland said, they were ^the spermaceti fish In the 
basin weeaught bream, rjd porch, and a fish jj^'senibiing tench ; on board we 
caught chiefly a sort of bream striped like a fna/rkarel ; of these so numy 
were caught the first day, that besides salting and pickling sc\'cral barrclr, 
we threw some hundreds over board. The lish should be gutted and salti^d 
the instant they arc caught, and, in panicul.ir, not be exjiosed to the rain, 
which prevents their taking the salt, as wc found to pur cost ; for several 
barrels, wliich had been in ibo rain before they were packed, turned out» 
oa inspection, gPod for nothing. The aiones rouiul the basin are of a dark 
blue colour, very luird ; most of them J>ear marks effusion, and^omo Are 
burnt to a cinder.’' * ^ 

In 1793, the Hindostnn anchored about mije £. from the 
into the basin ; on exaniitiation, it was found to be die crater of a 
the cirru inference of which round the; water’s edge was 2,980 
nearly ij mile : by taking the perpendicular height of the surr(>undiug']m|p 
at 700 feet, and the angle of their inclination at 65^, the grand 
fcrence of tlic crater will be 2 miles IGO yards. The average height onjjig 
sides being taken at 700 feet, the depth of winter at 29 fathoms, or 1^ 
feet, the whole depth of the cratcr«is 87 feet ; and it is a pretty regular 
ellipsis. The entrance into the Imsifl about 25 yards is formed by 

two narrow causeys, or ridges of rocks, that run out from two peaks, \yhi^b 
terminate the sides of the crater, one on each side ; that on the right is 
743 feet high ; at its foot no the causey there is a hot spring, at which 
were boiled some fish, wherein the thermometer stood at 2 12® ; and this 
is the general stanifard of beat at all the springs round the water's edge. 
From tlie ship at anchor subterraneous fire was seen to issue from various 
crevices on tim island during the night* 

The people w ho have been long on the island of St*. Ptiiil,, scaling, ilc- 
jscribe the weather to be fine in the summer, but stormy during the winter, 
whirlwinds sometimes tearing the water from the surface of the rjatel* ; 
torrents of rain from the clouds, wliich burst over thrills, pour down and 
/arm ravines in them. As iufrcquently blows strong westerly g;dcs, with 
thick weather in the winter movths, it must be very desirable for navigators 
running toward t||cse f^tands at such times, to ^lave a knowledge of their 
true situation. Patches of sea-weed extend p> a considerable distance 
from them, but are not always observed in approaching them from the 
west, particularly when the winds blow from this direction* 

Amsterdam, the northernmost island, is thought to be about Id miles iu 
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circuit ; ‘it is \ery nliTiruU landing on Us shores in any part, the sea geno- 
raily bi caking against tlu iri. * 

Vlaming aocliored at the soiiifi part of the island, on a spot about a can- 
iion-st)ot from the sfiorc, in 1(> fathoms black sand : they landed, but found 
no water on tliik side ; the bushes unci rushes with which the island 
abounded made it dilliculr to yicnetrute into the interior. 

In Maich 'ZOtli, it wiis passed by the French Admiral, D'Entre- 

casteaux, wlio remarked that* some little rivulets were pcicei|^d on the 
S.K. bide, atid that the inounlains sloping here would afford an easy landing 
in favourable wcaiiier. It tlicii appeared all in a blaze, tlic smoke indi- 
cated vegetables on fire ; it'i»'as probably ignited I>y scalers or by lightning; 
and consc(|iiently now there hiay bt but lew shroA • on it. 

Tlio variation of the 0 («in‘p.is.^ in 17 17, was 17° 35' in 1764, it was 
10° 45'. In 17 09, ^Ir. Cox made it 19° 45', in 1793, the \«.“iauon at, the 
tvatcr of St. Paul was 19° 50' W.

Captain \V. Pihgli made it hy chronometer 
J7* K. ; two otlu r shqj’s journals (which have b<‘cn seen by Mr. Hors- 
place it ncuilv in the same longitude l)y chrouoincters. The mean 
j^ft)bstTvations hy moon and rliroiiomcier**, taken on board 10 *^hips oot- 
bound in dilJcrcnt ycais, gives 77° 31' K. The fleet for China, umler 
^ijonroy of H.iM.S. Atiicnieiine, hovc-to under Ice of St. Paul's, October 
lltli, loOl, and hy nitaii ot hm.ir and chronometiical obscivatjons on 
board of 9 sliips, the longitude was found to be 77° 53' J'. 2u'ly, Amster- 
dam is placed liy the '* Requibitc d'al'fUs” in 37"* 5l' S 77 ° 4l' J’. ; hy tlic 
Con/icUsunfe dcs j.s in 37° 4b'* 30'' S. 77° '2o' 6'' K. i^lr. Iloraburgh 
says, that from the Iksi accounts it is in latitude 37°52'S. and on the 
lame meridian as S^ i’.vul, namely, about 77° 55' E.

A tallic plates, which arc herineticallY sealed or soldered together, form- 
ing a Iciis, within which is lixed a iiiugnctic needle ; in the centre of ihc 
superior side of l!»e above described caid or lens, is fixed an inverted hol- 
low cone, to receive a metallic point hereafter dcbcribed ; and to the.ceiw 
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tre of the inferior side of this card or lens, is attached a small weight or 
ballast, kccpiiig the said card or lens in an horizontal position, and at the 
same time to adjust the picssnre* on the point of action.

BULLETIN TUE ELEVENTH. 

D ec. 1807.— T passed this evening similar tq the preceding one, tolerably 
comfortable by tbc^gaolcr’s lire. At fJay-brcnk, Ijo came to desire 
me to prepare for tfie marcli ; liis good wife hrjl I're.rkfast ready for me, and 
made me fake a little spirits, as the morning was excessive cold, r>»;oaing 
antffree/iiig very severely ; siie also insisted upon my putting some bread 
in iny pot:kct. 1 ^^a•3 only allowed animimition bread, wliicli was so hard, 
and black, that notbing but extreme hunger wr)uld induce any one even ro 
taste It. 'Ibc gaoler was well aware of the disagrccal)lo riungeoiis F bad to 
pass througb in my route to Bitche — t«ld uio n^y funds were very low ; 
be received [) livres (seven shillings and sixpence sterling), which was all 
that the Iku anroi i had dolivcTed up, and only deducted 6i/. for what I 
bad at hit bou^o; giving tlic j cfiiaiiuJcr to iiiy guard, to advance as I iniglit 
ba\c occasion for it. I felt very sensible of this man's generosity anr) dis** 
interCbtcdni*‘-s ; tins was, indeed, the most reasouabTe bill I ever had pre- 
sented Uit JO Ini.fce: 1 lequc'-ted ho would take more, as I was ccrta4J|'’y 
ft rrxust be m coufcqucncc of niy reduced fiimnecs, that h:s demands wept*] 
so iriodcrato*, Iro-.uwcr, he would not. So I look my leave of him nnd hij 
wife,'* and iiiin roy i)iace, which was by the elcvc-nin Corsican's side^ 
to whom f V. eb \lned and ]iandcufli;d, and anothtr ebam passed through 
the whole o! rj;c p-nMy, wbi<b r«)mpleffcly linked us ^ogcthi r. About noon, 
our giiard-^ w-' ro vilified. 'J lu biigade that inrw cscorled us, were tlio most 
cruel scoinid”el . I evci htliMi!. Tlicy pluctol tlic *. I.ain round my neck 
under iny iMuokcrcnicf; and on my observing to rhern, that it must cer- 
tainly he their design to straiigje me, by putting the chain on so tight, they 
Cook it ill another ln:k, dainucd mo for a rascally Englishman, and clapped 
on an immcuL'C padlock, whicii was dangling as an ornament under iny

At night we arrived at Hagudliu f gaol. Here I found a Swiss sqfdict 
conba^d ; he had lately received his discharge from the British service, had 
come over from Copenhagen,, and was arrested in Germany, and trail?- 
ported into France ; where they accused him of being a spy : his passport, 
discharge. Sac. were takewYrom him and transmitted to Paris. On being

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discovered tailing to me, he was carried away to a dungeon, nnd not 
. suffered to conic out until 1 left the gaol, which was die next morning at 
daylight. ^ 

Wo were placed in the same marching order, with this exception ; the 
cliain was passed over the shoulder and under the arm like a soldiei ’^s belt, 
instead of round the neck. In quitting the town, I had a view of the 
tniller's house, and the part of the liver I had crossed some nights before* 
How different w'cre my sensations at this moment, to those I tht*n liad 

felt .At about 5 in the afternoon we arrived at - », 

an open town. The cold was very intcusc-^snowing hard all day. For 
our comfort, we were put info one of the most filthy dungeons that ever 
mortal hehchl—scarce room lo turn round in it, and only a small hole in 
the door to admit air. The Corsicans appcatxd to feel a g’*^at deal for my 
situation ; and observed, th.it they ought not to coni)dain, when a British 
officer wuH used in so horrid a maunn\ They were pci nutted to go out of 
the dungeon to get some rcfreshinruts, which the charitable inhabitants 
sent them. But the Sacic Angluis was not suffered to move; and 1 hud 
great dilhculty to procure a if.orseLof food, w luch was handed me througli 
the air hole, and vvhich tlicy charged double price fur. My companions 
soon returned, and tliey placed ihtir knapsacks for inc to lie on. I'his 
hole was so siiiidl, and thcie was such an ahuiniiiabie smell, tliat 1 never 
expected to sms i \ e it. Two of ihejse iJifojiiuiate wreii lies were sci/,ed with 
a liiaiTlK.ea, which contii.ucd the whole mght, and added greatly to the 
p(}our we already I'ud. 1 in\er pus (d so diiadmi a i.iuht. U'he miseiy I 
^ns in is beyond d(-ciiptiun ; the iijqiCarctl to h.wc no ciul. At la»r, 
the chearing inoMieut iiriatd, which w:ij> anr.ou’n cd by the usual sounds— 
raUling of keys, civekl-jg of doors, IjoUn, t\<’.

before; rlie t/.*. -iv.k wretclics were not exempted fioni fetters, nlthoiigh the 
weather was wxttssivtly* inch incut — blowusi^ and s. lowing light in our 
ceetl} ; iiiy wrists were quite swelled ami >. 00 . Jlowevtr, this was the 
last stage, and 1 expected at Iea*>r 10 get clear v>f the handcuffs. 1 he sick 
repeatedly requested to halt, where be*\ saw a fiozeii rivulet, lo endeavour 
to procuie some water ; but to no elici-t. Tiio^e flint-l.raried brutes 
would not suffer them, and l. e poor err atuitShatc fists full of .snow, to 
try to extinguish their burning thii^. 'Jhey w-ndil not even ctnidescend to 
unchain them on .my occ'asion, and they were coiiscqueiuly exposed or. the 
high road to every body.

S]'IL'‘IT OF MALACCA. 

[Extracted from Captain Lord Viscount Torriiigtois’« nautical remark 
book, MS.] 

It may he obs*^rvcd as a general preliminary, that in Malacca Strait, 
wliere the tides do not prevail, the current sets iiiucli oftener northward 
than southward; anil from the Arrows to Junkscylon and Poolo-Hoiido the 
current most frequently sets northwaid in both monsoons, except among 
the islands along the Malay shore, .irhcre regular tides are prevalent. Near 
the entrance of the strait, between Achenhead and the Nicohnr isles, the 
current at times sets contrary to the monsoon that js southward ; in the 
southwest niousoon,' ’■ind in November, December, and January, often 
northwartf ; from the coast of Pedi; to Poolo-llooton and Junkseylon, the 
current generally sets northwa] d all the year round. Petween the Nicobars 
ntal !>.)oton strong rijifilings arc frcquenlly soon, the noise of which may bo 
'il irniiiig to sirangcis in the nigiir, (lie broken water extending in long 
rjdiTOvv ridges, wub. snionlh spaces bcitveeii llierii ; and the agitation pro*

V^aiioiis arc the iipinions relative to entering the strait from the west, 
flurnvj; the south-west, monsoon ; some experienced coMiiiiandcrs prefer the 
track from Poolo-lLouflo along the coast of oiunaira to Puolo-Vixrela, and 
from thence to the Arrows ; whilr^t others prefer to pass near the Nicobars, 
then sti'ering to make l^jolu-b'ojiroii, bearing li.S. Iv anil continue along 
the Malay side of the '•trait for several leagues past the Sainbelangs. It 
appeals ditliciiit lo liccide po‘'itively which of these tracks is most udvaii* 
tegeous; hiit it is generally aiiownl that it is prurient to keep near tha 
land when convenient, and avoid the middle of ihc strait, especially about 
Foolo-Prra, where more calms |'»cvail in the S. W. monsoon than near 
e'tther shore; both early and lale in the season, quick passages have heeu 
made from Poolo-Houdo along the co.asC '6f Supiatra to the Arrows, not* 
withstanding the Malay lide of tlic strait is generally used, and probably is 
Uie t>rcferubie track. 

Poolo*Rondo is in latitude G® 5' N, and is 6® 59' W. Irom Malacca. 
Poolo-Ptra is in 5* 42' N. and .S® 1(/ W. from Malacca. The lotigitudc 
of Malacca is 102® 15' F. by nicnn of tt observers. 

From Rondo, proccedi.ig by the coast of l^'umatra, in tlie S.\V, moiisoou, 
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a ship will be mudi liable to calms unless she keeps near the shore ; tho 
rc)(utar sea-brcczes on ihe coast of Pedir, not extending farther than a few 
miles from the shore. In July, on tliat coast, we experienced for several 
days calms and faint airs, with a westerly current one mile an hour pre- 
venting our progress eastward. The current inclining westward, wiili 
tlie chance of calms under the lii^h laud, iuduce:> the greater number of 
English ships to avoid the Pedir coast, anil to steer for the Malay side of 
the strait* # 

From the Nicobars, by steering E-N.E.-ward, and afterwards E.- ward 
for Hooton, making a small curve towards Jutiksc^luii, strong south-west 
and westerly winds have* been sometimes cai^cd up to IVnang, otherwise 
Prince of Wales island. Tims, by steering far from Aciien-heail, the inon- 
9O0.n winds will generally be retained, and calnd avoided, until well to tint 
eastward ; there arc, however, calms and light winds iVoiii tlie coast of 
Pedir the whole way across to Booton ami Junkscylon in (4iat inoiisooiu 

From Penang to the .Sainbebnig'i tides prevail near tlio shore, which is 
lined by a hank of mud extciKbs.g out to a considerable distance from th& 
former island to Poolo-Dinding. From 16 or 16 faihoiiis flic water 
ahoalcns suddenly on the edge of this^bank, which requires to heave the 
lead quick in scantling on the ctigo of it, if a ship he going &isc through the 
water ; but a ship m iy stand into 9 or 10 fathoms \vhen requisite. Ships 
coming to the nurcliv\ard, bound to Penang in the N.E. monsoon, ought to 
'keep near the shore hank after passing blinding ; for by stretching far out 
into the middle of ti«e strait, they are liable, when near Penang, to meet 
strong N. K. winds, whuli may delay them in jciwhn.g tin.* harbour. 
During the N.K. mon<^oon, there are seldom any haicl squalls in MalacCit 
strait; generally the wud bloivs from the Malay shore iii the uight, paiti- 
culjrly wlien near the sitJe of the str.iit ; and the weailu r is settled, with 
less thunder and lightning than during the other tu'nis.MU. The North** 
westers, or squalls fioni that quarter, and also Ujo South- westeis, or 
'^Sumatras,” are frequent in the S.W. monsoon. At the hist approach 
they soinciiiTies blow strong, Ibut arc generally of short duration : a cloudy 
nrch rising from the hori/oif, mostly precedes these squalls, and gives 
sufficient warning of their approadi, although the iuUrvui somciiiiies fiom 
the first appeal ance ot the cloud. above the horizon, until it reaches (he 
aenitb, is not more ihau^a sufficient length of time to reduce sail ; at otlicr 
times, their approach is slow. From Parcelar-lqli to the Cafimoiis, the 
Sumutriis are more frequent than the N.W. squalls, ni«d continue fur 
considerable time either a .strong or inodcrntc gale, with much thiiudcf and 
lightning, with rain at times, particularly near Malacca. The prevail* 
ing winds from the C^irimuifs to Ped in- Bianca lue southerly in this 
monsoon. , • 

Malacca Strait, to persons unacquainted, apjjcj^s an intricate iinvigatiou; 
but cert*:iiiJy it is not dangerous, .as most ui* the cJj:iu:u Is aic spacious, 
with good anchorage thioughoat. Ships formerly kept buiits ahead sound* 
ing ih the day, and anchored during iJ‘e night in n:o«t plviccs of ihe strain. 
At present, ships that frequei.t this uavigai'ou ktep under we'ghday and 
nighlj often parsing through .without tinch'^rn.^ jir.ove o:,e ortwotim««|| 
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jo acquainted^ or even to strangers following directions implicicljx 
tbere is prdbably liitk hazard in keeping under weigh, except passing il^ 
S| fathom bank, the Arrows, Parcelar-hill, Tree island, in .coming frgm 
tho north, and Irom thence to St. John’s, if not very clear, and j^oing oi|t 
between Pedra-Brnnea and Kotqjj^nia reef m ihc nigiit. Ships which sttil 
well will gain ground with a turning wind against rlie tide or current iq 
9 K»st places of the strait during 'neap-tides, cs})eciaily jf' advantage 1 e takeq 
of the small shifts of wind, and a modcrat * \vork#g breert*. I roiu the 
Arrows to Mount Mora tl.e tide is stroii^er than in oibcr parts: it; this 
ipacc, if the wind be righr against a ship. >lic n^av hnd it impossible at 
times to gam ground, ev/m/* again si neap-tides.*- Running in tiic night 
facilitates niiicli the passage through the strait ; for Dricn surlden breezes 
prevail during the absence of the sun, wlien calms uud faint i^irs predoj^ni* 
nate in the day. If at anchor in a calm or otlierwise, w hen a cloud begins 
to rise indicatinpa north-wester, the anchr;r should be instantly weighed 
when bound to the southward, before the squall reaches the ship ; for the 
£lrst part of these squalls being genet ally brisk, will prevent her from pur- 
chasing her aiKrhor until the /brcc of it is abated, which will considerably 
diminish the benefit that would htfve been uhtuined, hud the anclior been 
weighed in time, exclusive of the clmncc of parting the cubic, unless it be 
a good one, or the anchor be light enough fur the vessel to drive.

Bv whatever cbannrl a ship enters the road, care U requisite to avoi^ 
the shoals, for there aic not always beacons on them, these being some- 
times stolen by the ll. hermcn, and somcLiines carried away by the N.W. 
monsoon : when u be ...on be lost, icbt.aticcs have happened of its not being 
replaced for months, or even wars; this was pai licuhirly observed to ba 
the case with the illiynhuid beacon, which is perhajis the most essential 
about this place. The Rhyiilaiul shoal hears about N. b. W. fiuin the 
shipping ni the road not far distant: it is on with Knyper^ island bearing 
rsi N.VV. A W. and is about the length of a large slijp, with only lU feet 
water un it. When homeward-hound Irom China in 1792, we did not see 
any beacon oil the Jihynliirid shoal; and sc^cii months afterward, when 
outward-bound, the beacon was still wuiuing ; bui returning on this voy- 
age, we ftiniid a new bca'jon, wliich had been placed a few doys previouf 
to our arrival. Coming from the west toward Batavia road, the channel 
frequonled by the Dutch ships between Onrust and Java is probably tliq 
best. Ships adopting this channel pass between the Gi%at Cuiaby and 
Man eater’s beacon ; which last is situatqtj on the eastern end of (l^"*reef 
projecting outward from Man-eater’s inland ; * trm then steer to Icav^ the 
islands Midcilehurgf and Amsierdain to the northward, and between theiii

•nd Ontong-Java reef beacon to the southward. Ontong*Jnvn reef extends 
from this part of the coast a great way over towards tl»e islands, having a 
beacon on the northern extremity, between which and another beacon near 
the south-east point of Mlddlcburg is the channel, having 3, 9, and 10 
fathoms water on it in this part. When past Amsterdam island steer to 
pass on the west side of the islands: viz* Schiedam, Kotterdatn, Onrust, 
and Kuyper*s Il'ich; in doing so, >»'hen .abreast of Suhirdam, a ship should 
borrow towards the edge of Ontong-Tava retf, wliicli is sand, and should 
run along ilie edge of ft in 5 fatlioins : hy keeping on the verge of the reef 
a rock is nvolded, winch is situated about !\nd-cliannel V.W.-ward from 
Onrust. Sevcr.d siiips haiegoitrn on this rock, there bcii'i; often no buoy 
or bcnc«»ii thereon. When past Knyper's isi.nnJj n h.''ar.ijM will be seen on 
a shoal near the Javan shurc, winch is U ft to llie southward. From 
FiJtincrtnd island a rocky reef projects S.T'.-''- ard, wl.iilj is sometimes 
provided with a beacon ; if it be percci’.ed, lcri\o it wtll to tljc noithwartf. 
When round Kiivpcr’s island, and no beacons ]fcrccui({* slecr direct for 
the outer part of the sl.ipping in Batavia load ; in paP'i'ig along, perhaps, 
several beacons may be seen placed on ^ots/)f shoal water near ihoJnVan 
shore, which iiMik- inusi be left to the .souihwaid. On nearing die road, 
if the beacon on the Ithyidand shoal ht seen to the N.K.-ward, pass south- 
ward of it, and anchor in 7, 6, or 3 fathoms, at di*^crrtioilf Ships seldom 
moor, the anchors being hiu icnl in 1 lie soft mud. The chniinels betwetii 
Amsterdam and Schiedam, and hetwecn liii' rlam anil Hoorn, me equally 
-ale. 'I'o cuter Batavia road by this possage ; when through the chunnel 
Jjctwcen Oniong-Java reef, and Miildlehurg and Amsterdam islands, a.s 
prcrioiisly mentioned, and past the south-east point of the latter, steer 
eastward towards the small h»w inland Haerlam, and between Hoorrt 
isiand and llottcrdam, keejiine nearest the former, on account of a reef 
projccLitii: u small dislaiioc S.K.-v>ar(k fiom the hater. V hen past Hoorn 
be cartful not to haul much v.fvuvard, on account of i’urmei end reef, 
which eMends sonthwai^l and eastward from tlu* island of that name, to 
a coiibirif 'vddo distance; it^is only visible in a heavy swell, which then 
breaks on it at low water. I'o avoid this nef, when pa-jt Hoorn, steer 
S7i.-ward until ilic* dome of Batavia church hems H. { E. or S. J K. then 
direct for the roml;^ Let ping the same hearing winch carries n ship well 
eastward of Puimtrenil reef, between the Kliviiland shoal westward, and 
the beacon on eastern rtf( f (or Father Smitli’s island) •eastward, directly 
nniong the shipping. In entering the great cliAimcl between Fdam and 
Hoorn islamls, keep the dome as before observed, S. A F., until near thfe 
road. TIig pn-jsages hetweon [.eydeu and Alkmuiir, and between hdam and 
Enkhnysen islands, arc also sa^p. The soundings in these channels amongst 
the islands are from 3 toT'? fathoms, even bottom. The beacons usually 
consist of a single piece •df a tree, with a picep of hoard nailed to the 
upper part tif some of them, in the farm of a cross ; they, however, are not 
conspicuous. An exception to this occurred in* 17041, for the Ithynland 
bearmij, made of sevtrnl picer s of limber, floated on the «urfarc of the 
water, and was seen at a greater ilistnnre than the other licacons. There

way, but, from other motives, they were not permitted ; aiui where eyeej!* 
aciioii was prescribed hy regulations, and enforced by terror; but, 
moment of danger, no terror could be employed, and, cmisequenUy, no- 
exertion took place. By the operation of this terror, Bie men were« de*> 
prived of ^ery lawful and flensing mode of excitement; they w^re de»' 
based into slaves, and slaves arc incapable of energy. This circuinstaiiCQ 
is a strong proof, luiw much more powerful the hope of good is in pro* 
motiiig liumaii i.ihoiirs than the fear of evil ; for here no chance exisCed- 
that was known, to tiie seamen, but that^hey would be punished when dne 
Weather should a>:Hiii return ; and, if the fear of evil could excite men, X

realized. I have before observell, that from the power that is entrusted 
to captains, diHVrcut things are p/inished, as crimes, by dilftrrent iiidividu* 
als, and the sqtne individual i^, at times, so unlike himself, that what be 
once punifiied he i» now inclined to applaud. This is so much so on boa|^ 
•hip, that the seailieM scarcely know tlieinselves what will be punished and 
what will not No principle, the<‘erorc, shot ter in its duration, or more 
transient in its good eifecls, than fear of capricious man, can be applied 
to govern men.

neighbourhood of their supCnors who vigilantly watth every action, and; 
^from that vttnity natural to men, officers are not content with thinking for

" I have mentioned the only prohnbife cailbe for vic'c, which is pfc^UHarfjr 
the result of poiK; to sea, to (;ive strength to the opiiunii, that (hct^ ^ 
little necessity for coerciie laws to keep scfimeb in order; to enable Us to 
form an estimate of their character, it ivill bt^ retjuisirc to brin^ ihto Vie^ 
Some virtues, which may be the necessary (^lAeqUcncc of a sailor^ life. 
The most prominent is, the awful circumstances in whicli SCaiUcnH^ vCfy 
often placed. There is no occupation in life so productive of rcli^iotfl 
Sentiments as that of n seAman*s ; none that so mitcli fcnctiurflgeg that ftldr 
of God, which is the'Vjcgiiiniug of wisdom. For thoiigh on shor^, ive oct^av 
iionaily witness stormd and tempests (yet, ftom comfortable houtifes and 
other causes), to meet with injury from t.them iS regarded a^ a plienoili#^ 
non. When pestilence or partial fafnine Visits the cal'th, its Cause ih sd 
obscured to the body of the people, by our rulers having, on all occasiohl, 
interposed, to assure them that every good was owing to their manage* 
fhefle, that when they softer any ill, the people aitliblit^ it to them and thb 
law's, and scarcely recognise in these things the punishments of tfib 
Almighty for their sifts. Not fea the sailors, Tlifey Canfiot, amidst tffb 
aiVful conflicts oi nature, however ardently they mfty be striving to attest 
ihbir ill effect^ 1cl tlieir minds stop short of a great First Cause. Then ffo 
human beings or laws can intervene between man and his Maker. Tbb 
strength of the strongest, or the arrogance of the most probd, then avail 
(hem nothing ; nil are for the time upon an equality. Ac suth a time, dm 
Ifehr of the Lord, firm conviction of his superior jiower, and art ejneoltf- 
timv fhr safety, fill the hi east of the itio^c obdurate. But these emotiotfs 
Hfe not sufiTered to coiitinne. 'fhe laws and customs wHi not permit th% 
fehr (ff Ood to be the sailor's motive for duty, they will substitute in its 
piadc the fear of man. A worse motive could not be applied to Sieamen^ 
for the praise of society tehches tliem, hbove^U other things, to despise it< 
Perhaps the worst injury seamen suiTiErr fron^ the laws is, the desthipi- 
fion rif religifiijs hope, which must follow from ' fts principles being de- 
kroyed : our superiors, ipftiilted by unrestrained power, wholly foi’get tfiftt 
love for their frdlow-creatures which the scriptures teacb; and tliey tcaeliy 
by'thcip' ex imple, the sailors, to despise them.

populHtjuii notoriously willing to light, and our country will he strong iit 
ttip;love and strengili of its inhabitants, standing as she does, exalted in 
t^e world from her nobleness of ciuuactcr, the object ol'pratse and udmk 
lation to every thinking man ; all, ct'idently, must love their eouniry^, 
The sailors partake strongly of this sent^meift, and how strongly let others 
judge, Since the oppression that is exercised upon them is not sutheient ta 
conquer It. Every place they visit gives tliein additional reason to Iovoe 
their country, for they sec the immense advantages it pos^sses; they can* 
not help comparing its immense trade and its popj^ons towns with ibw 
half'cuiiivatcd and half'peopied places^tbcy frequently meet with ; and wha 
can avoid fesling a pleasure in belonging to it. rrotn charity liaving, in 
our country, been much art ohjee? of praise, and from sailors haiiug little 
U^G for money, 1 believe it to arise that sailors have been so noted for their 
generosity and chanty. I'lieir hearts are never shat at a solicitation froii^ 
distress; though reason may not direct liican how most ctfectnallplt to 
bestow their bounty. Iiistancca of this are inn immeroi^s to need any 
cclalioii of them ; yeti cannot withhold two that happened very rccenlly. 
When the subscriptions were set on foot for the relief of the widows ant) 
children of the people who diad pcnslied in the St. Ueorge, IJero, arid 
Defence, the sum recommenced to the scatiieii to .subsciilte was two duysf 
pay each. I saw one of them come fonvaid, and, m that open rnaqly way, 
which is the peculiar characteristic of conscious reriitude ol' intcniion, said^ 

*1 wish, Bur, to give ten days* pay; I cannot make any use of my money 
here (*. e on board ship), and iliere is no belter w wy ot cmpU^yiiig it than 
in relieving distress.* He was not permitted, Iiov\evor, to give more 
timn his two days’.

** Another c:iu^ why sailors might be better than the rest of the eommiK 
nity is, tliot going to sea imposes a restraint upon many .of the pasiiops# 
and no man can there escape the conviction, that they all may be^SuW^, 
dued. A hrm conviction of* this*' kind is a good base for virtue; for the 
frailty of our nature is too frequently made the excuse for the commissiorn 
of every cri<^ e. If sailors were taught to continue those restraints upon 
principles w'hic/i'* necessity now obliges them to submit to, the tusk of 
governing their passic^s would be easier to them than to ocher men. I have 
already observed, that, from the vipes connected with avarice^ they am 
eminently and conspicuously frecA In no other part of the comniuiiity 
have men so good an opportunity of gettmg rid of those prejudices of early 
education, which, unnecessarily, make man the enemy of liis neighbour ; 
there it is that the Englishman, Irishrnaii, and Scotchman, set togctlicr at 
the social meal, that the grog and the purse belong to all ; none want while 
the others possess. At sea, every man is engaged in |irosecuting the same 
end, and the interest of all is the same : this begets a similarity of feeling 
and opinion ; and possessing these is the surest bond of union and of every 
society ; and that they are friendly with eavh other, is a proof that thejr 
do not want cliC social aflTections; they only want diem properly directed* 

At sea it is that curiosity, whose gratihcutioii is knowledge, may be almost 
satiated; and it may he justly observed, that if the sailor was not pre- 
vented from reflecting, he would, compared with tliat class of the coinmu<* 
nity he i>clupgs to,' be an intelligent man. , 

On the whole, the c^iaracter of the seamen may be summed up; by 
taying, that they are courageous, because our countrymeh, and because 
they ardently love fume : that from this, which is the most conspicuous 
passion of tliHr nature, they dislike work, because work has been jiiade 
infumims ; that they arc ikeutious^ because they want the opportunity of 
gratifying their social a^ertions, and the principVes. tiiat ought to restrain 
them are taken froin them hy the laws; that they ^re indolently careless, 
because not allowed K> rcficct ; tliat they are given to drunkenness, becauim 
habiytf of it .nre encouraged as an iudu^cnce, niicl occasionally tolerated df 
mJdfesMrr; and we may mid, that, if ntiotudly goverued, ibey wtmidlHi 
best race of human beings*"

RETROSPECTIVE AND MISCELLANEOUS. 

W E have with concern to announce the loss of IL M. brig Boxer, 
Captain Blyth. The Enterprise', Lieutenant Burrow^by which she 
was captured, is, by the American papers, represented* as of only equal 
force with herself. This, however, is irrcorrect.* The Enterprise had 
guns, and 130 men ; the Boxer’s burthen is 180 tons, and was originally de« 
signed for a gun-brig; she mounted, when capiuqed, ten 18-puunder carro* 
nades, and two 6-pounder guns, and had a complement of 60 men. The 
American account states, that the Boxer was literally rut to pieces in 
sails, rigging, spars, hull, &c.; while the Enterpi isc was in a situation to 
commence another^ctioi) of the same kind immediately.'’ The stubborn* 
resistance of the ofheers and crew of the Boxer shews, however, that ^lie 
was not lost for want of heroism. Captain Blyth nailed his colours to the 
roast, and, happily, did no'c live to see them struck. The action, which 
lasted half an hour, appears to ^lave bean of the most desperate kind » 
both the commanders were killed ; and they were buried together, with naval 
honours, at Ned* York, where both vessels had arrived. 

To the loss of chet Boxer brig we are sorry to adch that of 11. M. schooner 
Dominica, Captain Barrette, captured on the 5 th of August by the American 
privateer Decatur, and carried into Charleston on the 29th. The enemy*# 
account says, that the Dominica had double the number of guns ; but this 
w'c know to be like^Aisc incorrect. I'he engagement was commenced at long 
shot, and was continued for some time, when the Decatur boarded. The 
action was then c ontained for 15 nintues on the Dominica's deck; nor 
did she strike until all her oliicers (with the exception of one midshipmaik 
yarned Lindo] and 12 men, were killed, and 44 wounded. Five of tiia 
latter have since died. The Decatur had 4 killed, and 13 wounded.- , ^ 

On the other baud, we hare the pleasure* of recording the capture of 
a French frigate of the largest class, called the VVeser, by 11. M. sloops 
Srylla aud Uuyiili&t, after a running tight of about 2^ hours, at the end of 
which the enemy struck ; tlic itippon, 74, having appeared in sight. The 
Weser lately sailed from tlie Tcxel, in company witli another frigate or two ; 
of whi.'h, a!so, \vc hope, a good account will shortly be received. The \Ve- 
jjer mounted 44 guns, and had 340 men. 

A' letter from Sir Thomas Hardy, captain of H.M.S. Ramilics, dated off 
New D;uclon, July 14th, 1813, f Hes an account of the event timt was at- 
tended witli such fatal conscrpicnces to Mr. Geddfis, second lieutenant of 
the Ramilics, and ten brave scameh; but, vve bare every reason to believe, 
a most providential escape for the rest of the otiibers and ship's company, 
l/n Friday, the 25th of J^ne, a master’s mate of that ship was seat in a 
boat to cut off a scliooncr, wliich was making for the harbour of New Lon- 
don ; which he soon effected, and took possession of her about eleven 
o'clock, the people having deserted and let go her only anchor and cable* 
Tlief muBier's mate broupljC the schooner near the Rarnilies, and itiLriiied 
Fir Thomas Hardy that she was loaded with provisions and naval std/tes* 
Fir 1 hoBi'is directed !icr to be taken alongside a sloop which had beep exp* 
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1191^ a days , before. Mr. Geddes volunteered his services ; and to 
put 8 ir Thomas's orders into execution, took n fresh boat’s crew. Whila 
they were iiathe act of securing her, about half-past two o’clock, horrid to 
relate^ slie blew up, with a most tremendous explosion, and pour Geddes 
and ten valuable seamen lost their lives; three seamen eiiicaped^ li^ucU 
scorched, ^ut are doing well. *We since learn, that this schooner^ the 
ISagle, of New York,^was dtted out by two merchants of that place (induced 
by the American government offering half the value of the British shipB of 
war so destroyed), for the express purpose blowing up or biiming the 
Hamilies ; and hearing |hat the Ramilies was short of provisions and stor.^s, 
placed some on the hatchway, as an inducement for taking her alongside* 
Ujdzr the provisions (it since appear«i) were deposited several casks of gun- 
powder, with trains laid to n magazine, which was fitted npon the same 
mechanical principles us clock-work* When it had run the time given to 
, jt by the winder-up, it gave force to a sort of gun-lock, and the explosion 
of the vessel, and the destruction of ail that might be near it, was thereby 
accomplished !— Most happily, Sir Thbrna^ tlardy's foresight and caution 
prevented the full accouiplishment of iheir wishes— and they are now held 
io detestation by every friend of humanity. In Lieutenant Geddes the ser- 
vice has lost a valuable olHcer; and the country, whose cause he 
bad spent so many years, and at last lost his life, wi)J,#ru> doubt make ample 
provision for his di&con.solntc wido^. The Ramilies is blockurlmg the 
United States, Macedonian, and TIoriiet sloop, oif New London. Lieut. 
Geddes married the fourth daughter of the lace Mr. Gcuige Rowe, uf 
Portsea, surgeon. 

Late accounts from Admiral Freemantle have broiiglit the particulars of 
a successful attack oii the town of Plume; and wc coid'>dently anticipate 
that the Aubtriaii buccc'sses in Italy will be the means shortly of throwing 
Trieste into our posscsbiun, aiid eventually Vcmcc, with the naval foj^o 
and arsenal there. 

A moat gallant attack /las been made by Cnptaiu Usher, of the Un- 
daunted, on the batteries and citadel of Cassis, on the coast of Provence ; 
which terminated in the capture of ailjthc vessels within the Mole, aud tha 
destruction of the batteries of the place. 

The following is a copy of a letter from Mr. James Sceit, assistant' surgeon 
of Jiis Majesty's ship Armada, dated uiTTouloi^ H'lih July laSt, to a friend 
near Edinburgh:— 

On Monday last, as we were returning along the coasts for the purpose 
of joining the fleet, we got becalmed close under the baiicries of the town 
of Bordighcro : we s^n observed that they were nuiking picparations to 
attack us. Our boats acre all manned, and sent al».udtorovv the ships 
out to sea; but all our exertions were ineiftctual ; ^^edii^tcd closer j^ito 
•liore, and found that our guns were iiisufli^itut. to quiet the enemy’s 
batteries; the two frigates were ordered to anchor on the west side of the 
town, while the Armada came to anclior iinmedinscl; in fr(;nt of the town, 
bjet^’een two batteries; all the bouts were then ir.aiuud, hrmed with car- 
roundes, and sent on bhorcfnith ahfiut two h-ianlicd nnuincs, on purposo 
toUkc. the town and baturics, wh'di was ilie oi.iy .iltrmai'.v;: we had Ifcit* 
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4^ I ui^darstood that Captain Hore of the nwinea wished to take Ae 
atonj; with him, I directly to Cnpcaifk Gram, and volunteered for that 
ftrvice; as soon m we sliuvcd off from the ships, all the fire of the enemy 
was directed upon our boats, and a party of military sent down to the beach 
to prevent our lauding; but the loud cheers wc received from the ships 
when they s^w os approach the beacli, which was eagerly returned by the 
boatSi had given the enemy an awful idea of English bravery ; they 
immediately retired iti good order to the benights and woods, under tuid 
through which we had to pass on our way to the buticnes. As soon as m 
bad fdrmcd the line upon the shore. Captain Hore divided the troops into 
three parties, one to scour tiie heights and cover us on our march, another 
to the town, and the third to a battery ah lut ti mile to lop ea!atwnrd,< to 
which party I belonged. Wc made a ruunlMg march under a continual Gre 
of musketry from the rocks and trees ; ‘ Ik u we readied the place we spiked 
the guns, and destroyed tlie magazines ; on our return through ihe wood, 
Capt. Hore was shot in the tliigh hy a musket ball. While 1 was employed 
binding up his wouudione ofnio'me^i took priso^ier the t'ommanding Officer 
of dm party stationed in die woml to, oppose us. Before wc came to the town, 
the magazines there were blown up, and the batteries taken by our second 
party then joinelC by a part of the first* The vessels in the harbour, 
•mounting to about or seven, we set on fire, three of which were again 
extinguished; the boats then sailed round to them, and opened their guns 
upon them in such a manner, that they tore them nc.^rly to pieces; soma 
%( tlie houses near to the harbour were in a blaze before we left it. Among 
other prisoners wo managed to lay hold of the Governor of the town, whuni 
we sent on shore under a flag of truce, with a promise that we would le\»el 
the town to its foundations, if they attempted to molest us any more. la 
one of the batteries they drilkd the spikes from the guns, and opened their 
fire on us again, which was not silenced till the ships had poured about thirty 
bf&udsidcs into the town, which produced dreadful havock and destruction. 

“ Wc had only two men wounded, the frigates none i one shot struck tli« 
Armada, but without doing her any material injury. W)iik going on shore, 
the boat I belonged to was struck h)j a grape shot, which only parily des- 
troyed one of her oars. We got under weigh in the evening, leaving the poor 
Italinns ample reason to regret their having attacked the Armada.'* 

A violent sWm commenced at Gotienburgh on the night of October 19, 
and conliuued the whole of tiie following day. The shipping accounts are 
truly distressing* We learn, that there were no fewer than 1,000 ships at 
Gottenburgh and in the roadf. Besides tiie Ijome ward-bound fleets, thera 
were nil the vessels wliich comprised fiic convoys outward-bound ; 150 ves- 
sels iiad been driven on shore ; few of them Jiad .been able to get oflF; 
nnvpy were considerably injured in musts, rigging, &c. while num- 
bers were lotully lost, nnd ^some of them, we regret to slate, with tint 
whole of their crews. Many of the ships ou shore cannot be got afloat until 
thcif^ cargoes have been taken out ; and, unfortunately, this is not likely 
soon to be nccoinplidied, as theie is scarcely a boat to be had for that pur- 
|>ose. A ^cenc of greater* distress among the* shipping in tliuw feu ^ 
hardly ever been remembered. 
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-Itiftftiil to in contemplation ver^ considerably to extend the bock<^ 
ytrdet PortBmooth. The plan was submitted to Lord Mclt'iile, during hit 
recent visit to Portsmouth, and approved of by rhe .Admiralty and ISavy 
Boards. A new inast-linu^tc is to be onstnictea in range with the South 
Store, extending to the low. water mark. On the uortb^rt of CoiAinoa 
liard, is to be erected a wall dowb to lowAvatcr mark, inside of which it to 
be a boat pound. Tc is also said, that it is in contemplation to tuke that 
part of the town of Portsca, called the New Buildings, into the Dock-vard.-^ 
Aii'inteiitioii likewise exists of forming, on Snuili S*u Common, an extensive 
establishment for the Hoviil Marines; their preseat onrracks being mucbcon^ 
fined, and incapable of alTording sutHcient accommuilation. 

JVIr. Whitby and Mr. Kcnnie, appointed by the Navy Board to examine 
the state of Portsmouth hai hour, have been most assiduous in their labourt« 

Two plans, \vc arc informed, are under consideration to clear the chan* 
ncls of the harbour, which have become choked by a progressive accuuiula* 
tioii of mud. One is, to erect a flood-gate at the bridge at Hilsen, wher# 
the tide now ebbs and flows, wliich might be closed at high water to prevent 
it from ebbing through that channel ; this would increase the rapidity of the 
tide between the Point imkI Blockhouse fort, Tnc oihe^ to foim a larg6 
reservoir of water at Titchficld, to comniiinicute witb.iihe harbour, ivhicli, 
nt low water, might be let ufl, and would clear tiiC mud from the upper 
part of the harbour.

Collier), giving an accouirt of the fall of St. Sebas- 
tian, and the surrender of tlie ImchcIi garrison; and the professional skid 
and perseverance of thc^flicers and men who have been employed in the 
co-operation with the ariupr before that place, has been so eminently con- 
spicuous, and particulnrjy that v>f Sir George II. Collier iiimself, that I beg 
to recommend him, and the several oflicers and petty ullicers whom he 
names, to their Lurdsliipsi Jiotice. 1 have the honour to be, 6cc.

P. S. ' Captiiin Bloye landed at Falrooutb, and as he may be able to give 
their Lordships much' useful iiiformatioii, I have directed him to deliver 
th^ despatch.. 

Wjr T.op.t», Survcillanie, off Sebastian, September 9, 3813. 
K'is vritB sincere pleasure tlmt 1 do myself the honour tu report to your 
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liOrdship the fall of St. Sebnsrian, the northern Gibraltarof Spain. Yester^ 
dny, at 10 A.M. the breachir.ft and mortat batteries opened a most ruinoa* 
fire af];ainsc the Castle of La Motte (situated on the crown of the hill), and 
the adjoining works. lu a very short time General Rey, the governor, sent 
out a da<; ol' truce to propose terms of capitulation, which were concluded 
at five in the ever.ing, when the Battery ciu Gouverricuf and the Mirador 
were immediatt'ly taken possession of by' our t)r#ops. The f^arrison, still 
upwards of seventeen hundred, became prisoners of war, and are to be 
conveyed to England from Passages. At this season of ilie year the 
possession of St. Sch;v«tian bficomes doubly valuable; it may be conside|^d 
the western key of the Pyrennees, and its importance us to the futne 
operations of the allied army is incalculable. town and works have 

suffered considerably, and it must be a long time bt'forc the former can 
recover its nrigiuiil splendour ; I cannot, however, avol ^ congratulating 
your Lordship on its fall on any terms, as the gales now blow home, nitd 
the sea is prodigious ; all the .squadrons were yesterday forced to sea, 
witii the cxceptioli of the Survrillante and President. The former good 
conduct ami gallmitry of the seamen landed from the squadron, under 
Lieutenant O’Reilly, of the Surveiilantc, and serving in the breaching 
batteries, have been most coifspicfiously maintained. Lionrenant OuiiFop, 
as well as Mr. Marsh (having sutiiqicntly recovered from his wound), were 
also at their former post. The Surveillantc’s twenty-four pounders, 
mounted on SanV^ Clara, and dragged up by Captain Smitii, of the Beagle, 
were admirably served by a party landed from the Revolutionnairc, Magi- 
cienne, and Cliallenger ; their fire had totally silenced the enemy's guns 
Opposed to them. Captain Siqith speaks in high terms of the general ze.'i| 
evinced by all under his orders. I'lie most perfect cordiality was main* 
tained between the orticers and seamen under Captain Smith, and the party 
of the 9th regiment, umler Captain Cameron. The captains and com* 
mariders of the vessels named in the margin,* have all been usefully em- 
ployed, and tile situation many of them have been unavoidably placed in, 
nas called forth proofs of professional skill and perseverance seldom sur<« 
passed ; and I have the highest satisfaction in being able to report, that in 
no instance has it been more tryingly evinced, than in the conduct of 
Lieutenant the Honourable Janies Arbuthnot, of the Survcillante, which 
he lias proved himself fully equal to. Mpssrs. Marsh, Harvey, Bloye, 
Lawson (wounded), have been convtantly on shore. I herc are others of 
t|ie squadron who, though not wounded, are not less deserving. Captain 
Bioye's acn ices have been rcpent<idly noticed by me to your Lordship, and 
as be has beim employed from iht very coinincncemenl of our operationa 
on this coast, and has a perfect knowledge of the localities of this harbour,i 
fis wlII as that of St. Sebastian, I have felt it important to send him to 
Lngkind, os he will, fryn his having been particularly attached to the 
duties connected with this port and the army, be able to give your Lord- 
ship Much useful iiifurTnation. Lieutenant Stoltfi, in thQ Constant, hat 
sc.arcely ever quitted the mouth of the Bidassoa ;^e utility of his position 
it, I believe, felt by tlic army; it has been station of considerable 
anxiety.

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74 (Captani Atkins) ; forming together a loss which, fortu- 
nately, our naval annals very rarely record. Yet, attached aft 
England is to her wooden walls, deeply sensible of their value, 
and wounded by such a blow, the political circumstances at home, 
which at that momlE;nt engrossed and agitated the public mind, 
caused this calamity to pass with a degree of attention so slight 
and so transient, that iC would in other times have been not less 
improbable than it now seemed unfeeling. * While, therefore, wc 
pay our tribute to a lamented individual, who was involved in that 
catastrophe, wc shall take the opportunity of discussing tho 
causes which produced it ; though w'c hope, indeed, that, without 
our efforts, so terrible a warning would not be lost, and that tha 
death of nearly«^^o thomanA of our seamen would at least not 
fail to plead for the greater security of their successors in the 
hazardous service in which they were engaged.' 

James Toll was bom at Scaldwell, in the county of 

Northampton, loVh January, 1767. llis father, Charles Toll, 
tlsq. was nephew of Admiral 1*011, and grandson of Ashburnhani 
Toll, Esq. of Growc^l, or Grcywell, in the same county ; 
whose wife was sister to Sir Richard Newman, Bart, of Fifehead 
Magdalen, in the county of Dorset. Sir Richard left a son, 
Samuel, and thrci^ daughters, who on the death of Sir Samuel 
became co-hciresscs. The eldest sister, Mrs. Frances Newman, 
survived the other two, and, dying in 1775, bequeathed by will 
fhe estate of Preston Deanery (or Preston Hall, or House), in the 
county of Northampton, to her abbvc-nained relative, Charles 
Toll j who Immediately obtained his Majesty’s licence to take the 
name and bcaf the arms of Newman, ajid, quitting the pro- 
fession o? the laAv, for which he was educated, has ever since re- 
sided on that estate as an independent country-gentleman. lie 
married Hester, daughter of Herbert Langham, Esq. (brother of 
Sir John Langham, Bart.) and grand-daughter of the Rev. Dr. 
West, by Maria, eldest sister of th^Iafc,Lord Viscount Cobham, 
'"a.**terwttrd married to Sir John Langham, Bart, of Cottesbrooke, 
in the county of Noi^ihampton; * and from the union of Lord

She was con- 
nected also with^thc families of (he present Lord Vi^rj)untlfood, and 
Lord Viscount Bridport, whdsc first •wife was a daughter of Dr. 
West, and conscqvicntly aunt to Mrs. N. ; and she was great niece 
of Admiral Sir John Balchcn, wh^" was lost in the Victory man 
of war, iu October, 1744. The eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. N., 
now become Janies Newman Newman, was sent to school* at 
Leicester, and af Aspley, in Bedfordshire, and afterward passed 
some lime with a clergyman at Woburn who received a very few 
pupils : but, so early as the year 1782, at the suggestion of Lord 
Bridporl, then Rear-admiral Alexander IJood, he was removed 
from that tranquil so^ne to commence a turbulent career on tj^c 
ocean, and entered under the Hag of that oflicer, on board of the 
Queen, of 98 guns, 6(h September. In April, 1783, he was 
removed into the I phigenia frigate, Captain Jaines‘CornwalIis, find 
sailed to the West Indies: in September, 178 ), into the Triumph, 
74 ; in November, to the Southampton frigate, and went to the 
Mediterranean ; in December, 1788, to the Barlleur, of 98 guns ; 
and in February, 1789, to the Crown, of 64, commanded by his 
former Captain, James Cornwallis, and bearing the broad pciu 
dant of the present veteran, Admiral William Cornwallis, who 
was appointed coiumandct'-in-chicf in the Fast Indies. All these 
changes were made withoi.4 the interval of a single day olT tl]||« 
books : but the period being almost wholly a time of peace, we 
know not that our young midshipman w'as engaged in any transac-*^, 
tion that merits particular record. With the Crown, he proceeded 
to India, and on the ^6(h Novembei: was made sflicuti^ii^nt Into 
the Ariel sloop of war. In Octpbcfj ^17^, he was* appointed, 
first lieutenant of the Atalanta sloop, which]| in June, 1791,* was 
commanded by Captain (now Rear-admiral) Edward James Foole, 
whom he had known in thgWcst Indies. On the 5th April, 
1792, he was invalided on account of ill health ; and Captain ^ 
Foote having exchanged into the Ariel, and .being ordered (fb 
England, he brought his friend Newman with hlm'as aqinssenger ; 
arriving at Portsmouth in the month of August. 

A rfsidence of a few n^onths in^his native air having ^^estored ^ 
Lieutenant N. to health, ho was appointed to the Venus frigate. 
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In January, M703, and in March reiUoTcd (as 4th lieutenant) tn 
the Royal George, of 100 guns, commanded by Captain (now 
Vicci-admiral) Domett, and * bearing the flag of his relatire and 
first patron, thir present Lord Bridport, then Vice-admiral Sir 
Alcxniulcr Hood, KJB» About four months after he joined the 
ship, as he was directing the receipt of some proTisions from a 
lighter alongside, his foot became entangled in a rope, and bo 
was precipitated oTcrboUrd ; failing bctwecM the lighter and the 
Ho)al George, and striking his head as he went down against 
one of the port?, which was up. The consequence was, a mosrl 
severe cut in tjic bead, which confined him (o the hospital a con- 
bidcrable tiuic : yet thus wounded, and struggling with the waves, 
his prcBencc of mind, in dir^tiog a movement of the lighter’s 
helm, alone saved him from being crushed to death between that 
vessel and his ship. Burly in 1794 (the commission hearing date 
24tli May), Lispteuaut Newman was promoted (o the rank of 
commander; but the Royal George being then at sea with the 
Channel Fleet, under Earl Hflwe, ho was not apprized of his 
advancement, and bore nhis share as a lieutenant in the brilliant 
victory over the French fleet on the 1st of June. Ilis ship was 
most actively engaged, and suflered a great loss of men : but bo 
fortunately came out of battle unhurt, though he had some very 
narrow escapes. When tfle King visited Portsmouth, after tlie 
return of the fleet to Spithead, Captain N. W'as introduced with the 
rest of the officers ; and his Majesty, with that observance and 
recollection of minute circumstances by which *hc has always been 
distiuguished, exclaimed on hili presentation, “ Captain A'ezrman, 
pA I ai! ! Captqin Newman, who fought as^ a Captain and did not 
know it : ” alluding ^ the fact already mentioned. 

Captain N.’s commission appointed him to command the Marlin 
bloap of war : but that ^hip was then in the North Seas, and was 
destined never to return. It was supposed that she foundered, 
aud every man was lost ! A reniarkablcf ^'reservation seems thus 
io have been al^Ucd to the subject of our memoir ; and it is 
impossibld^ to state it without adverting to the singularity of his 
fate, ill being doomed to perish in a similar manner, in the same 
seas, after the infernal of scvcntceD years. While waiting <.for the 
arrival of the Martin, t)^ claim of Captain Newman to share 
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ia the promotioo» which so eAtcosirely followed Lore} Howe’s \l^ 
tory, was urged in favour of his obtaining the additional step of 
posUrank. His rclatioii^ Lord Chatham, being then at the head 
of the Admiralty, and the interest of Sir Alexander Hood being 
also exerted, this object was attained ; and early in August he 
was advanced to the command of the Vestal frigate, of 28 guns. 

destination of this ship, like that of* the ill-fated Marlin, was 
the North Seas ; which Captain N. traTersed in her for about 
twelve months, as convoy to the trade to and from the Elbe. On 
his first arrival at Elsineiir, be proceeded to visit Copenhagen, of 
which he thus spcalcs in a letter to a friend : , 

The road is excellent, but the conn|ry looks poor, and dis- 
plays little of that richness of prospect which .is so common in 
England. The feyests seem to be^extcnslve, and I am informed 
arc all Royal property. About two miles from Copenhagen, the 
roads arc paved, and have a row of trees on each side. The city is 
walled, and has the deepest and widest fosse I ever saw ; the 
streets arc well built and wide, though irregular : but for accom. 
modation at inns, it is the worst place that 1 know.” 

On another occasion, he says of Hamburgh ; 

It is a fine large old city,- but infamously paveil, and without 
flag<fStoncs for foot-passengers, who arc in constant danger from 
carriages, which give no warning. The Exchange is not a superb 
building, but much thro.fgcd ; and the port is crowded nith ship- 
ping. Altona distant puly half a mile, and the Kingof Dcii. 
mark docs ev^ry thing to make it^vic with Hamburgh ; indecil, it 
has a great trade, and is a large, well-paved, opulent town ; much 
cleaner and pleasanter than its rival.” * » 

In July, 1795, Captain NewmaU was removed into the Cerfs, 
a fine J‘2-gnn frigate, but continued on the same station add duty 
till the end of September;^ when he was ordered to Gibraltar and 
the West Indies, with transports and troops. He sailtnl from 
Spithcad in NovemUer ; arrived in February, I79t3, at his ulterior 
destination, St. Domingo, and joined Adjniral Sir Hyde PartferiS 
squadron, remaining on this station above a year, fiiaring in the 
various operations of war which then took place in this quarter, 
and*al8o in the suficringa prijducc'd by that baiicful disorder, the 
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yellow fever. 11c foil its influence very severely, and was, in* 
dc^, at the point of death ; and though his constitution repelled 
the attack, it evidently bore traces of the injury long after his re- 
turn to ICngland. great an alteration has occurred in the po- 
litical circumstances of St. .Domingo since the period now in 
question, and the footing on it which the British then possessed 
has been so wholly abandoned, that it would not be interesting 
here to dilate on the evojits of these campaigns : but a few cir- 
curastaiiccs may be mentioned, from Captain N.’s letters to hii 
friends. 

Port-au-Prince (he observes) has bccii an excellent town, 
and is now by no ulcans despicable : the streets arc wide, and 
water is running through them^all : indeed^ both this and Cape 
Nicola Mole arc abundantly supplied Vith that article, so doubly 
precious in these dimes. The governmcnt-housc is a noble build* 
ing of the kind, with spacious welKadaptcd rooms, and a good 
garden amply waTcred.” 

Of , the unsuccessful attack on Lcogane, he says, in a letter 
dated in April, • 

AVc went in great force, with the Admiral in the Swiftsurc, 
the Leviathan, Africa, Severn, Iphigenia, -Ceres, Lark, Cormo- 
rant, guii-boats, & \ and about 3,000 troops, 1,200 of which 
were British ; but, 1 am sorry to say, we failed completely. The 
Leviathan and Afiica lay four or five hoixrs against the fort, pour- 
ing in incessant broadsides, but could make no impression on 
mud- walls, 22 feet thick, and wore so crippled and cut up as to 
be obliged to retire ; and the army re-embarked the next day under 
my direction, w ithout losing a man in that operation, though a 
few had fallen in a preceding attack.” 

Being ordered to Port Iloyal, in Jamaica, to refit, Captain N. 
was thence despatched, immcdiaf-*ly on his arrival (in July), with 
other ships of war, to see a homeward-bound fleet through the 
jCulph. Stormy weather caused them a long ‘passage, and several 
of Ihc morcliantmep , were lost. The Ceres took one in tow, 
which had received great damage, and proceeded with her to 
Halifax, in September., At this time, seventy-six of the crew of 
the Ceres had fallen victims to /he climate. Having i^tteS a|

Halifax, Captain N*. sailed about the end of Octobpr, on his re* 
turn to Martinique and St. Domingo, but was totally dismasted 'od 
his passage, in a heavy gale, and obliged put into Antigua a 
complete wreck : losing also the whole of his cabiti-furriiturd', 
clothes, &c. by a sea pooping the sfi>p, which stove in the win. 
dows, and carried all before it. Several ships being under repair 
at Antigua, the Ceres was not enabled to depart till January, 
17d7, when she sailed for St* Domingo. * 

Captain Newman’s health had now suffered so greatly from 
repeated attacks of the yellow fever, that it became essential for 
him to return to Europe ; and the Mermaid frigate being ordered 
home, he exchanged with Captain Otway, of that ship, in April; 
sailed with itic Canada and Rcsouree lAidcr his orders, and a con- 
voy of 270 sail, from Jamaica, aS the end of June; and Arrived 
at Portsmouth on the 9th of August. This llect, thus brought 
home ill safety, was calculated to be worth some millions, and was 
iininsurcd.~-Thc Mcimaid was 4ockcd and refitted, and sailed in 
November or Decemberj on a cruise in tlie Bay, in company wifli 
the Phaeton and Anson frigates ; during which they re.took tho 
Daphne, of 20 guns, and two merchantmen, and captured (wo 
privateers, of 14 and 12 guns. Capt. N, came into Plymouih at 
the end of January, 1798, which port was now his rende zvous, 
and sailed again early in February ; returning hi a few weeks 
with two prizes. • 

On the 1 1th cj March, ,Caj)taiii Newman was united in marriago 
with Miss Ann Brace, third daughter of F’raiicis Brace, Esq. of 
j^tagbatcli, in Ilcrefordslure, and sister of Captain Edward Brace, 
now commanding ll. M. S. Berwick, of 74 gflns, ia the Modi, 
torrancan, a gallant and distinguished ofifeer, and an old mess* 
mate and valued friend of Captain N. The 'active service* how- 
ever, in which the Mermaid was now engaged, allowed hoi cow. 
mander no lasting repose <m shore. On the very day after his 
marriage, he sailctf on a cruise, and^rom this time came int^' 
port only when it was necessary to ro-viatnal or re-fit. On the 
30th of June, being in company with the Ja^^on, Captain (now 
Vicb-admiral) Sterling, and La Pique, Captain Milne, on the 
Penmarks station. Captain N. iobserveil stranger tail to wind- 
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wafd in Audiernd Bay, and shoHly afterward made ilie signal tbat 
flte was a frigate. Chase was inimeduitely glren : the Mcripaitf 
stood td the northward to cut bff the enemy’s retreat to the land ; 
and the latter aiding her course to the southward. Captain N. 
was left far astern. At midnight, however, he came up with tba 
enemy and his consofts ; the former dismasted, and on the point 
of surrendering, and all three on shore on the Perlu BriteitT. Ha 
was fortunately able to preserve thjs Mewnaid from a simitar 
accident, though in only 3i fathoms watch, .'ind Immediately 
directed his attention to the assistance of the Jasoi< and Pique*. 
With great exertion, the former was got off into dc&p watai^ ; ’'and 
the Phaeton and Anson being discovered in the oflitig by the Mor.r’ 
maid, and brought down by Mr signals, they came to anchor, 
and succeeded in getting the pri^cafloSt c but the Pique fell on her 
side, and it was reqiiisjtc to burn her. The captured frigati* was 
the Seine, of 42 guns, l8-pouiidcr^ from the Mauritius, >\illi 
above 600 men on' board, many of them cijd troops. Upwards 
of 200 were killed or wounded, and the rest escaped on shore after 
she grounded,- except ST'oflicers and m'jn< Though the Mermaid 
was not able to obtain a share in the action, she had the credit 
and consolation of saving the Jason, And" (primarily) the prize. 

Not till a considerable time after this affair, did Captain N. 
Tctnrn to port, and he was again At sea about the end of August. 
It was notloqg before he had an. opportunity of shewing iW' hat he 
would do with an enemy’s frigato, even of superior force to that 
of the Seine, if he could como t|p with her, and single-handed. 
Ho was cruising off the nofth coast of Ireland at the time of 
the itivasiop of that country by the French Squadron under Bom« 
pard, which was defchtc4l by Sir John Warreg ; and one of {he 
shi{i« *lielong!ng to this armament, whidi'^Md escaped from Sir 
Jfahtij fell in the way tif the M.rmaid* , An^account of the action 
which ensued, und vhich wal univoriwlly allow^ to be one of the 
^ost gallant that 2iad been performed dorulg the wtfr, was not 
givte in the Cra^tjto ; Capfabi N.’s report of \t to Admiral 
itlngsmill, at Oork, under whose orders he was then acting, was 
'i^htcd aftcri^ard In the Na v \i. H'hhonici.k, Vol. HI. p. 42 
(Janhary^ 1800). thh* kt^er w« may refer those who hate 
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ateess t6 it : but for the satisfaction of those who have 
not, and to prevent a chasm in this memoir^ respecting the most 
brilliant action of him who is the object of It, the leading partU 
cnlars shall here be added, with a few others whjjch were not iiu 
•erted in the official letter* * • 

Oct 15, 1798. At 8 A.M. the Mermaid, in company with 
the Revolution nairc frigate, Captain T^ysdeii, and the Kanga* 
roo brig, Captain Brace, discovered t}vo large ships, which 
were immediately chased. They edged away gradually, till, 
^he evenjiig they were before the wind, under all sail. They t|iea 
separi^cd, and the Revoliitionnairc and Mermaid each pursued 
one ; the Kangaroo steering after the latter, but far a-stern. Tho 
weather was thick and squally, and at 7 o’clock the Mermaid lost 
sight both of the Rovohitionnaire and of her (fwn chase, hauled 
her wind, and was joined by the Kangaroo. On the following 
morning they again fell in with an enemy’s friga^^ and gave chase. 
At 3 P.M. (lie Kangaroo came up with an^ most gallantly at* 
tacked her ; but an unfortunate shot carried away the brig’s fore- 
(op-mast, vind disabled her from pursuit. The Mermaid con- 
tinued the chase throughout the night ; and in the'morning of the 
16th, the enemy shewed his intention to give battle, which com- 
menced at a quarter before seven o’clock^ the Mermaid being placed 
on his starboard bow. Having closed to within pistol shot, tho 
deliberate fire of the British frigate brought down the French- 
man’s fore-top-mast and Cross-jack-yard, and nea^y silenced his 
great guns ; thoijgh a trei^cndous fire of musquetry was kept up 
from every part Wf the ship, byjhe numerous troops who wore 
on board. At ^ past 9, his main-top- sail-yard came down, and 
Captain N. gave ordhrs to run athwart bis hawse anc^rake him ; 
when the Mermaid’s mizen-mast went by the board, and, falli^ 
within, fora time. disabled the cabin and qnartcr-deckr guns. 
Immediately afterwajd^ the main-top-mast followed. Two of tho 
guns had been disabled in middle of (he action : the ship waa 
making n^cK from being greatly bulled| juid had several 

dangcrbqs sfiots between wind and water ; tlm lltays, backstays, 
shrouds, stacks, sheets, halliards, sails, spars, and boats, wera 
all cut to pieces ; the main-ygN hung only by a part of the chain 
wUh»which it was slun^^: the main-mast had nine shoti in the

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head of it ; ^ and both that lind the forismast were expected to goi 
The ship Wcis therefore no longer in^a condition to continue the 
battle : but she had so beaten the enemy, that, instead pf pro* 
ruing by the state of the hlcrmaid, ho made sail and escaped. 
Captain N. speaks in the diighcst 'terms of all hjs officers, for 
their conduct during a chase of 48 hours, every moment at quar- 
ters, ill the severest weather; and iti this long contest with a 
ship of such vastly superior force. La Lo/rcy it afterward ap*. 
peared, was his antagonist, and moiinffed 46 guns, (pierced for 
50^ 18-poiindcrs, having oa board 664 men, troops included^ 
many of them artillery-men : while the blerroaid had only 32 
12-poiindcrs, with a complement of 215 men, But onfy 20H on 
board.* Though the action continued two hours and fifty mi- 
tiittes, mostly within pistol-shot, such was the judicious position 
of the Mermaid, and such the result of 'the French system of 
firing high, thdt'Only 3 were killed and 1.3 wounded in the British 
frigate. 

Captain N. observed, in a letter to a friend, that it was per. 
haps fortunate that the enemy did not strike to him s' for, says 
he, *^with every exertion, we had scarcely time to knot our 
remalningshroiids, and get a little to- rights, when a hurricane came 
on; we had just furled the fore-top-saii, when the remains of 
ourmain-sail blew away; in hauling up the forc.sail, the fore- 
mast, forc-top-mast, fore-yard, and forc-top-sail yard, all fell 
in board on the forecastle ; the cabin tvas perfectly open to the 
waves, the stern having been blow'n out, to fire the stern-phasers, 
when the ship fell off in consequence of losing ^r masts ; and we 
werO at the distance of fifty leagues from land. In this condition, 
we had to steer before wind and sea In a dreadful bight, in latitude 
56% with only main-ifiast and main.yard left, scudding under, this 
bare ^ole, the sail being blown away. What would hav#becn 
our situation with four or hundred drunken prisoners on 
board 1” ^ 

On the 19th, the Mermaid arrived in ihq^harbour of Loiigh- 
'Swllly, where Sir John Warren had anchored after his' action on 
the 12th, an^ where the greatest civilities and the utmost atten- 
tion were shown to Captain Neivmtin and his gallant crew. The

public dinner, with Sir J. Warren and Sir T.^B 3 ?ard : but 
duty detained him on board hb ship, which, he remarked to.a 
friend, was of much more consequence.” Having set up juv>v 
masts, on the U8th he sailed font, l^^iymoulh, and reached (hat 
port on the 6th of November, after a stormy and iiazardous 
passage. 

TheXiOfVe was captured on the 18tK (fwo days afler her action

with the IVIormaid), by the Anson of 44 guns, Captain (now Rear 
Admiral) Durham, after a spirited rcsbtancc of oiu; hour and a 
quarter. The Ausuii had been joined on the 17th by the Kuiu 
garoo ; and Captain Durham, in his public letter^ mentioned hii 
obligations to Captain Brace /or his seroices in taJdng pos^ 
session of La Loircj'*^ but without refefiring to tlu^ previous actipOr 
of the latter with the Mermaid. As to the Kangaroo, also, tbu 
fact was, that Captain Durham was much more indebficd to 
Captain Brace than he stated, which will appear by the following 
jfE tract from a journal kept on board of Cap't. B.’s ship : 

At half past 8, A. M. on the 18th, we discovered a ship to 
leeward, disabled, standing to the soutinvard ; got up top^gallaat 
masts, and made all sail in chase ; discovered her to be an enemy. 
The Anson, being far to leeward, caide up with her first, and began 
the action. At | before noon, wo got close up with thc^ii, the Anson 
lying disabled, with her head iu a line with the other’s stern. The 
frigate fired a shot at us, jiul several volleys of musquetry, which 
the Anson, from her position, did not return. We fired our 
broadside. Immediately afterward, the Frenchman’s mizen mast 
went, and with it the colours, * which he did not attempt to 
hoist again. We thqn hoisted out our boats, ^ent one to the 
Anson for orders, ^ and the other boarded qnd took po>tscs$ion of 
die irrigate, three quarters of an hour before any other caipe oh 
board, ^j^ext mornipg wc took the prize in tow, the Ansou being 
unable to do it.” •

KjingaroO) and adds that ^he latter **did not eoAiO np till 1 
fnihutes after La Loire struck.” The tariance of this assertiott 
Trith the jonrnal above quoted li obvious ; and it received^ frtnn 
a writer who signed Veritan^ in the same vol. p. 5 I 69 the most 
pointed and unqualified contcadictionr^ which stands un.rcpelled* 

The Memndd having been refitted, Capt. Newman sailed agaiii 
in her about the end of January, 1799, on a cruise off Corunnai 
from which he returned to Plymouth early^in April ; and on the 
IJtk of that month he was commissioned to the Loire^ which the 
First Lord of the Admiralty (Earl Spencer) had )>romised to hiaa 
as soon as she could be made ready for a pendant, in testimony^ 
of the high sense entertained of his great gallantry in the acttoii 
with her already recorded. From the prevailing want of meni^ 
%he Ldire did not go doWn itito the Sound till June ; and it was 
not till December that she could get to sea, when she sailed on 
a cruize. 

Jan. 7, 1800, the Atlas, of 98 guns, in turning out of thn 
Sound to go up Hamoaze, with^only a temporary rudder, missed 
stays, and went ashore, just as the Loire was returning from, 
sea. Captain Newman utas confined to his cabin by illness, but 
gave snch directions to his first lieutenant, Mr. Rayner, for the 
assistance of the Atlas, as proved successful in saring that va- 
luable ship, when united with the exertions of her own officers 
and crew, artd the boats of the fleet. The Loire w'as moored aa 
hear the Atlas as could be done with safety, with three anchors 
a-hcad ; and a hawser was paid from her best bower on board 
the latter; the masts of which were all cut away, and she wat 
striking very hard on the rocks. The tide, however, fortunately 
was flowing fast, and she swung off in safety. On the 30th, 
Captain N. again went to sea, having under his command the 
I^ac of 21 guns, Captain Lord Proby, and the Hailleur- of 18 
guns, Chptain Turquand, wUh express orders from the Admi« 
ralty, to look for the Pallas^ a new largo French frigate, and 
a corvette, which were expected round fronv^t. Malpes te Brest* 
On the 3d of Fc^bruary, his Majesty’s sloops Fairy, Captain 
llorton, and Harpy, Taptaiii Bazeley, fell in with the Pallas^ 
mud most handsomely engaged her for pearly two hours ; when 
their damages enabled her to get away from them, on the I^ire 
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Mug' discoTered by the enemy. Lord Proby saw him vrcar from 
titeni) and made the signal for an enemy, at 2 P.M. / The action 
with the Fairy and Harpy cea$ed at a quarter bef<ye 3. Their 
riggtog being repaired, they again chased, aiul wcrl joined soon 
afterward by the Loire and her consorts* Aftbr a pursuit of 
eight or nine honrs, under the heaviest press of sail, on a wiiid^ 
blowing fresh, the Loire and Railieur came up with the Pailas^ 
close in under the Seven Islands, where *sbe was supported by m 
battery ; and a night-action ensued, for £wo hours and ten ini« 
^ntes, within musquet-shot, when the enemy surrendered* It 
was a complete calm, or the battle would not have lasted so 
long, bat it was impossible to get so near as Captain Newman 
wished. 

The Palla.9 proved to be a most bestutiful ship, never befora.v 
at sea, mounting 42 guns, 18, and 36 pounders, with 350 
men, and was taken into our navy under the name of La Pique.^ 
Every effort was made by the Danae, Fairy, and Harpy, to 
come up with the chase, but thc^ had not arrived within gun* 
shot when the action closed. The Railieur most gallantly 
and ably seconded” the Loire; and her assistance was probably 
about as much in favour of the latter, as the battery was against 
her. The loss in the Loire was 2 killed and 20 wounded : in the 
RaiUeurj 2 killed and 4 wounded ; that of the enemy, about 60 
killed and wounded. As Captain Horton transmitted to the Ad* 
iniralty (through the hands, of Captain Newman, scaled, and also 
a duplicate per post) his own account of the previous action, no 
detail of it was inserted by*Captain Newman in bis public letter; 
the cause of which is here stated, iSst otherwise he should be sup* 
posed to have disregarded the spirited conduct of (Captains Horton 
mod Bazeley, as he himself had before bef^n treated:* of which 
those^ who knew him are satisfied that he was incapable, t In 
making for Plymouth, the Loire and Railieur were driven by a

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violent gale at E. S. E. into Cork; and the tofalljr 
masted, int^i G warns Lake, near Penzance: but the former aiN 
rired on the ^Oth April, and the latter in the beginning of March* 

Haring rciitted, the Loire sailed on the 1st of April for Tor- 
bay, with storc§ for the Channel fleet; returned on the 11th, an^ 
sailed Again on the 18th, with French prisoners, for Portsmouth: 
whence, early in May, accompanied by the Mercury, 28, Capt* 
Rogers, Termagant, 18, Capt. Skipsey, and the Millbrook 
schooner, Lieut. Smll'li, she departed with a large convoy for 
Oporto, Lisbon, and Gibraltar, the whole of which were carried 
in safety to their several destinations, in spite of the gun-boats 
in the bay oC Gibraltar. On the 1 5th the Loire captured a 
French schooner privateer of 12 guns and 42 men. Captain N. 
quitted the roc^ almost ^iroencdiately, on a cruise off Cape St. 
Vincent; arrived again at Lisbon ^in the middle of June; departed 
for England with a convoy on the 3d of July ; and, having secn^ 
the fleet safely into the Downs, anchored at Portsmouth on the 3d 
of August. At the beginning of September he sailed for tlio 
Jersey station, and returned in November with the Toss of anchors 
and cables in a heavy *ga1c, in which the Pelican and Ilavick 
sloops of war (two of bis squadron) were lost in St. Hillyer’s Bay; 
ilKd nothing but the determined perseverance of Captain Newinaa 
to get to sea saved his ship. December 1, be again went on a 
cruise, and rctiirneJ on the 23d ; sailed again for Havre on the 
2811i, and came in on the 3d of January. 

1801. The blockade of the port of Havre, and the watching 
of some of the enemy’s frigatcs^cre, now formed the duty of 
the Loircj in' company with other .ships ; and on this station sho 
remained throughout the year ; making also an occasional t|jp to 
Cherbourg, Marcou, and Jersey, and returning to Portsmouth at 
internals. In October, the preliminaries of peace were signed. 

At the early part of 1802, the Loire was stationed in Yar- 
mouth Rofids, Isle of Wight: but in April she came Into Ports- 
Aioutb, and was paid off on the 5th of May^,. 

^^eUcssings of Peace being now restored to this country, 
thoug|i they were doomed to be of short duration, Captain N. again 
partook of the comforts of domestic life ; and notwithstanding that 
thess^nguinary afld widc.^wasting conflict was renewed in May, 1803, 
he' did not obtain a command till 27^i June, 1804, when he

itppoftiicd to the Veteran qf 64 guns,, on the Downs station* 
Here be was employed in cru^ing ofT Boulogne, an/ in the at- 
tacks on the French flotilla^ at that port whkh wa^ destined for 
the invasion of this country; being occasionally anfeommand of 
tbe whole squadron, during |hc abscqec of Rear Afmiral Louis. 
In common mth other officers, who had local knowledge of 
Boulogne, Captain Newman expressed to .his friends his opinion 
against any attempt oiwthat place, which, iie said, was almqstas 
strong as Gibraltar : but, with regard to the flotilla, the attack 
of the 2d October, he observed, must have afforded ocular 
demonstration to the whole of the army encamped, as well as 
to that part of it which was embarked, that if only one- third of 
the vessels which must be assembled previously to making the 
threatened effort at invasion had been at that time in the Roads, 
they would have risked and probibly met with destruction ; and as 
such an assemblage must be made before that event takes place, 
so can the same m^ns be adopted by us with ^very [irospect of 
success.” Like most naval men, Also, Captain N. regarded th% 
enemy’s flotilla with contempt. 

In October, the Veteran was ordered to Portsmouth^ and united 
to the Channel fleet under Captain Newman’s old counnandcr, 
ii^iral Cornwallis; with whom he continued till the I8th February, 
1805 : when, intelligence having been received of flic sailing of an 
enemy’s squadron from liochcfort, Admiral Cornwallis detached 
the Atlas, St. George, Kifglc, Spartiatc, and Veteran, to join 
Rear Admiral the lion. Alc^pan^r Cochrane in the Northumber- 
land, off Ferrol. This officer immediately proceeded in pursuit 
of the French to'Lisbon, Cape St. V^incciit, Madeira, 'rcncriffc, 
and St. Jago, where th*e Spartiate got on shore, kbockod off her 
rudder, and received other damages. No intelligence of tli& 
enemy being yet obtained, the squadron (leaving the Spartialc at 
Porto Praya) sailed to Barkadoes, M'hcre they arrived 3d April, 
and first learnt the dcstiiialion of the French and their trifling 
exploits. The Rear-^mlral stayed only two days at Barbailocs, 
and then renewed the pursuit ; passing S^. J^icic, Martinique, 
D^bminica, Guadaloupe,^ Antigua, St. KittN, St. Kustatia, down . 
the north side of Porto Ilieo, through the Mona^’assage, doiirn 
the 'south side of St. Doiqingo, ayd thence^ (o Port Royal, Ja« 
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malca^ nrhere/ tM chase was ahatidoncd.* Rear Admiral Cocll* 
ranc now ^cnt to his station at Barbadoea ; and R^r Admiral 
Dacrcs, retaking with^im the Atlas, St. George, Eagle, Ceutabr^ 
(from Barba^oes) iTnd Veteran, to add to the Hercole, (fiag.sliip) 
Vanguard, a[id Theseus, sailed on*^ the 36th of April for St. Dd* 
mingo, to escort the homcward.'bound convoy so far to wind* 
ward; and to avail himself of any intelligence which might yet Ve 
gained of the enemy. •None occurring, Admiral Dacres return(^ 
to Jamaica. I'lie Veteran was detached to cruise off (he south 
side of St. Domingo, but met with no success, and canfe back io 
Port Royal on the 24th July. The Vanguard was then under 
immediate orders for England, with a convoy; and Captain 
Evans, her commander,, being as desirous. of remaining in the 
West Indies as Captain Newman was of avoiding a renewal of 
attacks from the yellow fever, to which he had so nearly fallen' a 
'Hctim in 1796, an exchange took place between these officerir, 
and Captain N. sailed in the Vanguard foill^^gland, with the 
convoy. The Papillon brig whs the'only other vessel of war sent 
on this service, and sl).c parted in a severe gale on the 25th of 
September, and was never more seen : several of the mcrchabtinen 
;jrcre also dispersed. On the 10th of October, Capt. Newmdn 
struck soundings, in 86 fathoms; and on the 11th, he fell in with 
Vic Illustrious, 74, and the fleet from Tortola and the Windwilrd 
Islands. As the Vanguard, which had left Jamaica in a crary 
condition, under partial repair, was now making a gre^t deal of 
water, Captain N. united his c^vc^ with that of the Illnstriods, 
and made sail. In the afternoon, in very thick weather, the haze 
cleared just in time to shew breakers under the bows;' and the 
rocks of Sciily within a mile, the ship going at the ‘ tiiiie 
'10| knots. On the 14th he anchored at Spithead^ The Vati* 
guard was immediately ordered to Plymouth for repairs, and was 
put out of commission on thu 1st of November* 

The longest interval of reliremcat that Captain Newman had 
known, from his entrance into the service, Ws nowallottcd to him ; 

since he did not r^cci^ye employment, after the Vanguard was paid

In the following month, the 
Hero came to Portsmouth, and was thence, ordered to reinforce 
Lord Gambier in the Channel Fleet. At this junclurc, the Brest 
aquadron bad tnadc its escape, and gone into Basque Roads ; and 
the Hero, meeting Lord Gambler, was directed *by him to jotii 
Rear-Admiral Stopford, off the IsleS doRhe and d’OlOroh.* His 
Lordship subsequently arrived and took the command ; And the 
well-known atta||p^on the French ships was mqdc oil the 1 1th ahd 
l2th April, under the particular direction of Lord Cochrane^ 
So ample have been the details of this business, particularly iii th'd 
investigation of Lord Gambier’s conduct in consequence of Lord 
Cochrane's parliamentary remarks, ihSit it is unnecessary to 
into any detail of it here. The Hero, \Ve believe, bore ho Other 
share in it than that of fumishing a boat or two for the attack: 
the assistance and management of which, howevxr, were very con- 
spicuous ; and the first lici/fchant, Alt*. West, obtained promotion 
to the rank of coi^mandcr. ^ 

After this discomfiture of the JPrcncli fleet, LOrd Gambler 
detached two squadrons, of four sail of the line each, one under 
Captain Newman, J aftd the other under Captain Pulfipiiey Mai. 
coltn, on separate cruises : hit both returlied, at the expiratiop 
Of their limited periods, without any particular occurrence.

The court maiiial liaving closed onihc'4th of August, Captain 
Newman joined the Hero off Flushing. After the surrender of 
that town, hr brought a number of .prisoners to Spithead, and 
returned ulmost iiu mediately.

OT cobrsej a calm is our dread, and we may now expect calms J dv 
a constane}^ Indeed, wo have been thirty hours, and thrice lender wmght 
hi'Oomtng tbis.shor^ distauce.*^June 2d.« Wc are now o(I Narskow^ the 
tpost dangerous part of the Belt. It is almost calm, and the gun^boats are 
iinii||erou8, this being tlicir chief rendezvous. We already sec 24 Of them, 
of a large size, cart^g from 70 to 80 men,* with two 24-'po(iuders at the 
bow.' 'Two sail of the lino are stationed at the noi tlicrii eiitranct^^pf the 
Belt, two at the s<nithern, three ofT Sproe, and one oil' poitenburgh : so 
liiat eight are. occupied between the noithern uud tiie southern extremities 
tif this passage.’* 

An unfortunate incident occurred in the month of August, 
the loss of two boats of the Hero, which were cruising against the 
Danish privateers and row-boats, with two oliiccrs, and twenty-

After! landed, I procecfUd through a very romantic picturetqua 
rountry to Gotteiiburgh, which is now just rebuilt in a very handsome mtin- 
tier, after huvingjbeen burnt down, and will be one of the finest towns in 
Europe when finislied. Few places have such nn advantageous situation, 
Or such great facilities for a trading town ; and it is rapidly increasing in 
note and wealtbl <l'lic streets are all at right angles, and broad : the prin* 
cipal one extremely so, with the fiver Gotha Aowing in the centre, tvhicb 
IS passable by many convenient bridges. Tlie bouses are lofty, baiidsomeif 
and uniform, and arc Vniilt witii a white hrich. TUe Exchange is a tolera* 
bit; building, in the o|d part of the totvo: but the new buildings, wliicli 
form by far the largest poition of the whole, greatly excel the old ; and the 
ij[ew church, not yet quite completed, will be a fine structure. 1 dined 
with a iiutiiber of gentlemen, who associate together ut a country house, in 
liie centre of a very large well- stocked kitchen garden, from which 13 a very 
good prospect. The river, which is deep and rather wic^, skirts one side 
of the garden ; and, together with shiidy gravel -walks, forms a pleasing 
romantic scene. Au the varies are bounded by the most rugged bara 
rocks, of immense extent, constituting the leading feature in ^rery viaw^ 
and udcliiig greatly to its singularity, if not to its beauty.*'* 

As early as 26tb September, Captain Ncwmai? hat^ the satisfac, 
lion of arriving off Yarmouth^ with the Mars, 74, atid others, 
having under charge an immense convoy of between five and Six 
hundred ships (the largest that had ever sailed from the Baftlc^, 
besides about 60 prizt*s taken by the squadron.

. Again, and for the last lime ! appointed to thij Baltic duty, 
Oaptdn Ntwmah returned to Plymouth, March 1811, sailed 
lor -the Downs April reached Wiugo Sound on the 1st of May, 

had the station of flano Bay allotted to him, under Rear* 
Reynolds, in the St. George. In mentioning this solection 
for service, he observed, that all which he had to deprecate was 
the being kept out late, which he trusted would not be the case, 
after having been so long put off from docking : an expression 
which becomes worthy of notice^ when connected with the de* 
plorabic events that liiially occurred , dnd which is strengthened 
by Ills ubservaliou in a subsequent letter, that it is supposed the 
ships will be detained till November, though it might have been 
Imagined that the disaster of the last year would h.ivc prevented it.” 
The disaster to which ho refers wgg (ho loss of the Minotaur, of 
74 guns, on the Ifaak Sands, off the Tcxel, on the 22(1 of Decern* 
ber, 1810, w ith the greater part of the* crew. How much more 
closely ho adverted to this fatal event,* and how lamentably his 
apprehensions avcfo realized, will soon be perceived. 

On the 16th November, the St. George was totally dismasted, 
and nearly wrecked, in the Belt : ^ but by the greatest efforts, 
and the assistance of other«shiiJS, she got off the bank on which 

she struck, crecljd jury-masts, and was towed by the Oessy to

mares;, in the Victory, and other ships of the squadron, were 
assembled* ' Nearly thirty of the St. George's conroy, homeward- 
bound, had been lost; and the remainder* were brought by the 
l^^o, ^ter a i^erilous passage, to Wiugo, a few hours eubsc- 
queptly to the arrival of the George.

8t. George; which, with the Defence, wasdriren on the coast of 
Jutland, and Wrecked, on the morning of the 24th:* but the 
Cthsiy with difficulty escaped, and reached England, f Of the 
circumstances attending the Hero, little is known* A midshipman 
belonging to her, in charge Of a prize, parted from her on the 
22d^ the wind then blowing hard from the north, the Grasshopper 
brig of war and about 30 sail of the convoy in company, with 
her, and she being under close^rcefed top-sails- and reefed fore- 
sail,' with her (op-gallant-masts on deck,' steering about W.S.Ww 
It 'Was^also stated, in (ho* newspapers, on the authority ^of a tetter 
from an officer of (he C tassliopper, that, on the 2Sd, in the alters 
noon,' they were hailed by Captain NeWman, and tokl that,; su im- 
posing himself to bo near the Silver Pits^ he should alter lits course 
two points to port. In the night of the 24th, how'cver, thh 
Hero struck on the North Haak sand, off the Texcl,. which far 
to the northward ond eastward of the Silver Pits, and was totally 
lost ; being shortly followed by the Grasshopper^ which beat over 
the sands, Snd was carried into the Texel.

Jf it he considered that Captain Newman wa$^ the senior Captain 
ui^fhe fleet (except onp), and that his ship was by no means, hi a 
hM state, it seems peculiarly hard that he should have been thus 
inflected for the conTOy*-du ty^ at such a season, and in such a, sea ; 
when tho con?oy, after having cleared the Sleeve, had not' t.he 
smallest occasion for the protection of a liiiG.of*battlo ship ; and 
when the safety of that ship might absolutely depend on her betu^ 
able to make every exertion in a mobicht of danger, and to beat 
oiT a lee>*8horc by carrying a press of saiU The foreign papers, ut 
reporting the Iocs of the Hero, state that she was discovered at 
day«ibreak on the 24th, totally dixmasted^ on jihe JJaaks ; and we 
believe that no evidence has bcciv prodticed u{ prove that she did 
nut strike in consequence of having first carried away her mastr^ 
ki attempting to haul off shore, on findlflg her sititatiori. Justice 
to those whose lives have been thus sacrlilced requires us to. shew, 
by a plain exhibition of facts, that, had that attention been paid 
by the Admiralty to the condition of the Hero, which was due to 
tfab representations made respecting it, and to the character and 
fedings of an ofTiccr of such standing and acknowledged merit as 
her Captain, she would at least not have remained in a defective 
state in the North Seas in jjcccmbcr, 1811, and consequently not 
have been exposed to the dangers which overwhelmed her. 
r AVoihave already related that Captain N. was appointed to this 
ship in April, 1808. She had been paid off In ISOd by the pro. 
seat Lord Gardner, and, being supposed to have the dry rot? was 
laid up in harbour for two years. The consequence of her lying 
thus .long^on the mud was fat her bottom became so foul, that

It wai 
admitted that docking was necessary, but the Admiralty was said 
to be much pressed for. ships of her cla^is a/, thdt time^ and it was 
put oif, with a promise that it should take place on her coming 
info port. On her return a second time from Flushing, where sli/^ 
had twice been aground, Capt. N-’s representation was repeated J 
but lie was ordered to refit for Chatincl-scrticc during the winter of 
ISOy.lO, and in the spring was sent to the Baltic. In Scptembdr| 
1810, as we seen, he returned from that slation ; and asnr* 
vey bf the ship being taken, the builders at Portsmouth repotted 
that her copper was very foul, and that dOcking wms Wanted • 
but she was again ordered for Channel*scrvicc. Captain Newmart 
tiow applied fot leave of ab^choe, for tile express purpose of per. 
lonally stilting to the Admiralty the condition of (be ship ; and he 
Udded that, though she v«as formerly a prime sailer, her defects wefb 
uow such that, it he should have the good fortune to fall in with 
the tuciny, he had no cliance of coining up with them, and pro* 
serving that character which he had gained in years of service, 
and in several ac'ions. In answer to (h^s representation, the 
First Lord, Mr. Yorke, promised that the sliip should be docked 
on her return from the service on which she wa§ now going. 

Nevertheless, on her arrival^from Basque Roads at Plymouth, 
In March, ISll^ the floro was ordered to refit immediately for the 
Baltic, tbougb*' docking was particularly’* recommended by the 
builders at that port,* as it had before been at Porbmbhth. Iti 
July,* Captain N. wrote to a friend, that the ship’s copper was 
the foulest that ever man of .»ar had, having on it a great accumu. 
lation of b^fnacles ; that the St. &coj;go, though a heavy sailer, 
ran him hulBdolVn in about four hours; that theCouragenx and 
Tfeoiendpus kept way with him under their tbp-saifs, though the 
Hero had every thing ^set which she could carry ; and that there 

, was scartely a- merebantnaan in the cbnvojr tliat did. iipt beat bcr.’^ 
In August, he again says, the giiiubrig ran.md^out of 

sight under her top.sai1s and f<}re-saii.V''-^Tlia.mal4Sc bf thb^^cro 
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were ^^0 become $o unapand, that it was comnu>Ql|^ observed 
h&t officer^, that they would probably be carried .away tf severe 
weat^r ocrarred. Had she, in such a state, chascj^ an enemy's 
^uadron, in company, she could have had no sharrf ai^c action ; 

if pursuit by a superior (orcc, she must har^ br)en*ptured. 

, Such were the condition, the neglect, and the eyiplojment, of 
this ship, for three years. 

It was said by Mr. Yorkc, in the House of Commons, that the 
llero was lost in consequence of an error *in reckoning ; and that 
such error prevailed seems probable from what has been already 
Stated : but that any bllbie Is therefore imputable to her otificers 
may be demonstratively denied. In fact, the currq/its in the North 
Sea make it impossible to place any reliance on the reckoning ; 
and the only mode of guarding against them is by vtfservations 
for the longitude, which can seldom be obtained in the winter. 
When the Hero was coming home, the sun was not seen for 
several days, and day .light lasted not more than six hours. As fu 
soundings j those who have been in the habit of crossing (he North 
Sea know that soundings form *Iitlle or no guides, except when 
observations can be taken, and then they arc scarcely i^anted« ft 
is evident that every attention was paid to the navigation of tho 
Hero by her pilots, since they shaped a course (as appears by 
the letter from the officer of the Grasshopper) froiu a full convic* 
tion that they were in a certain situation: but they ' had been 
several days at sea, part of the time with foul winds, and with the 
disadvantage of a convoy to superintend, which makes it more 
difficult for a mah of war to keep a reckoning. One of the last acts 
of the Hero that is known, was, In faithful cxeq|jtion of her hard 
duty, to run to leeward to collect and close her ^onvoy : which 
^contributed to parry her out of her course, towairas fhe shore on 
which she was afterward wrecked, and to disturb her reckphiii 
They had a good time-piece on board of the Hero :* but it had 
become out of order, and«they could not see the sun to enable them 
to make use of it. fn cqmin^in from the North Sea, between our own 
coastand that of Holland, great difficulty occurs, and the most expe- 
rienced pilot may be fatally mistaken. If.from want of an obser-

not exist’^r I he contrary : but th^are fearful of allowing too 
much for this tmeeriain current, and in consequence jgttting too 
near the shoals on our own coast, called Smith's Knovcl^ and ihfe 
Leman and Owen This is the great danger In coming in from 
the North Sea, the land has not been made on either coast : 
for these shoals hare no buoy or mark on them^, to warn the 
riner of his situation. In a narrow part of the Nordi Sea, therel 
fore, where currents prerail which are extremely strong, and iir* 
'Comprehensibly irregular,-^ where a small error in rcckoninjg^}^^' 
be fatal ,-^and where in winf.er it is impossible to guard 
such error, is clear that ^hips (certainly large ships) 'Mmuld 
not be kept out late. Eyery ship of war that arrived at home, in 
the winter of 1811, was greatly out In her reckoning. Sir James 
Sanmarez^s own ship, the Victory, and the squadron in company, 
which preceded the Hero, though they had no conroy, would 
have mot the same fate which that ship experienced, if the master 
of the fleet had not pcrsijsted in steering to the westward, ^contrary 
to the opinion of the admiral ; and still they came so near the 
T^Xel, that the Desiree frigate, cruising off that island, made the 
signal shewing her longitude, to Inform them of their situation. 
They also reached that spot in daylight and clear weather, which 
proved fatal to the Hero, by her coming on it in the night.— In 
1800, the ImmortaliU^ Commodore Gwen, which had been only 
half a da^ fro^ home, was s6 much out in her reckoning as to 
be within a breadth of being wrecked on the Ilaaks ; a 

momentary clearing of^thc fog shewing her officers the land and the 
bfreak^rs dose to them. In the suiiinier of 1811, also, the Niobe, 
though only a few hours from Englaii^, on her passage to the Texel, 
had her reckoning in like manner materially incorrect.—It would 
be tedious, however, to enumerate all the^ipstances of a similar 
nature which might be produced. Every year is fruitful in creaiting 
them.*<*^Even in the Channel, where the tides are regular^ when 
Sij^ Joseph Yorke was taking troops to Lisbon, in 1811, inn

can, be too harsh for those who^ without adequate knowledge of 
the ptfriicular circmpstances^ attempt to fix blame on the sufierers 
iq such cata3troph(;s>.*aud thus to deprive their friends and their 
<^Ountry of the melancholy consolation of believing tliat they died 
**\v|)i|c properly discharging their duty. An unsullied cj^aracter is 
qjniost the only reward which our naval defenders in general enjoy, 
jfpg the huinbcrle^s privations and hardships to which tfiey are 
and it.must embitter the l^tjnpmcntsof an offiqer’)^ life, 
if hi^knpws that his reputation ma^ be aspersed with impunity. 

As to the ultimate wreck of the St. Cieorge, and the Defence, 
few particulars have reached us : but it js clear that the latter wgs 
lost solely owing to her assiduous attendance on the former.. The 
Aulferings of their brave crews have been partially made public : 
but the hardships endured by the people of the St. Qeorge, vrhen 
she first encountered the fury of the elements, in the Belt, toge^ 
iher with the almpst unparalleled fortitude, peTseverauce, and 
discipline which they evinced, have nevqr received the praise that 
is so eminently their due, because they are not generally kaowii* 
We speak from the best authority when v^e state that luch vvas 
tlie^ fact ; and we only fepeat the sentiment of the profession, 
when we say that the incrpilcss ocean could not engolph a flag* 
officer, a captain, and a crew, whp possessed more general esteem, 
and whose fate excited more sincere regret.* It certainly was 
matter of surprise wifh naval men, that, after tlte grrat damage 
sustained by the St. George jii the Belt, {he continuance of bad 
weather, and the increased lateness of the season, any effort was

of their hazardous situation, the latter was Toithout any saU set^ 
staying by the former . 

It may be observed that, though the Hero was lost, and several 
qf her convoy, yet maUy others of them made their passage good 
and' it has even been stated, that the masters of *somc were aware 
that the course pursued by thef men of war was not sufficiently 
westerly, and aljjffcd their steerage accordingly. Masters of vessels 
constantly* trai^g to^ the Northmen may perhaps be better ac- 
quainted with the peculiarities of^ht navigation than the King’s 
pilots, and< their ships are bettermnpted to the service than, those 
’of the line : a 'circumstance which tencKi to prove the impropriety 
of keeping ships of the latter description pn that station at any 
time, but particularly in the winter. In fact, the pilots are 
averse to take charge qf lihe-of-battic ships to cruise off* the ene-

ice .tcoDiit of tfie proceedings of tbe Cteaiy already qootedt Naval. 
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tnj’« coast in the North Sea^ after the month of September. 
howerer^ a charge of incapacity can be substantiated against the 
na?y-pilots^ thia^^ nialter \shich most imperiously demands con* 
stderation* Pem|is, indeed, it is to be regretted that our ships 
of wat* are ever intrusted to these men, is ho are* not birouglit up 
in the naTj^ and most of whom aie spctremcly ignore t : but every 
ship is ordered to have them ; and as they are supposed (o possess 
a local knowledge of the soundings of thd difierent coasts tVc. a 
captain could not venture to ta^ the charge of a ship out of their 
hands, unless they had shown ciident inaiks of incapacity (of 
which he is often not a judge until too late), or woic drunken, or 

f er ftrong reasons. Should thdii^ather enaide a captain to 
[ time-piece, he would then shape his course accordingly, 
were in opposition to the p^otv, and wc^iild be iustified : 
rthe Hero had no such weather, It cannot be doubted that 
the nfgulation of her course was in conformity to the opinion of 
her pilots, of whom she had two on board who weie sit|)||)Oscd lo 
be among the most skilful in the' know ledge ofytho^o seasf 

Under the impression that the fptc of Captain Newman was 
peculiarly hard, and that it was eieii sjill hauler that hib pro- 
fessional fame should be subject in the la^t art o( his career to the 
shadow of blame, hib sorrowing parent, who surviieshim, took the 
liberty of writing to Sir James Sauniarez ; biiefly stain g the circum- 
stances which haic already been mentioned here, lespecting the coif- 
dition of the ship, her detention in the Baltic to so late a period, her 
appointment to the eonvo} , and the insinuations of blame attaching 
to her officers on ifccount of* her loss : obserung, that some public 
notice of these events would probably occur ; and disclaiming all 


intention to cake any such step without prcviousljr si^jmitting this 
representation to the considerat^n of Sir James, ^hnd tb his recti- 
fication of any error which ildiftght contain. The result of thfs 
correspondence, most politel/wn feelingly expressed on the part 


of Sir James, is now to bo stated, with hh consent. 


Eitract of a Letter froiA Vice-Admiral Sit James Sautt/areZf Bari. K.B- 
to Charles Nevman, Esq, dated Loudon f 2fl Alarch, 1812. • 

I ever consider the mckincholy loss of II. M slops on their return 
from the Baltic, as a sevcie national r.ilomrly, and must he greatly .JU 
lated those who like yoursell, Sir, ha\e the loss of near relatives to de- 
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plore ; but that it shouid be in$iouated that blaiu^, could, be If 

of the officers on board tbo Hero, or any other of thoee ipe^ iipfoytor 
nate ships, appears to me inexplicable, and can never have been thrpjvii 
out by professional nicu, or those acquainted with the dnngcrous navigation 
of the North Sea in all seasons of the year, and more particularly in the 
winter-months. By the letters which loindcrstand to have been received 
from Holland, appears that tho loss of the Hero did dWjtfite from any 
defect of the sliip, or of her masts and yards, but is to^S^scribed to an 
error in the reckoning, which led them to suppose themselves at a greater 
distance from the coast bf Holland ^han the ship actually was. I need 
not observe that pilots, who are supposed to possess local knowledge and 
experience, arc usually intrusted with the charge of ll.iNi/sships, together 
with the master, and arc albsubject to the directions and controul of the 
commander, whb seldom orders any deviation in the cou'^sc pointed OHl' to 
be steered, without a conviction of bis possessing superior kno\vled|;e. 
coast than the pilots or master. « Captain Newman, whose great m^iian'd 
skill ns an officer arc so generally acknowledged, cannot be supposed to 
have taken the charge upon himself, without having had very sufficient rea« 
spns for so doing. 

** With respect tp the last convoy having been detained to so late « 
jperiod of the year, it arose from indvitable circumstances, which prevented 
their arrival in Wiiigo Sound till the 1st of December, where tliey were de* 
taiiied by contrary winds until the latter end of that month. 

The state of the St. George requiring the attendance of two linc-of* 
bahle ships, the Cressy and Defence were appointed to that service; and 
the Lords of the Admiralty having directed that the important and valuable 
convoy should sail under the protection of a ship of the lino, the Hero, 
under whose charge they arrived in Wiiigo Sound, was directed to proceed 
with them to England. 

Had it pleased the Divine Providence to grant them a few days 
favourable weather, they w'oiild have reached the coast of England in 
safety. A convoy that sailed from Hano Bay Hve weeks subsequent to the 
St. ^'ieorge,^ dtrivad in the ports of their destinUtion without the loss of a 
single sh*p : while a prior convoy, which lell the Baltic under chaise of the 
CduFaf;eux in the month of October, was totally dispersed in a severe gale 
of wind, by which several of the ships foundered at sea, and others were 
totally lost upon our coast ; winch proves tHht it is not for human means or 
foresight to avert these calamities.” * e , 

iln reply to tliis letter, Mr. Newman observed, that Sir James 
did not so fully advert as he could wish to. the clrcurostaDces of the 
being charged with the convoy, notwithstanding the state of 
that ship, and the seniority of her captain ; and he more especially 
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liegged to know on what ground it was supposed that Captaiii'N* 
had taken charge of the ship, out of the hands of the pilots.^ Sir 
Janies answered ^ 

Having in my letter of yesterday remarked, that the disabled state of 
the St George requiring the attendance of two line-o^battle ships, the 
Cressy and had been appointed to that service; ancf that the Hero, 
under whose the convoy arrived in Wingo Sound, Captain Newman, 

was entrusted with them to England ; in this arr&ngement I had in view the 
seniority of Captain Neivman, as^ well as the general state of the Hero : 
deeniieg that service, under the existing circumstances, better adapted 
than to have been attached to the St* George.— 

** In the remark I made, that Captain Newman canjiot be supposed 
to have taken the charge of tfic ship from the pilots without having very 
fUf^^Ui^t reason for so doing,** it was far fropi iny intention to convey aa 
opinlort.of his having so done ; but, to the contrary, I tlfink it very iinpro* 
bable that the circumstance can have ocedrred." 

These letters bear strong testimony to the extreme danger of the 
Baltic and North Sea service* at all times ^ and to the blameless 
conduct of the officcra who perished in it in the year 1611, IIow 
far they arc satisfactory on other points^ or in she\^ing the nc. 
cessity of the alternative that the Hero should be appointed to 
attend either the St. George or the convoy, the reader shall be 
left to judge. 

It is incontrovcrtibly evident, then, from the preceding state- 
ments, that (he protection , of our trade to the Baltic cannot be 
effected without the greatest hazards to our navy, and ought to 
be subject to all such reguIUtions, and guarded by all such pre- 
cautions, as human wisdom, attention, and ingenuity can pro- 
vide.* The latest pevod up to which any conyoy should be 
granted, the size of the ships of war cm^oyed on Aiis duty, 
and the adoption of safeguards (a$ifar as may be) against the daggers 
of (he navigation, are, in this view, objects of distinct consideration 
aud deep importance. Wc*shall offer a few remarks on each. 

1. The last convoy ffom the Baltic has of late years been or- 
dered, nominally, to sail from Hano Bay, where the ships collec/,

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about the beginning or middle of November : but in 1811 a convof 
"^passed upt the Baltic so late aa tiie 93d of that mbiith* fhejbave 
then ^ to get out of the Baltic through the Belt^ and down the 
Cattegat, a most dangerous navigation, with onfy about^aiA h<ntrs* 
day-light ; aftrnv which they assemble in Wingo Sound, the buler 
roadstead of (rottenburgb,* whence with the first fair wind they 
sail for England. This supposed last convoy, however, has 
often not departed from llano till the middle of Oecember ; and 
thus are Valuable livbs, ships, apd property, exposed to the 
merciless winds which, as the commonest mariner in the service 
knows, set in long before that period in those seas. Since tSe 
war with Denmark, convoys being obliged to go through the Belt 
instead of the Sound, their passage becomes very tedious; and 
merchants feel disposed to .run great risks rather than notiuake 
the usual number of voyages^ Under these circumstances, much 
less delay would take place if the convoys were smaller, and 
more froqiicot. In the present system, however, the merchants, 
not satisfied with ^hat number of voyages which may be performed 
in the proper season, reload tlicir last returned ships, and then in 
•A body sign a petition to the commanding officer of the convey to 
, wait ten days or a fortnight longer : by which time the fair wind 
has perhaps been lost, the weather has become dreadfully bois- 
terous, with &now.storms, and nothing ensues but calamity to the 
underwriters and to his Majesty's ships. It must bo supposed 
that, ji; granting such petition, no commanding officer has .acted 
without authority from the Admiralty ; ami to that Board, there- 
fore, we must look for the prevention of the auscbief.r^Evcn the 
middle of November ^ however, is too late a period tq, risk any 
^hips of convoy in so difficult a navigation as that of tb^ Belt and 
the CatUgat ;’^and, as linc-of-battle ships must protect the trade 
* through thp Belt from the enemy's host of gun.boats, the. latest 
day appointed for sailing should, perhaps, be the \bth of October, 
The winds are very unperuiui and the Jlcct i^ay then be<Qb|lged 
to wait a moon for a leading wind through the Belt.— Ships not ^ 
^loaded and ready by that timesliQuld remain out, in safety, ti^ the 
following spring* ^ 

9. WUh regard to the size of ships of war mploycd on, this 
Bcrv^cc/tufety three-deckers .can of no uso^m tlie ISaitic : thert 
*^0 nobe tb oppose ^them', excerpt ’ among the llussiaus, likbm wc 
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]mit« Iddoiu hiMi oGcasioD to saspect ; and a 74 i$ A hiitidirr ship, 
and more benriceaWe. If the Scheldt licet were to come out to 
the Balticf ouf^Admlral on that atation *ouId soon follow it, 
«ud three-deckers piigiit be kept with him. Neither (as we hare 
said before), un the present state of*the matineef our cneoriii^s, 
can any linevof- battle &hips be noressary as convoy to England, 
after the merchant-rcsseh hare cleared the Sleeve. 

3. To speak of some of the dangers o’f a North ^ca passage, 
which it is conceived might be obviated, in a degree at least — 
The Lemon and Oicet (before mentioned) arc two shoals lying 
about 26 miles N.E. ot Cromer, oji the coast of»Nortolk ; and 
Smithes Knowl is a long shoal aboilf the same distance from Noith 
Tkfmouth, in the same diicction. « The two banner sands aVo 
nearly dry at low-water ; and oil three (as already remarked) are 
out of sight of land, and giyc no warning for ships coming in 
from the North Sea. Small ships can run over the Knorzl^ or 
parts of it, but not such ships as we have lately lost. — Now these 
shoals being so far from land, it has been supposed that no buoy 
on them would ride throogh the wiiiter-atorms. A dtifereut opi- 
nion, however, is 'entertained by some naval men, who think that 
buoys of a proper construction might be made to watch on Smithes 
Knotel during the winter ; and that, if one did break adrift, ano- 
ther might be put down. The shoal is extensive, and six buoys 
instead of one might be laid down : M of which would probably 
not drift away in one season. —As to the Lemon and 0&?er, the 
Trinity-Board hafe been of opinion that a light-yessel on those 
shoals would break adrift : but, ib prove the question, a master 
in the navy offered to. live a winter in a tloatingplight, properly 
secured close to them, constructed simila/ly to others on the 
coUst, stich as at the Norc, the Guil-stream, in the Downs, Jkc.— 
In a word, if we mast trade to the Baltic so late, no trouble 
Mi' expense should be spared to guard against common known 
danger. ^ , ♦ 

1^‘is thoe to revert to the immediate subject of this memoir, and 
to bring it to a close. • 

J^rom the narrative which has been pre^ented^ reader. wjl)i 

' see that few oAcers have ^ssed thirty yearti in the scr>icc wj^h 
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more actire duty and less intermission than the lata Captain New* 
man ; and, as we have already paid a merited tribute to his fellow* 
sufferers, so we can as truly say of him, that he perhhed beloved^ 
esteemed, and deplored by all who knew him, in or out of tho 
navy. It was^ justly (||^crVed, by some Correspondent of this 
Work (Vol. XXVII. p. 120. Feb. 1812.), that he was a 
friendly good-hearted man, as brave and as generous as a lion : ^ 
the detail of his career, *and the testimony of Sir James Saumarez^ 
will shew his great merit and skill as an officer some passages 
interspersed in it evince his kindness of disposition aad his genu** 
ine piety ; to the former of which quality, in particular, orerj 
officer who has served with him can bear witness ; and we must 
yet add one or two traits vchich strengthen the representation.^ 
We have seen, page 379, the terms in which he spoke of the loss 
of some of his officers and men in their boats, during the year 
1810; and he lamented this unfortunate incident so sincerely that, 
on his return homq, he endeavoured to satisfy his feelings, by 
ordering a handsome and expensive monument to their memory to 
be erected iq the chureh at Kingston, near Portsmouth. lie did 
not livo to see his desigfi executed: but bis widow, with tbqt 
d,efQrence to his every wish, and that veneration for his virtues, 
which can alone convey any consolation to her wounded spirit,’* 
has undertaken its completion ••^His regard for this amiable part- 
'ner of his bosom was unlimited 4nd unceasing ; and if, in the mo- 
moirs of a son of the ocean, we might enlarge on those softer feel- 
ings which shed lustre on the heart of man, the domestic and socipl 
character of Captain Newman pught be displayed with great effect. 
It may suffice to say, as one instance, thnt, in defiance of his ardent 
and unremitting zeal for the service in which he had been so long 
engaged, and' of those honours in it to Which he had always been 
looking forwards, and which were now fast approaching him, 
he offered 1% 181Q to relinquish his ship, and to put ail his 
prospects to hazard, if his presence et hpme might be deen^ 
likely ' to aHeviate those pains of bodily indisposition, ua^ 
Which he had left Mr8.,Newmaii suffering.

ther, who is a prisoner of war in France, having been wrecked on 
that coast in 1804, when assistanMurgeon of the Hussar frigate. 
His heraldic bearings are given beneath the Portrait prefixed to this 
Memoir : the escutcheon of pretence, in the paternal quartering, 
with a portcullis imperially crowned, being an angmentatkin 
granted to Richard Newiqan, Esq. of Ftfehead Magdalen, already 
mentioned, for his loyalty to King Charles the Second, and who 
jgas shortly afterward created a Baronet.

CAPTAIN CATUCART, OF THl ALFXANDRIA, A^D COMMODORE RODGEJtS. 

As a late gallant attempt by Captain Cathcart, to bring to action this 
successful marauder, has created general adiuirution, we think a sliort 
sketch of his services may be acceptabfe to oui leaders. 

Captain Cathcart, of,the Alexandria, represents a, most respectable 
family in Scotland, and entered his Majesty’s service when* only eleven 
years old. Since tlien lie liasrbcen almost constantly at sea; and was first 
brought into public notice at the erer-ineinorahle battle of tbe Nile* serving 
as 4th lieutenant of the Bellernphoi) ; which ship ws.b laid alongside of tbe 
LV3rient, carrying tbe French adniirars flag, never quitted her till she was 
lo flames, and lost mo|^ incii^ tlian any other on iliat eventful day. Tbe 
captain and three* senior lieutenants of the Belleropbon being kiUod or 
wounded, the cliarge of the shin devolved on Mr. Cathcart, ami hemras 
•hortty after promoted to the rmik of master dnd commonder. I(e was 
sdoft appointed to an armed vc«scl, and for two yeai*v kept actively ea^ 
ployed loaniioyiiig the small craft, then forming the flotilla on Uie cpasi of 
Francth He was promuted«to the Seagull^ which ship he mo&f gp!l44*!y 
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fought against a fleet of brigs and gun-boats ; and although setcrclj 
wounded in several places, did not quit the deck, or give her up, till iM 
literally sunk under him. He was next appointed to the .AlexaDdria, a flr* 
huilt frigate, and a very dull sailer. — His late exploit, in chasing off her 
Station the President, Commodore Rodgers, is already before the public. 

When the immense superiority in mep and guns is taken into consi- 
demtion, this will appear orid of the most determined and desperate 
efforts to fulfil tSc duty of a Britisli officer that is on record.

ttlLVTZVAVT GCDDES.

Ijsutsnant Geddes, ofH.M.S* Ramiiics, who, to the deep regret of 
his family and friends, lost his life in the act of boarding gn American 
lohooner in the Chesapeake (see p. 348), was a native of Aberdeen. Hd 
WAS early in life impressed into the service, in which he displayed an acti- 
vity and zeal wludi attracted the attention, and secured the friendbliip of 
tlie officers under whom he served, and particularly that highly distinguislicci 
commander. Lord Nelson, wkh^hom he was engaged in the attack on the 
Danish fleet at Copenhagen, 1801 ; and, in the same year, in the night 
attack on the flotilla in Boulogne.* During the short interval of peace, he 
was employed in the foreign and coasting trade from Aberdeen ; but, on 
the renewal of the war, he joined bis former commander, Captain Sir Tho- 
mas Hardy (who acknowledged his abilities and eminent services in various 
quarters of the globe, by the oSost friendly regard), and was in one of Lord 
Nelson’s great naval actions, ^eing promoted to the rank of a lieutenant, 
be commanded a gun-brig ih (1^ Tagus, and was desperately wounded in 
cannonading one of tho wings of the French army under Massena, Soon 
after his recovery, he was appointed to the command of a body of seamen, 
employed ia laying bridges for the advance of the army under Lord Wel- 
lington, whieh arduous service he performed to the entire satisfactionof 
bis Lordship, and was honoured with the thanks of the Lords of the Admi- 
ralty. Early this year, he proceeded to the coast of America, in the 
Ramiiics ; and in the prime of hfo fell a victim to that dishonourable war- 
fare which, it has been justly said, has excited the fictestation of every 
friend to humanity, «

INTREPIDITY AND HUMANITY. 

A MOST gallant act of intrepidity was performed on Tuesday, OStli Sept 
by Mr, Nash, eldest son of Captain Nash, of the Salvador del Mundo.' 

A boat, with two women and a man in it, while passing near that Ship, 
unfortunately ran athwart the hawsci, and immediately upset. Mr. Nash, 
perceiving the accident, deliveitM his watch to a byestander, and dashing , 
through a port into the sea, just as one of the females was sinking, dived 
after her in time to pro\e the means of saving hei from a watery grate. 
This brave and humane young man sery lecentJy served ^s a midshipman 
on boaid the i^ndromeda fiigate, m which capacity he some months since 
very nearly indeed became the victim of that element, from which he has 
since so nobly rescued a fellow creature. In March last, while the Andro- ^ 
meda was off the Lizard, sh^e lost her rudder ; and it being nCressary td 
apply ai^,iu)m><iiute remedy, the jollyboat was lowered down with Mr. 
Nosh, a inastei’s mate, and four men, for that purpose. In the act of 
toweling, one tackle gne way, and Mr. Nash was precipitated mtothb 
waves. After coiitinuii g in the water a long time, he wras picked up ait 
miles astern of tlic And.omcda, by ilm Silvia cutter, and resting to the 
profession which he so much honouis. Being an excGliciit swimmer, he 
owed his eventual preset vation chiefly to floalingon his back, and relieving 
himself 111 every way be could, from the fatigue mcidcntai to his pcnious 
situation. i

Tiye brig Sultan, Capt. llaine, of Calcutta, left Acheen on the 9d of Feb. 
with souls OR board, and laden with betebiiiit. Twenty hours oftet 
they put to sea, nheii off Aclieen, at midnight, the foundered in a squall ; 
when the Captain and all on board perislied, except six of the crew, who at 
the inomenc tlie vessel was sinking, threw ihemseUes ihto the* boat without 
water or provisions of any kind. Tliey foitncl in the boat, by chnnee, the 
rudder and four oars, but they had neither inasi nor sail. Tn the morning 
when daylight appeared no land was to he seen ; and being wltlmiit thd 
means, nod even '^ot possessed of knowledge sulVicietit to enable them to 
direct their course to the nearest shore, they put up one nl the oars as h 
mast, substituting the few cloches they had with them for a vail, and commit- 
ted themselves to the will of Providence. On the fourth tiny aller the ship 
foundered, one of their companions died. lie had been the most healthy 
and vigorous among them ; and Ais early debility and death were ntCributed 
to idle of opium, which he had indulged in regularly and to excess. On * 

tlie 9th day, another of the unfort Jnate sufferers, who had l.iceratecl his arms 
dreadfully to satisfy the cravings of bungdb, expired in great agonies. Nine 
days longer were the remaining four survivors tosH'd about at the mercy 
of the winds and waves. *Oii the morning of the 17th fust, they found 
themselves close in with the land ; but they were sO weak as to be unable • 
to make any exertion to reach it— fortunately for them the wind ivas blowing 
in the direction to throw them right upon the shore. In the course of ^this 
dreadful voyage, althougli theytexperienced frequent showers of rain,ye| 
for several days successively at di|Ferent times, not a drop fell upon them ; 
during these distressing itm^vals, the only means they had recourse t^for 
mitigating tbetr burning thirst, 'was by wHngtiig the moisture from their nm% 
and sucking their clothes wlien moistened by the deih't of the night. Tlwir 
religion restrained them frotii feeding upon the dt^d bodies of tlieir com- 
panions; but it «ould not prevent them from mangling themselvd. The 
two’'ii» 08 C^€xtAMrdinai^ facts^ attested in tlie case of these men, and ^

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the repollection of which ought alWnjs to pre^nre ship^wrecked 
tnariners from despair — are, 1st, that the Sufferers were drifted in a e|na]l 
hoat^ from Achcen Head, to the east coast of Ce>1on in from itf *to IQk 
4aj$ ; and that during the whole time, they suffered want of food. 

LOSS 6t THE MitSCGALOSE. 

A T £iT£R ff ‘)m Batavia, dated Dec. 5, contains the following meinnclioly 
^particulars respecting the loss of the Mangalore, wbidi we before briefty 
ioci>tioned:— ** We are* concerned to state that the lose of the ship 
Mangalore is conffrmed by the testimony of the liative pf Bengal there stated 
to have been saved from the wreck. The man, who ns yet appears to he 
the only survivor, is named Jan Muhumud, one of tiic lascars belonging 
to the ship, lie distinctly states her to have Uecu the iViangalore, and 
that the Captain's name was Cook. In this lust cirouatStaoce^ however, 
be is mistaken, the cuminiAidcr’s name was Earl, She sailed from Suugar 
oil the lOih of that month. No passengci s arc mentioned in that paper * 
but the lascnr states tiieic Were three and describes two of t)ic.m as 
Qiilttary officers of rauk« Tiierct were two nfficej s of die ship, and the tvImlS 
persons on board, including a Imvildar and 12 sepoys, he thinks amounted 
Co 110. Tiie ship, he says, wiiilo out of sight of land, was caught in a 
whirJwifidi pioccediug from a water«sp«nit,, w)m h buist close to them. Pro- 
bably ill the wates-spout itself, i winch would \cry likely be broken by 
encountering such a body as the ship. Tho vessel was whirled rpuud with 
dreadful sclocny, when, ^at the same instant, ail the masts were cuiried 
Oiyay, lgl|{ug in their fall the captain and the tw'o mates on the spot, and 
crushing all thp boats to pieces. When the lascar supposed the hull to be 
sinking (which event accordingly is said to have soon followed), he seized 
a plank, tied lumseii to it, and so c«imiiuttcd himself to the waves. Another 
account states the inslrumeiic oi hi» picservatioii tu have been a mast, on 
>y|iicli 8 or 10 others mounted at ihw same time : but, exhausted by hunger 
fuid fatigue, they dropped otf one after 'anoilicr, till .fan Muhumud was 
left alone. When ho .tpproached the surf, he was, so exhaustediips to be 
unable to disengage hiinself from the maiiC or plank ; and when discovered 
among the breakers he was quitdinseneible: so that, if the aid niforded him 
by two Malays had been delayed a few minutes, he must have been dashrd 
to pieces.. A large roast was said tu be seen at the same time Boating ata dis- 
tance. The man d( chiies he was ten clays in Uic sea before ho was picked 
|tp; rbuC the seventy of his sufferings would probably magnify the lime io 
his iaiaginaiion ; and, (iiat his recollection even of the preceding course 
of die voyage was indistinct, ap| c*ars from his stating that the ship liad 
hcen diree months from Bengal : wlierea^ the whole time, from her Icpving 
jSnugitr dll hif^heing brought ashore (about '’the 8tb of October), was npK 
puice 01 ^ month.’’ 

" • FEARS OF A TRAITOR. 

THEi>Ameriean armed schooner Young Teaser, was hjo^n ijp 
when on the point of being captured by dip British' frigate Ia lKy|tue« The 
diabolical act appearsr to haye b^n perpetrated, on a sudden impulse, by 
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Olfe Lieot. Johnson. This vrretcb had boon commander of the Ohi Teniser^ 
of New York, which was taken some time since hy Admiral Warreifs 
sqaadron, and Johnson was released on his parole^ Without wuifipg for 
ai» exchan^, he entered as first lieotenant on board the Young Teozer. 

On, the Tessel- being chased, the commander, Capt. pobson, called all 
rite odicers to a consultation o>i deck. Johnson, dreading to fall into the 
glands of the British, instead of Attending, took n live coal, and went beloir 
to the powder magazine. A bailor, who ol>&crved him, loshcd forward, 
gavean nlarm, and jumped ovci Ixiard. In a minute after, the Young Tca/cr 
blew up ; and all the oiVicr rs and crew, cxucpu seven sailors, perisiicd- 
Xhe«e stood on the forecastle: One of them has since died* 

I LANAL MACUr^E. 

TliC Atalanta brig, Captain Hickey, arrived at Halifax^ on the iOth of 
August, from tlie Chesapeake, with the official ^||f>ort from Capt, U. IJoyd, 
of the Plantngcnet, of an attempt made by ‘the Americans to tlestroy that 
ship, in Lynnliavcn Bay, by the explosion of h combustibleMnachinc, called a 
torpedOi— The horrid instrument fortunately went off wheu it had reached 
within about half a cable’s length of the ship ; otherwise, it is apprehended, 
the effects would have been fatal both to Ihe sliip and the whole of the 
crew ! n did not, however, do any injury ; it threw up an immense colunm 
of (lame and water, and excited a temporary alarm, but nothing further. 

One of these instrmnenis has liecn picked up by the Victorious, 74, Capt* 
Talbot, at the same place, and is now on bofyd that ship. It is a case, 
f'ontaining about six barrels of gunpowder, to whicli a lock is affined ; and 
attached to the lock is a fine, reaching to the person or boat that has the 
execution of the design. It is next buspetlded to a ^t*igc of planks, at 
each end of which are about 50 fathoms of smnil Hr c, with a buoy at 
each end. 

The machine tiuis put togethjf , and let into ifie water, the combustible 
case sinking about 12 feet, and being kept ut that depth front the surface 
of the ftige, it has many chances of success in close anchorages; the buoys 
being extended hy the line the distance c^f 100 fathoms, will most probably, 
one or the other of them, convey the line, by the help of the tide, across 
the cable of any ship at niiphor, which, the moment it touclics, will caiiso 
the machine to swing round to the side or the bottom of tl>e sliip; and tlio 
pers(>n using it, finding hy the line that it has been stopped, judges that lA 
lias reached tlic intended object, pulls the trigger of the lock by the string, 
and the explosion takes place. Sitould it, thus situated not blow Ihe ship 
up, h must start a butf-end of^ne of her planks ; #t)icn, from tho sudden 
rush of water, which no eJTortsfif the crew could possibly subf(ae,’$he 
wottfd Inevitably foundAh One reason, it is considered, why it fbrtobaeely 
did not turcecii upon the Plantagcnct, was, it wa^ the first 6itperiment#f 
Us humane projector— a Mr. K. Mix, of the Ameifcan Xavy. Our block*

If this letter should meet the of 
the ingenious architect, I trust* he will not be offended at the suggestion o£. 
the utility of giving you a sketofi and description of this propos^ floiitlng 
castle, respecting uhich the curiosity of many of his admirers, as well as 
the navy in general, is koettly alive. You have some ingenious Correspon- 
dents, whose opiaions might be useful pa a subject of such importance. 
Supposing, however; that site could be built witliout ioconvenienee as to 
draft of wHUr, the size of masts and yards must still be attended to. .Tiie

Sir, I would not command the British arm/ on such tqyms for the reveuue 
of the Empire ; for I have never seen smile, or the smallest symptom of 
satisfactiuiT, since I embarked on board your ship.'*

Cnrronndes being an effort of scitnos to supersede 
fifnin $ltrengthj an explanation of their nature and use from so good an 
arciUerist i\s Iron Gun, might draw ^he attention of tho suppliers of tbe 
shot, as well as of those who are to use them*

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, viaA, an at yout service. You say, that the Lords CamutisiiCHen of-ite 
Admirihily have beai pleased to testify their apprubaition of the exertkide 
and merits displayed by the British medicai odicers employed on that oceif<» 
sion. If their Lordships have dune so, I never before heard of it; anil 
rather believe, that , their approbation has been signified to the niedict^ 
department of the Transport Board, or else lo Dr. Dicksoif. 

It was not sup^sed b)' ariy of us, that cither praise or reOiuiicratloti 
would be given, by our own government, for dischnrgiog our chityii 
however hazardous that might be ; but certainly, from the wclUkiiowii 
generosity of the Russian government, tokens ofc approbation were ex* 
pected. Most nsaurcdly, thanks from that quarter were liigldy merited by 
all the English medical olbccrs employed on that service, which was pecu- 
liarly harassing and laborioirs ; highly unpleasant, from the siiigularity of 
its nature ; and hurtful to the feelings, from the prejudices and oppositioiist 
which were to be combated ; •didicultics, indeed, less dangerous than tha 
fever, but far more hard to be eradicated* Men who seldom reaspn, 
whose ideas on any, subject, being once received, and by habit firmly 
impressed, such reluctantly yield t[ieir opinions ; and although they may 
by compulsion be fuiccd to yield lo the knowledge of others, yet it rarely 
happens, but that ignorance and obstinacy, united, long innintain the 
coiidict. From such causes arose numerous impediments and annoyances 
in the performance of our duty ; the ii^orc painful to tliosc English medical 
olBcers wiio, from having previously .served under the Imperial Flag, 
possesiied a knowledge of the language, which, although it greatly fucilitHted 
their duties, yet rendered them sensible of many unpleasant remarks which 
vyere unknown Co their compaliions. 

On my joining that division of cho fleet which had been assigned tome, 
I found some siiips in a \cry had state : many men were lying in heaps on 
the lower deck, iiutwhiiscnmiing two hospital ships, the Argonaut and 
Trusty, had been tilled with sick from these ships. The nature of that 
fever, its causes, and successful trcacinent, s.vilh I doubt not, bo ably 
descrilied by ifiuse whom tuknts and experience bui e rendered capable 
of doing it. To Dr. \\'cir, the iiispeettc of hospitals, is due every 
pmise; particidarly from the Russiam government, lie first adopted, and 
energetically pursued, those measures which stopped the contagion in tha 
ships, by rempviiig «und destroying some of its pi'inci pul sources. Those 
unfortunates who %vcrc languisiniig under its dire clfvcLs were soon restored 
to a siatepf convalescence by the inei[iud of treatment which was laid down 
and infisted on by him ; and by his representations, and the generosity 
of the Transport Board, several extra articlev of Doiirisbtneat were 
plietl to the sick. ^ S 

The mortality was great, as was to be expected,* from the number of, 
sick, and the advanced stage of their complaints; and had the Russian 
Ut'ct a week longer at one half of its sick would hav^ been coir* 
siglipd to a water V gra%e. Dr* Dick>«nn hnd the medical supcriiuciidance> 
of tfie Imperial Fleet a few* weeks after iH arrival ; he* fell sick duriqg the 
mmrdse of his wcll-kaown exertions;, but rrcqvareil.— To him, to Dr. 
Douglas, surgeon of the J rgoua^S* to Mr^Dubsun, surgeon of iLo 
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Trusty, are imexceptionably due every praise ; not only ibr tlieir exertions^ ^ 
but also for their laborious employments. Among the Englisli medical 
officers who became suflferers from the discharge of ihrir duties, may be 
also eimincraied Mr. Dobson, Mr. Torb‘»% luysclf, and Mr. Temple, 
assistant-surgeon ; the latter, with Mr, Torbirt, a iqan of acknowled^d 
talents, fell victims. By thp assiduous and humane care and skilful treat* 
inent afforded me by Dr. Douy'as, I now liavc the bJes^ng of existence ; 
so far as the exertions of mortals arc successful— Deo Jn Jr/ 

I recovered, but witnessed and iissjstfd at tlic interment of my lamented 
brotlier officer, Torbitt.* Alas ! n &ud and gloomy task; but still ea»Ier to 
be acconiplished tliAii the one 1 have assigned to myself hi reude/ing to 
^ merit tributes, which, although due, may be unocccptable, in standing 
forth as a witness to the exertions of others, who require not iny testimo- 
nials, I may unfortunately excite the suspicion of the one, and be accused 
of arrogance by the other : however, I acquit iny heart of u oebt, and con- 
fimi my mind by reflecting, tliat

The trutli is, the grenfest attention must be paid to the building mid 
equipment of ilicsu ships ; for as the Amcricau frigates will be the principal 
object uf Uieir pursuit, and as these separata so much, it is impoasiole to 
say what weather our vessels may be exposed to : they muM ho equally 
hitcdi’fur pursuing ilie- President ' to Greenland, or the CoiistitJitiQa to the 
BraxiJs, aud be prepared for the ^ales which may occur hetiveeu these 
n^otts. • 
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Anottur occasiun fur uot oiily the common but additional strength of 
these vessels is the of masts whicii these frigates^ as I am infonned, 
are to he equipped namely those of a seventy-four; this of itself^ ns 
I have stated, ouglit to be a sufficient reason for adding strength to these 
vessels; for every seaman knows how much, in a rolling sea, the heiivinest 
of the masts increases the strain, on the hull, and unless particular atten- 
tion is paid to thijr in the outfit of these vessels, we shall really find tbens 
to be imiiiensc, but unserviceable. 

Lastly, let them be partichlarly strong, if wo would have them fight the 
American frigates : tlie maitinb* in which our ships *hnvc been cut up in the 
various engagements with them, requires and demands this ; and I think 
the commanders of our frigates should not be particular u. having only • 
common balls on board our ships; let similar pieces and bars of iron to 
those which Corntvodore Ilodgcra was scon to load his cannon with,* \vhen 
pursued by the Alexandria, let these be immediately adopted in our war- 
fare with the Atncricaiis; the wounded on hoard our vessels demand re- 
paration for their saffcriiigs ; ancT it cannot be unjust to use against an 
ciieiny the means by whieli he has«jucrec(led in annoying us; and thus we 
shtill hate the hope of seeing the proud old British Union’’ waving over 
the colours of the world as ii was wont.

I N’ our last Retrospect wc aimouncod the capture of the Wes^r, a 
ricnch frigate of tlic largest class; and expressed p hope that a^good 
account would soon be given of another frigate or two which sailed in her 
company from tlih I'exel. >Ve have now the satisfaction to record the 
rapture of the Travc FrcncJi frigate of 41 gun% dnd ^40 men, which loob 
place on the 93d of October, oifIJshant. She and the Weser had both 
sailed in company fioni the Texelf and %vere dismasted in the same gale., 
The I'ravc was first fallen in with by the Achates brig ot war, Captain 
^lorrison, wito kept dodging and engaging her sumo time, when, fortu- 
nately, the Androhiaclie, Captain Tobin, and the Pyramus, <Japtnin Dun- 
das, were discovered under a croud of sail | the former, we understand, 
was the headmost sliip, and to* which, it is said, she struck her colours, 
.'\ftdr a few minutes action. Sly* is the sister ship, in every respect, to 
the Weser; for their keels were laid down on the same day; they were 
iniinclied tlic same day; sailed the same day; were dismasted on thesume 
day; were brought into Plymouth on the same day; and had a similar 
number of men, and weight of ineial. The capture of these two vessels 
inay perhaps he considered as doing Duonapartc a favour, inasmuch as it 
may spare him hereafter many unpleasant recollections attached to their 
names. The Weser and the’ Tras'C are German rivers, which, perhaps, 
he will long and sincerely repent that he ever ventured to approach. 

Ills iVtaje»ty’s sct.ooner Telegraph, Captain Scriven, has had a very gal- 
lant action with tOc Frcneh national brii* riibustier, who had for some

M. biig Bold, Capt. Sackwell, Commander, was 
dri\eii on shore by a stroifg nortli-eaa gale, near the North Cape of PaiNCJt 
EnwAr.D Jsi AND, on the morning of 27th Sepieiubcr betiAcen the hours of 
three and four o^cluck. 'J'iic commander and surgeon arrived at the seat 
of gover^iucnl on Thursday, hy whom we are infoisned, that the officers 
and crew, to the number of 07, were uitli atucU dilliculry saved, but it is 
feared tluit the vrsj>cl woti.d be entirely lost. The Agnes transport that 
liad lately arri\ed with ordnance stom for the garrison, was ordered 
loiiiKt to her a^^sistance, ,Aiid bu Kxctllcncy licutenant-Governor C. D.

<lii the 1st inst. the squadron entered the Uuarmcr (Jhannel, and on the 
2d, in the evening, ancliored about four Hides from Kiumc, whn.h was dv- 
fended by four batteries, ni'^unting fifteen heavy guns. On tire 3d, in tho 
morning, the ships iiniued in the margin* weighed, with a light bier/e

This being coinniuiiic.itf.d by uje^raph, I made the sign.d to sioliin, 
when Captain Howley, leading in his gig the first dctachnicnt of marines, 
took possession of tt^e fort, and hoisted the King’s colours, whilst Captain 
Hoste, with the marines of *llie Milford, took and spiked the guns of the 
first battery, whicli wp^ H inder the (irer>f the Milford and HaLchante, aurl 
early evacuated. Captain lluwley leaving a party of seamen lo turn the*, 
guns of the second buttery against the others, without losing time, holdiy 
dashed on through the town, although annoyed by the vnetny's ini^kctty 
from the windows of the houses, and a field-|9iece placcrl in the rcnirc ot

of the g II li’son ht^ving iini away. Considering the iiuinher of troops in the 
town, ahovc tiircc liundiul' and fdty, besides natives, our lo^s has been 
trilling ; one marine of the Kagle, killed; J^uMteiiant Llovd, and five sea- 
men and iiKuincs, wuuiuleil. Xotliing rould exceed dit* spirit and disposi- 
tion manifested by every captain, olliccr, seaman, ai. 1 marine, in the 
squadron. 

Although the town was stormed in every part, by the prudent innnage- 
mcMit of ( 'aptaiiis [lowlcy and lloste, not an individual has been plundered, 
nor has any thing been taken away, except what was afloat, and in the 
governineiit siores-

f >as‘K?d. « Four baiicncs defended the entrance of the bay, and two gun- 
loiils were mooted across the ctitiance ol the Mqlc. 'ihe citadel haltcry 
could otily be vurri'id by estaladc, but nothing could withstand the boldness 
of tbc gallant marines leikoii by Captain i^ighlati, who surmounted every 
obstacle opposed to ciiein (and of whom Captain Coghlun speaks in the 
highest tin n.*i (»f praise).

wc find our young officer a midshipman of his iMa jesty’s late ship 
Doyer, of 44 guns on two decks, fitted for the reception of troops 
ani^^inmancled by Lieutenant John Drummond. 

ThelJovcr sailed from Cork: in the autumn of 17110, in com** 
pany with the Sheerness and Chichester, haying troops for the West 
Indies. On their return to *Sn^ud in the spring of the ensuing 
yearf ' WlPy ^cre paid off at Por^mouth, and their crews drafted 
on board the ships at Spithcad, composing what was called the 
Russian armament, of thirty-six sail of the line, under the command 
of Lord Hood.* By this crent, J^fr.

Tn this ship, however, he served but a few days ; being, at the 
recommendation of his patron, the late Admiral Lord Shuldhum,t 
remored to the Illustrious in the same fleet, and of which the pre- 
sent Admiral Sir tjharlcs MoriccPoIcJ was, at that time, captain. 

Thejjjiij^ v ^ ea r > ]w3twecn the courts of London and St. Peters- 
having terminated amicably, the armament, of course, was 
dismantled and paid off. As thc^lliistrious was not included in 
the number of the gu'lirdshlps intended to be stationed in the 
diffcrfiul 4 >orts, Mr. King was, by Captain Pole, recommended to 
l y gVice of Captain ^T^seph Ellison, § commanding the Druid 
frigate on the*6hanncl scryicu ; but that ship being soon after paid 
of^'^and immediately re-com*missioncd, and no vacancy occurring to 
give Mr. King his former rating, he was under the necessity of 
quitting the sefvice for a short time.

At (he oommencement the late wir, tJie Trim, 
mor was ordered on the Jersey station, where she was fortunate in 
the capture of some privateers. On her Usturri,. soon after, to 
Spithead, Captain Fayerman was promoted ; and, the brig refpiir- 
ing great repairs,* the whole of her petty officer^ and crew wcr« 
drafted on board the late Courageux, commanded by the Hmi, 

, William Waldogravc, now Admiral Lord Radsfock,* which ship 

• was then fitting for the Mediterranean service, f under the orders 
of Lord Hood. To Captain AV'ablegrave Mr. King recelVal a 
strong recommendation from Lord SliuJdham. * 

About the latter cml of Sfptember^ 1793, the Conrageux sailed 
from Toulon for the Island of (^|bi€a, to join the squadron under 
the orders of Commodore Llnzcc: consisting of the Alcide, Ar. 
dent, Courageux, and Lowestoffe frigate. On the 1st of October, 
tfiesc ships commenced an attack on the town and forts of St.

The Ardent and Courageux suffered considerably ' in their 
masts and rigging, and *tbc latter ship was set on fire four times 
during the actioa by red-hot shot ; the fir^, however, was, each 
time, extinguished by the g'seat exertions of the officers and crew. 

After this affair, the Courageux was ordered to Toulon, to 
get her damages repaired ; when, in the act of J^tuling round 
Cape Corse, Captain Matthews disco.veix^d an enemy’s tower,' 
which he resolved to attack, as mell as several - small vessels that 
wxre under its protection. The ship was no soother brought to 
an anchor with s|)rin^s oi| her cable for that purpose, than, from

aUd struck so hard as to occasion the greatest anxiety for her 
safety, making at the rale of six feet water in the hour. The ship 
having, at length, bceTi ^extricated from this perilous situation, a 
party was lauded, destroyed the tovfer, and took possession 
of the vessels, />nc of which Vvas an enemy’s pri\Jj,tcer. I'he Cou- 
rageux arrived a few' days aft r in Toulon ; and, from the 

gfeat damage that she had received, it was judged necessary to 
have her hove down in the basin. The h'i on ch method of j)cr. 
forming this operation has been recorded by JVli. King, in Vol. 
VUL of our C hronicle, p. 307. 

AVhilc he was .m the (yoiirageux, IMr. King was occasionally 
employed, in turn, wilh a division of seamen at the batteries; 
ai\.d^ when hlslcisuyc airorde(i'hi||||An opportunity, ho was engaged 
w'ith the pc!»cil, in making skt«tCncs of the dilTerent parts of the 
1 > 0 ( k.yard, to which amusement he wa^. then much attached. 

On the 19th of December, the evacuation of I'oiilon^ took 
place. Although the repairs of ^he Courageux had been com- 
plett'dffcby the .shipwrights, her equipment was, by no means, in a 
state fit for sea. So ])ressing) however, was the necessity for get- 
ting hcr*into the Roads,* that she was warped out of the basin 
without haring any rudder shipped, and some sail was actually 
set on the ship »vith a view to facilitate her progress. By (he 
cxertjpn'^'of (J.ip.tam Aiatthews, the othcors, and a great part of 
the crew, ific rudder was brought^oiit, sUing alongside the launch 
and other boats ; alid,^ being shi|)ped, Hie Courggeux was put 
£omew*liat in a stale for sea, although she had no poA^der on board, 
and MiTrly any stores. ^During this service, a shell fell dose 
to the* partjfc in tln! rtoK^k-yard Avilhoiit exploding. Mr. Kifig 
was employed in one of. the boats daring the embarkation of the 
troops andjcfiigecs, and was vepy near one of the powder-ships 
that blew' up. 

It is not intended to follow' up in dct^I tlic hlinor services on 
which the Courageux w«ns employed, and t^rliich can have no 
reference to the olhcvr wiA whose memoirs we are now' occupied. 
Mr, K*ing, however, appears to have been yerving on board that

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ship in the action of the 1 1th March, 1795, \>ilh thf French M't, 
which was defeated with the loss of t^\o sail of the line, by thC 
late Admiral Lord llotham, and for winch victory the thanks of 
both Houses of Parliament were voted, •lii'ihis engagement, the 
Coiirageux and Illustrious suffend ver} corwideraMy, both ships 
having lost their jnain and inaUs, and the former having 

fifty killed and wo^fndt'cl. 

The Freneli ships which struck w'crc, the Ce Ira*, of HO, and thA 
Ccnscur, of 7f guns, and these had Ijcen chiefly opposed to the 
jtwo ships just mentioned. Lord flolham, in his ohh i.il dc'^patch, 
said — Our van ships .sulfcrcd so much by this attack, pintica- 
larly the Ilhistrious and Courngeux,* that it hecame impossible for 
any thing further to hQ offeeted.’* The Coifrageiix, eominaiidcd 
at that time by the late CapUln^ngustus ?ituptgoiuc;ry, having 
beeti taken in tow b> the liieonstSn^ frigate, soon after *arri veil in 
safi-.ty at Leghorn ; but, in appearance, very little more than a 
perfect w reek. The illustrious c\perieuced a reverse of fortune ; 
for, in attfinptiug to gain the port of Kspeeeia, on the e<»a.st of 
Genoa, she was unhappily wrecked. If not a iilfle remarkable, 
tliat those two shi()s, with the French pii/(*s, were, v\itliiii the 
space <»f tw’cnt)-tivo mouths, erased fron>fhc list of flu* navy, from 
causes incidental to f»ie seiwiee- The having been 

masted, repaired, and tilted, at Lcglio.n.*s oled to j- iu the fb'et. 

Mr. King was also on board th * (aojrageu.^ in the affair with 
the French fleet on the 2.4d of Jul.>, in the same ve..r5 when she 
bad tliO misrortunc to split Ifcr main-top-sall ; a i ireumsfanre 
which prevented the galknu olileer who eonnnaiideil her* (the 
present Ilea r-ad ini ral ilallowell)*lroin enjoying that honour for 
whifeh he so devoutly Atished. ^ 

About the beginning of the ye'ir l79o, on the anivaf of the lion. 
Vice-admiral VValdegrave, in the Carllcur. at St. Fioreuzo,to join 
the ileol under Sir John Jervis, k.IJ. (now' Fari of St. Vincent)* 
Mr. King was hcRiotited^ with the notice of that oHicer, and 
permitted to join his**ship; n favour wliicli he most gratefully 
accepted. He was accordingly reinovM from the Conrageux, 
in which he had served* upv^ards of two and a half under the 

command of five differevt captains.

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)n the Baxflenr^ Mr. Kingserrcd with the same admiral at the 
€Ycr.memorabie defeat of the Spanish fleet by Sir John Jerris, 
on the 14lh of February, 1797;^. in the transactions of which 
day, this ship bore a <Tery respectable part* On the arriral of 
the fleet with fhe Spanish prizes in Lagos Bay, Mr. King had the 
good fortune' to be promoted by the Commander-in-chief (wO 
beliere, through the kind ofliccs of Admiral \VaIdcgraTc) to the 
Situation of fourth lieutenant of the San Josef, haring previously 
passed the ordeal of examination for that purpose. This appoint- 
ment, although dated the 1 9th of February, wai not confirmed* 
by the Admiralty till the 2^1 of March, 1797^ lie, however, some 
little time after, «took rank as the second lieutenant of that ship* 

The fleet under Lord St. Vincent, having arrived at Lisbon 
with the four Spanish prized, were immediately put into a 
state of fitness for proceeding*to England ; but they did not quit 
the Tagus till the month of November. The great length of time 
these prizes remained at that anchorage, induced people of all 
ranks to visit them from curiosity^ as fine monuments of naval vic- 
tory^ "and exhibiting most dreadful cflccls of English gunnery* 

The Spanish prizes being paid off at Plymouth, about the month 
of, Decebber, Lieutcnant*King was appointed to La Lcgere sloop 
of war, which he commissioned for the' command of tho present 
Captain Joshua Rowley* Watson : and, by his seniority, he be- 
came the first lieutenant. In th'is ship, however, he remained 
very few dkys being unexpectedly superseded* On more minute 
ev^mination of tho^commission, it appeared to, have been made 
out for William King, the fourth, instead of the third, although 
tho lettqv for that appointment was addressed to the San J osef. 
Tt sdlSms, however, tha| Lieutenant Ktn^, in his servitude, 4bad 
neglected to use the middle name of Ellctson, either for the sake 
of brevit]^, from mistake of his original entry in the service, or 
from some other cause with which we arc not acquainted. He, 
therefore, rcprcscuted the circumstancy the Admiralty, and 
their lordships were pleased to allow the additional name to be 
made use of. We mention this inadvertence, though apparently 
triviah because very awkward circumstance sometimes occur to 
oQfieers and others, occasioned by such osnisiions*

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ta the begiaaing of 1708, we find Lieutenant King serving on 
board his Majesty’s late ship Shcemess, under the command of the* 
late Captain James Cornwallis, w^ho was appointed commodore 
with, a broad pendant for the African station. This ship, of 
which Mr. King was the stA:onc^ lieutenant, sailed ftpoi Spithaad^ ^ 
IQ company with ^ Pearl frigate, in the* month of March. These, • 
with the Serpent sh^hp, which had orders to j(»in the commodore 
on that station, composed the whole of the squadron. Before we " 
proceed any farther, it will be proper to state, that, in the case 
of promotion, there k a pilvilegc existing, from time innnemorial, 
which is not enjoyed on any other station than that of the coasf 
of Africa: it is that of the next officer giving hiin»clf the rank of 
Ills superior in the event of his decease ; and which self-appoint* 
ments have ever been held good by{||k APdmiralty. • Captaiu Tripp,, 
on the death of Commodore Kdwsm^Thompson (of pocAcal ine« 
luory),* in June 1786, gave himself tlie rank of post captain; 
and we believe that no other death .vacancy took placo between 
this and that of Commodore Cornwallis, who died of a fever, July 
^1, 1798; when Lieutenant William Hauweli, who succeed 
him in the command of the Sheerncss, igained two gradations of 
rank, which, on his arrival in England* was confirmed f>y tha 
Lords of the Admiralty (Lieutenant King, of courscf, became 
fi.rst lieutenant). AVo know of no other living insrance of such 
a fortunate advancement in the navy. The present Naval Instruc- 
^tioas,*f established by his Majesty’s order in council, dated Ja- 
fluary 25, 1806, appears to abrogate this regulation so far as con«. 
cerns post rank. 

The Serpent sloop never joined the qommodorc, or Caj^itaia 
Haawell. on the AfricSu station : and hel senior liSutenStit, 
Thomas Roberts, availing himself of the death of his captain, 
(Buckoll) appointed himself to the; command, although^ on the 
statloin at the time. The Pearl frigate had been detached oltogc* 
ther before the dcath*of the commodore. 

The Sheerness, haviilg visited all the different settlements on the 

coast, at length sailed with a convoy from Jamaica, about the

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close of the j"ear 170® ; and, haring brought hdme a quantity of 
gold-dust on the African Company's account, was paid otf at 
Shccrncss in the cn^iiiing spring ; haying lost screral men in that 
unhe>altliy climate during the rainy season. 

Soon after Xhe Sheerness had been paid off, Lieutenant itang 
obserred that the sdf-appolntment of J^ienteiiapt Roberts had not 
been conftrmed.by the Admiralty. On this su*uject, therefore, he, 
without delay, sent a memorial to their lordships, together with 
a letter to Ear! Spcncor, which have been given entire in N. C. 
Vol. VI. p. 109-201. From the memorial we shall here introduce 
a*h extract:—

That your Memorialist conceives the'practjcc of the service to be, That 
where his Majest/s ships on vessels arc singly on the coast, whenever a 
commander dies, die next olTicer jS'Seingiity &uc('.eeds by tiis own nppoint* 
merit, and is, in that case, invariably contirmc>! ; but, where tbcie are 
more ships or vessels, the rommodorc has the power of appoinring whatever 
successor he thinks proper. 

That your Mrinorialist humblj conceives, with all drft renrc to your 
lordships* opinion, that iinmcduilcly on a rommiindcr-in-chicr arnviMg on 
bis station, all ships nn^l vessels on th-it station <)re virtnnlly iiiuIm e<Mii- 
ninncl, «t}i:iC ail vacancle'i a|;e at hi!^ disposal, and th.it he would enj(<y tiis 
share of any prize captured by such sbip’^or vi s^els, aii!K>u.li tiioy nad not 
joint d company and in this presumption your Mi-mi iialist ti.iiiks he is 
justdUd, by the scibappoii.iincnt ot Ljeutciiatit Thomas Koberrs not hav- 
ing rc'Cf ired your lordship'*' co,.hrintitiou. 

“ That y"ur Mt nioriulisr begs p^‘rini-?ioft to stale, ih.it had the ShccN 
nes# fortunately joined the Serpent previous to ihe ([ealii of Connuodore 
Corn wa 111**, lieuienar.t VVilliam H.iuwel) viuuld haic been appointed tu the 
commmtd ofthclaltiT; ami, hn l *they rfun separalcd, and the Serpent 
• gonc»4)fF thf^coast, youii IVJfuionabsi then, a5 vienior lieutcuant, would, on 
the death o^'Cuminodoro CoinwallH, have; tnjoyrd ihc advantages which 
Lieutenant William hauwedhas done, andbemine }iosL capraiii. 

** ThaP your Memoriidist, umb r these cuoMderarions, tberefure, most 
hiirohly prays ^hat your lords!, ps wdl he pita^ctl to take h:s case into con- 
sideration ; and ihar, as it evultntly appeajfs, ll^n casualty of the Serprut’s 
not having joined the shcerne'S has aliuic pre\<nttd >oiir Memorialist 
from bolding ihc appnmimtrit even of post captain, .nccording to the cs* 
tubli&hed custom of the service, and trusting tliat tf e same considerations 
which induce a couiirmation cf all regular a^)poiiitmcuts on that const 
Will operate ill his lavtiur, as the chance of jicrferrr.ent to men destitute

The memorial and letter were replied to by Karl .Spcticer 
through the medium of his .secretary, stating, that the claim could

A few wveks aflcr the Shcernoss was paid ofl’, we find ijeulcfi^ 
ant King serving on board the Ardent^ of guns, commanded 
by Captain (now Rear-admiral Sir Thomas) Rerlic ; which ship 
composed one of fhe North Sea fleet, and was .>rc4ibionaliy em- 
ployed in the blockade of the.Tcxcl squadron, 4 iri(il jthe expedition 
to Holland took place. With that expedition, tlie Ardent, having 
been placed under the orders oC Vice-admiral Mitchell, proceeded ; 
and a landing of*tho troops was made good^on the ‘27th of August, 
17^9 ; Lieutenant King comuiasidiug one of the flat cm- 

ployed on that service-^ On the 30ih, the >j]ioIe of iba Diitji fleet 
near the Vlietcr surrendered to Admiral ?>litchdl f *but, on the 
18th of October, HolUnd was evacuated* by tlie Hrilish forces* 
T'he Ardent afterwards formed on*e of the squadron which, under 
the late Admiral ^Sir Archibald DicUion, was sen^ to Denmark, 
and, taking a positipfi fdr bombarding the capital, had the effect, 
aided by the address of Lord Whitworih, of adjusting, for that 
time, our differences with the court of Copenhagen. , 

,On the 28th February, 1801, Sir Hyde ■i-’arkcr’.^ flag was hoisted 
on board the Ardent in Yarmouth Roads* until the arrival of the 
Londpji ; dating which* time, Lieutenant King* ac.ot^ut of hi# • 
/TQab* dtol* XXX. • 3 .v • ! • ^ 
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kn(A*vlcclgc of signals, was appointed to superintend (hat de**' 
partinent. 

The Ardent soon after* formed one of the squadron under 
the orders of Lord I^clson at the battle oiT Copenhagen,, in 
which her comthauder parUcularly distinguished himself* Iflcui- 
teiiant King, as the 3d licutcuiant, had the command, on that day^ 
of tiic Ardent's inaiii-dcck ; the force of which consisted of 38 
forty-two pounder carronadcs, nearly whole of which were 
disabled at the close of iHc action. On this occasion, no loss than 
35 r)y() shot, of different descriptions, were fired from the Ardent, 
which was very severely damaged;, and had 93 men killed and 
woiiridoii. 

Lieutenant King, aflor the Ardent had ceased firing, was sent in 
the launch, by his captain'^s, direction, to the assistance of the 
Danish commodore's ship, then.on fire, with orders to save as many 
of her crew as possible. On his approach to that ship, the flames 
had made such progress, as to render it nearly impossible to get 
alongside ; notwithstanding which> however, he had the good for- 
tune save twenty .'three of her crew. 

IJeutenaiit King had, also, the satisfacliou of repeating the ex- 
prcasion^of thanks given by the Danish ca[)tain to Captain Bertie, 
for his attention and humanity, which was audibly delivered by him 
from the stern g. ilcry of his shij) during the awful calamity which 
thon prevailed ; anfi he concluded wUli observing, that he should 
make a poMt of acquainting his prince, with the generous assist- 
ance that he hail received. Soon after, however, that unfortunate 
ship blew up, with 3o0 pei'^ons on board. Licutennnt King had, 
liucwi^c^tim pleasure oi'urlr.gin^ on b'oard the Danish commander 
.of-tlKvJuu:ind, of fiOffguiis, with his sword, to be surrendered to 
Capt.iin Berrm ; being ot-.c of the four bliips which struck to tha 
Ardent on that memorabre. occasion, 'i'he day after the action, 
Lord Ntdsuii came on board the Ardent, and honoured the cap- 
tain, otViccrs, ai;d crew, with his thanks ; which compliment was 
highly cheered. • . 

On a. ‘count of (he disabled state of the Ardent, Captain Bertie 
was removed lo (he command of the Bcllowa ; previous to which 
he had oticred Licutenaht Kiiigu vacancy in hU ship whenever ,one 
shourd Qcciir. The Ardent, then under the command of Captain 
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George M^KinJcjr, proceeding for England, no doubt prcTttited 
Lieutenant King's sailing with Captain Bertie. • 

A^'c have but little to record of Lieutenant King during the in- 
terval between the battle of Copenhagen,, aiftl the preliminary treaty 
of peace, in Octol)er 5 1801. VVe find him cniploycil, iu that win- 
tcPy as the commanding office/ of his»Alajesty’s ^Inp Plantagcriet, 
then' lately launched from the stocks at Woolnich ; being sent 
from the Ardent with officers and sraineti ffoin the ships at 
thcNore, for the purpose of taking her round to IM) mouth to be 
laid up in ordinary. 

That service having been completed, Lieutenant King, the office r^, 
and seamen, returned to their res pe'etive ^hips, %t|iie}i were immedi- 
ately paid off on the arrival of the definitivtr tnvity of [mmco ; at 
which time, Captain William Novbll commanded the Ardent, 
and Lieutenant King had served in Jicr thveo years. • 

During the short interval of peace, I lieutenant King was not 
employed. On the com men cement of the present hostilities, in 
iMay lb03, Ideutcnant King i^eceived a coiuiuission, appointing 
him to his Maje tv’s late ship the V'encrable,* under the command 
of Captain J. C. Scarle,* then in Torluy, as one of the Channel 
fleet, under (he orders of the If on.

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Towards the close of the summer 0^1804^ t^ Venerable beea^ 
•^private ship, and was commanded by Captain (the present Vice* 
admiral) Hunter,* and employed as one of the Channel fleet. 

On the creningjof the,^4th of Nof ember, 1804^ the Venerabio 
was unfortunately lost on the rocks of Paington ClitT, in Torbay. 

In the afternoon of that day the signal was made for the fleet to 
weigh. Ill the act of cutting the anchor, a man was obserred to 
fall overboard. * it was now dark ; but ^oat was lowered down, 
which, by some accident, occasioned thdloss of a midshipman and 
one seaman, although the man was recovered. The Venerable, 
frpm her sails being occasionally kept aback, and tilled at intervals 
to clear other ships, and from the picking up of the boat, btTaine. 
somewhat embayed ; and the weather, at that time, being exceedingly 
thick, prevented the shore ft«>m being seen, although tliesouiidiugs 
gave* no indication of danger. * 

Without entering too much info particulars, + it will be necessary 
to observe, that the ship struck on tlie rocks about 8 o'clock on 
that evening, and soon after bilgecifioin tlic viobml shocks that she* 
had ^received. The Inasts were immediately cut away, and signals 
of distress made, by firing all the guns that were serviceable; which 
bad the good ellect of cai|sing tin* Impetucnx and Goliath to put 
back to give relief. Their boats were immediately sent, and the 
crew were ordert-l to quit the wreck, and consult their safety as 
well as they could. ^ The presence of*miud displayed in the conduct 
of Captain blunter exceeded all praise. , 

About midnight the wind had increased to a perfect gale, righ^ 
in th^bay, which occasioned a tremendous surf to break between 
the wreck and the shore, although thd distance could have been 
no niM’e than 30 yardsb X line w'as flung on shore, and taken 
bold of by so^fie people who were there; but, most unfortunately, 
those men who endeavoured to save themselves that way, were 
drowned ill the attempt. ^ 

This was a Very awful period to the Captain, (Oflicers. and mciK, 
who remained on the wreck ; for all hopes W safot^ were nearly 
exhausted ; the weather, a*l that juncture, making it very impro'* 

bable ^hat the' boats could any longer approach the wreck with >

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tf j^ospect of success. The forepart of the ship was under wafer, 
s0d erery moment threatened her total destraction. Boats wefe 
now observed coming to their assistanceVith great and jjeeessary 
caution* The captain, officers, and afcwsigen, ^paounting in all to 
abont SO, who had remained on the wreck from a reflgioas semse of 
duly, availed fhemsclves of this opporftinity of quitting it. But it 
became then a snbje^etof deliberation, which should go first ; at length 
the oificcrs persuaded th^ worthy captain* to take the lead, and to 
save his life ; and he was immediately followed by them from 
.knotted ropes over the stern and quarters, leaving behind them 
(lamentable to relate !) five or six seamen, who, in an into:|ica(td« 
state, forfeited their lives through tiicir improper conduct. 

On the captain and. officers getting on board the Impetueux, 
(which was the nearest of the two sh>ps), daylight appean^d. and 
nothing of the wreck was to be scctf ; for she hadentlrcliy gone to 
pieces. 

It is impossible to bestow too much praise on the conduct of 
Rear-admiral Thomas B. Martin; then captain of the Inijictucux, 
or on that of Sir Charles Brisbane, then of the Goliath, for their 
activity in the assistance they gave :• wiiliout which, all who 
were rescued must have perished. • 

By the unfortunate event of the wreck of the W*nrra])!e, the 
captain, officers, and crew, lost their cU>th*es, books, rliai ts, instru- 
ments of navigation, kc. Some few articles were, inch'ed, picked 
up along the shore amongHhc wr^ck, bi^t in such a damaged state 
a9 to be nearly unlit for use. * ^ 

The officers, soon after, presented a petition to the lords of the 
Admiralty, praying a remuneration for tjic loss of their pro|)erty. 
This, hoAvever, could not be acceded to*; \t scemcd^tJiat eiTlier a 
want of precedent, or no regulation existing on that subject, pre- 
vented their lordships from complying with the request. ^ 

The impetueux and Goliath having arrived at Plymouth with the 
officers and mjn dfthe Venerable, a court martial was assemblctl 
there, to enquire intd?;he loss of that ship. Of this court the late 
Vice-admiral Lord Collingwood sat as president; and, after a ma- 
ture deliberation, the court came to the resolution of pronoiAcing 
a sentence of acquittal on the captain, officers, and crevv. 

Thus was lost to his Alajcsty’s service the ship which bore, the 
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flag of the la(c Lord Duncan, in the memorable battle off CaMw 
jierdown ; and of which the late Lord Collingwood said, fhe 
Venerable will do any thfng. She is one of the most compact 
scventy.fours in |ihe nq-py ; and I would sooner hoist my flag on 
board her, than any two.dccked ship iif the serrice/* ‘ 

At Lieutenant King’s request, their Lordships of the Admiralty 
were pleased to appoint him to the Crescent; frigate, then com- 
manded by Captain Lord William Stuart, which ship he joined in 
the situation of first lieutenant. This erent occurred some little 
time after ihc commencement of the Spanish ^ar, and the step, 
was i;ccomin ended tq^ Lieutenant King by Admiral Collingwood, 
who observed, *that 1t was a much belter situalion than being 
with hill), nitliough *tht 2 re should be always on board his ship a 
yacancy at Mr. King’s service. In the Crescent Lieutenant 
had served about two months^ when he was removed to the Cerbe- 
rus rnga(e,* on the Guernsey station, bearing the flag of Rear- 
admiral Sir James Saumarea, K.O. f commandcr-in-chicf, as the 
first lieutenant, lie did not, however, remain more than six 
months on board that ship ; for ho quitted her on her being 
ordered to (he W^'est Indies ; a dirnatn which, at that period^ 
w'otild finve proved fatal to his health. ' 

ills next a])poin(mcnt was to the Saturn, Captain Lord Ame- 
lins Reaurlerk, as second lieutenant; but, as it was his wish 
always, fiohi his seniority, to endeavour lo become the first 
lieutenant, his Lordship pulitejy acceded to Lieutenant King's 
removal, Jn the ensinng antiimn^ we find him. commanding offi- 
cer of the N^igldingalc, a iicw' brig fitting at Shcerness, to which 
Captifin* W'ilkinsoii was ijppointed; but before he had joined her, 
jie was reiuoved to thC Raven, a much finer brig, fitting at Chat- 
ham, under (ho comnvind of Captain Thomas Rrowne.J This 
brig sooq after sailed, auil formed a part of the squadron under 
tlie orders of Sir John BorMso Warren, K.B.§ which was on the 
look-out for the Frcudi squadron, under AdftiiralLinois.

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Opportunity occurred, during the time of ijlcuteuaiit King^s we* 

inaining iu the Raven, for him to distinguish himself by any acl 
of service, altlioiigh occasioually employed in boats ; if we except 
his having cut out some vessels from MiLiiiu *hai| of the enemy’s 
batteries, in the Roads of in the Canary Islands. On the 

Raven’s return to Spithead in * ihe summer of 1808, Lieutenant 
King received the fcjiowiug letter from his friend Jjord Colling- 
vrood^ to whom he had written respecting his present situation : —

In the autumn of 1800, we fiud* Lieu tenant King appointed ta 
the command of his Majesty’s late gun-brig the CentwicI, thiougli 
the favour of Admiral ^r Charles Moricc Pole, Jiuit. then one of 
the Lords of thf Admiralty. The Cenlipcl wa.s employed on the 
Harwich station, occa.'yonaliy cruising between that port and the 
Gulluper Sand for the protection of the traile. On J..ord Keith’s^ 
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striking his flag, the dentinel was ordered to the Nore, and 
)^ced under the command of the late Vice-admiral Wdli. 

The winter of 1809 had nearly proved fatal to the Centinel and 
her crew ; for while In Aldborough * ** Bay, on the coast of ShfTolk, 
in the well-recollected gale of the 12lh of February, the brig 
riding with all* her anchors -down, and driving towards the shore, 
the cables were obliged to be ent ; atid the oii<y remedy appeared 
to be, to rnn hhr on shore on the Pye sand, near the Port of 
Harwich, at the top of high water (and one of the highest tides 
known otf that coast) ; otherwise the brigmic' have been totall/^ 
iqst.* The assistance which Lieutenant King rcccired was mnch 
to the credit of (lie commaiidihg oHicer at Harwich, and the iiaTal 
storekeeper. After* being on shore five days, the Centinel was 
^ot afloat : and her guns, 'stores, provisions, and ballast, having 
been landed, she was fortiinete enough to get into the port of 
Harwich, although without her riiddtT. Lieutenant King, in this 
service, had the misfortiitic to lose some of his best men by deser- 
tion at the time of low water, although he had taken every means 
in his power to prevent it. 

The Centinel soon after returned to Shcerness in a very damaged 
state ; nor was she put kito condition for sea for some months 
afterwards, as most of her crew were drafted to other ships. 

The Ccniiiu'l having* at length been docked and repaired, 
Lieutenant King ^as employed, affer this evUt, in the charge of 
several Haltic and Heligoland convoys ; ji service in which he was 
always very particular (using a* part of the article of war), 
without either dIverUng to other ports or occasions.’^

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TUe Ccntincl ItaTiug arrived a at G\)ttciil)urgli ,irv 

November, 1803, sailed at the close of that iftoiith ♦ for jLhe* 
Sound ; and Lieutenant King joined, fjro tempore^ the squadron 
under his old comiuauder, iiear.adiuiral^ Uertic, uii that statioiu 
, While under sail some d^ys after, th^^ Centincl was attacked in a 
calm, within two gun-shots from t-roisenliurgh', Castle, by five 
Danish guii.boat^^ and must haie greatly sutfered, had not the 
Uca«.admiral sciu his boats, in cotij unction v^ith tliose of the 
Edgar, and towed the Contiiicl into her ;lricliorngo. The brig was 
• struck in several pbres by the enemy's shot ; but fortunuitc 
in not hav^g any person killed or wounded, either on board Jicr 
or in the boats, f ^ * • 

About the 2<1d of December, I ^'08, llie sudden appcaruiice of 
the ice in the Sound, and its early* solidity, induced the Hear-- 
admiral to quit his station, and inyhe* afternoon they anchored blf 
Cape Koll. The Cenliael was immediately ordered to Cotten- 
burgh, and joined the scpiadron under Rear-admiral Sir Kieliard 
Keats, K, B, at Wingoe Sound.^ About the last day of the year, 
the shijjs composing it were fro/Aii up (to* use the words of the 
Swedes) in the most severe winter that iiad been sceu for fifteen or 
twenty years ; while Ucar-adiniral Bertie, in the Dictator, accoiru 
paniad by the Kdgar, had a very dillicult escape tiuougli the icc on 
their return to Lnglaud. • 

111 this new cloinent, the crews of the squadron j; were cm- 
ployed in rutting tli<*ir r^'spectiiesliips through the icetinto safety ; 
but the Cciitinc!, btliig the o«!ennost vessel, was never able to 
ell'ect it, although she was near twelvc^lays in removing* three 
quarters of a mile from liei' forn^T situation. The brig, remained 
in this alarming state,* with two transports (the Addington and 
Anne) within hail of her, until (he evening of the f2th of Febru- 
ary, 18O0,§ when the ice broke up in' the most unexpected and

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^wfaUmanncp,^ and drove her near the Huskier Rocks^ after tht 
anchors had refused to do thdr duty. The current setting out 
during the night occasioned ®tho Sound to get pretty clear of the 
ice ; and the wind shiftftip.rouiid to the eastward caused the Cen- 
tinel to strike on the rocks <5 and, no douf)t, she would have 
bilged, had not' Sir JUtliard Keats sent out timely assistance, 
which prevented her from sudering anyHnateiial damage. t 

In Iho early part of the cn^iiin;; summer, the Centincl haring 
taken out a convoy to iloligolaiul, and Captain Goatc, of the 
Mosquito, the senior odicer, having received inMligcncc of the 
bt-'to-of the oiicmy’s force at Cuxliarcii, ho resolved to make art 
attack ‘on tlie battefics and town'; and accordingly, to strengthen 
the squadron, I Licutt^iant King was placed under his command* 
The plan having been laid before the commanding olhcers of the 
squadron, it'was approved of, and a landing was effected the next 
morning, July about three, o'clock ; the French force having 
prcvi(>usly evacuated the place. The batteries and town, together 
wiih two gun. boats and otiier stoics, were taken possession of 
with a force of seamen and marines amounting to about 300.^ 
The batteries were blown jip, and the guns and people em- 
barked before noon on (Imt riay.ll Jiieutonani King was the

The Centinel had arrived in Kn^laitd li<<le more than a week, 
before Lieutenant Kirn^ rereiveil €>rilers 'from llrnr-admirai Sir 
R. Strachan, Krl>. to* put lomsclj* iihiIlt his command. TIu 
Grand Expedition asjainst l/oiland sailed ; hut its pro'^rcss and 
conclusion are lo^e fresh in^thc memory of the reader to retjuire 
further notice in this place.** * ' 

The Centinel, during the whole of that Kx]H'di(i»m, was ruu 
ployed not only in a vciy rc^p.-'ctablc s:f nation, but iit a very 
harassing one; smd at the rofrivt, as well as for ‘lOine little jtime 
prcrioiis, she was the advanced bfig of war cynployed wi'lh the 
gun* boats under the orders of ( aptains Cfirterct and Janvcriii ; 
and, with the gun. boats in the advaiicc, became the last retreating* 
▼csscl of war dovwi the river Scl^dd't. *J‘he Centiuitt was, in the 
remainder of the Expedition, employed in guarding iho narrow 
pass betw'ceii South Hcvelaiu! and Arnyinndcn Creek, for nearly the 
Space of ten weeks, with a squadron of gniu Inputs under the 
orders of Captain R. P. Davies, and under fhe command of Coni- 
niodore Owen; and oceasioually ^aniio}cd the enemy, within 
the reach of her long guns, in the evcttution of const ruifting flu ir 
batteries. 

After the Centinel had arrived fiom 4lie Exiice.Ition, she was re- 
placed under the ojrtlers of Vicc-adibiral W clTs, al-lhe Sore; and 
on that olhcer resigning (he command, on nrrouut bf ill htallli, 
Vice.admiral Si^r Henry Stanhope !' succeeded him ; under whose 
orders the Centinel was cnipJovrd on her former serviefes and 
situation. * * ’ • 

In the middle of Ihl^ month of Novemirr, 1810- after having 
taken out a convoy to Gottenburgh, J Lieutenant King was 
despatched by the coinmander-in-chirf to the ielaiid of Anliolt, 
with a transport loaded with bricks, for the purpose of completing 
the octagon baUtry of the lighf-house. Had (hop weather been 
moderate, two day€^vvonld have been snlllcient for that purpose. 
The tremendous, gales, however, whh h aHerwards ensued, from

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the SfE. for ei:.hc tiays, n/*ariy occa<:ioned the loss of the Centi^ 
oel^ although she was rirling with three anchors down, with hi't 
lop-masts struck, anrl iiearFy iti an nuriggrd state ; having parted 
from two of her anchoi*s ia the course of that period, and the gar- 
rison had artiially turned oait twice to aAbrd every assistance ia 
case she came on shore. — Duiing an interval of moderate weather, 
the Centinel had the misfortune of losing Air. Richard Sawyer, a 
midshipman, and ^cveii itiCti, in conseq\tence of their boat upsetting 
while assisting a ves.sel in distress.* 

The Contincl did not quit Anholt for Got^^nburgh till the 
tkogirining of December ; when she was allowed to sail from 
that anchorage fo^ England without being attached to the convoy 
under the charge of the Alinolaur ; but she thereby avoided, no 
doubt, the fate of that unfostiinatc ship, which was wrecked on 
♦he llaak Sa*tids ofl’ the Texel acfcw daj s after. — J4i«Mifeiiant King 
had formerly had a very narrow escape fiom the above sands ; and 
therefore determined a full ronvi<*tion of a slrong easterly 

current setting by (hi* gales on the-coast of Holland, and particn. 
larly oil the Texel), \>i(h tho opinion of the pilots, to steer more 
to the westward. , 

On the' 10th of April, 1*611, the Centinel was paid oil' at Sheer- 
ness, after she had been fitted for sea, wMitirig her sailing orders, 
without defect, f illy manned, and in a state capable of proceeding 
on auy service. Lieutenant King, after liaving commanded that brig 
upwards of Vour years and a half, on v:urious services, was now 
placed on half pay. Wc are infornied, that he was advised to le- 
preseut the situation of his vessel to their Lordships at the Admi- 
nilty Jlbafd ; but that his reply was,' AH statements must go 
througlv thc^ Ailmiral cojnmanding. I cannot ask such a thing. 
He would not do it ; ojr if he should, I don’t think he would do 
right. It is the order of the /Vdiniraity, and it is tny duty to 
submit.” 

Shortly aftfcr, on Lieutenant King's coming tvj^town, he waited 
on Air. Yorke, (he First Lord of the Admiralty, who asked him 
if he wished for thj com^nand of another gun-brig, and was 
answertnl in the airuniativc; on which ho personally maile a note 
of such an appoiritincnt ; stating, that the candidates were many,

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nant King also wrote It) Mr- Vorke a sfatomcnt of his scrmes 
and situation, with a view of strengtlicning his application for 
another cominauJ. • 

On the 15th of February, 181*2, Lieiitenaftt King had the good 
fortune to be rc-appointcd^ to the comiwatul of liis old vossel, tlio 
C-cntinci; a circumstance very j^ratefuMo his fcolii/gs ; as it had 
been supposed by many of the uiichioking, that his dismission was 
occasioned by some acts of impropriety. * On Iht^ contrary, the 
character of Lieutenant King must have stood very high at the 
Admiralty, to have had the above compliment paid him after an 
absence on shore of ten months. The Ccntinel soon after, bein^*, 
fitted, and placed under the orilerl of Vicc-adipiial Sir Jaincs 
Saiimarcz, K.I3. commgirider-'n-chiof, sailed tvith a large convoy 
for (jollcnburgh. Lieutenant King btll under Ips orders his Ma- 
jesty’s gun-brigs Censor and Steady ;• and, after a favouTable pas- 
sage of a week, joined the stpiadrou under Sir James, who. from 
former reconectioii, treated him with much attention. 

The Centinel was occasionally employed in cruising off the 
Swedish and Danish shores, between the Wingoe and theSrau, and 
was consequently almost every day witfiin si ^ fit of the Victory, 
bearing the commander-in-chief’s Hag. When orders Tor the 
detention of American ships* were receipt'd on the •‘^ilion, J acute* 
nant King was <lesired to sail in ihe (’entind to the Baltic, with 
the intelligence ami despatches ; and Sir James i'jftirmcd him, 
that he must proceed hy lln* way of the >oiin(I.-^ The inixt even- 
ing, at midnight, Jhe (’iTilinel entered Ihe Sonn l, wi»h v.;ry lift!.! 
wind, having all possible sail set. Two large hoa!^, .ipnai’f utly Tull 
of men, were observed rowing towards her liow ; un w -li h'LhMife- 
nant King fired a volley of musketry into yu^n, ami dr(T|)pe.d 
astern. This was soon answ’cred Ijv sevoraj ::iins from Fronen- 
biirgh Castle, and signals of roek/ ls aiitl blue lights. It being 
nearly cdlm, Lieutenant King got out his hoi -, amf sent them 
ahead to tow ; whfch at daylight his old friends the DaIli^il gun- 
boats were pulling vefy fast towards him; bu^, fortunately, just 
as tliev were about to take their sitnafidn for* the atfui k, a light 
air of wind from the sprung up; and, with {he assistan< c 

of Ihuboatsj I.ieutcnant* King, availing himself of the peace whicti

bad ju5t been concluded with Sweden, was enabled, from tbal^ 
iriendly shore, to get into the Baltic that evening, though not 
without having grounded for a short time in the Channel near 
the City of Malmoc. * In the course* of a few hours after, jjeute* 
nant King comm ii nicated <* the intelligence and despatches to the 
Pyramus and Crescent frigates, and by this route was instrumen* 
tal in their detaining of several Americans without licenses, which 
had previously 'sailed w^Ch the convoy through the Belt. LieutC* 
nant King, wUh light winds, some days after joined Rear-admiral 
Alorris at llano Bay, w ho had detained three or four Americans, 

^ f^om the despatches getting to him over-land. Tiftiis was Lieute- 
nant 'King deprived of all beiielit from detained ships ; when 
every person suppoced, from his having the first intelligence, that 
it would have been of the \^^most advantage to him. 

On thc^ *Jth of Octohci', J812, the Centiiiel accompanied the 
homeward-bound convoy of between 300 and dOO sail to the Belt, 
under the charge of the thhalion frigate; hut the very next cvoii- 
jiig she had the inififortuncto be ^wrecked, under the high land of. 
the island of Ilugcii,^ wiJiin musket-shot of the enemy, in conse- 
quence of extreme foggy weather, and the adversity of the cur- 
rent ; Kiany of the convpy sharing the same fate. In our subse- 
quent pages the reader will find extracts from a narrative of this 
event, as drawn up by Mr. King. 

• In justice to tlm captain of the •frigate who had the charge of 
the convoy, it must be observed, (fiat iio oiliccr could have acted 
otherwise than he did. \Vc arc* Jed to understand that his conduct 
had always met with the liighrst opinion ftom Lieutenant King, 
and that no blame could be im\)uted'to him. it was an accident, 
whicb> as cl reams trices were, neither ^jiulgnuart nor prudence 
could preverft. 

We have been favouretl with the following extract of a letter 
from an oiTiccr on board the Ccntlncl at tlie time of the wr^ck, 
to one of his ‘friends^ — 

“ WJsen our uiifortunale brig took the ground^ Liciitena»t Kiiu; ordered 
the release of two prieonei&lo their duty, smd a ccntinel to l»e placed o>cr 
the sj^jnt room wjih a pair of loaded pistols. After the vessel had become 
« 'wreck, the enemy’s inuSketry was dying about us in every direct ion, , It 

* There was nv cbctfiioineicr on board ihc Ccnftiiel at ilie tune of her lou. 
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Me^ a gale of wind some time after, and it was impossible to effect a laed- 
ing.- Our coruinaivlcr was deaf to any such reprcfscritaticii ; on the coii^ 
trary, he ordered the colours to be hoisted 0 U||he stump of the foremast ; 
and we cu iiinenced a firing of mifsketry on the c..>*iny, expecting at every 
inonib.'il riiv.L wc sl:ould he cut up by field pieces * 

** During this critical situation,* our aniniunition bcin^ soon after cx« 
pended, and the ui-sl|pre guns under water, our coininandcr, witfi great 
presence of mind, three or four volleys of rockets at the enemy ; 

which had the liappy effect of dispersing him null apparent confusion, and 
afforded us an opportunitv of retreating in our bouts to the Ncptunus(one 
of the convoy;, without the losi of any per;.un, after setting the t*entiiifrl on 
fire in two places. , , 

. “ On getting on hoard that ship, Licujxnaiil King ordered her (Rostbe) 
colouistohe struck, and caused an ICnglidi pendant and ensign to be 
hoisted. After iiaving eot clear of dangci», our coininandcr called hit 
oiti.ccrs and men logvlher, and thanked tliem fur th^ir steady conduct ;* 
at tlie same time giving them to uii'lersuind, tlirit the articles of war 
existed ab much m tu.co on b<.a‘c{ the \cptuniis a^they did on board the 
Crntiiid, \\ c mustered about I. *30 men, including our compiiny and the 
crews of some of the wretked ^ts^els, 4>anes, Swedes, llussi.ans, Prussians, 
liainburg(r», Luheckers, and I don't Know who : however, almost ttlllan^ 
guages w ere in iiiutioii. In the morning it fell a calm, off an cnniiy's shore ; 
aiul, expecting to be attacked by guiwboatx, ^ieuieiMnc King iiiikdc tlm 
signal to uncliur, niid for the masters of the convoy to come on board ; 
when be gave tlirin directions to accompany him to IJano 13 ly. In ii little 
time* after, a biceze sjiringing up^ wc wcie joined b)^ i he sheldrake brig 
and Aqiiilon frigale, and anchored in the licit } but the wind beuig ad\crse 
for proceeding through llr.it IVsage, jnd no person on hoanl those ships 
having any kiiowlcdgq of the ^Ullmo C’h.innel, Li« utcnaiit K'ing vi.Iuniccred 
the service to lead the ships and convoy through, in a small IVcnch lugger 
privateer taken tlio preceding ddv, and we arrived iit Winiro on riic^lOth 
October, the convoy being* then in ihc oihngr shall bo tried to- 

morrow for the loss of our brig, and I have no doubt ot a Li'udiiablo rcsult. 
^Vc lost all our clothes." * 

W0 cannot close our mention of this unfortunate circumstanco 
Letter than by the ianertion of extracts from fhc narrative which 
Lieutenant King deliver/fd in a.s his defence on fhc court martial. 

He says, “ In the afternoon of t!ic same day, the foth instant, the fiig 
became so thick .as to render it impossible (Vir any of tlie convoy to be st'Cii , 
the wind was tlieii cast. A signal was made, and die Ccntiiul was broiiglit 
tn. We sounded at that tini#^ in twenty-seven fathom, and, by the j ilot's 
cciinp^tation, dirtant fruin the island of Uugcii about cighttcu miles, on ^ 
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•o«ith*coiUh»weBt bearing by the chart* At balf- past seven sounded- m 
|weiity'three fb^iom/ supposing ourselves between four and five leagees 
from tlie land. The weath^er at this period was an extreme fog, niidi >as 
it indicated a gale of wind, the 4op< sails .were reefed. 

<< 1 ought to mention, <hat at noon the weather prevented an observation 
of the Sun. T^ie respective ^officers sdut me their da^’a works ; the 
senior pilot shewed me tlie situation of the brig on the chart, and no dan* 
ger was then apprehended. • ^ 

At a few nVmutcs after nine, the senior pilot reported' to me, he 
thought it would be brlier to ‘go on the other tack, which I fully consented 
to. The night W'as exceedingly dark, nccoinp>aniccl with a thick fog. 
I xvas induced to have several iiiiiskcLS fired, ihni the convoy near hs 
might follow our intended cxainji^e. 

‘‘As we werfc going to wear, 'wo discovered cither a brig or ship very 
near us, apparently on tiie starboard tack, innking much noise by hailing, 
• winch could not be uiidcrslooR. llciiig unable to clear her, we tilled, set 
ihc forr-sail, ami missed slays ; we then aireinptcd to wear; in whicii act 
the Ceutincl uniortuiiatcly took the ground, ilisrovcring the land at the 
distance of half a cable's length from us, and apparently as high as the 
mast iicadtr, with a heavy sea bcaiipgon. The fog at that time had not in 
the least abated ; twi iunncdiately hove ail a-back in the cndeavuiir to force 
the brig oir, without having any effect. I then ordered the small bovver to 
he let go, in the hope of codling head to wind, as well ns to prevent her 
thiving farther in<*sl)orc among the breakers. 1 directed, at that instant, 
the cutter to i:o lowered; and the kedge and stream anchors were laid 
out on t)ic larbi/anJ how, *' with the intent to heave her round; nhon I 
plainly saw two ships nr vessels on shore near us. While this whs doing, 
some hantlv were employed in furling thctsai Is ; during which time the 
enemy comnonoed a fire of miiskelty from the heights, which we took but 
JitKc nonro of. A greke strain was hove on die stream and kedgs ban • 
hcrs,, and n party employed in iheiiiold sMrting the water ; the pumps were 
kep^g(»."g, and every preckution used for lighti^ning the hug. The weathei 
was very'h^gy, and life wind liiat of a doublorcct M topsioii hrec/e. 
Although we v\ ere St rik*aig*vtr\ hard, 1 had formed great expectations of 
getting a04iat, as we had alicrcd her bow to port nearly two fxnnts. I heie 
think It iKcc^ssary to state, t' at the sea prevented our boats fi oiijfeuying 
out a bower anchor ; indeed, they were .not of siitficiciit streugch or 
description to arcoinpli>li sucli an object, evei Art the finest w etttlier. 

“ As the brig appeared ko be very lively forwarij, we-were under the 
necessity of getting up the bower anchor, to prevent her frmu strikiiig on 
it, after which, by heading a great strain on the stream ar.d kedge haw- 
$eis, ocr..«.ioiu(l tlic vluiiuer to *be carried aw av, and tht aiichof of iho 
%ltttT to come home 
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** Al eleven o’clijck, by the above-mentiunL’d acc’uleTirs, the brig hail 
«;cn9iiierably fcurtled in among the breakers 5>he struck so haul, amUthc 
sea made such rj(-^uent breaches over her, that it was vJnh drfticulty tiic 
crew could stand the deck ; (lie wind had ^now mcrcasetb and the hold 
appeared hah* thll of water. I sent the masu fctplow, tvho confirnicd this 
statemeiit. I notv saw with mucti concei ii cti v endeavour to save his 
Majesty's gun-bng had proved inofTcctual, for jslic was completely bilgcrl. 

“ I now destroyeij all the signals in lhe*prrscnco of the master. 

Tiie enemy fro^f the shore were ut intervals firing musketry nt Ui 
svithout doing any damage. * * 

** Al half-past eleven, I began to consider of the providing for the safety 
of the crew, as my first care; the water at this tune bting level wjtli lire 
* between* decks, and about midnight ‘.vith that of the mam deck, the lyig 
striking broadside on with the greaf^Vt violence, I heie ihougfic it my 
duty to recommend to all on board to femain on ilu; wri ck, whatever might 
be the consequence ; and never lo think of svbmittir>g to an ennny, iilihoiigh 
apparently so much ui his power; and ilnft, in nil pifibabihtv^ at da\ light 
we might be able to seek some assistance. 

** I was fearful of cutting away the masts, and that the wreck would 
occasion the destruction of the boat alongside, the only siiiiatioii she could 
lie in. I ordered the weather guns, to he ihrow'n overboard, whicli was 
soon accomplished, in addition to the cutting away df :iie larboard anchor, 
which caused the brig to have a more considerable heel in-shorc. 

I trust, I may prove coirect in not ordering signal guns to Ivu fired al 
an early period, because I conceived, in this particii) \r, the enemy might 
suppose the wreck a ^^Inp of war, and have greatly ai’tioycd us by field 
pieces, or from batteries (as there appealed at inttr^'als a signal-post near 
tis), when endeavouring to save the brig. 

** At day-break we observed through the fog a brig run on sliorc, to the 
westward of us about a quarter of*a niile ; finding no batti ry near, I oi • 
dered the signal of distress to be hoisted, cxp€ciir;g ii nii^^ht be taken notice 
of by any vessel in the ofilng. • • • » 

“ At about six o’clock the fog partly rlearcrf upj ami the W'oathrr became 
moderate. The cutter whs got out witli great i/iliiciilty. I •ent the master 
with her and the other boat, and about fifteen* lia’^uU, to use every exerli ».‘0 
CO get either of the vessels off which wefe near us; and in the osrcnt of suc- 
cesi^ 1 had formed an intention of shipping the crew fruin hands cl ti^e 
enemy, and to havef^Jointj^ the convoy by such nican«. 

“ I had hitherto keft up the masts, partly for the purpose of niukim* 
signals; and finding no prospect of assisLaitlr, I crf»h‘icU il ' m te be 
away, to ease the vvrcrl: * • 
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^ " Ok 5 ffVing mnny people on the eminence, we commenced a fire of 
musketry on them, which, iKrith the* tbroiving up of rockets, caused their 
removal to othea parts of the hill : during: tlieir absence two fires were laid 
to destroy the brig, and the colours spread on the stump of the foremast 
The remaining giins^ on the starboar4 side were now fired, which had 
been reserved for the purpose of making signals; and I hud the satisfaction 
of hearing them^ answered by ^some ship or Vessel round the point to thn 
southward and eastward. I despatched the master in the small cutter, in 
that direction, to make observations : he returned »in about three hours 
after, and stated he had boarded the ship Neptunus (of London), one of 
the convoy under Rostock Colours, which coming to our assistance. 

** I now caused every arrangement to be made for leaving the brig, and 
CO complete her destruction ; and this time might be abcut four oVlock in « 
*thi afternoon of the Itth. ^ 

** I instantly, on the appearanci^^f the Neptunus, sent the boats with 
« party of the officers and men, keeping the remainder with the marines for 
tjie last moment. T}ic weather being moderate occasioned much despatch. 
At half past*0 the brig was set on*^re in two places, and very soon after we 
found her in n total blaze ; wc then retreated to the boats without the lose 
of a man, and wc were all on board tlic Neptunus by 8 o^clock. A t daylight 
on the l$th, the brig was perceived from the Neptunus to be burnt to the 
water's edge ; and at iioun I counted from ihnt ship sixteen sail on shore, 
mostly to the westward of the spot where the Centincl was destroyed. 

** To the officers and crew of his Majesty's late gun-brig under my com- 
mand I feel every credit duej for the vigorous and prompt conduct they 
dispiayed in the execution of my orders ; nor did 1 ever witness moio 
real attention am'. delcnuiiicJ resolution to resist the grasp of a meiciless 
l>n€my, than what thby manifested on this trying occasion. 

** Tlie coiirluct of the pilots has becn^ very exemplary for their 
caution; in which 1 feel satisfied.l«^o the master of the Neptunus our 
obligj^iions are of the greatest magnitude, foi^i^ie Veady assistance he 
afforded us when his ship was but^, little^ more than out of danger. His 
saving the crew of one of hi^ Majesty's gun- brigs, together with several out 
of four*‘of th/) vesselM^rtfcked on the coast, must ever hold his conduct up 
as a superior man : indeed, the kind attention he shewed us could not have 
been exceeded. ^ 

I hope* and trust 1 shall l>c found to have taken every means in my 
power to prevent the misfortune which, with pain, jpy duty obliges me to 
relate, in regard to what this narrative sets furthV .

(A f . 19; 1812, in Wingg Sonnd/* 
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Lieutenant King, immediately on his arrital at Wingoe, waited on 
the Commander-in-chief, Sir James Saumarez, who^was )}lcasctl to 
order a court-martial to be heM on him for the loss of the Ceh« 
tincl. Accordingly, a courts was assemlSkd for the above purpose, 
on board H. M. S. Zealous, at that anchbrage, of which Captain 
Thomas Boys sat as president ; add/ after a strict iiiTestigation^ 
the court came to^the following resolution That haring heard 
the narrative rcad^*and the evidence given in corroboration of the 

t • 

facts therein stated, and very maturely and, deliberately weighed and 
considered the same, the court is of opinion, that the loss of the said 

• gun-brig was occasioned by extreme thick weather, that prevented 
their seeing the land for thirty-six ^ours ; together with the vulence 
of the currents, which drove tlieny&hd the wholc^f the convoy, as 
well as many other vessels, on the co^stof RugCn, where the said 
gun-brig was wrecked. The court i%^of opinion, that no blamo 
whatever is attached to Lieutenant William ElI(‘tson* King, the 
commander, the officers, or company of the said guntbrig Cen- 
tineJ, for their conduct on the occasion of her Joss; and doth 
therefore adjudge them to be fully accpiitted.*^ 

We cannot dismiss the subject of Lieutenant King's acquittal, 
w ilhout introducing to the notice of, our readers (he strong evl^ 
deuce in his favour which w^as given by'Captaiii Williaiu*JBowlcs, 
a member of the court martial, in which he said, I had an op- 
portunity of seeing thc*Ceiitiuel lying cdinpictely destioyod under 
the high land of the island of Riigeii ; and 1 am of opinion, that 
great credit is due to Licatenant King for so completely destroying 
her, and bringii^ h^^people o*^; commanded as he was by the 
enemy's musketry oii the heights, within half-muskct shot.” * 

1^0 sooner had the court martial closed t)ieir proceedings, than 
the commander-in-chief ordered Lieu tonput King, hi\ latcTofficcrs 
and crew, to take their passage on board tho Aqullon frigate, Cap- 
tain Bowles, for England. , 

* By thif unfortunate circumstance of the wreck of the Ccntincl, 
Lieutenant Ringljb^t yearly all the property he had on board ; and 
for which, qyen in the most acquitted duty, the service allows of no 
pecuniary remuneration : this, to any commanding officer (parti- 
cularly to one with no. more than l^is pay)^ isindeedamQSt'%crious 
consideration. 
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LieKtenanh King, wc have been told, has made frequent appli- 
cations to their Lordship! of the* Admiralty Boards to be employed 
in an active co^nmand, for which he has been long since noted ; 
and he probably expected^, not only from the severe loss of pro. 
perty that he had sustained, but frofn the very peculiar situation 
in which he was placed' witji ji^espcct to«thc enemy (who, durpg 
the distress of fhe Ccntincl,» was keeping up an almost incessant 
fire of musketry upon her),* that he should „fiavc bceiw thought 
worthy of their rLordships’ consideration. He has been nearly a 
quarter of a century in the service; has assisted at the capture 
and detention of 40 sail of flic line, and has l.en concerned in 
other public exploits, which have live times obtained the Thanks 
of ParKament.f jj 

We know that Lieutenant King has been often advised by his 
friends to endeavour to get^a sigual-slation, an agency of trans- 
ports, or s^mo other sitnalion of case ; but such counsel he has 
always resisted ; adding, I will never solicit a situation infe- 
rior to that from which the elomcTits have di‘?misscd me.’* J 

Having great reason to believe the justice of the First Lord to 
be very conspicuous,^ wc hope that there will be no bar to Lieute- 
nant King’s promotion, notwithstanding liis being on half- pay ; 
and wc trust that, before lohg, ue shall see him, in a new capa- 
dty, hauling home JiLs topsail sheets. This oflicer has never 
been married ; he is in his 38th 3 car, and of a constitution fit for 
the most active service; and we nssuc'c ourselves, that if he have 
not always^mct with success, the contents of our preceding 
pages will amply prove that he hifis,at least deserved it. 

* Yet, assailed in a defend'olcss sfatp, this galiunt oiricer disdained 

the idea of submission. TI10 writer was “ at level with ilie mam-dcck, 

Uio brii^ ^'fikirig^ broadside oft \^th the greatest violence. 1 here thought jt tuy 
duty to recoinmeftd to all on board 10 remain on the wreck, whatever might be, 
the consequence \ and never to'think of submitting to an enemy, although ap- 
parently so inu^h 111 his power.”— This linguage smacks of the immortal Nelsov !

T he opening of this etegant tribute bf the gratitude of the town of 
Liverpool, to the memory of ours great Naval Hero, took place on 
ilie 30ch $eptenihcj^ ^ With respect to the tnerirs of the execution of this 
addition to the oniafucnts of tiic town, we shult only ba^’ iluii the following 
lire the scntimeiits expreshed by the report of tlie (Jouunittcc : that ev^ry 
eflTort has been made hy Mr. Westiuacott to fulfil his engagement; and 
they think it only proper, in justice to hi'ii, to dcrlaro, tliat iMouuineia 
" which is now submitted to tlie judgment of an inttlligcnt public, meets, in 
point of execution, with tlieir entire approbation ; to which they r«ny, adtT, 
as of much more importance, the saiKilion of a |rcae mimher of distin- 
guished professors and .patrons of art, who have had an opportunity^ 
during the progress of the work in the inetropolis, of funning a correct 
opinion on its merit/' ^ • * ’ 

The subscription for the purpose of erecting this statue commenced on 
ihe.5th November, IflOo, and amounted to alMmi 9, 0(^0/. The first stone 
was laid 15th July, 18J2. The whole of the design w.is planned by Mr* 
Matdiew Charles Wyatt, and selectcvd from a variety ot‘ inodels hy the best 
artists. Tlie monument, which is in bronze, is executed by R. Westma- 
cott, £si}. R.A.uf Loiifiotu 

Dcscriplion of the ^fonument* • 

On a basement of WcstniorJiuid marble stands a circular pedestal of tlie 
same material, and peculiarly suitable in colour to tJie groM[ic which it sup- 
ports. At the base of th<? pedestal arc fi>ur emblematic ilgures, of heroic 
size, in the cliaractcr of captives, or vanqui;>hc(l enemies ; in allusion to the 
f'jur signal victories obtainei^ by Lord Nelson, vh. those of JSt.^Vincent, the 
Nile, Copenhagen, and of "iVufalg^r^ The spares hetwcon these figures, 
on the sirles of tlict pcdi^stal, are fdled by fqiir ^lanri bas ielicfs, executed 
ill bionze, re[u*csentiiig some of the great naval actions in wlurh the immor- 
tal Ntlnoti was engaged. The rest of* the pede*»tal is ritlily ilccoTattd with 
lionr’ leads, and festoons bf lauiel ; and, in a moulding round tl\p upper 
part of 't, is inscribed iti letters of brass, pnrstianr to the ncs^lution of the 
general iiceting, that most impressive charge, delivered by this illustrious 
comniaudei previous to the commencement of liia battle of Trafalgar, 
•‘England expects every man to do in'* duty.’' 

The figures <:onsti(Vtiiig the principal design are, Nelson, Victory, and 
Death; his Colo try mqii/niiig for her loss, and her N avy eager to avenge 
jt, naturally claim a place in the groupe. 

The priiieipal figure is the Admiral, resting one* foot on a conquered 
,eiiciny, and the other on a cannon. — With an eye stedfast and upraised 
to V'ictory, bo is receiving^ from her a fourth na:Jal crown upon his sword ; 
which| to indicate the loss of his right ariii^ is heltl in his left Jiaud. The 
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maimed limb is concealed b)^the enemy's flag, which Victory is lowering 
to hillD, and tinder the folds of. which Death lies In ambush for hii victim; 
laKmating, that lie received the reward^ of iiis valour and the stroke of 
Death at the same moment. , 

By the figure of an exasperated British ocainan, is represented tlie zeal 
of the navy to wreak vengeiihce on the enemies^ who robbed it of its most 
gallant leader. ^ ^ ' 

Britannia with* laurels in her hand, and leaning regardless of them on her 
spear and shield, describes the feelings of the (;ouiur^*fluctuating between 
the pride and the i^pguish of.a triumph so dearly purchased, but relying fur 
security on her own resourc/is. 

In preferring an historical group to a naval column, or a single statuei 
and in selecting the subject above described from a co:'«iderable number 
of designs of great excellence, it was one principal aim of the Committee 
^ ercct^such a Monument as sboijd^ not only do honour to the town of 
Liverpool, as an cflVirt of art, but SMuld excite in the breast of the spec- 
tator those feelings, moral and ^mtriotic, which a work of the highest class 
ought always to inspire. They, •therefore, adopted that which appeared 
to them bestv'.alculated to exhibit^ in the strongest manner, the glory and. 
happiness of the hero who dies in the defence of his country ; and who, 
in the act of grasping at another crown, which the Goddess of Victory is 
placing on his svvord, is insensible to the stroke which terminates his glori- 
ous career. At *the same time it was. their wish to contrast the exultation 
inseparnbie from such «an event, with the sincere sorrow and deep regret 
occasioned by the death of this distinguished Commander, and to impress 
upon the minds of the present, ‘and of future ages, a firm conviction, that 
life itself cannot be better resigned than in the cause of our country. 

PLYMOUTH IMPROVEMENTS. 

Wc learn that bis Majesty’s ministers,, seeing the increasing importance 
of this port, in a commercial as well as naval point of view, have directed 
the nece'isary inquiries to be made by the Boards of Customs and Excise, 
on the several representations which liaVt been made to tliem by tlic mcr- 
chanu of Plymouth, in orfier to obviate the evils?* complained of, and to 
afibrd them every facility. To this ^enfi* undei stand, there has l>eeii 
already an increase of oflices«in one department of the llevenue, am*’ that 
it is intetided^thcre shall die, an augmentation of the permanent csuiblish- 
meut in 'the oirier ; aiul also that the Coniuiissioners of Customs have it 
in contemplation cither to rebuild the Custom-House (which ha® been too 
Ibiig a disgrace to the town), or to p^ircliasc a coiuenicnt building for the 
purposes of this j)rancli of the revenue. The Exchange now erecting has 
presented itself as particularly eligible— and it apj^ear^Ao us, from its vici- 
nity to the wharfs, its extent, and capacious intcriiid arrangiimcilt, as Will 
as external, solid and rcspcctuble appearance, it is udininlMy adapted fofr 
that, or any other public office. How fartlie weulthy projirietors may ho 
induced to give up the ohjert they have in view, wc do not presume to dc- 
terrpino. We have bccii informed that advHutngVuns proposals have been 
made to purchase the whole premises; and proCiuhly the gentlemen who 
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form the Committee, being well qualified to appreciate the value 
property iti question, may, by some jedicious-eii tension of their plan, com* 
bine both objects, and unite the interests of the propricters, with tHht of 
the dutie^i of the department they^are so intimately connected with. We 
venture to say, from good authority, Uiac„whcii tlie Tobacco Trade is 
extended to this port, which there is every rca»pn to expect it will be 
the comparatively easy rate of which goods are landed, warehoused and 
re«>shippcd ; — and the great *acccssion of tVade which initst arise from the 
additional security at the harbour from thtrt great iiational undertakii^ the

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^xOcncrtilly speaking, naviJ men are certainly more au fait at gallant 
action^ and active service, thtin in deep thought about anjr nmltei-s-wbicli 
do not relate mmf.dial^^ to the duty they are engaged in ; and. it is wisely 
ordered that it should be so \ bul^ doesaiot follow, that no circumsUnces 
wllatcver should induce them So wist in the preservation of the general 
combination of that servieb, jn which they perform such hokipurabley though 
detached parts* It is a more material error to keep siicnt from respectful 
remonstrance, when such is absolutely ret|uisitc, than even to remonstrate 
without a great and evident necessity, though this ^eruinly shonld be 
most carcfuliy avoided. *, 

Many naval otlrjsrs, doubtless, rernam in active employ afloat, till the 
wish for the most perfect tmiinjuility of retirement is fair and natural. 
Soirte are of opinion, that their own bare routine of personal duty is suffi-* 
C'ient, and would sukfer tlie whole machine to go to pieces In silence, be* 
CQUjp they have not the charge of it ; yet we should not applaud a boat- 
swain* or carpenter who would not inform the captain that a fire was 
rapidly approaching the magazine, and then allege as an excuse, that the 
gunpowder was in the charge of the gunner, and tlic captain ameuable for 
tlip safety of the ship.* * 

There is anhthcr caiusc of iiiata:-ntion to public affairs among sailors 
when ashore. However succes'>rnl and honourable tlieir progress may Imve 
been afloat, they feci tliat :i maritime life is not a life of nature, and, when 
freed from their oyertions, relax entirely, and avoid all thoughts of it. 

Some few', I fear, have actiiity of tifind enough, and a thorough convic- 
tion of the necessity of hmcndinrnr, and cither selfishly think it will last out 
l^hcir time without a (rash, or have some selfish point to gain, which will 
notftdmit^of risking advice (wTiicIi they too naturally think always gives 
ofifence) to th.e powers that ho, 

I must confess, also, that there does run through the acrviceT a very 
frequent oblivion of ihc last riink pas ed througli*; and 1 have beard many 
captains complain, aniJ^with positive jusu€.e, of the vexatious delays expe- 
rienced at thc^N". B. and the unjuft and ruinous decisions of the C* of Ap- 
peals, &c. &:c. &c. 1 have, however, never known tl e long list of admi- 

arals turn out as volunteers to remedy the grtevanccs they have almost all 
smartly felt when captains ; but, in all the indolence which arises from 
security /rorn future grievance, hecoiilb quid spectators of the storm they 
arc. escaped from.

achl, and even eminent ability, to all those who compose iti 
Our brilliant victories in Spain da?zle the eyes of too many, ivho compare 
not the thousands who go out to join^ those victories, with t!ie !jro7’es*^'^lo 
come home debilitated and maimed. The public scc« oiily the returns of 
the day of battle, but s^re ignorant of the subsequent effects.' Wc are, 
however, so committed, that we must n^w proceed with vigour, and it is 
most fortunate that we have a Genera^ worthy of t^ic hrave.troops seuC to 
support his measures. What can I say inuro in liis praise? Yet in sober 
sadness we must confess that those victories do not prevent its being a very 
desperate struggle, riotwitlistanding the great change in our affairs by the 
rupture of the armistiro, and the ,acccssi»)n of Austria lo our allies, from 
lyliich I try to augur all the good I can.

navigated, it will be seen that wc have no longer a nursery of seamen pre- 
paring for the navy, tliuuglul <?onfess I have not seen a want of hands 
ashore, as far as my limited travels extend, bat tlie demand for adujts will 
become rapidly progreSsii'e. ^Tlie I'^ttcr rerrutrks would havc^bccii mere 
episuilc^ but for the sal^e of exfiressing tin; fears I entertain orthe great 
danger, that those in power may forget tliat^*‘ ipritain*$ Icit bulwarki arc 
fiir wooden waUs.*’ To those who govern the navy I vfbufd particularly 
state, t'hat in these eventful times so great a* effange has taken place^^h the 
seiitinieiits of that class of society frdm whence pur suldiprs^nd sailors are 
di^wii, that for oae soldier who has changed his profej^ion for the sea, 
there are perhaps segmen, who, within a few years past, have gone into 
'the army. VVell do remember the day when this was very far differenf, 
.^iid it was deemed pr^otion cither fur^a lancj soldier or imirinc to be 
^allowed lo become a seAman; and when wp consider the maritime situation 
*^f Brimih, and the, fomer established naval habits of her sons^^wc* must 
be ussured that tfiere ist!»ome strongly working, deepH* disposing cause fur

CAR R0CK#1N THE fXATR OF fORTH. 

This dtinger lies about 1} mile eastward from Fifeness. It is directly ip 
the track of vebscis entering or .leaving the Fr^th of Fonb^ in coining frorjr 
or going to the north of Scotland ; and it is a fact, that on this rock no 
fewer than four vespsls were citlier stranded or totall^iost between Noyemr 
her and Fehruarj last. The Bell llock * was formerly die dread of the 
mariner, Rod to avoid it fie kept a good offing ; but from the erection of 
the light'houtt on that rocic, if has now become his most certain guide 
(the coal light on the May Island still remaining unimproved). It is possi- 
ble that the confidence thus inspired by the Bell Rock light-house, ma^ 
Hate led some vessels incautiously to approach Fifeness,. till they were un- 
expectedly ruined en the Car. However thia may be, the Car Rock now 
remains the only considerable obstruction to the . navigation of die Frith, 
The frequent dccurrcnce of accidents at tliis point did not fail to attract 
the attention of the Commissioriers for Northern Lights several years ago, 
itnd induced them to cause a very large buoy to be moored close to it } ^but, 
notwithstanding that a very strong iron chain and a most ponderous 
anchor were employed, the buoy was torn from its moorings by 
tlie fvlitiiter stoniKi, and this plan completely failed. The Comniii^ioiiers, 
thdNIgb foiled in thei>‘ first project, have not been discouraged from anotlier 
and more important effort. They have resolved to attempt the erection of 
a solid conical beacon of stone pn the highest part of tlie Car Rocki^ This 
must proVe air ondertaking more difficult even than the erection of the Bell 
Rock light-liQiiSQ itself; on account chiefly of the small dimensions of the 
Car Rock, find its low situation in the water, as well as the circumstancre 
sthat the blijghtest win^/ especially easterly, prbduces a swell off Fifeness, f 
which most render the landing of iForkmcn imprHcticable* 

nea^) tides, tlie highest point of the IJat Rock is hardly visible Rt 
Ww water, and very frequently it' Is dot at ^all uncovered. At the lowest 
ebb of spring tides, the uncovered portion of mk measures about 70 feet 
in length, but only 20 in breadth, the flood of spring tides tliere are 
from to 1 6 feet of water pver the highest part. The rock consists of a 
nia«S'oC sandstone, and appearances indicate it to be a Continuation of a 
ridge, formeM ky a thitlr oed of saodstohe, visible ashore at Fifeness. A 
oonsjderable part of the fduddation of tfie projected stone beacon has been 
elevated. It is only at jthe lowes# ebb of two or three of ' the greatest 
spring tides, and for about two lie irs each tide, that the workmen can pro- 
ceed with the ' leveliing. It is expected, however, ajiliat the foundation 
course will laid, this season, or that even two jor diree layers mky be 
accompiisbed* It seems likei^y that the binluija|rAviU be Completed in ano- 
ther season ; but tlie'work must go ^on much ilmra^luwly than at thq Bell 
jiock,« where the .tempomry. lodging-house and si^hy, erected on tjie reck 
iitsetf, g^reatiy forwarded (he operations. A sa/idstoae quarry dias been 
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opened in the neighbourhood of Pitniilty, about five ^iies distant ^ and 
excellent stones, of great size, i|iave here -been procured. * An old iioyse, 
belonging to the Earl^pf Kellie, has been fitted up for the workmen at 
nessj and the successive layers of the Wacon^irejthere in preparation.

RODRIGUES. 

• Remar kSf 4r. $th August, 1809. 

Tliis island,* formerly called Diego*llays. Jies nearly E. and W. is situ- 
ated ill latitude 19® 44' S. and longitude 63® l^J' E. from Oeenwicli ; + is 
inoiiiitaitious, and so high as to be seen 18 or '20 leagues in clear weather. 
It’s appearance demonstrates that it has undergone sonic uiicoinmoii con* 
vulsion of haturd : the face of the country towards the sen prescfils p^)ai- 
ren nnd dreary prospect : huge masses of stone, whitfh have been thrown 
from the heights, cover, the mitior hills, with trees and hcihage shooting 
forth between the fragments, 'fhe vallifs toward the sea, although not 
extensive, are well wooded, covered ivkli long gVass» nqd have stnAll 
rivulets of excellent water running through them. On ascending the 
nearest summits, the eye is immediately relieved from barren scenerV, hj a 
fine fertile hilly country for several miles; part of which has bceij cksartkl 
'and cultivated by three French families, possrs>5ing abbut ninety^ slaved, 
who were the only inhabitants on the island at ti^e time of our arrival. 
Citfons, oranges, and bmes, grow abundantly in many parts of the island ; 
and we were told that it’s soil is capable of producing both European and 
tropical plants : ray own opinion corresponds with this assertion of the 
inhabitants. If once settled and cultivated, it may become a place of 
consequence to our commerce, for ships of war and tiiose of the Flast 
India Company to touch at. Jt has a tolerabiy,good harb'dur; whieffi 
might be made more convenient at a small expense, by runnjtig out a mole 
or pier for the purpose of i#atering,^&a In a military sense this is; iaiiSr is 
strong Jby uaiure,^beiiig nlmos*t surrounded by lecfs of coral rocks, extend- 
ing out three, four, and five miles on which itTe sea breaki^. 'I'he east end 
alone wants this natural barrier ; bui that being to windward, no jioiits, in 
my opinion, could land vi safety ; the shorc^huut the harbour is the nnly 
practicable landin j; place, and that may he protected easily. Tlie shores 
abound with good fisli of different descriptipns^ wliicli arc caught with a 
sein net : our boat while bshing tiere for several days used, in the coqrse 
of a few hours, to take as many as served or 3 lb. a m»n to the ship’s 
company. Though some of the fish caught with aline and hook in deep 
’Hater ere saiil to%*be o/a poisoaous quality, w*e found no ill effects from 
several caught in this Aiannej*.

Still, besides tlie general 
idea which may he formed from them, the height of the /olcano/ which is 
the nicest in determination, and which affects all the olhor deductions, js 
nut supposed to he very materially wide of tlie truth? 

The following remarks, ,noted down between the ohsefvatiifltey wliile 
passing the island, may a>sist^in^^iiipicting the idea of it ah'eady given. 
I'he island is composed of a very large inoup^aiii, rising boldly out of the 
sen, of the form of an amphitheatre, having an entrance open toN.W. b.W. 
and a volcano occupying ciic*ceiitre. The yoJciuio is encircied by the 
mountain, and its summit can be seen only nearly level w^ich tjie higher 
parts of the mountain, except on the N.W. ^idfe, whertf the break in the- 
mountain exposes its interior side, as well tii tlfe wrhole of the volcano, to 
the view. When seen in this direction, its appearaiK'e is pmst interebthig, 
and a much better idea can be formed of it than wlieii it has any other 
bearing. The nriouyt'ain is nearly of an uniform height, except the N.W'. 
pan of it, which is'lowdr than the rest. The interior side of it is precipii- 
tous, furrowed thickly iHgulfiriy from top to IjOllom ; the furro#8 ap- 
parently filled with asl^s or otiier volcanic matter ; and the intormedtate 
ridges exhibiting a parched and scanty vegetation. On the declivfty of tba

Ail that we at present know is» 
that Buonaparte, in his S[K:cch to ilic l/'gislative Body at Paris on the 19th 
l3ccembtT, stated, that Nr.coTiArioNs had bfen anteued into with 
THE Allied Powers ; and that he had adulked to the Paelimi- 
nahv bases which 'jiiey had pafsented.

An Order of Counc(), dated lOtli November, 1813, has been issued fur 
the coDtinuation, till dlst Deceiubt^r, 181 of the lioiinries now paid for 
the encouragement of seamen aud huidsmen to enter into H. M. navy.

to action, but had the mortification soon after to witness their separation* 
and escape, fro*ji superior sailing ; he bore up at nine after tijc IciAi’ard 
vessels, and, after using various decepftioiis, oiiticed one alungside, 'when, 
after a resistance of about ten piiiiutes, she surreudered, and proved 
Le Lion, French lugger privateer, of Bpulogne (two days n*om Dieppe, 
find had not made any capture), mountiqg 16 guns, with a coinplcment of 
69 men, five of whom, including her captain, wefc*killed, ^nd six scvefcly 
wounded.

Tn obedience to your ofdcrs, to report to you the circumstances attending 
the destruction of the French ifetional brig Flihilstier, I do myself the 
plcqLSure to acquaint yoit, that the^Fli bustier, having taken advantage of a 
favourable moiaeiit, sailed from Jean do Luz, and at daylight of the 
13th, was discovered, attended by three trincadorcs, when she was imme* 
diately chased by his Majesty’s schooner under my command, the Challeii- 
fer and Constant in the efiing, seven or eight miles distant ; the enemy 
being becalmed, hyd anchored under the protection of some French hattc-' 
rics close to the mouth of Bayonne ; a ptirtial breeze lasted time enough to 
enable U. M. schooner tO close and commence action, which after being 
maintained for three quarters of nn hour, ended l>y the corvette’s crew 
suddenly quitting her and pulliiigffor the shore, which from its nearness 
they Mere easily enabled to cfect, in spite of a well-directed broadside; 
for, as the corvette was perceived to he on fire, my endeavours were, if 
possible, to save the vessel, and boats were sent fur that purpose, but 
without success. * . 

TBy papers found on board. of her, I Icnimt that the Flibustier was com- 
manded Monsieur Daniels, lieutenant de vaisseaii, and a member of the 
Legion ofllo^iour, that she mounted sixteen Faench 24-pouiidcrs (earro* 
nades), tivo long 9-pouiulers, a brasi^ kuwitzer gun, and four brass 
3-p<iuiiders, having on board men, *!Slie appears to Ka.ve been bound 
to SaiifOiia, for the relief of that garrison, having on board treasure, aridll 
ainnuinitivn, and salt provisions, and from hfr largo complement of men, 
probably s«>iue ufiicers and soliKt rs for that garrison. 

I beg ta excess my best tjianks to Mr. Biyth (master), and Mr. PcaV«, 
son (uinsterVmuK^, for tiAir'zcal and good conduct, and to assure you 
how much 1 was pleased at die*aniinnted conduct of my crew, who saluted 
the e^neiny with three cheers before a shut was fired. 

I had no incalVs of ascertaining the cneiiiy’s loss in killed o; wounded ; 
though, from appearances on hoard, it luim have been considerable ; but 1 
have the pleasure to state, that the Telegraph did ntitlosy a man.

it impossible to bring them to clo«>e action. We reniaincd,ii} tli^ inoKify* 
ing situation five hours, liflvitig only six guns in all the squadron that wutld 
reach the ciiciny (not a carninatfil^ being fired); at sunset a breeze sprang 
im from the weiStward, when I steered for the False Duck Islands, under

Although I have fo regret the loss of Mr.* William Ellery, midshipilian, 
and three seamen killed, and seven wounded, I Cannot but qoncSive it for- 
tunate that none of the squadron have j^ecefved anj material damage, 
whkdi must have been considerable had the* enemy acted with the least 
spirit, and taken advnnCnge of the superiority of position they posses^d*

At daylight this morning, lieachy-llcad bearing north, three leagues, 
observed a large lugger privuiccr ut)oiit four miles to the southward of os, 
vvhpn after a chaso of three hoiita she surrendered, but not until she was so 
much damaged by sliot, that she ilnnK^'liat^ly after went down ; and 1 am 
sorry to bay, we wtre o*iIy able to save 28 of her crew, one of them severely 
wounded* Trom them I learn, she was named Subtile, mounted 16 guns, 
manned with 72 men, commanded hy Francis David Drdsier — sailed From 
Dieppe on Monday la§t, and^lnul made two captures, One a Swedisli brig 
laden with sa{t,, and (bo other a collier. The captain and the vVhole 
of the oflicers were either killed or drowned. Ilis Majesty^s brig Urgant

On the Och General Nugent look four hundred mure prisoners. The 
Croats are flocking in daily co the Imperial standard ; the greatest joy and 
enthusiasm prevail amongst all ranks of people, and they swear to follow 
the example of Spain, and neve^ to admit the Fren«h again into their 
country, while a man remains alive.

(fiittd on buurd the Ti/lUford, off" Trieste, October 31, 1813.

‘ I have the hoifotir to acquaint you, for the information ol the Lord? 

'Coemnissiobers tif the Admiralty, that I left Pola, on the 19th ultimo, and 
arrived at Capo D'Jstria nii the Slsr, wh^UrGeuernl Count Nugent met ine^ 
on the same day. Much credit is due to- Captain Uower,fo( the )Ui2.abeth, 
for having opened a comniunidution with the army, and for assisting mate** 
irially in pitting the place in a good stale of defence. 

tlie 27 tb September, thoariny under (xeneval Nugent moved ; the 
Pdixubelh \fQs uydered oti' Mugia, whilst die B:icchanle, with a, company of 
Austrian troop.4, psocecflefito^Dwino. 

I remained at Capo DHsCivq'in constant correspondence with General 
Nugent^ who w,us hanissiug tiic army of the Viceroy on his reUeat, until 
die morning of «lie 3tlr insRinr^ when 1 sailed for Trieste, and advanced 
die hilLtabedi to Dwino. General x'^ugeut, who continued to. follow die 
itnemy,. left soin^iroops. near Trieste, Rud the port wasrcomple^;ly block; ^ 
aded by sea. ABout noon, on the 10th, the enem^ sur^ri^ed us by oppu^ 
mg ainjiSke*! battery, with a field-piece and a howitzer, upon the M|l/brrf, 
whose stern was towards *the ?liOt'e, and bcgaif iirin^. Captain Marklattd 
in a tew minutes got a spring uppn the cable, and opened a steady well- 
directed ffi'c iqioiidm battery; in a quarter, of tin llpur ^lOth guns Wj^f^ ^ 
completely disobicrl, two mqjlf killed guid seven wouAitlcd, wliil.it not 
son was touched pit board the. .shif^ although, sh^ll cxplodcdpn .die 
psop deck.

'It was then determined to lay 
siege to the castic. % the Idtfi, in the morning, we had fvelv^ gnns in 
two batteries, Which opened their fire and continued nearly the w]uJc day '; 
towards the evening the enemyVas driven from the Windmill, which was 
fakeii possession of’ by the sAostrlaQ troops, ^ud two howiizei'S advanced 
th^e. TIflR firing was continued occasioindly noon on the 28d, hv 
Which time Captain Rowley had got a thirty* two-pounder witliin two liun- 
di'cd yards of* the Shanza, whefe ^hereVas a strong building with one giia 
and loop holes in it; standing upon a hill,^vith a wall round it nearly four- 
teen feet high, anNjfticer and sixty inch. 

Wc had had some cominunicatioii with the castic in the morning, and 
the triiCe'wns broke oflT at a very short iiMtice by the ^iieiny, wlio opened on 
all sides. The thirty- two-pounder was* fire'd upon rhe Shunza. The fi«t 
shot the gun recoiled, and the j^round giving way, it fell backward off the 
platforiri, which was six feet above the level. Ft was fine' to see* Captain 
liowicy and his people immediately get a triangle above the work, arijl il/b ' 
tinrty-two pounder with its carriage, run up to its place again, yiider a 
shower of grape and musketry, wliicli occasioned severe loss. T^iwards 
evening, tlie enemy in the Sliaoza held out the iVhite flag, and sm rendered 
to Captain Rotvley. Having now possession of the Shanzu, yvliich cotn- 
manrled the castle and the Windinill^hill, we«set to work upon ^ome 
advanced batteries wiihin four hundred ‘yards of the ensile, but the wea- 
tiler was so wet, and the labour was so great, fhat it was not until the 
morning of the 2Pth that they vi*ere complete, when the enemy acceded 
to our altered propositions for surrendering the castle. We were pre- 
pared to have opened with eleven thirty-two- poiindej'S, twelve eighteen- 
pounders, four mortars, and fourliowitzcrs. ' 

livery captain, officer, and person in tlie sqtmdroii has done his duty. 
Captain Rowley has l^ecn, as usual, most prominent on every occasion. I 
admired the example he sliewed at the attack of the Slianza, w^ith the 
courage and activity of Lieurenaiits Hotbain and iMoore, aftd Air. Ilib- 
bert, midshipman of the Kaglc. Captain Angelo, of the gist regiment, 
was foremost in shewing where to place fascines to protect the men, whilst • 
the gun was getting up. . * 

I beg to recommend to the Lgrds Commissioners, of tlie Admiralty, Cap- 
tain Moresby, of his Majesty's sloop Wi/.nid. lie combianded one of the - 
batteries from the Itith until* the 24ih, wlien he was ordei-hd pTorm nbnt- 
* tery with four thirty-two-powiders, within breaching di'>tance ; in the 
course of fifty«•^ix hours, under dll the disadvantages of weather, Ike, he 
with fifty men from the Milford, and twenty from tlie NVizard, coyipleted 
the whole without any nssisrimce \?liatever. And I must also n^entton the 
good couductofMr. Wslliain Watts, actingrniasier of the said sloopjwho . 
tvas severely wounded ; Captain Dunu, of the Mermaid, w»« also very 
assiduous on every occasion. Captain Mari!laffd comraanribd the marines, 
arid I have to thank him for exerting liimself %n every way t particularly in 
the arrangements of stores and provisions. We have at times nod -One 
thousand ta'O hundred men on shore, at work and in the Aintteries, and the 
general good conduct of the officers, seamen, and marines, witfi tlie har- 
mony that has irtvariably subsisted between the AusiyiAr troops and our 
people; is quite gVaisfyIng to me. * ' 

When we opened igainst the citadel h contained eight hundred 
men, forty-five large guns, mur mortars, hnd four howitzers. 

‘The consequences of the taking 'this place will he thro^hont thra 
Cbtffk^y, and General Nugent has de-crvedly all tho merit, of* hhxin^ 
IHiersted these provinces in the spac% of two ipoiiths; with so small nforee.
